VioTORT, Vt., Oct. 1864. 
Dear Sir: — Enclosed please find one 
dollar as partial remuneration for your very 
interesting and useful work, which wu have 
received nearly a year. It hjia bceu an effici- 
ent stimulus to keep up a lively interest ia 
the hearts of the few, in this phice, who are 
8trivin<; to aid a little in renderio;^ relief to 
our suffering soldiers. This section of the 
'^country is very thinly settled, no villages 
or towns, and the people irencrally poor. At 
the commencement of the war some three

or four ladies, most of them in indigent 
circumst^ocos, made an effort to form a 
society for the relief of our siok and wound- 
ed soldiers. Being unable to obtain any 
assistance from other parts of the town, they 
felt obliged to abandon the project. But 
their pairiotism could not long be restrain- 
ed, and they resolved to do what little they 
could. They were at length joined by others 
and a fewdi^Uars were contributed. By untir- 
ing effort they have succeded in filling four 
boxes. Our offerings are few and meagre 
compared with those other societies, but we 
hope they may be of some use where so much 
is needed. The aeal that for a time moved 
others to activity scetns to have died away, 
and the few are again left to labor* alone. 
Though they can do but little, I trust their 
efforts will not cease while this dreadfuH 
war continues. 

This is simply to let you know that your 
papers are received and appreciated, for 
which receive our warmest thanks.

tary Couiuiishiou, is likely to interest those 
of your readers wbosfl neartA, and Inmds, 
and pockets are oonwcrated to the 8ame 
noble and christian cnter])rise. I will oc- 
casionally occupy a small space in joar 
oolamns, and endeaYonr to preeest meli 
liMitarea of this work, which, thou^ often 
tiMted upon, will still bear ij^ileiition. 

SUPPLIES. 

I recollect well that my first won<ler on 

Suing an inside view pf the wurkiugs of 
e Seoiterj Oommlanon, me tt the im- 
MfBee amount of sapplies required to meet 
the deninudy of each recurrin ir i^ay I liad 
freouently read in the newspapcrH manifeHts 
cf uie esrgoes of propellera, and stenmen, 
nnd barges employed by the Sanitary Com- 
mission to convey supplier to the water base 
of the Army of the i'otoniuc, and bud been 
both astonished and grttified; bnt figures 
on paper convey only t ^rerj remote approz« 
imation to the renlization of the fact Stated. 

The iintt steam bout of the U. S. Sanitary 
Oommllston I was ever upon, was the Mary 

F. 1' y. !>iid Axe was lillfd fmiii >foni to 
Stern wiili sanitary stores, not a square foot 
of available hpace but had its load. When 
she left Washington, her muifest, contain- 
ing a long list of articles, was published in 
the papers of that city ; and to a person un- 
initiated, it seemed so long and so varied a 
list that he would think there was enoucrh 
to etipply the sick an<l wounded of a wliole 
oampaigo. And yet two days' work at Port 
Boyal exhausted the entire stoek. And 
hen kt it be understood that these stores 
were not given out with a prodigal Imnd. 
for had they been, the stores on the Ken- 
nedy" and Hobohen," two Sanitary Gom- 
mission bargi s, would also have been well 
nigh exhausted. No I but rather they were 
distributed in a manner which, if not parsi- 
monious, was Tevj eeoQomieel. Every re- 
quisition for stores was duly examined, and 
all the particulars under which the requi- 
sition was framed were ascertained, and the 
artiolee gmled with n due rt gard to the 
Wtats ef the case and the condition of our 
■npplio?>. In this connection it may not be 
improper UiHUito that Mr. John A. Ander- 
son, in <^arge of the Raplej, on arriving at 
/Belle Plain on Monday evening, May 23, 
1804, found our forces evacuating that 
place ; and iiaving learned the whereabouts 
^ the nest military haaoy he immediately 



headed his vessel for the place, which was 
Port Royal, nu the riajipahanunik. At that 
place our steamer arrived with its valuable 
supplies and large corps of nnrsea. With tim 
exception of two gnnboat.-^ ours was the third 
vessel there. Immediately after arrival the 
relief corps went ashore, pitched tent^, built 
fires, mid began at enee to aneeor the 
wounded ; seven hundred of whom bad Just 
arrived. The good work was proppcuted 
until every soldier who could, had taken re- 
freshments ; it was 8 A. M. of the 26th 
before the corps hid finished their work. 

I conclude this paper with the statement, 
tliat if the United ^States Sanitary Com- 
mission had never performed a good deed 
other than what it accomplished at Port 
Royal, its mission would have been a nnlilo 
one. For twtnty juur hours at that j^int 
thert were no $uppKe$ for the mek and 
voounded other than thone /urninhed hy this 
Commisi^ion, and to get to that place the 
poor suflerers had ridden in springless army 
wagons, on eorduroy roads, for thirty miles, • 
without food; and had been three days in 
transit. At the expiration of twenty-four 
hours, government supplies were on hand in 
abnndMoe, and were need in oommon with 
our own by our relief agents. Ihriuf/ our 
stay at Port Royal the UuiUd States iS'ini- 
tary Commimon was the only benevolent 
asmeiahbn nprmenUtd there. J. J. B.

1 wi.sli to record my gratitude to God for 
the privilege ot taking a trip to the region 
occupied by the armies operating against 
Richmond, and of seeiBg tne great field of 
usefulness there opened up to a honevolcnt 
public.

ment. Three seta of ehetter-tenta were 
filled with <louhle rows of wounded white 
and black men, who laid indiTriminat^'ly 
side by side. Together they luught and 
fell, and were laid aide by aide to reeeire 
equal attention from surpeon and mir;'*cand 
agent of Commission. At once the agents 
went to work dressing wounds and distribut- 
ing delieaciee of fiwd and drink, brought 
by the tug, as far as possible, according to 
the wants of each sufiferinir man. The 
seenea presented at thoee amixitating tables 
and tents, through those weary days and 
nights of .suffering and storm and vd'l, can 
never be forgotten. Uow thankful were 
hundreds that the flaaitBiy OommiMion 
was represented bj abandani enppliee fat 
tho.'te most pressing necessities and willing 
hands to diatribute them dav and night. 
Shirts tore and elotted with blood were ex- 
changed for others new and warm, and other 
under-clothing as it was needed. Men .shiv- 
ering with pain did not forget to express 
earnest thanks for the well-timed proriaioa. 
"A thousand thanks," cries one, '*0 thank 
you kind friends," eries another. 0 could 
the kind donors of these cumfoite have 
passed through those tents during those 
days of pain, and heard the expressions, 
how abundantly would they have been com- 
pensated for their donations, and bow in- 
spired would they have felt for new effort 
in this glorious cause ! 

Many scenes aud incidents presented 
themsdvea during thoee aeveral days, of a 
deeply iateiestingaad impreasire ehaiaoter. 

A RSV TORKXR. 

One young man from New York City, about 
seventeen years of age was mortally wound- 
ed in the abdomen. He frequently exclaim- 
ed, «0, 1 am BO siek]" He diotated a letter 
to his mother, stating that lie w:is wounded 
the day before, but that he hoped to get 
along nicely. I inquired if he had anything 
in hra pooketa to send to his mother. He 
replied : " No, I have nothing to send her 
but my best love." Poor boy! it was his 
last message. As I told him to trust in. 
God and remember that " Jesus died that 
he might live/' he elaaped hia hand de* 
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TOtttly. The death agoDj and sickness came 
npon him, and in about half an hoar after 

he dictated bis laKt lettor the oiortul struggle 
ended. In his pockets were found a like- 
ness of his sister and a few piece» ol puat- 
age Gurrenoj, which were tent to hiB mother. 

BAPPT MAX, 

Another brave man lay on a stretcher 
waiting to be laid upon the amputating 
l»ble. We had done what we could fur bis 
oomfbrt. I tried to apeak ebeering words 
and words of cMuufort to his soul. It was 
feared liis w.mud would prove mortal. He 
preneuieU u liublime Apectucle am he lay sus- 
pended between time and eternity, fie said, 
"I would love to live and poo my wlft> ami 
children, but I have peace with God and 
am not afraid to die, and I am resigned to 
the will of God/' Happy man! Many 
wounded oxpre^i^ed gratitude that it was 
not wor^e with tLem. Others saiti they did 
not regret goiDg into the army, and hoped 
they would get well bo aa to go back and 
the thing through.

My visit to the front, both right and left, 
WW f\Din of interest. I found the men 
eheerful to the utmoat, thongh the men of 

the rijiht had been sufTering from exposure 
to the drenchine rains, without their teuUi 
and witfaont ftdl suppliee of food. They 
were confident of success. They say we 
will trust God and Grant, and will take 
care of the Johnnies. They requested the 
people at home not to forget them. Intel- 
ligent officers, a.s well a.s men, .say with 
empha?i5», if the men had more veu'etablwi, 
&c., ihcy would savu uittuy from biukueiiS. 
Some say send plenty of aanrknrat, pickles, 
and dried fruit, and they will go ri<:ht 
to the spot. All along these bristling lines 
there is intelligence, and courage, and patri- 
otiemf and piety that will ehallenge the 
admiration of all good men. A.s I eume 
away from those most interesting and exci- 
ting scenes my soul was all a glow. A man 
mny liven lom; period in a few days in that 
great army. Time would fail mo to detail 
all the evidences of Christian heroism that 
(teBonted itself. 

The magnitude of the work and useful-

In addition to iVia, the 
moral effeet tbat is prodneed upon tihe amy 
and the people wbo oontributo is manifeet 
Tbe tmoi iiid newsp^^ diatiibntom hvm 
for physical eoinforts from tbe Sanitary 
Commission. The agents of the Sanitary, 
in addition to givinsr physical coinlbrt, tlraw 
for religious and uther literature upon the 
Christian Coramission for aid in that depurU 
ment of the service.

Second, a short notice of our trips to 
Aiken's Landing, yesterday. At 8 80 A. M. 
an officer of the navy appeared, and iiitormed 
us that about oue hundred and fiff ) j i ison- 
ers, just rel6a9ed from lUcbmoud. tvere at 
Aiken'a Landing, in want of everything to 
make them coinfortable. Of course we 
prepared clothinjr and food for them, and 
started from this point at 9 30, with stores 
and leltef agents ; reaehed the Landing at 
10 S0» whete wo found the flag of truce 
steamer Mary Wa-shin-^tou, loading' naval 
prisoners, who were flocking across the neck 
from Goz'a Landing; and who, on reaching 
her upper deck and catching sight of our 
gunboat.s and the doar old flag, sent up cheer 
after cheer, which was responded to by man- 
nmg the rigging of our gunboats, and an* 
pweriug as only sailors can cheer. 

The steamer New York w;w lying in the 
Btream with several hundred released prison- 
en, soldiers. Most of them were seem- 
ingly well, but all showed the narks of oon> 
finement imd hard iaae. 

There were about two hundred sick, 
Qiauy of them men wounded in the recent 
battles before Richmond. S«me, sick from 
disease and long ooofinement, who can 
hardly reoover, bnt the greater nnmber 
were able to walk on board the boats and to 
keep about after arriving. 

Major Mulford was bavins food prepared 
tat all, and only needed a hw stores from 
our stock ; we provided all he wanted and 
retilrned to City Point, feeling thankful 
that there was no greater need of help. 
The beaming eonntenapoes of the men 
allowed tlieir inward feeling, and no one 
can te41 what that feeling i.< even after harincr 
experienced it, uud borne of these men ex- 
perienced it to the fullest extent, having 
ju<^t received their liberty after a eaptivity 
of fourteen months. 

The " New York" passed down the river 
to-day. I am not sore if the Blaxy Wash- 
ington followed her. 

We have of late been doing an extensive 
braineas in the care of refugee families from 
the rebel country travelling to oivilintion. 
We hrn'e on board to-niglit four wnmen and 
five children, some of whom have been three 
weeks on the road. Among tiie nnmber is 
n woman seven ty-four years of age, who 
enme in almost ezhaosted by fiuigua. Ihey 



have all been fed, and are now stowed away 
on the upper deck lookine quite &}m(oTU 
able, and evidently mueh j^eased with their 

quarters. 

We have a full house to-night as usual; 
the bunks are all frill and the decks covered 
with holdiers, who are glad to find a resting 
place for their feebh', tired bodies, till the 
moroing mail boat takes them North to a 
more mmng atmoaphere and the tender 
oars of home and frinads.

that impression. If any hare ceased their 
eiiorts while they can do more, thev are 
nmking an error f<>r which soldieis will snf^ 
fer, hut not atone. Id the last fierce strug- 
glM whioh, thoni^ th^ are the last, may 
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'be prolonc^od, it is but just that those who 
may be called upon to sufiier shoald be aa 
mu oued for aa thoM who snffBTMl in (he 
Mi&r of thflM «d dajB.

It will be greeted with delight by our 
woindod. However, I fear that ita tiaiM- 
wHl lutoro ^diftevlt on aoeonat of 



its heavy weight. We have also made 
arraugeujcuts to send one team, loaded with 
food, along with tiivery trun of wounded ; 
which, henceforward, will leave Wincheatar. 
I will detail two conipetent amenta to care 
for the proper distribution along the road. 

In regard to the hav or atraw, raaom- 
mendcd by yourself ma Sr. Harrii to he 
furnifihed to anibulaneen, wagons, and care 
destined to transport sick and wounded 
men, I have seen Medioal Direetor Ihv 
Hayes at Martinsbuig, and put at his dis- 
posal the hay ynn forwarded tf) me some- 
time ago, and which I bave saved for emer- 
gency. I aent inatmotiona to Mr. Bannis- 
ter to have it shipped by railroad. If thi.s 
Hupplv n it sufficient, we will either draw 
or buy ai iMariiuiiburg, ^ it is altogether 
out of the qaestion to get it here, the valley 
being completely atrif^ed of aU food is/t 
beasts. 

HOSPITAL VI8ITIN0. 

To the Kev. Mr. Seaver I have entrusted 
the special superintendence of the hospital 
visiting. He haa done admirably. Haaifa. 

Gorbin and Burdull are assigned to the 
same duty.

With great satibfuction do I report tOTOU 
that our Union Ladies' Association haa 
Worked, thus far, with admirable ftuccess. 
AU these noble women have been unremit- 
ting in their efforts to help and relieve. 
Tbeir visits are regular and long; their dis- 
pensations well adapted to the want.«! of the 
patients, while their presence at the sick- 
bed eheera up the hearta of l^eaa brave 
fellowa, and reminds them of the liur home 
and of a mother's or sister'? lovinir etire and 
devotion. They are well supplied by us 
with delioaeiea, and the tue aaade by them 
above suspicion. 

A train of four wagons came up last 
Monday night.

Mr. B. wa.s detailed by me to accom- 
pany this train with one of our own teams, 
loaded with ft«di aoft bread, choookte, 
stimulants, &c. All has been distributed 
wisely, and received gratefully by the brave 
boys. This arrangement wLU oontinue with 
each sneoearfipo train of sick and woondod ; 
while on their arrival at Martinsburg they 
will find hot coffee, tea or milk punch, with 
soft crackers, prepared by our agents there, 
and snch help as they can find among ow

The humane and t'etjcrous work of the 
Commisuon, in beiiuit uf the Confederate 
wounded, hw not &ilod to deeply impn^ the 
population of this town ; .ho justly noted 
down as the abode of the most bitter .seces* 
clivities. ilc&pcct and gratitude meet us 
everywhere.

In the Dumber of patients, the Sheridaa 
stands first, containing a;: it docs one-third 
of all and one-half of the Union patients in 
Winchester. Being a field hospital, ita 
claims npon na for oomfiivtablo elothing, 
blankets. &c., are naturally greater than 
those of hospitals in town, where in most 
cases comfortable rooms, lUid in all cases 
stoves or ftro-pkoea, atone in a measure for 
the want of pirmonts and bedclothes, 
Sheridan is the receiving hospital also, for 
the greater part of those wounded b'tho 
more recent engagements. Thbfint weds 
of these men, which are always <rreatcr than 
after they have been for some time in hos- 
pital, must of coarse be anpplied 'at Sheri- 
dan. Taking these, as well as other facts, 
which T will not at present mention, into 
considcratioDf it is apparent that this ha«- 
pital demands muoli of onr stlention. At 
the suggestion therefore, and with the 
vainablo oonqporatum of l>r. Elisha Harris,

it was considere'l expoiliont to keep a per- 
nuuieat stock ut goixis upon the grooodi 
tad to estebliflh «n agent tii«re «o ttiead to 
tbeir proper distributiuo, as well au to ac- 
qnaitit himself with the comlif ion an*] uec<ls 
of the p^iiieata. Thi.i pkn met with tbe 
hmxty approval of Dr. Hayden, the awrgaoo 
in charire, to whom wo are under great obli- 
gations tor his nssistance ia providinj^ m 
with a teat, ana with tbe means of trana- 
portang goods. His steward and otbar offi- 
cers. have also been ready to aid us in every 
partioular. Our stock of goods has been 
enlarged by req^uisitioos made upuu the 
local store-houso. As agent, I noTO ap^ 
pointed Mr. Thomas J. ('orbin, a geritlo- 
num whose experience, renders him peou- 
Barly fitted for aaeh a position. 

In other hpsiMtali, it haa been ooatomary 
to fill at the store houses, general rcquisi- 
aitioDS made by the surgeons in charge of 
tfw five hospital departments, viz : 6th, 8th, 
19tli, oftvaUj Mtpa and insurgent bosfHtda. 
By this means each receives its fair prnpnr- 
tion of goods. In my hospital visiting, 
boworer, I havo femd ft alao azpadieiit to 
issue requisitions for individuals, afMh aa 
nurses, ward-masters, assistant surcrcons, 
friends or visitors, as Che case might be, in 
ordw the better to meet the yar^g wints 
of wards aud individuals. By this means 
ma&i which would by a general requisition 
be ncgitictud, are reached, and persons of 
known benevolent intontiene aided in tbeir 
labors. The things most needed appear to 
be articles of clothing. TJiore is a eon.stant 
demand tor tobacco, siimulants, shoesi 
voalen atoeid nB i and Uanketa. ' 

T would suggest that wines, liquors and 
cordials, be packed in smaller bottles, (say 
two gills,} or some arrangement made by 
which they can be dealt out in smaller 
quantities, in order to provide a'.'ainst fraud, 
and secure a more even distribution. In 
addition to mj Tirita, and aesistanoe in the 
establisbmeot and sup{i1y of tbe tent at 
Shc-ridan, I have aJso jcirtly developed a plan 
for the sate dehvery of letters which oome 
to Wineheeter in eaie of tbe OonrauanoB. 
I am also engaged in drawing up maps of 
the localities of hospitals for Hm» use of 
visitors and agents of the ComuiiMion, eon- 
eeraing whieh nattera I hope to apeak 
Me at huge in mj next report.

I operations of the U. S. Sanitary Commission 
in the Shenandoah Valley, since the battle 
ef Opiqnan and Winebeater, on the 19Ui 

ult., which inaugurated with so signal a 
victory Gen. Sheridan's successful advance 
through the valley — a brief relation of its 
imtk may afford inlereet to Ae many friende 
of the Commission in this vicinity. 

TTritil the opening of the lialtiuiorc and 
Ohio iiailruad on the oOth ult., tu ^iartins- 
burg, the Oommission'a depot of snpplice 
for the army in Western Virginia, w i^ at 
Harp<'r's Forry, a little more than thirty 

j utiles from Winchester, in the immediate 
vieinitjr of which the battle of tbe I9th was 
f MTLdit, and wliich became the depot for all 
our wounded in the valley, inoludiug the 
Confederate wounded left in onr bandi^ and 
consequently the scene of the aoti?e work 
of the Commission. Martiiis])urg, its pre- 
sent base of supplies, ia twenty-two miles 
from Winebeeter. 

From tboee two points ite supplies have 

I be»>n *3?eTliIy sent forward to Winchester, 
and thcQce on to the front through a coun- 
try dangerously inilBated with guerillas, who 
hover about all trains watching their opp<»- 
tunity of attack. It employs in thh service 
an independent field train of ten fbur-borse 
army wagons, whieb uofowith tho gOTwn- 
ment trains under escort. 

With each Army Corps the rommisston 
has its permanent Belief ^i^rvice, compri- 
aing at least ooe finir-honw ennj wagon 
with supplies, and a relief .\gent fur each 
wa£!on. Tliese move always with tbe ad- 
Taiice of the Corps to which they are at- 
toobed, and are constantly replenished hj 
commnnieatinn with the base of supplies. 
Upon tbe occurrence of the battle on the 
19ih, each Corps engaged, vig., the 6tb, 8th, 
19th, and Cavalry (!urp.s. was accompanied 

, bv its Sanitfiry lielief Agent, whn?c ?np- 
piies were immediately available and speed- 
ily ezhanated wnong the more than ftw 
thousand wonnded that were gathered into 
Wincbc.«!ter from nn am of aome ten Bl|aaie 
miles fought over. 

GoL Mnhleeh, the eflieient offieial in 
char ire of the Commission's work in the 
Department of Western Virginia, immedi- 
ateiv upon receivingintelligeooe of the 
batUe, prooeeded to Wineheeter with two 
WMmn loads of supplies from the store-house 
at Harper's Ferry, which had been well 
equipped in anticipation of the emergenej. 
He arrived at three o'cloek on Tneeday 

morning— the 20th— the day after^the hat. 

Digmzed by ^uu^le 
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tie, and at once establbhed a depot of f)up< 
lilies, taking; possession of a buildinp; placed 
et liis disporal for the purpose by the mili- 
tary autluirities. Br. Jenkin.s, the rJc-ucriil 
Secretary of the Commiasiou, with Mr. 
Knapp, Anoobte Secretary, urrtTed on 
Thnnday, the 22dy having first made pro- 
▼ifiion for ^;^'nllin^' fiiiwiird !i<l(liti<m:il sup- 
plies from btore-houses at Baltimore and 
Weahington, end^teiiee eetered npmi Che 
Wwk of organizing the eerviee of the Oom- 
Tnissinn, with (he view to secure the Tnnfst 
oaretul use and efficient application of its 
neottroea. Thia waa eapeeiaUy neoeaaary in 
▼iew of the inadequate provision of the Medi- 
cal Department to meet the emergency, the 
consequent destitutiou and suffering among 
the wounded, and the dlfiettltiee it expe- 
ricnood, owing to the lack of tran.'^portation, 
in getting Ibrward its supplies. General 
Sheridan e rapid pursuit of Eurlj 's rutreat- 
iDg aranj impoaed the heaviest tax upon 
Uie entire' transportation service in his de- 
partment in order to move forward his own 
supplies upon a coDttoually advancing line. 
It wa£ eonse(|ueiitljappaieiit thetthe Oom- 
luissiou having its own in'?*'p<*udcnt trans- 
portation, btiinff able to communicate directly 
irith ita baaa c? anppliea every opportu- 
nity of eaeofty woiua have to meet a large 
demand upon it.** resources. The organisa- 
tion of Its work waa so far aooraipUshed, 
that mpon the anival of the mtst oonsign- 
ment of anppliea on Monday of fourteen 
wagon loads, a very complete nnd admirable 
system of succor was in operation, and their 
«Qatribntioo waa effaetod m aeeordanee with 
a distinct and e(|uitable plan of division so 
as to reach a.s far as pos.'^ible with direot- 
ueea. aud prt:cijiiuu the most needy ones 
among the multitude of SQflereni aealtersd 
araonir some forty different buildings, occu- 
pied for hospital use, throughout tlie town. 

The plan of distribution was briefly, as 
foUowa : One-fourth of all supplies received 
'^•t.; rc^f TVf fi tn l)i> sent forward to the front, 
to repitiiish the iielief Service with each 
oacpa. Another portion— about thirteen- 
twentieths — were issued directly to the 
corps ho.^'pitals in btilk, accordinj^' to their 
ascertained neoessities and the rehitive 
nnnber of wonndecl in eaoh. Theae iaanea 
were made to the surgeons in charge of 
each corps, and by them di.-<tributed among 
their several wards. A certain proportioo 
waa also appropriated for the 8h«ridan 
General Hospital, designed as the pemift- 
noDt poet howpital, to which the aevazeat 



I cases are removed, as they are ahle, from 
I the temporary depots in the town. The 
rapid preparation of this hospital, constitu* 
' ting as it did the principal provi.sion for 
the better care and condition of the wound- 
ed, relleota the highest credit upon Dr. 
Brinton, the Medical Bhreetor, and Dr. 
McKav. the Medic:il Inspector, under whose 
immediate supervision it was constructed. 
Within e littie more than four days, be* 
tween 800 and 400 hospital tents rose mto 
view oT) ofie of the beautiful elevations 
upon the 80uibwe8tero edge of the town — a 
vilbge in itself of no mean dimenama, 
with its broad and regular streets, and offer* 
inff in compari?«nn with the wretchedly com- 
furiless and Ibul (Quarters in the town, a 
really attvaetive abiding plaee fi» eighteen 
hundred patients. 

The remainder of each consignment of 
supplies waa reserved for the Special llelief 
service of the Commisuon. Thia was org** 
uized with the aid of u few uncompromising 
Union women, residents of the town, who 
have each of them signally proved thdv 
ehuB to the title. They wave without re- 
''";irf(\s, and lacked all proper materiala 
With which to minister to the oomfort of 
the men, onoh elfoft aa they eould make 
having been direotad to the reh'ef of the 
wounded in one or two of the principal 
buildings. In order to secure systematic 
effort over the whole idd, the Commianon 
hj^ a map of the town prepared showing 
every building occupied for lnvspital pur- 
poses, with the number of wounded in each. 
The wholn araa waa then divided into aeven 
districts, and one representative woman 
assigned to e.icb, who beoanie respmisible 
for certain llelief work in her district, and 
to whom the Oommiasbn imned daily snok 
articles suit^ible for the preparation of extm 
diet, as it was able with regard to the 
wants of the whole sorvioe. Each of the 
aeven called to her md aoeh additional assist- 
ance as she found necessary to perforin the 
service. The supplies issued to these ladisa 
consisted of crackers, farina, eondenaed mtUt, 
beef jnicc, dtssieated egg, stimulants, tea, 
?ugar, kc. AiKither lady was designated 
for the same service on behalf of the Oon- 
fbdemlea wounded. 

In addition to this Relief Servioe tht 
Com mission had its regularly organized 
corps of Uospital Visitors, whose duty it 
waa to viait the wonnded and report in de- 
tail upon their ooodition, wants, &c. — to 
anppl/ an«|i minor winta aa writing paper^ 

. ^ by Google 
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eoreiopcs, tobacco, ka. — t^^ write letters 
for the disabled, niul to peii'orm b other 
persoDal MwiM as the v could for the com- 
fort of the men. lu the Sh«.riiian General 
MoepitAl a large teot was aiiHigued for the 
ne of the CommissioD, and a Special Diet 
Kitchen catablished under the direction of 
Mi«s Iliirris, who superintends this service 
for all the woonded gathered there. 

It mid b» dtiiealt to Mkto In dattO 
die many opportunities afforded iat the 
peculiar work of the ^'' iim i^^t >•! nnd the 
a{>preoii^ve spirit with which lU »eryice 
was TCoeiTsd and Mkaotvledged on all aidaa. 
The whole work was organized and, with 
its minutest details, most ably and faith- 
fully admioistOTed under the immediate 
diraeikm of tiie Geaeral Saerataiy of the 
Commission It involved a daily visitation 
of the hos{)ital.«, consultatinn with the medi- 
cal oificer^i, m to the most efficient manner 
in which the Ooawii a afcm oonld baatov iti 
aid. the character and quantity of the sup- 
plies mmi needed, the daily tuovetueut in 
the population of the hospiulti under their 
aikai^, and all aooh inforaution in ralation 
to the disposition nf the wounded as would 
affect its preparations. It received and 
Innaported for delivery to the post a daily 
av«n«e of one thobaaad lattata. It was 
the recipient for transportation to their 
£rieads, of the personal effects of deceased 
■oldian. It waa the ehannel of inquiry 
and eommunication 1^ diatant friends as to 
the conJitiou of their wounded. It took 
steps to secure a more <»refal STStcm of 
aarkiBg tlie gniTea of daoaaaad atmiers, so 
as to secure with more certainty their future 
identification, nnd all these details were 
performed with a method and thoroughness 
thai might clianotariia tha ordioaiy tnos- 
aetioos of a business establishment. 

It worked in thorough harmony and cor 
dial <»>-operatiou with the military authori> 
tiea and the madieal offioen,irlioea nntiriDg 
attention to the wounded, and unceasing 
efforts to remedy the defect*? of the situa- 
tion, deserves a tribute of the highest 
ptaiae. Saeh day witnessed an iniprovo* 
raent in the condition of the men, and, as a 
£aci that unrecorded, would leave any relat ion 
of the scene imperfect, it was stated by more 
than one surgeon that amid all the wtcom- 
fort and sii^ rinn; among our own men, they 
had not heard one utterance of complaint.

The oalvary corps hospitali I fenod in 

excellent condition, especially the one in 
the Methodist Church on Market strtH't. 
The patieuts in the hospitals of both corps 
(8th md etvalrj) appeared oheerful end 
contented, and seemed to me to be as com- 
fortable 08 could be exp*>ctcd, under then 
existing circumstauoes. Such BupplieH aa 
had heeo drawn from tiie Sanitarj uommu' 
sion appeared to uio, on looking over the 
requisitions and comparing the quuutitios 
drawn, with what 1 saw in ihc hui^pitala iu 
use, to have been faithfully and judiciously 
applied. In addition I supplie<I Heveral 
patients with bhmkets, under clothing, &c. 

The cpndiUen of padents in the Sheridan 
hospital is daily improving. Although they 
yet lack some of the comforts which could 
be supplied them i'urther north, jet, upon 
the wWe, they appear to me to be more 
OOmfortd>le than could be hoped. A supply 
of warm under elothiog and shoes is much 
needed. 

The posi<offiee fiw the eanp has been 
established in the Oommiflilon s tent^ and 
promises to beoome 4|mte a oonTenienee to 

the men. 

The artietoB enumerated in this statement 

have j:otie. as I believe, directly to the pa- 
tients that they were intended for, nnd 1 
have heard the highest praise awarded, by 
both oflleera and men, to the Gommission 
for the ener<_'y and forethouirht shown in 
j^imishing supplies of all kinds, without 
which the sick and wounded must have 
suHereii severely. On one oocasion I furn- 
ished Vtlmulants for one hundred and Gfty 
wounded en route to Martinsburg, there 
not being any in the dispensary of the hos- 
pital. But for the Oommission, theee men 
wodM have b.'en sent without any stima< 
\AixUi wiiatever.

• * Met no difheulties until within three 
quarters of a mile of Woodstock. Here the 
left flankers were fired, upon by srucrillas, 
conoealed in the woods, oaosing only a 
flMNMDtaiy delay and doing no injury, 
heneefonnupd we mnt on mora esntioiisly* 



Every eye was strained to its utuiu^it capa- 
city — ^in woods, over hills, first to the left, 
then Ui the right, to ciiteh the first sight of 
Moseby's men. At lenirth "ivf> rf iflu ! V#jw 
Market. AH was in readiness to park, when 
an unwelcome sound set oTery nerve to 
twitohing. " Zip, zip,'* was heard, and we 
knew f50 well the Tneaninij of that tinspoken 
language, that it if as not a long while beibre 
noD<combatants got nnder eover. We were 
again attacked. Quietness prevailed in a 
short time, and we retired to rest only to 
be awakened out of a sleep, in time to hear 
the eommand, ''Men, rally aronnd the 
wagons." * ♦ * 

Presently the monotony of our ride was 
broken in upon by the crack of a rifle. This 
wiJcened ns very soon. We heard three 
shots fired but could see no one. The re- 
ports came from the rear of the train, and 
wo were distant six miles from Harrison- 
burg. A halt was ordered and the firing 
ceased j after which we moved on and reach- 
ed Harrisonburg without molestation. It 
was only then 1 found that my travelling 
companion was missing, together with sev- 
eral others. I went directly to Shi l i I iri'? 
headquarters, and through the kiudue^ of 
Dr. Geisallen, Medical Direotor, aaeertained 
the sitnation of the 8th and 19th oorpa. The 
troods were then distributed according to 
their respective necestjities. During 
stay in town I visited by request of the Di- 
leotor, the different hospitals, and found that 
they hifl n'r(>ady received the benefit of san- 
itary stores through the promptness of Mr. 
Ilammer, agent for the 19th eoips. The 
round trip ooeopiad eight days. 

On my return to Winchester T com- 
menoed visiting the sick and wounded scat- 
tered in private booses, to the number of 
fifty-two, the majority of whom were badly 
wounded, and in preat need of delicacies 
and stimulants j many uf the fumiliui> with 
whom th^ were staying had not means snf> 
ficicnt to sustain themselves, much les.^ to 
provide delicacies for others. Many are 
lodged iu ikniilies whose predilections and 
fffmpathies are strongly sottthem, and ootK 
sequemly bitterly opposed to everything 
northern, yet they are caring for our siok 
and wounded. Always have I asiced pai^ 
tieolarly, in these latter cases, "Are you 
heinfr well cared for by the family and 
the answer ia given in the afiinuative. I 
have yet to hoar the int oase of cumpkint.

Tho mnskeftrj was perfooUy awful ftr 
about ton minutOM. but the i-noniy were 
bloodily ^t■pul^?t'^^. :inil at uighttail we held 
uur grouoJ everywhere. All trains had 
been ovdenid to tho rear, and the eaptture 
rif cxrry wap^n at one time scenie<l almost 
ineTitable. 1 had juat oue day before, sent 
out three vagoos loaded with supplies for 
ear field ageala. To bunt up these six 
c?orp> wig:nn«;. was an awful task. Ilnwcvi'-r, 
i succeeded, got them iuto line, and then a 
retreat commenced as I never had eecn 
before. Over hills and rocks, through 
dllehi >: and raviiios, the trains went to tlie 
rear at a furious speed. The pioueer corpti 
had ia aiNiie places to eat oa a road through 
the woods, as the pike could not be used 
on apcomit of tho ei)t>iii)'s artillery fire, 
which was very heavy. However, the whole 
army train reached Wioeheeter in safety. 
My wagona aod erery particle of 8tOf«» are 
safe. Near Newtown, iiKf nf seven mites 
south of Winchester, uue uf our loaded 
wa^ns hnkB down. By dint of hard 
work and atrong exertion, we had the goods 
rapidly unloaded, and put in one of the 
empty wagons, losing nothiug but a barrel 
of dried apples, whieh waa knoeked to 
|ieees, an<} tiad tu lie abandoned. Reach- 
ing a point about two miles south of Win- 
chester, the trains awaitiiig further orders 
parked OD both aidea of the road, I ordered 
our own wagona OVt <tf the line, and had 
them brought into town in ch!tr«^e of Col. 
Fach, with iustrautiuus to keep tho loaded 
vagona nntonohedi and to have alt oar 
empty ones (five) ready at a moment's no- 
tice, with the horses harnessed To the 
:>torc -house L sent iustructions, to quietly 
pack away all Talnable artielea, and to keep 
'lL'Iie;i(-Ir.s on hand, lo be hurried over to 
the liospitals uud hidy visitors, in ca^e it 
should have to be evacuated. Seeiug all 

aiy train safe, (die broken wagon ioelnded,) 

I returned at once to the front, fatlin<; in 
very s^^on with (jeoeral Fcssendcn, and we 
both, wtihuut eveu an orderly, pushed for- 
ward again to the line of battle. My object 
was to ascertain exactly the cnnditiou of 
our army, and tin* probat>i!itie.s lor an eva- 
cauation, or fur a renewed buttle U>-morrow 
ntonung. I am inclined to believe in the 
latter, aa the balk «f the alragglen were 



driven out of Wincheater by the provost 
guard, and retvmed to thwr eorpa, and aa 

ap to this late honr (midnight,) no indioa- 
tion of a retreat has appeared as yet. What- 
ever may happen, the eircomatance shall not j 
Ind me wanting. 

At day break to-morrow mornin^'^, I shall 
return to the held with one or two loads of 
such stores as are most needed on the 
betUe-gronnd. • ♦ ♦ 

I have furnislied to the hospitals, a daily 
and quite large supply of prtultry, butter, 
apple-butter, honey, buttermilk, &c. 
Kwdeoi the Gomauarion fimiiahea to the 
wounded on their way to Martinsburg food 
and stimulants, as these poor fellow?!; very 
often are hurried awa;^ without a proper 
iiupply, and wonld amve in Martinabarg 
iu a starving condition. So/t hn tul^ hajn, 
dried bfe/^ ckocoiaU^ Hc, oooetitttte tboae 
supplies. 

Four of onr teama with wagonomaalar 

Clarke, are at MartiusburL'. If the army 
docs not fall baek I shall (-xpeet theiu up 
to-morrow, with some of Uie needed goods. 

We have no reliable iuforuatton as yet, 
as to the total immb' r nf our wuunded in 
to-day's battle, however it must be large; 

there ^ sufficient stock of stores at 
my disposition. * * * 

Please do nut forget the posfarje sfampi. 
We are eouductiug here the post-office for 
this whole army, and the number of letters 
forwarded daily averagea between two or 
three thonaand. * * *

Betarning late in the evening from the 
field of hatde, I aaeerlained that bat the 

tlu)htly wounded men would be brought to 
Winchester, while all the severe ca«es had 
to be lett at Newtown, where a large field 
Hospital waa eatabUabed in great haate. 
As in almost every case, so here again the 
government !>applies were scanty and en- 
tirely inadequate. Long lines of ambu- 
laneeo ware eoming in every qnarter of an 
hour, until the hastily erected hospital 
tents and every house of tho villai^e were 
crowded with wouuded meu. Lar<>e uuui- 
bers were stretched ont along the aidewalki, 

without straw, and many, even without a 
blanket to cover them. Giving the spur to 
my horse, I hurried back tu Win cheater 
and ordered a wagon to be ready at day* 
lighty to start for Newtown witheaohatoraa 
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as were most imuiediatclj ueedcd. Earlj 
next moroiiig Mr. KDowlton (a rwj ezoel-' 
lent young man) left In c]inri»;c of a very 
heavy load of SHsorted goods. He bad in- 
structioQS to ascertain more fully the wants 
at Newtown by oonferring with the surgeon 
in cliarfre; also to stay and as.si.-<t in the 
distribution of these goods. He was ex- 
pected back in the erening oezl day; bad, 
nowevcr, not arrived yet when I left for 
Marti ns})urg. I trust he may not have 
met with auy accident. 

Friday last (21«t inst.) will be long re- 
membered by onr whole Sanitary household. 
Early in the morning I received infurnia- 
tion tbat about two thousand ot our brave, 
bleeding boys weieezpeeted to j>a-s through 
Wiaehester, on their way to iSaltimnre. I 
proceeded at otiee to the Medieal l>irector'8 
Office, for the {)urpose ot inquiring whether 
■U tbe necessary arrangetnente liad been 
made for feeding and providing these men 
on their lon;^ journey. Thouirh assured 
that orders bad been given to have 2^000 
ratieoe eooked for them, I felt strongly in- 
clined to think that there miirht be some 
delay. Accordingly. I had a large number 
of wabh-boilursi brought lu our mess room, 
with amifficient quantity of eogar and coflFee, 
and our i-r: iks went to work at once. .Medi- 
cal Purveyor JDr. (shields, our friendly 
neighbor, gladly put his own ston at my 
diapoaal, tad another large quantity of cof- 
fee was prepared by us there, too; finally T 
made an appeal to Mrs. lirittaiu for the 
same purpose, and that lady, also, willingly 
leut I 1 I ping hand. I next weot to tbe 
baker shop, Becurintr therj oti'^ thousand 
loavee of sa/t bread, la the meanwhile I 
badoidereaiip tbe whole force of my corps, 
and given them instmotions for a system- 
atic distribution among the different divi- 
sion trains of ambulances. Every hand was 
BOW bosy. Some looking to the oollee, 
wfaidi had to be earned, boiling, several 
squares; others carrying lar<r<' ann-iful of 
bread; others again cutting humuud dried 
beef In large ((uaDtity. It was abovt 6 
o'clock when the head of the cndleMS line 
of ambulances came in through the main 
street. Thotse of the Otb Corps stopped 
right in front of the Taylor Hotel and of 
our store rooin.s, while the different divi- 
sions of the 8th and 19th Corps tiled into 
the steeets of their respective hospital head 
qmurten. And now the work of charity 
commenced. Darkness had meanwhile .set 
ia; the streete were entirely blocked up with 



double lines of uuibuiuuces. Huudreds of 
lanterns and flickering lights were passing 
to and fro; men were rusluTig into hou.-e.s 
and stores for absistuncc, or demanding 
some article prcssiugly needed. Our own 
room presented the speotaele ofnmotlej 
living mn^s. Officers of all ranks, snrgeons, 
nones, well meu and wounded, all crowded 
the limited space, anzions to reach the 
Commission's help either for thomsclvee or 
for some comrade and dear friend It was 
indeed, a task more difficult and trying than 
I had yet met with, to help and diraot on 
all sides ; howerw, thanks to the noble be- 
havior of onr own agents, of some true citi- 
zens, (who offered me their assistance,) and 
of half t doien of brave be^ of Uie 87th 
Mass., (in garrison at Newtown,) the Gom> 
mission's great and sole object — to brighten 
this dark hour was attained and well ful> 
filled. Not an ambnlaoee was slipped. Two 
detachments of agents with assistants passed 
along each line of ambulances, some dis- 
tributing co£fee, others soft bread, others 
again ham, d^ed beef, ehoeolatej ete. 

Whim our cofTee had given out we tell back 
on milk |>unch which was exceedingly 
relitihed. Thus we worked, ouc aud all, 
until ten (10) o'olook at night By that 
time all the poor .«?ufferer8 were fed, their 
wounds dresHed, and then this immense 
train, loaded with maimed soldiers, took up 
again its long and dreary maioh towards 
the I'otomae. I'he night was hitter cold 
and rainy. Many wounded were shivering 
with oold ; as as any means reached I 
distributed blankets, quilts, towels, band- 
kerchiefs, etc., etc. At a lato hour Dr. 
Blaney a^ain called on me for stimulaut^. 
The Hedieal Department had whiskey, but 
only in barrels, and distribntioo in saoh a 
form and under such circumstance?' was 
iuj practicable. Again the Commission 
proved a savionr. 

Never shall I forget the ghastly fflghts of 
tbat October night ! never the groans and 
moanings of that living mass of mutilated 
soldiers, fighting, no longer the fee, bnt 
agony and death. Many, very many, I 
griev*; to say it, were in no condition to 
bear truu.Hportatiuu to such diHtaut points 
and over such rough and broken roads. 

What did I fiml on my arrival at Mar- 
tinsburg ? No cooked rations, no stimu» 
lants, no covering for these shivt:riug, half- 
dead men 1 Helpless, Dr. Hayes ran abonty 
not kn'iwing how or whrre, to find ;L*<sist- 
anoe. information of the arrival of this 
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iuimeose train only reached him, when the 
hatd of the ooliUBB was alnoat on th« out- 
skirts of the town. Be it said to his houor, 
all that was within human power, was done 
bj this officer, to help and uiiuviute. He 
VMfinthfblly MMslad by Mr. Westcott and 
myself. I am happy to state that he re- 
ceived the a.ssistance of tlie CDnimi.ssion 
with protouad gratitude. Every drop of 
stimulaal, «Tery emoker, the last quilt or 
blanket, were put at his di.-p Larire 
Bnnibeni of wounded were carried into pri- 
Tate houses, fed, dressed and tenderly cared 
for. Well nay the Ubiod ImI piood of 
Martin^hurg — well may fetd proud her nohle 
daughters ! Nor do I draw a line between 
Union people and tlieir polHioal lb«8 — they 
aH did Bobl J, and their conduct will be for- 
ever rooorded in the gcatefoi hearta of 
thuuiiaade. 

The bay jtnffknAj ferwaided by fSx. 
Bannisti'r to IfaitiMMUTg, proved truly a 
God-send ; however, the quantity wa.s alto- 
gether insufficient, ^'ot an arnit'ul of hay 
«r aftm wan obldiiabia io all tha town. 
I mmld ^adly have paid any prioa, bad it 
only laid in our power to get it. 

A letter from i>r. Harris reached me on 
tba T«ry day wbes I left Wineheater. It 
was the pressing, absolute necessity of get- 
ting supplies at (ince and in large quanti- 
tie$y which directed me to hasten to Martins- 
httg personally, in order to get telegnplua 
imunicatiun with you. * * * 
I aooompanied the sad ''cortege," and 
' ar a ^oomj, monmful ride on horseback, 
tang all ngbty we reached Martinsborg 
yiitanbj wmiiBg at 8 o'elook. * * *

Va aimed at thia plaoe on Friday, 
S^tember 80, and foond that we had 

been assigned a store-house, which upon 
ezamination proved to be inadequate to our 
need, but upon applieatioii to Oapt. -Wray, 
Qoaitennaster, we were through his kind- 
nes<» assigned a very finely situated and 
comuiudious store, in Oranatham Uali build- 
ing on Kins itreety wbidi we now oecupy 
■ds ( nice and supply depot^ letaitting toe 
other as a store-house. 

We are greatly indebted to the officers 
ia ebarge at tbk poot» awl tbeir aariata&ts 
for jiiaiiy acts 01 kiodncss and courtesy, 
since we have been stationed here. * • * 

We forwarded to Winchester, October 



4, six wagon loads; Oelober 10, four 
waguu loads; October 16, eleren wagoa 
loads. Seven of the latter \vi rr doroWBy 
and four were government wuguus. 

We have also distributed a very large 
quantity of gowls, both clothing and food, 
for the (lie of tlie sick and Wdumled, who 
pass through here from the front. We 
Bare also iaaned a limited quantity of do- 
thing to indiTidoal aoldiers, who were away 
from their einomanda and destitute of 
clothing. * • • 

The homitala are vunted by os on the 
arrival of the trains, and such aid rendered 
as lays in our power, such as the adminis- 
tering of stimulants, aad to their wants as 
the ease may domaad, and ow llMsilitiei

The 
blessings of thousands now living and 
actively serving their country, is upon it, 
and ill the 3rm conviotion that they could 
not have liwd, except fur (he sanitary 
Stores, and kind and timely aid received 
throQgh tbia oi^;anication. While the 
government makes a liberal and considerate 
provision for its fiuMiery, ahovo what any 
othtf nation has made, and perhaps all 
tint ihonid be ezpeeted of it, there are yet 
many stores — dehcacies for tli k, cur- 
dials for the faintinp", efotliini; (or the 
wounded, which government cannot fur- 
nish, or not in auffioient qnantities, espe- 
cially in the ^qnent emei^ncies ot so 
terrible a campaign as this one hus been. 
These thousoDd things, which our citizen 
aoldiery bad when at home, tbe Sanitary 
Commission furnislies to them in the 
field, auJ r)n:< brings haek to their mem- 
orieti aitti heurt^^, the ^wcet ministries of 
wife, mother, sister, in the old home- 
stead. This of it-self doubles the proba- 
bility ol their recovery if sick, and increases 
their value in the field, for it keeps bright 
and strong, the ebain wbieb binds tbcm 
to their homes, and ever pre^enta the dear 
onea for whom they are doing buttle.

There are 
brought a dozen of wounded men, into 
the hospital whose clothing has been cnt 
to pieces, to get at their wounda for draw* 
ing. Here is needed imnwdiatdy a doaen" 
phtrts and drawers, and some aMfP**", 
a half dozen hospital gowns, some oape 
for tbe bead, paper, pena, oivelopcs, aad 
a ready hand to speed a letter home, and 
tell the friends the facta in each case — 
All these tbe Sanitary Commission fumlsb. 
Aa aeon aa tbe poor fdlom mm waabad, 
their wounds dressed, and their clean gar^ 
nients on, they want some cordial, tea, 
I'uriua, or soiue other delicacy furuit^hed by 
the Commission. And when abont to 
turn to the field of action after recovery, 
they are destitute of needles, thread, but- 
tons, kerchiefs, Bocks, &jo. These the Com- 
mission provides. Nov rappone, as is tbe 
fact, that thtre has pa!»«ed through one 
Division hospital since this campaign com- 
menced, ibnr tboomnd wonnded, and tbva* 
thousand aielc men, and that tbe great niaM 
of them niM'df'd rnid received more or leas 
aid of this kind, aad lan^ua^e cannot ex- 
praii tbe amomii of anifenng mUe? nd, con- 
fort afforded, encouragement gtfcn, and 
hope infused in hearths which greatly appre- • 
ciate human sympathy. 1 am informed that 
above ten tbonaand dollanwortb of aani- 
tary stores have been furnished to those 
seven thousand sufferers mentioned nhovc. 
A thuuioind blessings on the donurti 1 And 
this only one speeiman of ita wide work.

Oofori-ni I '.y with Kev. .T if,!. H. VassaTi 
who laborii with the Commih^ion in tbe 
8d Diviaion of tbe 2d Corpa, and note bia 
Idbor of love. Early in tbe moniing be 
fills his haversack with paper, envelopes, 
tea, needles, buttons, ginger, tobacco, and 
some traeta and papers, or teatamenta, and 
is off npoo a tramp of six, eight or ten 
miles through camps, artillery parks, forts, 
trenches, and even into the picket liue&, in 
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front of the enemy. Uerc he asks for 
a cap of water, and gives id return paper 

and envelope, and a word <if exhortation 
that the soldiers may drink ut' the waters of 
Meroiil life. There he leaves tobacco, and 
tells the men not to be satisfied with earthfy 
thini;;. Hero lu- writes ;i letter fiir a ponr 
♦ ItfUuw who cannot write, all the while pray- 
ing that bis name may be written amwe. 
There he whispers to a dviug man of Jesua 
srrd hi;<l..ve — all thewliile j^ressingoinloing 
good in evciy way opened up, aod wiuuiug 
19011 himael/ and Imm wbo Bend him , grate- 
Ail bleaitDgp. And now suppose a battle is 
immiupnt — an advance about to be made, 
Yassar hurries back to the station; the 
Modtaiy wagoo is loaded with an taaort- 
ment of all things needed for the fearfol 
emergency— hordes are in rendines<<, and 
witl^ the command " march, " hu i^ ull, and 
eloee up to the maiohing, fighting men, 
and when the wounded begin to be borne 
Inclc hy tens or fifties, or hiuidreds, here 
utieuiinies among the tirat iu iha temporory 
hospital are fonnd tihe aenitary stores and 
tlioii prompt agents. And a thousand dol- 
lars worth of needed store? administered at 
such a time, uai muu of such Urge 
sgfmpatbies, and ebeering, hopefal words — 
as is "S'a^sar, iiud many other laborers — is 
worth ten times its cost, to the donors 
at homo, and to the men who are succured. 
Bat tt J fiapar is fiUed. 

T am nwarc that >nnio ?ny that tlie Com- 
miseiuu huB received enough. Kuougb ! 
Bnough perhaps fur this stupendous cam- 
pugn so bat without a constant and 
liberal incnme, it is impossible tn carry 
forward so vast and benofioeut a work. No, 
AO) not enough, till the rebeUton is put 
down and every sufferer has been relieved 
as far as pn^^iblt' by the sympathies and 
benefactions of the lo^al North. Nor will it 
do to sajf that the supplies are not aM pJaoed 
in the hande of those fat whom provided. 
Th<»re most be some expen'»e in the distri- 
bution, and there may occasionally be some 
nirase. What bvman work is inunaenlatAT 
Take it all in all, I doubt if ever so large a 
bencfrtotion was 5?o well administered. Only 
let active, earnest men, to go personally to 
the neeify, aod give with thmr own hands be 
increased, and the system will be near per- 
fMiknau J. M. SriYXNBOJN.

In June last, the authorities in Charles- 
txMk, allowed us to send suoh supplies as 
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indivitluals desired. The facilities for trans- 
portatioJi were limited, but 1 think, a!! lU- 
ed to the extent the enciuy could utiord. 
Haying oo memoraDda with me, an exact 
Statciucut of the number of tim< > aip] .ju tn- 
tities Ff»nt, cannot be given j but tlirough 
the muLih of July and to the 18tli of 
August, supplies were forwarded to indi- 
vidual priHonn-' who di.stribut<.Hl them at 
discretion, and returned receipts for the 
same throuph the C'onfedenite authorities. 

About this" time a re^rular .sy^^tem of inter- 
cour?5p was instituted \y tlic appointment 
of Commissioner.'' of Kxchange. Col. Wood- 
ford by Major Geuera] Fo.«ler, and Cul. 
Lay, by Major Qeneral Sjtmuel Jones, oa 
the pnrt of tlif enemy. I'pth are honor- 
able and high-minded mcu, who have ae- 
eomplished all that the embarrassing cir- 
eom.stancOfl always ntrriKliiiL; cKchanges, 
and SI, little ertmpreheaiiod the pnbUc, 
would permit. 

Col. Woodford's teal to refiere the neces- 
sities of our unfortunate men, has abun- 
dantly testified to the di.seretion of the 
Major Geueral eommandiog in his u|)pnint- 
meat» while Ool.

Our metliod huH been to take receipts for 
auppKee from the Confederate eommtssioner, 
haviuf? invoiced them to some prisoner per- 
sonnlly known to us, ro<jHesting him t<i 
diiftribute to those moat needy, and by 
letter acknowledoe to va the receipt of the 
goods. Acknow-ledfrmentrt of thos^e issue.s 
have usually been promptly returned, and 
for the satisfaction of the donors, wc arc 
happy to state that in all probability, a very 
lar<^e per cent, of Mi]>[>1ies, haTS reached our 
men so sadly needing them. 

ABTIOLBS USUIP TO FBISONIBa. 

The aggregsite amount forwarded to officers 
and privates in Confederate prisons, irrospet'- 
tlvc of issues to those exuhangcd, stands lixun 
' — 8,600 pairs woolen socks, 4,870 woolen 
shirts, 3,250 pairs woolen drawers, 4,500 
handkerchiefs, 4,500 towels, 190 coatfl, 123 
vestfl, 1,000 pairs pants, 1,000 do. shoes, 
1,000 hats, 2,000 blankets, 738 bed ticks, 
1,000 pillow ticks, a quantify of tuvLlln 
books, pin cushions, soap, combs, stationery, 
games, abdominal bandagis, stimulants and 
tin ware. 20 bbls. soft crack, is, \.m) ll,s. 
cim starch. l,0(Hl lbs. farina, 7') lbs. arrow 
root, 1,000 \bs. beef steak, 1,000 lbs. canned 
tomatoes, 500 lbs. chocohite, 200 lbs. eoooa, 



1,000 lbs. coffee, 140 ll.s. t. 180 pallona 
pickles, 250 lbs. jellies, II bbls. dried fruit, 
144 lbs. lemon juice, 10 lbs. pep]>er, 10 
Ibfl. mostard, 6 dozen bottles eztrad of 
ginger. 

Since the above is.sucs, we have recoivpd 
3,000 blankets, 2,000 shirts, 2,000 pairs 
drawers, 2,000 pairs souks, 1,000 pain shoes, 
2,000 pairs pants and 1,1'OU blouses, a large 
portion of which, if not all. has previous to 
date, bt!en issued and received by our un- 
fortunate men at different places within the 
Confederate lines. 

The cash value of these supplies will 

exceed $65,000. 

The shore list is urrei^keotiTe of the ex- 
tensive and valuable ittToioe selected by 

the Af^oi iatc So. rotary, Mr. F N. Knapp, 
and forwarded to the DejKirtmcnt of the 
South, in antaoipatkm of a general exchange 
of prisoners. 

Thu" can be seen at a glance the amount 
of relief work pertormed in this Department 
in a brief space of time. The manner of 
doing this work hss already been detailed. 

Tlic ;i -distance received from the mili- 
tary authorities, I gratefully acknowledge. 
From the Major General commanding to 
the laborer on the wharf, all hare lent a 
willing hand. 

Were evidence, needed of the soldiers 
active sympathy with suffering, hero it ia 
overwhelming. Brother could uut do luor© 
for bii itl:t r. than olficer and private, have 
dune each in hb plaoe, in all our undertak- 
iujw. 

From our first coming here, the Quarter- 
mnstor's l)cpnrt!nf nt. liiis f"iiMii>hcil all 
needed transportation, and otten to its own 
manifest inoonvenience, and has now sdded 
to the obli^tions preyionsly imposed npon 
the Commission. 

When thc?=c ienn of tliousnuds of sufferers 
were tluowu upou the Commission, and our 
large stock of supplies was rapidly being 
exhausted, Capt. Lamb, A. Q. at a w- 
dueod valuation, supplemented us trom his 
own stores, and in preparing and urging 
forward snpplies, evinced a benevolence of 
licart :iiid oncriry of action. tli;it .shoiiM be 
known to all whoee privations ho assisted 
to l^sen.

When offioers retnm from the army and 
ssy, that they — the oflieeni^^iise the snp- 
pliee diat are ipven to them ioai the so1<U«b 
by the Commission, there need be no blame 
attached to the Commission. We are con- 
fident however, that the chaplain is in 
error ahout the sup[)lies to soldiers not 
reaehing them.

W e know 
of one, who had two nice pillows, for a nice 
new baby. The geese had eontribnted the 
best of feathers, and the good mother bad put 
them into smAs, and trimmed them neatlj 
for her little nursling. One oP the pillows 
was old, and the other wae new — made new 
for the new littlo foldirr. whose 'field wu^s 
the nursery floor, and whose fortrens was 
the crndle. The Aid Society met, an'l the 
dairy woman i'uund time to meet with them, 
bat she eonld not do mneb beside work, 
and believe and pray. One day however, 
she looked npon the* little soldier in his 
little fortress, and said, ''the new pillow 
shall go to some suffering soldier in the 
distant hospitals. Baby may keep the old 
one, but the new, the best, the softest, it 
shall go to the Union soldier." 



WASHER- WOMAH. 
She livrd in a little home, with but few 
neighbor6 around her. iler chief income 
was derived from the washing dhe did tnn 
a well*to*do family near by; but she joined 
the Aid Sooiety, for she ooald sew, as well 
as wssh. She wanted to g|ve something 
beside bcr labor and love, ibowever, but 
what should she give 7 vShe gathered her 
little fniit crop, — clieiries, currants and all, 
and diiotl them for the sirk and wounded 
oiH's. who were ilereiidiii;^ her little home.

I have bought fruit, tomatoes, potatoes, 
oysters, ^gs, green tea, fresh fish, chickens, 
salt maokerel, baker^a roDa, enalard pies, 
and nearly twenty pounds of butter, which 
has otherwise been an unknown luxiuy ia 
Harewood, since i have visited there. * * 

1 reoeived a valuable present mun 
Mrs. Hudson, of blackberry wine and cherry 
rum, worth forty- two dollars. These have 
cured some obstinate cases. But one of the 
invahtable remedies has bsen some pars 
French brandy placed in my hand by Mr. 
Hovey. The result* of this stimulant have 
been astonishing. 1 hud in my journal of 
Ootober 9tit, the fidlowmg reoord : 

" A brave Minnesota soldier had been 
liatlly woun(lt!<l in tb*; foot, tlu^ iir-.-r n rJi^ 
his best to save it, and tbt^ patieat endured 
weeks of excruciating pain, in the hope ul" 
curing it; meanwhile it was deoaylng, and 
the soKIicr daily failed. He was a rigid 
temperance man, and resolutely r(>fu^ed 
the fiery whiskey issued at the hospital. At 
last it becj^une necessary to ampntate ths 
foot, but at a great risk of life, on account 
of the prostrated oondilion of the patient. 
Josfc before the open^on was to be perform- 
ed, I visited the hospital, and seeing the need 
of a Btimahut^ X psfsaMed the mantotaste 
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the brandy. He yielded, uud was so con- 
vinced of the need of it, and sodelighted to 
find that it did nnt bnrn nnd distrc-s him 
as other lii{uors bud, that he asked for more, 
and had depended entirely upon it ever 
MUM. He Dore his ampatatton w«ll, and is 
imprnvincr mpidly, and BajB he owes his 
life to th:it lirandy." 

ifestcrday 1 received another equally sat- 
iaftctory teBtimoiiial aa to itg affeetB in 
chronio dysentery. * * ♦ 

A mnn from the bake-house npplicd f ir 
a shirt; another begged and sold a shiitt. 
for two dollurs)^ within half an hour ; another 
b^l^d and sold a pair of brogans for the 
gnnie prict> ; I have never seen pnticiits f^o 
bold and impertinent. I mildly refuse all 
reqaeata that aeem prompted by aTarioe or 
&noj. TWo-thirds of these men confess 
that they rnn di ;iw white woolen shirts, but 
they don't like them. I alwava advise aaoh 
not to draw them, but take tne money and 
buy such aa they like. I generally ^tsome 
bitter flinjj: at the Sanitary Commission in 
reply, and was told b^ one man that he 
never before aaked a tbins, and never wonid 
again. " His foUca sewed for soldiers, and 
he had actunlly uiven four dollars and fifty 
cents at a fair, and now when he asked fox 
a woolen shirt be was told lie might draw 
it an (I pay for It." 

Til ^ moment the eamapre stops they flock 
aruuud me, and beg for everything they see, 
and especially the flannel sturts. One man 
asked for one yesterday who had three 
white ones in his knapsack. I nu et all mu h 
Teqneeto with gentleness and patience, ex- 
plaining to attcaDtive andimioes of from 
twenty-five to fifty men, the real nses of our 
Fnnitiiry goods, tind am always approved by 
the better men in the crowd. The mean 
ones go off silent or grumbling : bat which 
erer wsy they gp I am inunoTable. 

In order to roniove fhi,-; impression in all 
jn«;tifial»le ways, 1 have always followed up 
suuh scene» by generous and thorough dis- 
tribo^n of snon artieles as really belong to 
convalescent men about (o be d'soharped 
from the hospital, such as towels, combs, 
handkerchiefs, neck-ties, vests, stationery, 
magasines, &c., and sometimes slippers and 
brogans. I also keep a supply cjf our flannel 
elothiuK in the Uuon room, to which I refer 
all ward masters for their patients who are 
discharged without suitable clothing of 
their own. In mv own visits in f lie uar<i«!, 
also give to any patient needing it, a siiit 



of flannel, which I endeavor to have at 
hand. * * * 

Within tile last fortnieht I have visited 
nearly all the guards aruund the hospitals, 
and intend to complete the circuit, dis- 
tributing mittenst which are intrusted to 
the Seargeant of the guard, leavin i: one pair 
ai each Post, to be worn and lett lor the 
nest oomer. Oar wish that this use might 
be made of them has been obiiierved every- 
where, exeept at Harewood — here tlie first 
ones who wore them stole them. We ap- 
[lied to ^e Captain of the Gtiard, wno 
ordered them all to be brought to headquar- 
ters, f the mittens I mean,) :ind redistriboied 
according to our iostruetious.

Dbab Stk : — ^Enclosed please find report 
of disbursements of hospital stores for the 

month of September; alfo, a statement of 
the amount of vc^tables issued for general 
use, and a list of the regiments to whieh 
they were issued. 

You will see by tliis that we have been 
able to furnish, during the month, a ^ood 
ration of vegetable tood to one hundred 
and forty-two regiments and twenty-five 
batteries, representing thirteen differLiit 
States. In moi^t of these cases the men 
had not tasted an onion or n monthlnl of 
cabbage for more than a hundred days. At 
the elfwe of the month the work was pro- 
gressing rapidly ; we had received notice 
large shipmente on the way, and were in 
hopes ol being able to supply the whole 
army. Hut the sudden resuming of the 
campaign, the withdrawal of troops from 
this vicinity, and above all, severing onr 
line.s of eoiimiunieation have. \\>r the time 
at least, checked us in our la})oi-s. During 
the latter part of the month wc received 
very few hospital stores, our transportation 
beinff mainly taken up with vetjctabk's, and 
the little stock we )iad on hand is nearly 
exhausted. We have still a few onions ; as 
many as will supply the hospitals while they 
will keep, a fair .-foek of extract beef, a 
large quantity of lime-juice, and considera- 
ble olothing. 

Fortuna^y, aboat the time that our sup- 
ply of deliencies was exhausted, the chief 
comfflissary received a large shipment of 
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canne*"} fruif.^. jollic-. inilk, nystcrs, &c., ex- 
clusively lor hospital use, and to b« paid for 
out of hospital flinds. In looking oTor the 
invoice, (which his chief clerk was so kind 
as to 8how me,) I notice that, whilf Ik^ has 
krgc (|uantitied of oaDoed fruits, tomatoes, 
Ac., be has eompftntivelj few dried epp)«i 
and cra( ki rs; and, as near as I can jud|^, 
there will stil! be a priat dctDatid upon the 
Saoitarj CoDina»jsiuu ior them artiuius. 

There are aboat 2,750 riok in hospital 
here, and for that number there is an ample 
supply for a nntnbtT of days ; sufficient, it 
IS thought, to la^t until comoiuuication is 
le-estawished/ Indeed, at preient, we am 
bofter provided for, in the line of delieticies, 
than in some of the more f:n!)«tnntial arti- 
cles; for while there is hard bread to «at 
for any rcasonabli' It ni^th of time, there is 
vtry lirt!,- flr.ur. Tin; nu'dioal authorities 
are, however, on the alert, and ail the flour 
in town will be taken possession of to-day, 
and held for the nee of the hoapitak.

Way had arranged before he left with Jlr. 
Bingham, the Ohio State Ageat, to take 
the charge of these storue.

The depot 
here will then be nearly full. Vegetabl/BS 
in large supply sliould be sent here at once, 
for never was there greater need.

Scurvy is rife at every 
port. There is not a potato here even in 
the markets.

Siiice the reduction of the laiiuu, 
hospitals cannot make a hospital fand ; every 
busjiital here is in debt, and totally dt^ I'tnd- 
eut ujiOTi the Onmmission for sanitary store'?. 

1 go to the lilull by the first cbartered 
steamer, as I have and can get transporta- 
tion on no other. If 1 take a line bnat I 
must pay pasttage, which I should not feel 
justified in doing. 1 inclose a latter of 
thanks rooeived nom the chaplain of the 
9th Minnesota Infantry. I had an inter- 
view with him to-day, in which he expressed 
the confidence of the troops in the United 
States Sanitary Commiffiion, and gave ne 
detailed accounts of the great suflering at 
points below. Again permit me to ask the 
sending of as large supplies as possible. 

I beg to call your attention to the esteem- 
ed value of blackberry cordial and f^yrup in 
diarrbtea. Every medical officer here, in 
tlbie era J and navy, oonmders it by far the 
best article which can be used in diarrhoea, 
in the chronic and in the scorburic form of 
the disease. The hospitals all call lor it. 
If it conld be had in casks, so as to be 
drawn off, instead of going to the expense 
of bottks, it would be a great saving of ex- 
pense. There is but a small quantity now. 
here. The most of the cordial made and 
put up by druggists is nearly worlhlessj that 
made bjr private families is by tar the best.

From tliree until six A.1I., on die morn- 
ing ot Tiiursday, the Relief Corps rest^ 'l ; 
«fc that hour it turned out i^in amid a cold, 
dritdy nun, iad withont waiting for break- 
fa^, pushed adton al the newly made doek. 
Wc foTiiicl namf>rriTis P'«Mior.s whose wounds 
were not severe enough to disable them 
horn loeomotioii, wutine anxiouBly for as- 
iMtelloe, medical and wierwiae, for them- 
sclre* and othcrf? ; these were sent aboard 
the returning boat, md their needs attended 
to. Going on up through the nuun street 
of the village, we were besieged at every 
step by the poor, hnlf-^stnrvcd, and but 
slightly woiiii h il ones, while the seriously 
wounded U Y upon the stoops of the houses, 
and on the side-walks of the street ; here 
and there place! ;t?;ainst a fenee wn« a once 
stalwart i'onu, now with head fallen on 
hieesi, and a mortal woond in the body, 
gasping out the last remains of life. Almost 
in the time it takc3 mo to indite this, a 
ruined building wom found, a lire built, 
and milk-punch, and ooffeo prepared. Never 
haviii;.' tasted intoxicating drinks in my life • 
in any form, I confess to some qualms of 
conscience, when I took hold of the latter 
stimalant for diBtribntioD, but ere the day 
harl pn=;t my conscience quieted, for I decin 
it impossible for the most sanguine tempt r- 
anent to ooneeive the effect of this aud 
other stimnlaots administered to poor hu- 
nnnity. under Pitch circuuistaiici ';. The 
abfiorbing thought of the sympathetic mind 
in the positioti of a Bdief Agent, is what 
«an he done to ease and aid these poor dear 
wuffererf ; ami the means which njn<!t effectu- 
ally^ does this, is cheerfully embraced in 
spite of all previ^QB habits, aye, and con- 
victions. 

J'urrountliiig the Ituildin'j. nnd far awny 
for at least a mile on either side, were 



wagons filled with the wounded, they 
seemed as though they conid be oonntcd by 

thousand!*. The ground was properly dis- 
tricted; to each district were appointed 
dreBsers of woands; these were aooompanied 

by Relief Agents, carrying milk-punch and 
other alcoholic stimulants ; and preceding 
these aud following after, were other Relief 
Agcntd, carrying ooffee and soft esaokeis to 
those unaVite to leave the wagons; tho^tj 
able to walk went to the ImilJiu:: whore the 
good things were picpartd, aud at one of 
the windows awaited each his turto for the 
crackers and cofTce, which haviui: ubtainedy 
they would ait on the grans near by aud en- 
joy it. For sneh as were hungry between 
meals several boxes of hard-taek lay open 
at different points on the field. 

The dead were lying in rows near the 
Relief Hovse. Ahoiial party was orgauii^cd 
for the burial of these and such others as 
might die, and its work was well and sub- 
stantially done. Nut a man died and was 
buried, whose friends were known* '^bat 
tbeyr were informed of every partionlar 
eoueernincr hi.s death and burial. 

Thus was the work continued from six 
▲.H. until six P.M., by the oorps of 
the United States Sisaituy OomnUSBioa 
from six P.M. of the previous evening; 
aud so perfect were the arrangements that 
I do not think one man was neglected. 
At the time above named, an abundance 
of Government supplies arrived, and froin* 
Fredericksburg came also a full corps of 
our Relief Agents, who relieved our worn> 
out men, and continued the good work 
without intermission thmnirhout the nijrht 
of the 20th. Evory umu who labored 
there htm a rich experience- of that da^s 
work. The nirony of a thirty mile ride 
in an army wagon without springs, and 
over a corduroy road, though frequently 
attenip;.-d at portniyul by them, oould not 
be told. So terrible w:is the tax <<n tlicir 
vitality that many died on the way. Une 
notabfo instanee f shall never forget. Whilu 
ssrving the milk-punch frpm wagon to 
wairnn. which was done by climbing the 
wheels, I observed an upliitud hand which 
was not an uncommon sight, for many of 
the poor fellows unable to ri^- from their 
reeumhenf position, would upliu their hands 
to receive the cup. I passed the cup and 
released it into the oatstretohed hand, but 
the bund refused to grasp it, so that its 
conteuts IVU u]»nu the other mriiint d ones 
in the same wa>jon, who with .a tremulous 
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laugh told me the bodj from whieb the 
hand projected, had been dead three da)r8. 

There were imiiierons cases of this kind. 

The patieai and even cheerful spirit of 
the wonnded was beyond all praiae. And 
of the efforts of tlie Sanitair Comtnueion in 
their lH'li;iif. the s{)irit of tneir ejaculations 
showed the intensity of their feeling. Oh, 
if mj poor mother knew this 1" one would 
eajy and another^ " What will my dear wife 
say when she hears of this kindness?" 
And thus their thanks found utterance ad 

I fisited some miserably sick rebels in an 
improvi><od prison there, and in the name 
of the people of the United States through 
the Sanitary Oommission, fed them. The 
kindness was in such marked cmitrast to 
what they expected or deserved, it l>roke 
them down, and several among tbt^ui wept, 
fteelj. Bat I mnat close, tliis paper being 
abesdy too kmg. J. J. B. 

H£W AGENT'S IHFRES8I0H8. 

My experience in tlie work (Sauitury 
Oomnussion) thus far, has tendea greatly 
to increase the feeling which led me into it ; 
and I have already seen enough to con- 
vince me of the necessity and titness of the 
work, and the grateAil feeliag with which 
the relief is received, to demonstrate to 
my own mind that the Faiiifnrj* Commii^- 
idon is accomplishing u <:icat uud guod 
work in a higher and fuller sense than 
is comprehended hy its frimds ;iuil sup- 
porters at the North. While the men 
have uniformly expressed thcm^selves grate- 
fidly for the assistance afibrded them, I 
have also lisfeno'l with plrnmrc to oxpres- 
sions of gratified appreeiativeuess of the 
good work effected from captains and sur- 
jseons of boepital boats, as wdf as army 
offiosn. 



m lAVITABT COMXISSIOH. 

The present war, terrible in its magnitude 
and dnration, has had benevolent accom- 
paniments never before known in the his- ' 
tory of the world. The vai-ions organizations 
£>r the relief of soldiera, sick and wounded, 
in the camp, the field and the hospital, 
which are planted sqnnrolj on the g-ene- 
rosity and patriotism of the people, brighten 
the gloom which our three years of conflict 
has huti^.; around our country. Foremost 
among these is the Sanitary n r l issiou. 
which has become a gigautio humauitariaii 



organiaadon, for the relief of the sick and 
wounded of our army. Only those intimate 

with its immense opprationg enn nttcr its 
eulogy, or realize one half itjs benehcent 
work. 

ITS CHIEF OBJECT. 

The chief object eonteinplafcd by the 
Sanitary Commission, when it was created 
hj the Government, was the preyention of 

disease. Mo'krn sanitary science was hardly 
recognized in the ancient n sinlations of the 
medical bureau, and oonse<|ucntly, during 
the sammer of 1861 our armies were in 
senous danger of destruction from epidemic 
disease. The first }>usine8S of the Commis- 
sion, therefore, was to awaken general at- 
tention to the sanitary interests of the umy, 
and to do what it could to improve the 
sanitary condition of cnmp«i, hospitals, and 
men. It brought to bear upon Government 
the influence of the medical profession' 
throughout the country, effected the exten- 
sion and invigoration of the medical bureau, 
and secured the express retuguitiuu uf the 
prevention of di-sease, no lees than its cure, 
as among the functions of the nn Jical staff. 
Government now employs lis own sanitary 
inspectors, and does a certain portion of the 
preventive work which the Commission per- 
formed during the first year of its existence. 
But the Commission find it necessary to 
keep up an inspectoral corps likewise. 

The visits of the inspector usually dis> 
close something that can Df done to improve 
or promoto the health of the comiuuud. Ue 
fiods that qninine is necessary to prevent 
malariotis disease, or vegetables to prevent 
scurvy, or that stimulants, beddii;^-, disin- 
fecting agents, or hospital diet, are wanted. 
In cooseqnence of bis reports, the Commis- 
sion have dug wells, to improve the water- 
supply of camps, improved the ventilation 
of hospitals, built temporary hoepitale and 
qnarters to replace nnwbolesome and dan- 
gerous buildings, furnished and fitted up 
ho!^pital trnnsportf", and converted ordinary 
railroad car^ into railroad ambulances, with 
cooking apparatus and store-rooms, and 
litter." hun^' on springs, in which thousands 
of men with fractured limhs hare traveled 
thousands of miles without injury. . 

It has furnished material for the vacd- 
nation of thousands of men at a time, when 
the medical bureau was not able to supply 
immediately what wa.s needed. It haj» cir- 
culated throughout the army, and espeoially 
among the medical staff, many hundred 
thousand of its medical documents. These 
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kmt been pt«pued by some of the most 
eminent snr^ons and physicians of the 
eoantrj, and embodyi in a ooudeustd form, 
the latati veanlla of Boieooe. They bave 
been of great nse to our army surgeon^ who 
often encounter cnses for which th^ir pre- 
Ttous practice has not prepared them, and 
wbo bttve neidiar mediml fibniies nor up 
portanitiei lor oonialtatioii. 

BlLtir DEPARTMENT.

obliged to refuise them, and thiis endanger 
life by the delay, the army calls upon the 
Com missiooi whieb never nib to loopond to 
the t all. 

The relief agents of the Commission keep 
TO . with the army as it moTOt forward. 
Wnore the army eucaiM|is in the mominir, 
the Conuiii^sion has pit<.'hi il its tent.s loug 
betbre night. It reaches a new base as soon 
w there are ■oldtem to protect It, and is at 
work eetablishing hospitals and providing 
Ttece^'itxTy stores before the ponderous ma- 
chinery of the Government has moved; ita 
nd flags are teen everywhere at the front, 
blending with the stars and stripes, where 
it is e«tabli«!iinfr its feeding stations anil 
depots of supplies. Prominent and e^iperi- 
enoed agents aooompany eaob diTttion of the 
wmy, with organised corps of aadsttnte, 
wagons and supplie;^. 

ORKAT HATTLE8. • ■ 

It is at ^at battles that the agents of 
dwOomnttnonaneounently.nseral. The 

battle service of the Commission requires 
large funds and supplies. At MurfreeHhoro, 
AnUetam, Gettyabung;, Chattanooga, Vicks- 
•borg, and Port Hn£on, sadden and vast 
demands were made. Fifty thousand dollars 
would not cover the mitlay nf the (commis- 
sion the first two weeks after one of our 
gnfttbstdss. At Oettysborg it was 175,000. 



The average cost is 83 30 to a man; at 

Gettysburg it was $10 per man. The outlay 
of the Sanitary Commission during the 
months of May and June, for the battle 

-nece.»sities of the present campaign, was 

over $5UO,000, exclusive of the supplies 
directed to it, and which it distributed. 

This service requires comprehenuve foro' 
thought, prompt and energetic actiou, and 
unwearied labor in infinite detail. Of some 
articles the requirements are enormous. 
Oondensed milk, and eztiaet of beef by the 
ton ; wines and spirits by the barrel ; 
crackers and farinaecmis f »o<l by the ton ; 
tea, coffee and sugar by the vhe»i aud hogs- 
head; cargoes of ioe; potatoes, onions, 
pickled cabbaijc, sourkrout, lemons and 
oran;ies, by car loads ; shirts, drawers, 
sheets, crutches, bed-rests and mattresses, 
by tens of thousands ! And this material 
ha.-t fn be transported 1>y wajrnn trains from 
one base to another; forage for hor>es has 
to be provided; drivers have to be paid, 
steamers diartered, and coal consumed ; 
and jet so econoraieally is the whole work 
of distribution managed that its oost is iesa 
than three per cent 

SnOIAL BlLTSf . 

In addition to tliis. the Oouunlssion sap> 
portal twenty-five S'lldicrs' Houies or Lodges, 
scattered over the whole held uf war from 
New Orleans to Washington ; and twenty- 
three hundred soldier.^ a day are taken care 
of in these homes. iMultiply 'i.noO by 365,* 
and you have over bOU,UUU men thus re- 
lieved annnally. Three other agencies to 
secure the soldiers' rights are maintained 
by the Commission: 1. Claim agency to 
secure his bounty ; 2. A pension' agency ; 
3. A back-pay agency— aU of them giving 
their services to the sokj|iar free of charge. 
Oft^n $20,000 back-pay is !»ecured in one 
dapr. A Hospital Directory is also sus- 
tained, by wmch the whereabonts of the 
sick men is determined, when they are lost 
to tHeir friends. It costs $20,000 a year 
to maintain it, but is worth a million, if the 
rdief afforded to hnmon aoxisiy eaa be 
estimated in money. 

OOST 01 AQIRTB. 

To carry on this vast humnn machinfry, 
the Commission employs two hundred 
agents at an average of abont 12 per day— 
less than an ordinary meohanic's wagee — 
or a total of il -,iMM> per month, who ope- 
rating from Texas to the Potomac, or from 
Charuston to Kansasi and the resolts ars 
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•uoh SB to jogtify the natioii's pride in tiiis 

i;rand and beneficent, yet truly American

EXT K ACTS FHOM A LETTER. 

The spirit of the Sanitary Commission, 
as originated by its great founder, was

2uiion. My heart responded at onoe to 
is grand unicennl charity, and whatever 
maybe thought of my loyalty in other ro* 
spectfi, here it cannot be questioned. 

While I beUeve the success of the Lin- 
ooln party fttal to the peace and prosperity 
of the country, you hoin stly 'think othur- 
tfise-^heie we cannot a«;reej but in the i 
gnnder spirit of the Siniti^ Commission, I 
merging all differences in the great work of j 
ChriHtian bfOfvolenee to our national sol- • 
diers, we cnn labor 8ucccto»fu 11^. This spirit 
we have always made prominent in onr 
Branch, and if it is entitled to the comtuen- 
datihn ynn bestovr, it is liofatisc pnrty spirit 
haa not ruled. We have Uijked aud received 
from all. 

No matter what their political views are, 
we have nothing to do with what caused 
the war, or how it is conducted — but the 
hnmaae work of caring for onr anfferiog 
soldiers. Appeal in homanifgf'a name, and 
they will respond. 

When I review the difficulties we have had 
to eontend with, to ins^turt and enlighten 
o«r nnxilinrics and the public — compared 
with the efforts of others to supplant and 
d^troy us, I am astonished that we have 
^ breasted the Storm, and axe stiU a living 
Bimnoh. 



PAYING SOLDIER'S FAMILIES. 

The following plan far paying t<^ the 
ftmilies of offieers a^d aoldien in the ser^ 

vice of the United States, who are or may 
bocomo prisofnys' of vrnr, sums doe thcniby 
the (jovei iitut'ui, having been approved by 
the President, is pnblUhed for we informa- 
tion of all concerned : 

*• Payiiiont will ho made to por?oTis: pre- 
senting a wiiiicu authority from a prisoner 
to draw his pay, or without eneh authority, 
tn liifi wifi», the guardian of his minor chil- 
dren, or bis widowed inotht r in tho ordnr 
named." AppUcatioQ lor ouch pay luujsi be ] 



made to the senior paymastir of the distriel 
in which Uie regiment of the prisoner is 

servinsf and must be accompanied by the 
oertihcatc oi' a Judge of a court of the United 
States, or of some other party, nnder Q» 
seal of *a court of record of the State of 
which the applicant is a rcr-idcnt. t.i'ttin!j 
turth that the said applicant is the w ile of 
the prisoner, iiie guardian of lus ohildren, 
or his widowed mother ; and if occupying 
either of the two last relationships towards 
him, that there is no one in exiisteuce more 
nearly related, aooording to the aboTO das> 
sifioatioQ. 

Payments will be made to parties thus 
authorii.ed aud ideutiiicd, uu their receipts 
made out in the manner that would be re- 
quired of the prisoner himself, at least one 
month'F pay being retained by the United 
iStatc'ci. The officer making the payment 
will see that it is entered on the last previ- 
ous! muster roll fur the payment of the 
prisoner's company, or will report it, if 
these rolls are not in his possession, to the 
l^nior paymaster of the oistriet^ who \\ \\\ 
aftrnd to either the entry, or give notire <»f 
the puvment to the Paymaster-General, if 
the roUs have been forwarded to hie offioe.

' HOW CREATF.T). 

The sick iu hospital not needing full ra- 
tions for their subsistence, only such parts 
thereof are issued as are actually required 
for the Fupport of themsolve.s and author- 
ized attendants. The diilereuce between 
the number of raUons due a hospital, at ooat 
price of a complete raUtm at the station, and 
the value ot the stores issued to it, during 
the same period and at the same prices, eoa- 
stote a credit with the Snbriatenoe Depart- 
ment in favor of the hospital. Thia credit 
is^Mdled "Hospital Fund." 

ITS CSKS. 

The Commissary who issue?? to a hospital 
is authorized to purchase for it, on the re- 
quiidttoD of the medieal ofikiar in ehai^ 
and in amount not exoeeduDig the hospm 
credit at the time, as follows : 

1st. Food, solid or iiuid, to be used for 
the diet of the atek, and jiob fnmiahed by 
the Subsistenee Depfrtment or liedieal De- 
partment. 

2d. Articles to be itned iu either the pre. 
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IHUratiou or tiiirvmg of tlie food, enibraciug 
friMi|MUj oooking vtennls and table fur- 
niture, and not furriis.he<l by tbe (|imrtcr- 
lua^ter's Depwtmeut or Medical PeparU 
meat. 

8d. Om, oil) and other means of illumi- 
nation, to be u<od insftnid of candlofl^ wluob 
•re part of the soldier's intion. 

The Hospital Fund bein^ thus a means 
ftraapplyiiig tlie taflorintr >i< k with wants 
and conTflnifncps needi'ul for thoir licnlth 
and more comfortable cnnditiun, not other- 
vise to be obtained, its muuagement should 
lie held as a sacred trust, aod its expendi- 
ture confined strictly to tlic purpns'os which 
this foLud is desired to accomplish. Mod- 
ImJ «iid iKMpitM supplies, quarteniiMter's 
SappliM, and aU ol^ects of expenditure from 
the apprnpriation? of the difTijn'ut depart- 
Bieota of the military service, are not jtroper 
cfta»90« agoMMi like hcupUai endit, 

ITS SXPSNDITURS. 

The articles purchased by the Commis- 
sary for the sick in hospital are paid for out 
of the subsiatence fuuda in hia haud^ for 
pnUio disbarsement) oo a voaober certified 
to hj the medical officer in chai^ ; and the 
hospital credit is diminished in eon«oqncTicc 
thereof by the amount of the purcbajH;:^ 
nade. Ab ezpenditiire of money by the 
Gommissury for tbe subHistence or conveni- 
ence of the sick in hospital, is acronntod 
for in the manner preecribed lor other dis- 
hnraeiDeiits of the SnbsiBtence Department. 
At large Depots or General Hospitals, this 
fund may be partly expended for the lu iu-fit 
of the sick at dependent posts or in detuch- 
mento, od teqniaitioiis approved by the Med> 
ieal I^reetor or senior onrgeon of the die* 
Uict. 

HOW ASfiKKT AINED. ' 

A "Statement of the Hospital Fund" is 
nade out at the end of each ealeodar month, 
and appears as a part of the Commissary's 

' ALntract nf Ts.?no.s to Hospital" for that 
niuuth. Uu it are entered the balance of 
endit (if any) to hospital at the end of the 

}>ro<v(liii(.' month, and the number of rations 
duo it in tin' uiontli, at com price; also, 
the stores which huvo beeu ibeued by the 
Commissary to the boepital and artieles piir> 
cli:i-inl by him for the sick, during this pe- 
riod, with the cost of each opposite. 
The difference between these two umuuuis — 
credits and debits — leaves an ascertained 
balance ofiToiiit. (if tlio Hospital Fiiml for 
the month ha& not been entirely Obed up^) 



applicable to authorized expenditures for 
the subeistenoe or convenience of the siok 
in hospital durins: the followiip^ month. 
Thi^ statement may be prepared iu the same 
muuuer at any day, should there be occasion 
for asoartnining the ezaot State of the credit 
of a hosjiital nt any particular date.

now TRANSFKTIEKD. 

At the requcijt of the Surgeon General, 
and on inblructions from the Commissaiy 
Geneva] of Subsistence, Hospital Fond may 
be transferred as follows: 

The Commissary directed to transfer any 
portion of this credit from a Iftepital he 
supplies to another'<HCie, drops the amount 
sperifit'd from his next Statement of its 
Hospital Fund as tramsferred to the hoHpital 
designated in the instraetions, giving (wheo 
infoimed) the rank, name, re^moiti or 
corps, and station of the Commissary who 
issues to it. The Commissary directed to 
receive a stated smoant of this credit, takes 
up the same in favor of the designated hos- 
pital supplied by him, on his next State- 
ment of its Hospital Fund, and as received 
from the one mentioned in the inetruoliions, 
giving (when inibnned) the r ul name, 
regiment, or c^rp?, and station ol' tlie Com- 
mistiary who issues to such hospital. 

When an officer is leliered from sobsiBt- 
encc duty, he will give his snooessor a cer- 
tified statement of the hoppit.d er.'.ltt of 
each separate hospital supplied by him, und 
will note snch aotion on the Hospital Ab- 
stract. His successor will take up these 
credits in favor of eaeh <?epnrato hosi/ital ho 
issues to, in manner as above exphuued. 
Hospit^ Fund bemg a cred^ only, cannot 
be transferred from one offieer^a papeia to 
another's as mon^f/. 

HOSPITAL 0ABDEN8. 
Among the benefits eouferred by the 
Sanitary Commission, those resnltiug from 
the estaUiahment of gaidena for boapital 
nse are very promiment. In tha Western 
Department^ Dr. Newbany has j^en mnoh 
attention to this snhjoet and with aatisftM)- 
tory results.

I dens at Chattanooga during the mouth of 
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September, the following vegetables : 3,9o5 
down of eora, sqaashes, meloDB, cabbage,

Mr. VV'ills, the jgarUener tn charge, writes 
that "theorom are doing finely. WUh good 
weather we ^all have a large quantity of 
tomatoes, Lima beans, sweet corn, sweet 
iiotatueii, raUibheb, turnips, &e. Oi^r entire 
iBBQds up to this date rSeptemlier 8) lia^e 
been 9,583 bu.^liels and 13,907 dozens of 
some twenty-one varieties of vegetableSi and 
1,146 pockets of flower^seeds." 

From the garden at Knoxville daring the 
mouth of September there have been issued 
276 bushels of tomatoes, 2(j { bushels of 
beans, 6,347 dozen of cucumbers, mostly 
pickles, a^ 1,927 heads of eabliage.—jSKaiwf-

What he has learned, what he 
has dona and is doing, cannot afa be told, 
bnt he is a ftithfd worker in a speonJ diet 
kitoben at Cily Paint> and is a deaded cba- 
racter. 

The little effaskHi below is from the pen 
of the good woman who^haa so kindly in- 
structed him. ¥. B. F. 

Where's Jeddo? — It is so long since 
I have seen him. Hits step is not on the 
stair, nor his laugh in the kitchen. He 
ha.«n't :-et the table yet; ha.«n't put on his 
clean jacket. Wkare's Jrthln ? He ased 
to be everywhere, ■ up stairs, down stairs, 
and in the lady's chamber." When the 
summer days w<-re cool I used to tnkc him 
into the parlor, to siuir " i'et* r. .James, and 
John;" and if he had been viuleut and 
naughty, I would put one finger in the but- 
ton hole of his jafket, to kL'Cp him from 
X goiiig away, while I talked with him in 
tender tones, and he was sure to become 
good again. 

I most let Jeddo hsire a lesson. Bnt 



Jeddo is not here. There stands his bed, 
and his ehair, and his voond tsble covered 
with b( k ^ I look out bis window, — but 

no Jeddo. Con he hnvf run ofrnt/? No, j 
indeed. He used to do so, once in a while, 
bnt at last the Lord gave me sneh strength 
that I held him tight and would not let him 
go. No, Jeddo has not run away. Is ho 
not then at Sabbath-school ? With his Bible 
on bis knee, be sat, not long since, Mid pre- 
pared with me his Sabbath-school lesson, 
and I heard him -inftly say : " Let not your 
heart be troubled ; yu believe in God, be- 
lieve also in me."' Oh, I can never forget 
Joddo; but where is ho now? At Canada? 
lie got anjrnr one day, and vowed he would 
leave me, and go olf upon the cold water. 
I remember just the rustling of the trees, 
and my own sorrow on that day. But it 
can't be that he went then, for 1 have talked 
and sung with him since.

share of good for himself and others. So 
let Jeddo work. A poor fami-ihing outcast 
on the Pamunky two years ago, and now 
fet diiiir the hungry on the James. Igno- 
rant aud indolent then, and now readioj^ 
writing, and working.

Sickness last night prevented me from 
writing, as I had intended, an accouut of 
the recent move and work of the uiitary 
Cormiii<>i(jn iu thi.v Di'jt.irfrnrnt. To-night 
I can only give you the outlines, as there is 
mnoh to be dona befbn Sunday. We try 
lo avoid all work on Sunday, and only iasne 
on that (lay to cnscs of uruT-nt nrf*cs:iify. 

On the night of the 20th iust.^ our troops 
in Army of the Potonuo, were maased, all 
wagon trains sent within thaentrenehmcnts 
at City Point, and every preparation made 
for an early and rapid march towards the 
flottth^aide BaUroad. Daylight of the 27tb 
fimnd the oolnmn moving on with four 
daya latioin; a finroe haTing bean left in 



the several forte to guard oar line and ail 
other troopa sent ibrwnrd. Two diviaiona 

of the Second Corps were jfished out to the 
Boynton Phnik TJoad, of which they gained 
possession, but l>eing in a cul-de-sac with 
the rebif on each aide, they were oompeUed 
to retrace their steps and " get out of the 
wilderness" before morning, leaving a part 
of their wounded on the field. 

HOttFlIALH AT CITY 1H)1NT. 

All the troops arc now in tfleir old por- 
tions; the hospitals have ha<l lar^ic ' 
sions to iheir umnlicrs, increasing the total 
now at base hospitals at City Point to about 
G.400, on amonnt of the deaning out of 
all front hoapitala. Oar work in the baae 
hospitals hns consequently been increased; 
that at the front dimiuished, as all wounded 
have been sent to the rear. 

Onr wagons which wi re sent in, hava 
been pushed out again to-day to their for- 
mer position, with good loads and ready for 
whatia toooitta. 

HO8PIVAL AT DISP BOSSOM. 

On the righty aflKMB the James, General 

Bntlcr's forces were moved alontr the New 
Market and Charles City roads, crossing to 
Beven Pinee, where the enemy were found 

in tlirir breastworks, (the same that they 00- 
cupied two years sinw.) and a battle ensued, 
resulting in the return of our forces to their 
former Ulne, having lost about eighteen hun- 
dred in killed, wounded and missing. Most 
of the wounded were conveyed to Peep Bot- 
tom, and ulaced on boats tur transportation 
to hoapital. At Deep Bottom, we found 
work for the Agents of the Conunis^ion. 
Many nf the wmindcd had \n:vu hurried 
from tield to huiiUi vvithuut even u primary 
dressing ; they were tired, hungry and cold. 
Our agents fed, clothed and assi.-tcd them 
ns well as was possible, dressed wounds, 
provided stimulants to such as needed, sup- 
l^iedaome of the boats with stores for their 
voyap'c, and cmleavdred to do all they cdiiM 
to relieve the suliering. Fortunately, we 
had a very good supply at this station, and 
though it was soon exhausted, we bad it 
fillt'il ajrain in a short time. The tiiir had 
been scut up during the forenoon, with a 
amall supply for general distribntion, and 
while she was gone, a telegram was 1 1 . eivad 
calling for battlofiold supplies; a lo;i(l was 
gotten ready and put on board as soon as 
aha returned, and she was immedittely sent 
back, arriving at Deep Bottom in time to 

rapleniah onr atorabouaa for the next train 
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of mModed, whbli srrifid while we were 
voloading. 

The men wcro takrn from ntnhulaiicos to 
the boat, there imuicliatt Ij cleaned, iheir 
wraods attended to, operations perfomed, 

md ulm fed and put to bed ; direct tnm

A VLTUAN AM) HIS Vol Ni; CoMilADK. 

When poiising tlirough the erowil on my 
way to the store-lent, 1 uuticed a man 
wounded in the leg, earefblly bathing the 
hifi uf 3 jOTiri'Z cnniraflo, who .■i.sked, 
** Charley, where did you get them rags?" 
"From the Sanitary," was his reply. After 
a pa|^ the youn';ar one remarked, *'Ohar- 
Joy, ainf that Sanitary a hully concern?" 
Charley tin tied just at this moment to dip 
his rag a^ iin into the water, and I saw that 
he was an old soldier, hit &oe was aoarred 
and hmnzed ; his coinrado was a mere boy, 
and this was his lirst wound, (not a severe 
j>ne). I offered to assist in dressing the 
wound, bat Chavl^ fenarked that he eovld 
do it very well, and went on with his work 
very systematically; his own wound which 
vat tl^ most severe, he paid but little at- 
tention to, till the young man was dressed. 
In pa«=;ing to tlie bo:it atraiu, li^ ( : lied me 
to him, and asked if X would plt^abc look at 
hit leg, whidi ho was then Mthiug, and 
while I examined tho wonnd he said, *'I)r., 
yonr roinmi.'^sion has done more gnnd dur- 
ing this wai than the folks at home koow 
tl When I waa siek at Pair Oaks, they 
took oai^ of me, and kept me alive two 
wef'k-': r <j;ot wmnideil at (^hnnocllnrsville, 
and the lirst thiug after the Jonnies f>ent 
uenenMBthe river; at Frederidnburg, they 
gaTO me sonlething to oat, and a nice cup of 
coffee, and to-day tliey have douf M: * nice 
thing by all the boyb.' ' >Yhen his wound 
waa dratted, he got np, thanked no and 
west on the boat, as clicer^y as though 
nothing had happened. 1 was much pleased 
with his kind cure of a young oomr^iO} his 
^Mgetfalneas of self, and his thonghtfiil 
ohserfation of tdl that was passing. He 
wai* an old soldier, thouu'h not more than 
thirty years of ago, and a brave oo^ as is 
aekniowiedged by all hit ecnnrades. This is 
the third time I htm known him to be 
wounded since the oonunenoement of this 
war. 

There are many sneh men in this army, 
and such scenes as that of yesterday bring 
them out in glowing ookva.

Many are beiug scut tu their own states , 
on fhrlough, for the purpose of giving their 
votes at the coming election. We believe 
there are hut few among them who Will ttOt t 

give the lii/fit vote. 

During the present week we have lost 
ct'f/kt of onr aiok men by death, the largest 

number in one week thrmiu'h the pa.st year. 
Only one of thc?p died ct' hi.s wound, tlio 
others lingered lung witii fuvern and chronic 
dis eas e s . Some bad near relatives to monm 

their los-<, rxnd Others sf^emcd to be almost 
without kindred or frietids. We hoju' they 
had the Friend thai hiicketh clucier than a 
brother." 

Our sick liave been well supplied of late 
j with ve;.'etables, aj»jile.^, oysters au<l other 
I thiugb uece».siiry tu tiie health and comfort 
of the paroled men. Oan not the Commis- 
sion furnish them more fredy with nae, 
crackers? That are considered a rare treat 
for sick soldiers. . 

Thera haye been many changes and re- 
movals among the surgeons and stewards of 
this hospital within the lust few weeks; this 
has caused some iaoonvenienoe in the gene- 
ral arrai^^emeiit of all departments of the 
hoeiHta]* 

Arrangements are bein? made fur the 
reception of our prisoners from Georgia, 
4h» areozpeeted duly; after their long 
oonfincmeut, surely too mooh oannot be 
done for them. We are sometimes ashamed 
that we oannot supply everything that is • 
wanted by these poor sMfoieis. 

It is under contemplation to enlarge the 
hospital proper, in Camp Parole, by buila- 
ing twelve more wards, as our present wards • 
arc now constantly full, and we shall not 
have accommodations for the many siek 
that will probably be among those wno aM 
to come.

I have been requested to give m my re- 
port this week *<A Journal of a I^y," 
thereby convoyinir ?oriic idra of my method 
of working. 1 will take this day as a sample 
^ all my days in Camp Pftrole. 

During the morning I remained in the 
office occupied in various duties, and at- 
tended to the oalU o( any patients Ia the 
wards, who are able to oome out and make 
l{iio\vii th< ir wants, which are generally sup- 
plied witli a few cracki'rs, stamps, paper and 
envelopes, and tu furnish lint, banda- 
ges, old linen, &c., to the nursea of the 
seTend wai>Is. At 0 o'clock I began my 
daily v5sit.< tu the hospital ; we have six 
wards, each capable of accommodating forty- 
dgbt men, and theae are now fnll with pa-. 
nSsd meui lately arrived from Biohmond. 

A r.OY OF NIXF.rrFN. 

I first visited ward 6, here is one boy of 
nineteen years, who hus been very low for 
many weeks and cannot recover ; he is a 
weak iDiiidcil unfortunate ^''^y, sind an in- 
stance of many who are allowed and even 
nraed to enlut as eoldien fai onr army. 
Others hero are feeble from long sickness, 
and some have ]o>t limb?, but most of them 
are cheerful and uncomplaining. I dis- 
tributed among them, as thej needed, 
handkerchiefs, combe, paper and envdf^. 
I was asked for snapendeia, but had none.

In ward 5, there are more oaaas of seven 

sickness, such as fevers, ampntationa and 
chrr»nic coniplaint?* ; ' here are fcvprnl h»ya 
of only sixteen or seventeen years of age, 
» Ood'a dear Ones/'— little ChziatianB. One 
has lost his left arm at the shQulder, bnt 
> I ars it manfully. I gave him a wrapper 
which pleased him much, and he humbly 
asked n he oonld take it home with him 
when diwrharged. For one man in this 
ward T wrotp to hi? wife, nud warned her 
of his dangerous condition. 

I next risited ward 4 ; here are not many 
serious cases of sickness, only one is not ex- 
pi rtiMl to recover. Several have lost linilj^, 
and here I gave cuiihions, slings haiitiker- 
ohieft and combs- It ia astonishing to ace 
with how much gratitude these trivial arti- 
cles are rweived. 

In ward '6 1 found a man who hud died 
during the night, he had been long sick. 
Most here wanted as nsnsl, comba^ ?^V^h 
&c. 

Ward 2 has many very sick men. One 
told iiif h(> knew ho could not live long, 
ami hail rc-^iLTiidl liiui.-olf to liis Tloavcniy 
Father's will ; here 1 distributed various 
artielen and was again asked for suspenders. 
What a pity that onr brave solmers are 
without suspenders. 

Ward I, has some quite sick men, but 
none dan^ronsly so ; aU needed what little 
I coold give them, aneh as slippers, towds, 
&c. 

We have at present good and kind nurses 
in all the wards, and they allow me to draw 

tlii'ir attention to any disorderly conduct, 
neglect of patient"?, wanf of ol(-"ari!Iin:ss in 
the care of the ward. I also visited the 
low diet kitchen, and found that the nek 
were to be well provided fw at their coming 
dinner. 

After going through the hospital I re- 
turned to the office, when I wrote a letter 

for a very sick man to his sister, asking her 
to come to him. Tn the nftprnoon 1 com- 
menced takiug slock, attended to calls in 
the office, and was Tsriously employed till 
5 o'clock, when I again visited the wards to 
look alter KPiiio wlio were abotit leaving on 
furlough, uud do what 1 cuuld for theoom- 
fort of the Terr rick before they diould be- 
gin annther lonij =leeploss night. 

In the ev niug 1 wrote two letters. One 
to a mother for a boy who had lost his right 
arm, and the other to a ristor for amsn who 
hss abo lost his right am. 1 also received 
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fettois from friends of soldiers, to. whom I 
Ind pverrionsly written.

My ropnrt for thi<? week will not vary 
particttkrlj from those lor the preceeding i 
ones, M the aenie roatine is gone throagh 
with from week to week. No men have 
arrived, but a nnmbcr have been sent to 
their rospeolive States iu auticipation of the 
Annidg deotion. 

The men in section D, seem to be doing 
well, this fine weather agreeing with them, 
thoi^ some of them are badly shaken with 
that diMgreenble difleue, ehiUe and fever. 

One poor fellow died in ward 47, from 
the effects of oatin^x too mnc:h of articles 
sent him from home by hi^i wife. No one 
was nwmre of H until nwrning, when he wm 
found sitting by the stcivc lif'ele-^s. Tt sroms 
as though both i^oldters and their friends, 
should exeruic>e more judgment about such 
things than they do, 

A new Agent has nrrivod this week to 
.wi^t, or nither share in the labors of Miss 
i'uillipn, iu section A. She is Miss A. Cory, 
fitmi Maine, and I ahonld judge will make 
an efficient laborer in our good cause. 

Affairs in that -section seem in an excel- 
lent oooditioQi at least as far as the comfort 
of the men ia eooMmedy although thej are 
rather crowd 1 The number of deaths this 
week is hiphtr than in any durinp; the past 
year. One article is particularly spoken of 
as nneh needed there by our Agents, whieh 
b nice crackers. Many a man is more bone- 
fitcil by a cnn-l't-r in thr- riirht teiroe, than by 
a lull meal ui auother time. 

Several officers Itavc spoken to me about 
ftirnishing "foot-balls," for the use of the 
men in the Baitaeka, aa they would be a 
irr< at iuduct'iaont io exercise of which the 
tueo need to take more than they do. I 
would respectfully recommend that they be 
ftnnu^ked* 

r I^M GXOBOB A. MiLUB. 
I have spent a large part of my time in 
IKvisions, Nos. 1 and 2 of the GLiierul 
Hospital. As Dr. Vanderkioft ha.s cliar^-c 
of the goods sent into the .Navul School 
Hoepita^ and haa made them accessible to 
tho lady uursc^, there is little need of a 

viaitor to attfend to the diatrihation of oloth- \ 



ing. The same is also true of the St. J ohn's 
College Hospital. The Olaim Agency baa 
a great field here, if it can be worked. 
There was a muster for conimntnf inn of 
rations for prisoners, last suuiiiier, aud 
about four montha aAerwarda their eertifi* 
eat( suereseiit on; butab(Mi( fnur-fifthsof the 
uieii who we re iiin-^tored, had been sent else- 
where. Aud whether their certificates were 
of valne to them or not^ I know not The 
men nre all enger to have something done 
to secure the (•(•llectin*' of the commutation 
of rations, and I am uot less anxious to do 
it. There seems to be a reluctanoe on the 
part of some of the officers to sign some of 
thepapers necessary to collect back pay. 

When a pei^on is discharged for disabil- 
ity, he generally want.s to make application 
for a pension, and I feel no delicacy in re- 
gard to presfjnting his papers. Some 
to have their State and. County bounties 
collected, which of ooorae we are at liberty 

to do. 

In a reli|poQS view, there can be no 
limit to the work here, and in particular on 

the arrival of large numbers from the Sont^ 
where (hey have been stripped of every 
thing.

ho is present can form an idea of the condi- 
tion of both officers and men on their arri- 
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val here, of course those who can gain relief 
in no other waj, find their way to our office 

and their reappearance makes all the appeals 
thnt nny heart needs, to move it to efiorts 

for relief. 

That relief to the eoldters is in stationery, 

a towel, handkerchief, tobacco, &c., which 
makes him as happy as a child with a pres- 
ent of a new toy. As uue puor fullow said, 
(*I feel jnst as though I had been let out of 
gomj jifiic V anil it is a fact that a great 
many are so weak or overjoyed aa to appear 
a little beside themselves. 

Hoepitala are crowded, and therefore only 
the worst cases arc taken into them. n 
sequently a great many are sent to Camp 
Parole whojcan drag themselves out there. 

One dear fellow bad to stop at the office, 
he was ready to faint away, he had suffered 
with diarrhoea so long that he was a walk- 
bg skeleton almost I gave him a hottle 
of Jamaica Ginger, and addressed wnrda of 
cheer to him, but he was so depressed in 
spirits that they seemed to break np the 
Tory fountain of his beart; he wept like a 
child, ho was homesick, and almost heart- 
broken, I gave him transportation to the 
camp, and directed our agent there to take 
a speciid interest in his esse. 

It did my heart good to see our first pa- 
roled Navy Officers come back. T did all T 
could tor them; would like to have ilunc 
more, bnt wasdRrud I would transgress my 
limits of authority in expenditure 

I never paw any one so happy as they 
were when old ^' living" clothing was 
thrown away and onr new comfortable un- 
der clothes and new pants were put on. It 
was really a laughable siuht to ?ee them 
half naked running about tlie oihce and yard 
Ml of mirth^ changing as rapidly as 
possible. 

Their thankfulluc.^s and appreciation of 
all that wub duuo I am sure from what wa^j 
sud will be shown when they receive their 
]>ay, aiiTl ^iret home where they can Wtitoftr 
papers and eoatribute their means. 

The demand for thousands of stationery 
and towels, &o.) is very great after the 
arrival of a boat, and really we ahould be 
well supplied. • ♦ *

have more calls for infonuation, more cor- 
respondence, and more relief work to do 
than ever. In addition to our usual work 
in the office, oor labors are ineceaaed by the 



efforts we make to meet all demands on our 
time in regard to tbe " Claim Agency." A 
great deal of information is h( in j ^iC!atte^od 
throuLrbout the country by the blanks fur- 
nished by the General Claim Agent, being 
given to relatiyes and friends of the soldier 
visiting here. We are also giving attention 
to the work suggested by the '* Chief As- 
sistant of Special liclief," and in a little 
while ^all be able to throw a large amount 
of work on Back Pay accounts into his 
hands. As fhis field is a new one in this 
work of the Comniii^ion, some little trouble 
has been eiperienced by the ignorance of 
the officer as to what wa5 his duty in nij^ard 
to the same. However, after a projMjr ex- 
planation the requisite papers are given, and

It is so, too, as regards 
rheumatic invalids in hospiital, reqnirinir 
warm, woolen underclothes T know li >w 
entirely you will agree with mc, from your 
own large experience in your office, when I 
ex|)re.s3 the earnest wish, that this .viin|ile 
consideration could ruk iu all that regards 
the sick and temporarily disabled soldier, 
who is not a proper subject for immediate 
discharge ; namely, thaf If i green recruit 
is worth $1,200 or $1,5UU to put into the 
ranks, then it is the purest economy to 
spend at least half as rnndi on any means 
and appliances which promise to propnote 
and hasten the restoration of a sick or dis- 
abled veteran to sound health and vigor, 
and to efficient service." 

I wish that this rule could dominate in 
all that relates to our hospitals, as it cer- 
tainly has been recognized by the Sanitary 
ConmissioiL

Older No. 191, (dated 25th June, im,)

During the week ending November 5. a 
large number of furloughs have been grant- 
ed to soldiers to go borne and vot4t at the 
presidential election, tranlsportation being 
furnished them to and from their homes 
free of charge. So great has been the rush 
around the transportation ofllices, that many 
wrr" Helayed one and two days in ;_'etting 
thtiir transportation; while thus waiting 
aronn^ the doors of the offices, we have 
prepared coffee and food and earned to ^ 
them. Those whi^ vri^rr lame or too feeble 
to endure the crowd, we took their furloughs 
and obteined the traneporlntion for them.

You are organ iaed for work. Yon do 
work. The history of the war has demon* 

strated more capacity for work in your ma- 
cbinrrv, from the povond centre.^ to their 
remotest auxiiiarie.s, than was ever estimated 
even by yoan^elvee. You have done .so much 
that it is very evident you can do a great 
deal mora. Toor very saoeeit in the jMst 
has given yon fimUtiea ftr gknater anoeeea 
intbeflitnre. Thera te more frietton, how- 
ever, than there need be in aome of your 
origiaiaations, bnt no more than you oaii 
remove. Will you permit a brief examina> 
tion of one of the causes of this friction, 
and a few suggcstion.s for remedying it ? 

It is this. There is not always unity of pur- 
poM. Prefeienoes are expressed for send- 
ing suppUee ban or then. In large Btalai, 
like New York and Pennayhania foit exam- 
pie, one portion of the State pre£sn to ant 
independently of another portion ; each da- 
siren to be a centre for itself, and to he anp* 
plird by const itiicQcie.*! of Its, or their own 
choosing. Little districta are then formed — 
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little indepenJenciosi — the uatural iru-litifi- 
tioQ of which is to set up for theuifseives. 
This is well, wbeu the ceutru of the little 
«iral» lieoooM itmlf tributarj to the larger 
. MM, wluB it doM ttot, e?fl t9 ilift Mate 
moit bft die ooiiMqiMnM. Let nuuiagen, 
•omeponding eeenteriei^' asd odien ks?- , 
OODtrd of Brea<die8, see to it that they 
coltivate the ^ost kindly relatione wilh tiie 
more distant placf^, — associate managers in 
coanties ami otlier officers of societies, and 
throQs:h {\xtm to each member and to the 
commuuity generally. The Pope issues 
VnDs; Bishops, letters; Governors, mes- 
sages; eadlMdeiitBfpMMleitteiioiie. Why 
nol -mmitn in ehwge 4^ Bnaehee iesne let- 
tan to the iMooiate meiMgere intheieTenl 
eoontaei witliin their reepeotiTe bMndftriflB, 
and these to the little societies in the seve- 
ral towns of their counties respectively, in- 
fusing into all the spirit, work, and plans of 
the Comniis:*i()U, aud ajskiug from all, the 
freest interchaiiL'e of thotijj;ht and effort. 
Concentrated labor ia Jdt i supplies aocu- 
nraletedy are eeen, known, and accounted 
for; independent effivt, to gratify local 
pride or promote eone narrow pnriMae, fidie- 
to do much good. 

Union should be the watchword of all the 
Aid Societies, aa it is of aQ the lojal people 
andStatee.

FACTS AND FiGUEES.

The streets in front of the traneportation 
ettoea Were jaaoied. The ridewuka lead- 
ing llNiai thence to the Baltimore depot 
were jninmed. The spacious station-house 
was jammed. The railings which barred 
out hM iwiwd ftoBi the eaia weia aot half 
aotqoeaa^ tqgstherat was the orawd itielf ; 



and when the cars wf^re once fortunately 

?otten into, they were more than jammed, 
t was a jam-up affair ; for hale heroes just 
from out the trenches before Petersboi^ 
and hearty heroes ju.-^t from out the eolumns 
with which splendid Sheridan has so otten 
whbltd Early, were going hoBie hj the 
hoadieda and by the more than thoataada 
to vote. Tn the strenfrth of heroi.sm, and 
better, iu the uiajei$ty of simple American 
dtlaeas, they were, dbooHer bj ahoalder 
with their old neighbors, to deposit a tlleat 
ballot for Lincoln or McClellan each 
luiirhtwill; for though defenders of their 
country and toldlen, that oonntry had aot 
seen fit to politically ostracise them becaui^e 
thiTcof ; aud they voted nnresirainedlj, not 
as soldiers, but as citizens. < 

Bat Aoagh btle and beaity at handieda 
of them were, more thousands were just out 
of hospital ; with hand?* r.fF, with arms off, 
with l^potl, with faccm emaciated by dit^ea-se 
and flruuet teniblj banit out by fevers. 
Those who were strong, might stand six and 
ten hours before the quurtenuaster's win- 
dows awaiting au opportunity to present 
their papers; and those who had limbe 
might be able to,>t;tud as many himrs bcf.re 
the railings, and to hustle through the dense 
mai^ into the cars. l>ut more than two> 
thirde of the whole namber were either so - 
weaketied by disease, or so disabled by 
wounds, as to render siioh feats of endaraaoe 
and vigor impossible. 

SOLDlSRa QOING HOME. 

All day and all night long the stream 

from City Point, the one from Shenandoah, 
and the one from the Washington - and 
Alexandria hospitals, would meet and surge 
against the depot, ere it was permitted to 
pour along the railways ; and in the inevit- 
able delay, many a tottering convalescent 
was famished for food, and shrouded by chill 
nif^t « 

80LDIBB8' HOMB AKD LODGE. 

Close by the depot was the Soldiers' 
Home and close by the up town trans- 
portation o&oe, was the '* Soldier's Lodge" 
on H street : and not only did the Com* 
mis>;ion thro^ wide their doors, but also 
agentis were constantly pressing through the 
crowds and culling out the weakliest and 
oeedieBt, whom they assisted to tables 
smi<l:irr_' with well QUed dishes, and to beds 
smiling with cleanliness. From dawn until 
midnight thote teblei wtia never emptied, 
or, lathtr, were fe4lled tt rapidly a^^^^j 
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emptied, a liact that may be men tiooi the 
folRtwiog azlKMk from toe 1iooles>—

Nearlj two thonBiad uug beds to shel- 
terless sick men, and over seven thousund 
meals to hungry conralescents, maj be re- 
garded as good work for two of the Wash- 
ington special relief iostitatioiif in ninety- 
six hours' time; and the capacity of the 
L >dge, it will be seen, was far from being 
fully tested, owing to its diattDOO from the 
depot. 

But this WHS the smaUait pirt of the 
oomfort actually afforded.

less the plethoric knapsack is no small bur- 
den and anxiety to sick men who must wait 
hom In th« jam. 

Between two and three thovsand dteoks

TRANSPORTATION. 

The papers of those who were tooieeble 

or too badly crippled to reach the office, 
wer^ takiMi by i^aiiitary Coiuijii i' n agents 
to the quartermaster, and trau«portatiou 
seenred upon them ; when, after a meal or 
a night's sleep, the poor fellow was helped 
Itito a car, nestled down into a seat, and sent 
on his way rejoicing^ to be similarly aided — 
should sitfhe needed — by the U. 8. Sanitary 
Commission at Baltimore, Harrisburg, Pitts- 
burg, Cincinnati, Buffalo, Philadelphia,

Then, too, nmnbers far greater dum the 

7000 above nieiifioued, were fed iu the 
street? and in the depot ; for although many 
had been two days on the way, eating 
nodiing bat hard taw, if that,yet sointMise 
^as the loDgiug to push homeward, and so 
fjreAi was the dread lest by iesTiag the line 



for a meal the only chance should be lost, 
that hundreds declined the invitatimi to 

enter the buildings; and to these were car- 
ried steaininc: bn'-ki t»;{'ii! of i i flee Slid bas- 
kets of soft bread and cold meat. 

It seems n little dung to numtiMi the 
constant streams ef water which kept pour- 
ing' into xrnfh ba^in^ and canteens, Imt thint 
and dirt are great annuyanc^. 

Week after week such cennine ehristiBni* 
ty is being silently prsettsed by the Sani- 
tary Commisstoh. As one l(X)ked at the 
poor i'ellows who, faint and wcury, sat at 
the edges of the throng, yearning for home, 
hoping for it, uitli liome for the first time 
in years a pdssibility, with the car's that 
would turn that possibility into a certainty 
in sight, and yet Modked oat as if with gran- 
ite by that solid mass about the gates, (uie 
could not but remember the five porches of 
Bethesda : In these lay a great multitude 
of impotent folk, of hhnd, hsit, withered, 
waiting for the moving of the water;" and 
of the impotent mau who answered the 
Saviour : — " Sir, I have no man, when the 
water is troubled, to pat me in the pool ; 
but while I am coming another steppcth 
down before me." One need not go to 
Palestine and to the fir»t ceutury to be a 
good Sanuffitin. 

The^um total of'' aid and comfort" given 
at these institutions can only be c^t up 
by the recipients ; but be it ever so large, 
it can never approximate to the munificenoe 
of generosity with which this loyal people 
would greet its hero sons, nor to the luxu- 
riance of honor which it wonld wvsadie 
upon the brows of its preservers. 

The rush at the " Home" still keeps up, 
and alter election, when these men return, 
will liaTe to be gtme duough again.

HOW XKIT M n ttn SOUR-WlfE. 

The woik of the friends of the soldier 
in Ohicsgo, die centre of the Sanitaiy Com- 
mission for the North-West, has taken a new 
impolse, the influence of which is felt even 

hero In the Etust. Tlie following exhibit of 
two oloutbs work will be read with jnterest. 

The number of packages (i. e., barrels 
and boxes,) reoeivea during the last two 
months, is 804. The nnmber shipped is 
8,297 ; 2,493 of which have been boxes of 
pttiohased sallies* oomustiuf of articles 
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never donated in quantities. The average 
talue of thcsid pmikagva was formerly esti- 
Mftked at $40 per bos at Urral, b«t th« in- 
creased price of everj article of food and 
clothing now renders $50 a low avcraf^e es- 
timate for the vuluo of the boxes reeeiv^^U. 
At this estimate, it will be perceived thai 
tlie T'dluc of the sunitan' good.s donated the 
Comnai^sion during the months of July and 
August, is §121,660. In addition to this, 
986,881.63 worth of supplies have been 
purchased and forwarded to the front. The 
Commission has receired $49,908.31 in 
monej during the last two months, $40,000 i 
of which was the generous gift of the 
Northern Iowa Sanitary Fair, held in Du- 
buque, iu June. The whole number of 
boz«B shipped to the boei^tals and to the 
tconif from the banning, is 46,890. Spe- 
cial shipments "f supplies have been «':*n? to 
Memphis, ^,000 worth haying been pur- 
ehwed for the ««eMaoii* About $18,000 
worth hare been parobaeed for Louisville, 
from whence they were to be re-shipped to 
the front. About $2,000 worth of supplies 
liavie been eeat to Kansas, to the brother of 
old "John Brown," who is the sanitary 
agent for that district. The Commission 
expeud reguluriy every week about $4,000 
in the porehese of ne e easex l ee fbr cm 
w undcd men, and will continue to do so 
during the present canipnirrn. These pur- 
chiiaed bup^lies, it viiii uiwavs be remem- 
bend, ooneut of ettioles whioh mo ne?er 
donated— whii li can only he obtained with 
money, and which are absolutely essential 
to the comfort and recovery of the men'— 
M canned milk, ooneeDttnted extract of 
beef. ;^'r('en tea, crushed sugar, crackers, 
ale, wines, codfish, etc. It must not be for- 
gotten, that all tho.se purchases and ship- 
ments are excluiiive of donations of articles 
which are received day l»y day, and which 
in the aggregate amount to ten times I 
M mneb as the purchased t>uppli<is. Ail 
Uuongh the season^ for the last fi?« months, 
the average shipment.s of sanitary stores to 
the iroDtand the hospitals, have been about 

Sqpfiies haTe been sent to Louisville, 
Chattanooga, Little Rock. I'ine Uluff, Du- 
iral'a Bluff, Mem^ia, Yicksburg, Cairo, 
nad to the Tvioas nospitals in the vicinity. 
The Chicago hospitals, and the Cbieego

CONTRIBUTIONS OF CHILJmKN. 

The children of Chict^ have manifested 
n voy eoaunendeble'sndr (onehinK interest 

in the Sanitary Commission durini^ the last 
two months. Those living in the West Divi- 
Biou uf the city have been fairly* inoculated 
with ft Ssouitsiy Fair mania, which has had 
so extensive a run among their elders, and 
the July and August vacation has yielded 
the Commifittiun quite a liarvcbt, £rom these 
little foils. They have been mostly held in 
the grassy yards of private houses, under 
th«) ikoea, and have been planned and car- 
ried on exclusively by children, from nine 
to fourteen years of age, who have mani- 
fested no little shrewdness in their calcu- 
lations, and injgenuity in their devices. 
These fain haTe netted the Comnusnon 
about three hundred dollars in money— n 
very handsome sum for children to esm 
during the licrcc and torrid holidays. 

It was the good fortune of die writer W 
attend one of these fairs. A boy €t foor* 
teen stood at the gate as door-keeper, gravity < 
exacting and reeeiviug the five oents adoiis- 
iiott foe whioh wes ebarged. Another littU 
chap of ten perambvli^ the sidO'Walki 
for a block or two, oarryinj? a banner in- 
scribed, Sakitakt Faiu fos thje Sol- 
Duas," and dramming up eastosum for 
his BiBters under the trees. Here's your 
Sanitary Fair, for sick and wounded sol- 
diera," be shouted, after the fashion of a 
newsboy ; « walk up, ladies sod gentlemen, 
walk up I" Inside the yard, under the 
trees, from wbicb. the national colors de- 
pended, the 1 air ubles were i^ead, and 
here set the little ftiry ssleswmnen, some 
of the wee ones, in high dining chairs, and 
all presiding over their wares with a dig- 
nity that provoked liiughtor. Big brothers 
stood behind them, ostensibly to see that 
tlioir sisters made change right, but in re-- 
ality, probably, because they enjoyed the 
whole affair, fur the mimic tiuders resented 
any of their interference, stoutly declaring 
that tbey could make chauge themselves." 
One of the little gipsies shook back her 
curls, and lifUng her sunny face, announced 
that " alresdy VUlfd dot twenty-/ree dol- 
lars,*' and she wanted to know how mnoh 
that would buy for the soldiers. 

The Fair mania has extended into the 
country, and the young people of Lomont, 
111 ,^ent $75 to the Sanitary Commission, 
as the result of their Fair, saying iu a note, 
thai** they made teniflk waiges on die 
poehets or their fothaiiy ^^'*^^*"f®^'fl^(^Qog[e 
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pleteij Bucoeasfui." Since then, the same 
pwrlMi liMr]0 giveii b «OBo«rl, wMeh netted 
tiM Qmmimanm. $40. ' 

A few d-fvs :igo, a beanliful black-eyed, 
rosy-cheeked boy ran iuto the office of the 
OwMmaeion wiui an eager face, and huded 
to the treasurer » tit»ido]lar greenbedt 
Said ho, «' I'm five yoars did to-dny. and 
my papa div me two dollars to buy nnia 
ura iandif — but I don't WBDt none, and you 
may div the money to the soldiers." He 
could hardly watt to be thanked, or kissed, 
but off he ran to his play. God bless the 
ebikbenl their hearts are in the right 
place ; and to them it is a pleasure to sac- 
rifice nnd labor for the bratve men defending 
the country. 

A NEW MKTHOD FOR RAISING FUNDS. 

When it is remembered that the number 
of rick and wounded men now in hospital 
mpprorimatet one hundred tbooaand — that 

the military campaign is to be conducted to 
the end with no abatement of vigor — that 
half % million more men are soon to take 
the field, to pass through the inevitable 
sicknoKs of acclimation anfl crimp life — and 
that the Sanitary Oommisaiou has daring 
the heb two noBthe disbnmed half n mUlion 
of dollars in money, to aay nothing of do- 
nated storef*, it will be seen that there mast 
be a regular supply of means, which shall 
he as nnintermittent and ample as the de- 
mand, or fearful sufiering mustenme among 
the country's brave defenders. 

The Sanitary Commission now proposes 
tfiat an eflbrt m made to obtain from every 

Serson in the Northwest the proceeds of one 
ay's labor, one day's profits, or one day's 
inoomei for the benefit of the sick and 
wewnded of the nrmif. It aeka for the 
365th part of the {rifts yf Providence, for 
the benefit of tho gallant men now preserv- 
ing thttiu fur at home. It is hoped 
tinit thia appeal will be answered by the 
toiling 8eani.stre.s8 and daughter of hixury, 
the hardy day laborer and skillful mechanic, 
by thtj millionaire, banker, and lawyer, by 
the successful merchant and his employes^ 
by the hardy mariner and stalwart yeoman, 
by the government employe — even by cor- 
porate bodies, heretofore said to be destitute of 
souls. No ela.'^s will be denied the prifilege 
(rf uniting wit!i. and none will bp nrpressed 
by this thorough and eystematto plan. * 

The various tirades, profi^ona, and busi- 
nesses of this city are alreadv oi^nliia^ 
with n Haw to ehttin from all tnii Tolcntaiy 



ass^ment. In many of the country towns 
theie it eom^eled in effiotent oipmintiim 
fixr the eanymg ont of this pnrpoee. It ie 

recommended that committees of two or 
three persons should be appointed for every 
department of badnem and fadxHr, meroan- 
tile,' mechanical, agricultural, o|MMaiivn; 
male and female, old and young. It is 
hoped that clergymen and SabWh-schools, 
aa well ae barineae men and asMMialionB, 
will become interested in tbi.s plan — ^that 
the press may be subsidized in its behalf — 
that Aid Societies, Loyal I^eagues, and Good 
Templanwin tdce it in hand promptly and 
energetically. The way to do it is, to OR- 
Oani'/r! Organize in your workshop?, in 
your families. Let the men organi^^e. Let 
the women organtie. Let the Imdes organ- 
ize. Organize everywhere. Let the work- 
men give with their employers, the employ* 
ere with their workmen. 

It is easily dofe. If tiie workmen will 
authorize their employers to deduct one day 
from their week's or month's earnings, and 
the employers will add to it a day of their 
profits, the whole will be acknowledged to> 
getber to the cr* lit nf the establishment. 
We say to all, go to work at onoe with nt 
in this great work. Hnrry forward jmir 
eontributions. Every aeknowledgment will 
stimulate others to follow your ex-imple. 

Circulars, with full instructions, will be 
sent upon application, by mail or etherwiae, 
and letters on the onlgeel will he folly 
and promptly answered. 

Two of the churches of Chicago have al- 
ready taken the initialise in earrying ont 
this prognmme : Bt. James' Church, Rev. 
Dr. Clarkson, rector; and the fii^ Congre- 
gational Cbureh, Rev. Dr. Patton, pastor. 
Eadk haa paid ii|to the Oommkrion the 
Jifly-Mcond part of its church revenue for a 
year, on the ground that a church organi- 
zation has but fifty-two days in its year. 

In PdatlBe, n email town In Oook eonnty, 
a few miles from Chicago, the Aid Society 
have assessed a monthly tax on every perstm 
in the town, varying from $1 00 to five 
cents. Collectors an appointed for the nine ' 
school di.striets of the town, whose business 
it is to collect the sums pledged monthly, 
and pay them to the Aid Society, and the 
aggregate wtfl be an amount of between one 
and two thousand dollars yearly. If every 
town in the Northwt^st would follow this 
example, the Sanit^iry Commiesion woqM 
have a revenue sufficiently ample for its 
needa^ and every Aid Soeiel^ woold be able

pleading mutter of all kinds is in conataot 
demand, bound books for hospital library, 
I pamphlets and papers for general diatri^u* 
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tiOD, and a contribiition of duUy or weekly 

popers, of recent date, would add preatly to 
the comfort of disabled eoidiers. i^uch 
ooold be kept in the reading rooms of the 
TaritMi hoppitals, within resieh of all who 
choose to read, and would be a valuable ae- 
qakBtion for men from all parts of the 
ooiiBtfy. 

Towels and handkerehieff are genuine

SPECIAL RELItF 

in this army has been conducted by all de- 
partmoits; the field relief corps have sup- 
plied needy men in the trenches with su^ 
as we could give to niake their t^ituation 
more comfortable. The auxiliary relief 
corps hare attended to the personal irants of 
those in hospital with a tender care, in some 
instances more like that of brother for 
brother, than the regard of strangers. The 
barges have aibrded shelter and food tat 
very many who were " too late for the nudl 
boat," tired out with the exertion made to 
get home' ' and recruit the wasted energies 
prepsratoty to another ^mpaign, orretnia* 
ing to the scene of labor before health had 
been fully established ; refugees, men, women 
and children; sick or diiiabled soldiers en 
route to or from their homce, too weak to 
go further; officers without any other place 
at which to lodge or eat, compelled to remain 
over night iu order to complete their busi- 
ness ; citisens of both sexes, in search bt 
wounded or sick or deceased friends, have 
been crowded upon us, and we have done the 
best we could do to aid them. Onr sleeping 
apartments and decks have been crowd^ 
our tables cleaned aud refilled ; day after day, 
and night after night have iham ooeuea been 
enaeteid, and the snooeediog night a similsry 
yet entirely different crowd of humanity, 
would b(» found on the '* Sji nit;! ry boat*?. 
A few applicants have been turned away, 
bat we have generally been aUe to aoeoino* 
date all who require our aid. 

AT MORrOLK

The move across tho Jamoi river, result- 
ing in the wounding of a laTo;e number of 
men, Itept our agents very busy for a time. 
The erasing at I)eep Bottoni «aa made by 
the tenth eorpe, which immediatdy advanced 
and was soon cn^raged with the enemy. Our 
agents and wagons, i^tached to the corps, 
lud fiiUowed to Uie nordi hank of the James, 
vhara a flying hospital had been established, 
to whieh most of the wounded iVom the 
tenth and eighteentb corps were forwarded 
linr tmafer to hoata. 

A part of the eighteenth corps having re- 
mained in their old position, it was deemed 
best that extra aid should be sent when 
needed, lo the ftreee aerow the Jamea. 
Accordingly, on the day succeeding the 
passa^s of our troops, the tug " Governor 
Gurtiu" wus loaded with battle-field sup- 
pliea, and proceeded with » Ibree of velief 
apents to Deep Bottom, where there was 
plenty of work for all ; the wounded having 
oommenofd to arrive before our agents 
reached there. 

Jfilk ]Muich was immediately prepared, 
and was «i^[pUed with crackera to all in 
need. Then water was to be brought, alight 
- to bo die aaed, eMing to bo ftr- 



utshed, and Ibod prepared and distributed. 
In this work our agents laboured faithfully 
through the afternoon, night, and late into 
the succeeding day. During the night a 
cold rain UXL, whieh continued all the next 
day; then came a call for stimulants and 
clothing, for warm drinks and food, all of 
whieh wave fnrniahed aa well as possible ; 
andna dioaBibnlanoes arrived aadnnloaded, 
the men were tended with care, supplied 
with such material aa could be obtained, and 
made aa eomfortable w poarible, under aneb 



Two wagons had been forwarded, one to 
the eighteenth corps, the other to Be^ 
Bottom. The tug made «w or two tripe 

per day, as was necessary. Two extra 

waorons, loaded with supplies, were sent by 
laud the evening after the battle; and 
renobed Deep Bottom at two a.m. of the 

succeeding morning, having been on the 
road all n\<j\\{ — during a drenchrnjr rain. 
One wagon waa unloaded, and the other 
held in re a e rfo. A wagon belonging to 
tenth corps etation, w.-ls st nt front, and all 
arrangements made for the htatiuns at the 
front to draw their supplicii from Deep Bot- 
tom, reserving teams to be sent to the rear, 
if occasion should require. Almost every 
day since that time, more or less wounded 
have been brought in, and placed uu trans- 
ports for transfer to corps hospitals. Theae 
men have been feil and assi.sted by our 
agents, and the boats supplied when thej 
were in want of anoh alores as we had. 

The station at Deep Bottom hasfumished 
supplies for our agents at the fronT the fly- 
ing hoepital, tenth corps field hospitals, and 
variona rtgjmenta b the rioinity. 

The a^nta have been well employed, and 
as there is a probability of the flying hospi- 
tal, which has been temporarily removed, 
being r o a rta bli a be d atorneoironr preeent 
station, we have deemed it beat that things 
there should remain as at present. The 
work of the Commission is now so system- 
atiied, aa to be eondaeted with oonaidaiabia 
regularity and much less labor than fetmnf- 
ly ; hence a part of the rt^fluetion in nOB* 
ber of euiplovees and muaibly expeosea.

On arriTing at Deep Kottom, 
no tents were yet pitcliitl, im lu';ul-<juar(fn* 
eetahlished, and the wounded had already 
been broajy^t in from t3ie ]Mo1iet Ibe, and 
were lying in the wagons. A temporary 
dejpot WHH established with the amluilanco 
tram, and ioe, milk, sherij wine, Jamuica 
null) eondeaaed lemaiBade,mna and sponges 
were issued. The gWlbo.-it " Agawam," 
liaTin^ lost three men killed and several 
froanded, such stores as were needed ou 
board wen iaiiied.

Sinoemj ]s8tooniiBttni<»tion I have been 
along the tnoehes and bresetworhs of onr 

line of defence, from the Appomattox to the 
extreme left; thence along our flank line to 

, on the Jauica river. The appearance 

of the troops was a matter of speebl obser- 
vation. Most of the divisions were en- 
camped along within a few rods of the 
breastworha; die spaoe between h«ng 
thoroughlj elesred of eveiTthii^f and daily 
policed, as were also the various operaMona 
of the soldiers. Most of their quarters were 
very neat, nearly ill sleeping on books raised < 
from the ground from ei^^iit to twenty inches. 
A very few regiments only slept on the 
ground — " still in the slough of despond." 
These were moi^tly new troops. Some of 
these regiments have already improved their 
quar teni. The fifth corps occupied an oblong 
stj^uare, tiirongh the eentte of whieh the 
TVeldon railroad and the traveled pike run. 
In making the bed for the railroad, there 
was left on either side, a deep ditch, in 
which had grown up low underbush, and 
which was otherwise tilled willi material 
not conducive to health. These placGsSy 
as weO as the boidoi of the swamp within 
the lines, were being most thoroughly clean- 
ed; so that they were hardly recopnizable. 
1 uieuliau this U> show that what was for- 
merly last thought of, ia now the first thing 
to claim the notice of surgeons and (jtliers. 
They say it is easier to keep men well by j 
these attentions^ than to cure them of the 
diseases produced by neglect. CsetMis 
paribus, iha longer a soldier ha.<? been in 
the field, the bettor care be will take of 
himsslf ; and ihb will prove true of omeenf 
in the care of their men. The getirral 
health of the army at this season of the year, 
wa^ never better A brigade surgeon told 
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Wc '^nve in i iiin><^t <!-ivinir mrmnor. Noth- 
ing; here is subject to the diJihouesijr or sel- 
fiili mpnob OT. anj anrgeon, stowird, or 
ward-mi^ter. There are no losses betwoen 
the iasuing barge aod the patient, or other 
righitui reoipieot. Manj times no doubt 
tho ainiii gives iodinreetly, Irat if lie be 
competent nm] honest, experience enables 
him to guard more and moro against impo> 
ritiott. Goods kept in oar sloto tonto are 
as fipM from invasion as if on the issuing 
barge, and yet much nearer the men. Wh. n 
m lit this station, the issues are made 
directly to tiio flien throD|^ bo nMdle 
parties, there can he no Ioshcs. We /utotc 
where they go. No ''surgeon" drinks the 
liquors, no ^' officer" gets more than bia 
needs as a sick man requirt s. " Sanitarj" 
is hert lor the sohfi'ts." I nii^ht enlrsrL'e, 
but 1 forbear adding that my own opiuioo, 
my own ftding ia, &a wo nTO many liiBOi 
what we cost, and that personal service is 
the most efficient mean^ of reaching the 
soldier, theooe his home ani the heurt.s and 
the punof of the people at home. 

The {greatest good to the sufferers is the 
end to be attained. This is the very pur- 
pose for wbudt the people gifO. 

Of shirti, drawers, and iooka, the de- 
mand i.s very great and otir supply very in- 
adequate. Until other means can be used, 
it io o«r plain dnty to supply aa many as 
po.-<sible. and be just in other directions. I 
would recommend that suspenders be put 
on the list of regular supplies; also Uiat 
i/nt n tea be furnished in small quantttiea 
for special ca^es. We need crmh'J ?ii<jnr 
in part, instead of all ouliee sugar as now 
fumiakisd Tbe geneial oondiuon of onr 
work is flattering ; it is generously ap- 
■ prcciated, antl that appreciation frankly 
expressed. Concert of action with the hos- 
pital authorities is perfect, and mutual con- 
fidenoe exists. With an honorable position 
elearlr delined| we have only to labor and 
wait tat oar aoia mwaid*

Among special duties, we have given us 
the makiu<; and adniiiiistoring of all stimu- 
lati?iL' irinks. Nothing is tru.«<ted to the 
nuni«s or other attendants, relieving the 
mraeona of mnoh naponaibility, and adding 
to ihe welfare of the patients. 

Sin(^ takinw up work in the wards, I 
have always had under my care some man. 
oAea mora than one, who must have the 
best r-trf possible, or die. The very :iick 
end the badly wounded are usually sent 
nway, bnt It ofken happens that anoh 
eannnt be moved without danger. For 
such men I try to care to the best of m y 
ability. Men who will live with ordinary 
trentaent) aaoat yield pneedenee to men 
who will not. There are always such 
to be found, the saddest thing being that 
while attending to one, others equally de- 
■Of ring moat be negiected. To nurse, feed 
and care for a desperately .sick man is no 
alight task. Yet these must have all this 
oare if they are to reoomr. 

To general duties, attending to minor yet 
necessary things, the daily round.'?, the 
making uf punch, e^ nog, etc., the utteud- 
ing to diet, the petty, yet pressing wants of 
incti, tlip ^Tfitinij- of letters, hearing sad 
atones, oomfortiug, advising and cheering 
in«ft, wd a few anoh oaaea an ttoaa mra- 
doned, and a day's work ia prqaented that 
is little less than appalling. 

Though to give such constant attention 
aa I hnTO anown ongfat, and often ia 
given, may be really iinpo.ssible in every 
case, such an approximation should be made 
as the utmost liberality of the people will 
pamk.

an idea that all the men in the army are 
unfit for duty in about this proportion, 
which id not the fact us we all know. Thew 
men are in the field ju.st long enough to get 
sick fri>iii rhange of habits and food ; and 
going home ao they do at this time, do not 
recognise the fiwt tboA e very lar<;e propor* 
tion would hftve recovered in a short time 
and have become acclimated, and would, 
without doabt, be as hardy men and make 
as good aoMieis as any we have in the army. 

These idea?*, carried home t<i the various 
parts of the country, can but have the effeot 
of keeping not only these men, bvkotfien

Such cases are either on 
passes from the various hospitals, on their 
way home, or returning from home to the 
hospitals; and bare needed thif atteatiea 
without its being neceamiy to keep them 
Ibr anj loigth oi' time.

inmates have been greatly reduced. Bat 
two have died since onr last report. OnOi 
a man of middle age, after having ienl &^ 
Torable reports to his family, deceased qoite 
Hiui l< Illy. His wife, who had been ap- 
prised of the aiarmii^ ehange, arrived after 
hie intorment^ bni bad the eemolalion of 
leerning that he left pleasing evidenee of 
being prepared for his snnunons to the 
Heavenly rci^t. 

The other case, was that of n yMBft bid, 
homeless aud friendless, as far as could be 
ascertained^ but iu prison, he had foond 
the only nttfidling Fnend, and tbongb all- 
untanght, partionburlf in divine knowledge, 
the simple trust, expressed to those about 
him, gave precious evideuce of his adop- 
tion into the fimily of God. And- as your 
agents, with a few Christian friends, at his * 
burial, listened to the sad record, no rela- 
tive*, they were cheered by the suggestion 
of the officiating clergyman, that he had 
found loving idndnefle in the home of the 
blessed.

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haxul, the tbree coffins 1:iy side by side, 
enveloped by the glorioas old flftr their 
lives h«d beeo saori£oed to defend, but most 
eomfbrting to think of the mora thu mortal 

honor put upon each by Him who died that 
tbey might live, for all, aa we believed, 
bad departed in full hope of a glorious ina- 
morlalify. One of theie eases, which cre- 
ated mnch pvmpnthv, was that of a head 
nurse in one of the wards, who, having 
long been fiuthftil at his post, was iuddenly 
stricken down by disease and calltd away, 
before the wife and little ones he had left 
iu a dibUnt state could be noti6ed of his 
illness. His last night was spent in prayer 
for liiiiisclt' :ind f'riTtiilv, and his last words 
were those of truiit in Jesus.

DOUGLAS HOSPITALS. 

BT MRS. M. A. C. 

iVoa. 1, 1864-— To^iay 1 have liurlv 
oomaMtteed my winter work. Wort this 

morning to Stinton Hospital, liad a 
pleasant cliut with the surgeon iu charge, 
Dr. Wilson, who was willing to have 
me attend the bcKspital " Sanitary visi- 
tor." He pron>i»ed me his a.s.si.stanfe in 
anything I might undertake, which would 
be of benefit to kk men; betook me to tko 
room of the Sisters of Mercy," who re- 
ceived me kindly, and exprei^hc'd their plfs- 
Bure that the U. IS. Sanitary Commissiuu had 
sppointed a regular visitor ; went entirely 
through the hospital to-day, inuluding 
twelve warda^ fouad very lew men com- 
parat^ely, ae all who are able bare beoK 
furluugbed, in order that they wuey go to 
their respective States to v( ul 

After taking note of the waata of the 
men, oame borne, reeolvod to do all in mj 
power t^) adminijiter to their neeA, and to 
Hhow them what the Banitury Oouimia.«ion 
is, aiiii what it is able and willing to do lor 
them. 

Nov. 2 — Tlii^ morning made out my 
requisition and went to the " Office" 244 
F street, where it was mrorod by the 
Chief Clerk, then prooeedeci to the Store- 
house, hoping to find a goodly gapply of the 
various articles on my lit^t. But, ulas I slip- 
pers, rap and drawers were among the mia^ 
ing. W hen wilt the people at huiue realize 
how much we need these thinge, and send ua 
KNOUGH t However, I filled my baskets 
with something and started, aatd happy 
looked the men, and hearty were their 
neetinra as 1 entorkl the wards, even 
diODgb 1 wao obKged to dwappoint tbem hi 
some of the things they had a.><ked for. 
After distributing my supplies, went over 
to Douglas Hospital, directly uppoi»tte the 
Stanton, and had a Ulk with the Surgeon 
' ill chiirpc til f re. He too, expresse'i liis 
wdliuguess to help me in my worL Went 
baolifyover tbo heapilal and ftmnd very finr 
men, aa in Stanton. Took down the wanta 
of these, and oame homo, feeling obeerfnl 
and happy. 

Nov. 3. — Went this morning to Dong

the soldiers, and what they should not, and 
went to the cAee and aiked the Secretary 
what were his views. He thought as I did, 
and advised me to jro to ih*/ Surgeon in 
charge, which I did, and came away well 
aaliaiiecl with the Interview. He gave me 
authority to do as I pleaded , to give the 
men anything [ chose, excepting tood and 
drink.

10.— Went to Staafecm ftr n little 
while this momine, took down * hm wants, 
but as a general thing they are pretty well 
supplied for the present. Called at iiong- 
las, and left an oversoat ftr a little boy, ten 
years of age, who had hi.s ^ihouIder crushed 
by a horse lying upon it. lie is a bright, 
intelligent little iellow, and well deserves 
our sympathy and help. 

Nov. 11. — Have heen to Pougla.", and 
distriimted a few thiugu, and taken down a 
fcw wants; ftund plenty of errands to do 
for the soldiers.

In the lirt nnmber of the BviAsm, a 
few words on the Life of the Oommiamon " 

were presented to the reader. This was 
stated to be an idea, out of which has sprung 
a representative in the f^rni of an orL'aniza- 
tioo; and like the cell which form« the 
nnolene of all lilb— it has been oonatandy 
reprodnobg itself in other otganiiatiooa, 
whioh natonUjf and by nrtae of an ioher* 
ent force, are coherent with the primal 
organism from which they cntiie. The 
life-force iu the oricrinal idea has produced 
a variety of forms of eoiistruetiou, all tend- 
ing to the same purpose, and auxiliary to 
the first, through the subordinate branehee 
That these branehee, which exist in oni chief 1 
cities, and their anxiliarieB in the several ' 
counties of the States, and in almost every 
town in all the States not visited by the 
war, should all be impressed with the ufea 
of the Commission in the same way, is not 
to bo anpfMeed. 

In its parity, it knows nothing but the 
highest good to the entire army, embracing 
the complete scope of the work in all its 
departments of inspection, supply, relief. 
Sec., with all the details of each. 

In its more limited sense, it compre- 
hends only a part of the great plan. In 
some localities, the people do not reach the 
farthest boundaries, or the deepest touud- 
alaons of the 0on|niis8ioii*s aorioo, in their 
conceptions and plana. They may only 
think of supplies to meet die sddier's wants 
in the emergcooies of battle, not knowing 
that an iuactive army, in the quiet routine 
of ennip life, is really more an object for 
skiilul eare and oversight, than an army in 
motion- In the lighting army, men are 
woonded and killed, and the qoiokeet and 
commonest instincts of humanity are all 
aroosed to perform the ministriee whioh 
are their own natural expression. In the 
long dreary days and nights of winter, how- 
ever, with frenueut rains aud snows, dull 
ennui langui.-ihes about the camp fire«, and 
in the smoky tents, so that the thought is 
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oppermoBt with th« nost ihoiigbtfiil oo 
(hU subject, how to give a hedthy moml 
tooe, and thus preserve a vigorou«' pliysical 
life, to the hundr^ of thoiUHUids who make 
up our armies. 

Men in haspitai who are drajjjriiig throngh 
> UogeriDg fe^eFB, or reuBtiDg the ezhmsting 
ipflveiioe of aupponting woande,— nervooe, 
initabloi and di»atidied,*datiii a degree of 
pwaona] care and moral support, whtoh 
ordinrirv nnrpei however faithful they may ' 
be in tiie mcr/ianurm of their work, are not 
able to supply. | 

The (lovernment does not issue a page 
of reading matter to the army, and the men 
cannot proenre it, except it comes to them 
from cntsidc sources. The effect of a few 
pages of cheerful reading upon a discour- 
aged patient, is sofitoHnie.s a stimulant to hi?? 
moral ituinrc, just ia the aen^'' that stimu- 
lating medicine revives the tailing pulses 
of hia animal life. All these are qoeations 
which daim earnest ihonght and effort, 
that are not appreciated by all. 

In other pkces the i lea of special relief 
in some of its varied forms attnicts the 
jieoplc, nit ! thr>v I'lv hold of it as the zfatid 
centre uruuud which they will gatlier lUeir 
strength and make their coat ri but ions. In 
such instances, the organisations, while they 
may he complete in themselves, are not in 
harmony withr the spirit and life of the 
Gommiauon. Concentration in, and diffu- 
sion from n common centre is involved in 
the idonl of our working Tnt^ctiiiiery. What- 
ever iiiti'i r ujits tlir codroiitrii.- Hnw, disturbs 
the haruiuny and impairs the .symmetry of 

the whole; and whatever confines the die- 
tribntion to sections, or to any limitation 
short of die entire army, Is equally damag- 

inj» to the completeness of the work. Organ- 
ixutions then, to agree with the u/ea of the 
Commis.«ion, ninst }>e hnpfd npnn tlir- Fitne 
principle. T'nitv in ixi<ttr; i', — (.(unrn- 
tratioD iu ellort, — ccjualily in distribu- 
tion. 

The nniTeisal acceptance of the cntmns 
of tiie Commintion, ss the inspiration of all 



its aauUary societies, may not yet be, in its 
full measure; bnt the time is at hand when 

the common sense, — the moral sense, — the 
religious sen«e — of the people, ■will accept 
the deelar.ition ;is true, that they should 
acknowledge and practice the same iV^ea, in 
the matter of their asMociated benefsctions, 
as they do in their struggle for freedom and 
unity. That such is not nniversally the case 
now, is to be regretted. That States should be 
clamorous for peculiar privileges for State sol- 
diers; that neighborhood* «honld he equally 
energetic for neighborhocjd soldiers, wbiie 
the Nation is battling with a rebellion of 
State and neighborhood interests a|^nsi ^ 
natbnal life end integrity, is an anomaly that 
illustrates, not the intentional disloyalty of 
the people, but their ign'irancc of the spirit 
nnd magnitude of the issuc at 8i«ke in the 
present c ' iitest. 

The organizations of the romrnissjun 
then, should demonstrate to'all minor and 
rival associations, the grand idea ot unity iu 
their joint hbors. One centre, one tieasnry^ 
one supervision, one purpose should mark 
the plan ; and when it shall be complete, and 
the necc.s.sity for its ezistonoc shall have 
ceascil. histitry will make it nrtf with the 
GovcrnnuMit and with tlio r an:-i' lor which 
the Govcruuient called it into being. 

The practi(»l theo^t now suggcbts itsdf, 
that all local societies, all kwal interests, all 
homes, lodges, offices and officers, no matter 
where they may be, that are working in this 
behalf, should contribute their strength to 
the central power, and draw as they may 
need, from it a<:aiii, to refrefih and replenish 
their own work. Such hi the genius of the 
came. If Imncli aasomationa, assosnta 
members, rdief societies, efaoreh circles, 
social einbs, who work for the soldier, mil 
lay aside local jealousies and harmonize in 
one purpose, and use one agency for the 
accomplishment of the ntiity of the .Vition, 
they will bo consistent iu their ."iubofdiuate 
sction, with the high aim of the Govern> 
ment, in tiie general administration of its 
power in favor of union.

I believu T have 
tickled the palate of every soldier at every 
post in the department, exoepting Kt^y 
West and Tortug:is, with that succullynt and 
savory vegetable, the onifti. And I wag 
ajad to learn througli yuu, thai Dr. New- 
berry inteurknl to mnid me another load. 

I liavi' l>nu:_'!it III) km tit fur the troops, 
having fresh vegetables on hand until yester- 
day, when Lieutenant Oolonel Clarke and 
tbe surgeon in chai^ of his regiment, 1st 
Miehip.iri heavy artillery, formerly Hth 
Michigan inlautry, stationed at Fort Mor- 
gan, made a strong appeal to me, as their 
men were suffering wirli sourvy; and I 
parehased^i barreU kraut, at 816 per bar- 
lel.

la a miUtary point of view, very little is 
transpiring. The oohdition of health, per- 
haps, as good as iu any portion of this 
southern country, but nowhere has the same 
degree prevuled, as in the three years since 
the occupation by our forces?. ]'v"i*crs and 
congestive chills, more feared than I'evcr.s, 
prevail. CoW weather is our only certain 
remedy, and tin meroury now stands at 
tS7°. Those -^rmds become cooled at pvrnini;. 
and the moisture ekborated in the form of 
vapor during the day, is deposited in a 
shower of rain at night ; thus rendering 
protection from atmospheric chanpi < ixscn- 
tial to health. An J to this want ul pro- 
tection, quite as inurh ;i> to scarcity of 
food, may be attribut<'ii tho niiMiality pre- 
vailing aiuuu^ our uufortuuate meu iu the 
Goofedenito hnee. 

VRI80MBR8. 

The efforts of the Commission in this de- 
partment nt pn>.«ent, arr (]!!v(>t<,'d almost 
exclusively to this chi»» ot men. You uie 
aware, that early in July tbe Confederate 
authorities allowed us to send to prisoners 
clothing and the coarser articles of food. 
And with but a brief interruptiou, the way 
has been opened and widening to the extent 
of their limited means of tninsportat! in. 
We o«a assure you, that we believe the 
Confederate officials, here, desirous that 
supplies should reach the parties for wbom 
they wore do^iL^ned, and to the extent of 
their ubiliiy Lave promoted this end; the 
commissioner recdpting for them and con- 
sidering himself personally aooountable for 
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their delivery to whomever addressed. The 
gentlemanly demeanor of tbeee officials bee, 

if possible. Incmi>t J our anxiety that peace 
may soon allow m to meet them as oitiiens 
of a common soTernment. 

An aekHowhdgem e nt is doe, in tliis con- 
nection, to the zeal of cnir own officials, to 
mitigate the sufferiogs of the uofortunate 
in GoDfedente prisons. It is not enough 
to ssy, that every facili^has been extended 
U8 to minister to these men. but it h ouly 
simple justice to remark, that had the 
Oenenl eoounanding, and sU in any way 
coonected with the transfer of supplies been 
rnnvpii Y>y fraternal impulse, they could not 
v iuburc-d uiure assiduously and earnestly. 
When peaoe is rastored, may a grateful 

rr.iintrv rrmoniber these men. Cietieral 
ifoster has arranged to send a boat twice a 
week with supplies. The last two meetings 
have ooeurred in Savannah mer. The 
supplies sent dnrinL' the past week, are 
annexed to indicate their nature and extent. 
8,000 blankete, 520 hats, 1,020 shoes, 110 
ooets, 107 vests, 2,000 pants, 1,000 blouses. 
2,040 shirts, 2,040 drawers, 2,040 pairs 
suck.<^, (^uuutitj statioae^, qoantity tin- 
ware, 1,U^ overooftts, 960 ponnds <Mr army 
beef stock, coffee, milk, fimns^ aild other 
hof»pitnl stores. 

A part of thei^e were accumulated stor^ : 
a part, as the hats and overaoats, porohased 
from the qnarterrtin«<ter through an order 
from General Foster. And here it is j^oper 
to remark, that this is the second time wHen 
the supplies of the Commission havinj^ 
b»>en rxliau^-fed. the General eomrasTnHnL', 
oiiteriii^ into the true spirit of its mission, 
has, by allowing the Commission to pur- 
chase at nominal prices, placed it, the 
prif^oners, and thrnnirh th. m the country, 
under obligation tor his deep interest in 
the suffering soldier. 

Th>j public uiiiiil, not recognizinir the 
fact that a large portion of all prisoners are 

Siunrtered in the adjat i nt parts of the Con- 
edetney. and oonsequintly when all our 
means nre expended it is but u tithe to .i 
man; and turther, that the arrantreiuent 
helwoen Lee and Gtnntiii prospective, not 
aetnal, may become tndiifeient to the con- 
dition of these pufferinir pntrint«i. A mo- 
ments reflection will show a claim for 
increased benefieenee. What has keen 
done, is not at all commensurate with the 
pressing neoitfsities of the^o men, as their 
Defying letters daily indicate. 
The Gonfederato authorities hwe opened 



wide the door, and we have the assurances 
of the raoipients that the supplies are re- 

dcived by them ; we have every facility in 
the dischnre-e of our dutie-i which the de- 
partment can furnish ^ we ouly need bup- 
plies. •

AAer an absence of two months, I 
turned about the Ist of October to the work 
of the Commission. In Loui^^ville, I called 
on the Assistant Sur^on-General, that I 
might asoertun where there was most need 
of the work of the Commission, and to ob- 
tain from him such aid and directions as h« 
was plea.sed to ^ve. lie cordial, spoke 
well of our won, and promised to write to 
Dr. L. D. Bristoe, Medical Tn-^pector, on 
Gen. Shermnn's staff, for the purpose of 
securibg the necessary aid. 

Through the aid of Major Oeneiul Thomas, 
T obtained pn=5«? and tran.<»portntion to Gen. 
Fhcrnian, on the field. I rode to Ghatta> 
uoo<.^-l on ho.>:}>ita] train, whieh was in good 
condition, cars and K'ds dean, sad food 
abundant. There is daily change of the 
patients in the hospitals at Chattanooga, 
sending to KashTille, and leoeiTiDg large 
number?^ from Atlanta and intermediate 
posts. All the sick and wounded of the 
three armies are being brought Irom below 
as ftst as possihk. As there was a proepeot 
of a general onirntrement with Hood's forces, 
I made every eliort to secure a supply of 
such stores as would be needed, finit having 
a'^certaitK d whst oould be furnished by the 
Medical I'urveyor and Commissary There 
is yet a probability that battles stores will 
soon ho wanted, but at a point neaierNaab^ 
▼ille than Chattanooga. 

LOOKOUT MOUKTATX. 

I On the 18th I visited the hospitals on 
j Lookout Mountain. They were in excel- 
lent condition. There were two hospitals. 
No. 3, in charge of r>r. Jackson, and the 
officer's hospital in charge of i>r. Harlow. 
Both oontrined 800 patiento»— mortality 
for the lilt three months loss than two per 
cent, a month. The atmo>-pher*? was> pnr<>, 
the water dean, sky clear, as if just wtwhed, 
and the fsrssts of the monntMn tops and 
sides gnr^'eiius in their dyin;: beauty. Mattjf 
officers object to this location for a hospital— 
the top of a high mountain — but wood aod 
water are so easily obtained^ that fewer 
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teams are needed for the transportatioD 
there for 1 000 men than would suffice for 
the same uumher in the town, and the mor- 
tality k raoAh lew— partially due, no doubt, 
\hc^ pure air and wator, but priiu ipully 
to the iaot tha4 the worst csases are retained 
in town. Tliui is especially tme of No. 1, 
which has a mnefa larger per eentage of 
deaths. Thi!» is the hospital nearest the 
railroad depot, and thus receives the worst 
eases. l%oaa who araat bs iMfad on 
ptretchers are all sent there. One train 
alone brought from Atlanta 16 ca«os of am- 
putation, 2 of resection, and 28 of compound 
fracture. There were treated in this hos- 
T-t,! in Mav last, 6,304; died, 196; in 
Juiv, 1,697 • died, 227 ; in August, 1,156 ; 
died, 129; in September, 1,000; died, 95 ; 
in October, 1,901; died, 66. This li **- 

f>ital b in chfirpro of Snrgcnn Jnlin H. Phil- 
ips, and tivu ik»»i^tuut^; wood buildings in 
tlie south part of the town, on an elevation, 
n<^ar tho river ; Iki.-j GR3 beds, ^^00 cuhic 
feet of air space per bod. Has 4 stewards, 
11 ward masters, 68 male nnnssy 8 fi»male 
nurses, and 29 cooks, and more patients 
than the beds conid necomniodate. The 
wanta of the hospital were v^tablcs and 
dbthing, especially olothing, for thoae who 
vrere brought from the front aod hvrried 
forward to Nashville. ^ 

ATLANTA. 

The la«t of Oi tober I visited Atlanta. 
There were about 4,000 patients there in 
hospital. These had rooetved stores from 
the Cduimission, and before Mr. Huod took 
cbar^ of the transportation, 142 regiments 
and l5 hsttsriss had reoeived about three 
rations of fresh vegetables, mostly onions — 
the bp'Hnnincr of tlie larjrc amount which 
Tou had sent to supply ail the army. The 
health of the troops in the field is improfr- 
ing, and ha^ T>een since they began to obtain 
green corn, berries, and Fweet pdtaf oes. So 
far as I have been able tu osceruiiu, bcurvy 
has nearly disappeared. 

Owing to the anticipated movements of 
oar forces, I gave direotioos to break up 
onr ston-foenis and efio* tlwre and at 
Kingston as soon as the aiok were removed. 
Should a portion of the army ^ to Mobile 
or Savauuuh, I hope a boat load of stores 
will be sent them. Bev. J. 0. Hoblit and 
P. A. John?«)n I iiow expeet will go with 
the army, to render such aid as they can — 
ooUart ai eiamltiee, and muk and 
loeate gmTW of thoae who lUL Mr. 



Bartlett and Mr. Brundrett have been to 
ITunt'^ville and Athens, but did not open 

I rooms, waiting further developments. 

I We 1»Te in Chattanooga, a good snpplj 
of vegetables, and but ft;w other stores, more 
we hiar are ou the way, kaviog reoeived a 
telegram that twsn^^Te ear loads would 
soon be sent from Nashville. Con v s l aee s B t i 
are arriving from the front in largo num- 
bers. The first train brought down here, 
slier the partial opening of the nad to At* 

lanta, 4f'S in number, luarebeJ several 
miles over the break in the road, not then 
cloiied up, and arrived in the evening. Fifty- 
six were aanl to hospitals, the bahmec were 
quartered out without shelter, many with- 
out blankets. The captain in charge was 
not indilEMent, hnt ooold And no Mttar 
quarters. We went to his aid, gave the 
men !i full suppl}' of onions and crackers, 
and obtained shelter for them. ^V^ soon SS 
the last one had passed into the building, 
rain began to fall, and continued during 
I the night 8inoe that ni^t, I believe all 
I who arriTO are provided with shelter. We 
add to the hard bread and meat which thej 
' receive as mtions, all the onions they wan^ 
and some eraekere. 

U08P1TAL OARUENS. 

The vegetables grown in the Hospital 
gardens have been distributed, excepting 
green tomatoes, fall radijihes, and turnips. 
The green tomatoes are being mode into 
I»okIea. My brother has had maohinee 
miidc Tir slicing them with onions, and so 
large is the supply, that the pickles thus 
made will pay for all that the Commission 
has expended for seeds, imj^smeote, and 
cultivating the garden. 

Soon after my arrival, I sent a note to 
Surgeon Jones, Post Medical Direoter, ask- 
ing information concerning the value of the 
garden to the hospitals, and the propriety 
of continuing the work aualher year. I 
received the following testimonials.* 

^I<«st i>r the surgeons who drew for tbcir 
patients v^tabies iu the spring and early 
in the snrnmer, are now away on other dntw. 
Could we hear from them, I have no doubt 
their testimony would bn even stronger than 
these, as they received largely of the first 
fresh fruits aitor the deprivations of tiie 
winter. We are indcVited t(t Major-Generals 
Thomas and Steedmau for that aid nnd pro- 
tection which has enabled us to succeed. The 
donga is to snbniit to tiioai tho qneotioa 

* Te be ftinraaded. 
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upon the tegtimonj of tlip propnVty of 
AQOtber effort. The garden at Murtrces- 
boro' of 90 acres, in charge of John H«a- 

neman, has been a like success. The one 
cultivated at the Cumberland Hospital at 
Nashville, of IG acres, was of essential ser- 
■fioe, and the surgeon in charge ask >( t il 
and inipieoH nf - of tlw rnmnii-sion sufficient 
to enable them to plant one much lai^r 
earlj next spring. 

As this li'i^pital will be as pennauciit as 
the war, it seems to ni« v*>ry fhisiruble that 
it should be furnished with a building suJSi- 
eieotly large for a ehapd, library and

Banish, all 
ofVrhom hare been actively engaged in the j 

service of the Comiiii>.<ioa, addressed the ^ 

meeting, and furnished numerous facts and 

incidents to ilhi'-trate it** work. The tiieet- 

ing was a .succet^s, auU the luithful wumcn 

wEo have labored so long and so well in 

New Haveft, weie greatly encouraged by 

the generous support of the oommnniiy in 

this hearty interest in their woric, and are 

now renewing their exertions to make the 

future even more innrko l liy ?uore«s than 
the pJiHt Tht' folli(\viui; extracts from their 
report will be if-ad with irjterest: 

Early in the winter, the waste pieces both 
of our flannel and cotton cuttings, were 
made into filliiijr for eighty comfortables, — 
th.Tt tiiurii abused iir-titutinu. the shoddy 
miil, enublio|( us in this case to make ex« 
eeltent use of what would otherwise have 
been lost tO IIS. This is worthy of mention 
as showing that no small amount of material , 
had passed through our hands, abo that it 
is our habit to gather up *' all tlie fragments 
that nothing be lost." 
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Later, an urgent demand was made for 

shppta and towels, when letters were sent to 
our auxiliuriea asking their assistance iu thu 
pvrohaae of maierial. They responded gen- 
eromly — many sending double, and some 
three and fntirfold the amount asked for. 
The muteriul was purcbajied, and tha fol- 
lowiBg ar^ea bmo, waahod, mailMd, aad 
aeot off, within the spact^ of tliroc weeks, 
Tt» : 1,000 sheets, 1,5U0 towels, and 1,600 
handkerchiefs and napkins; and by the 
cloHO of another week, the nomber amounted 
t > 1,2:]2 hoetA, 1,921 towds, and 2,099 
handkerchiefs. 

Thm ptflsed oor winter and early spring, 
when in May tbo telegnm from Washing- 
ton, " send by exprew all the r»gs and 
bandages you have/' sent a thrill through 
our hearts, oansing as to realice as we 
never before had done, the direful necessi- 
ties of the conflict raging at the front." 
This message, with a request fur material 
and help, read in tile churobes and pvb- 
lishfil ill the papers. Itrouuht to our mnms 
large (^uaatiti<»8 of old linen and cotton, and 
many earnest workers, who aided in prepar- 
ing them for the bands of the surgeon. 
Cushions, pads, tOWeLs and handkerchiefs, 
together with all kinds of appUanoes for 
wonnds, were gathered and madowith great 
celerity, and all that busy hands and anxiotis 
hearts could do for the allpviation of our 
suffering brethren, was done, when tidings 
of the eama^ of d^ly eombat in too 
Wilderness greeted our ears. Many touching 
evidences of sacrifice came to our knowledge, 
weeping mothers who had already offered 
up uieir sons, bringing their treasured gar- 
ments to swell the F.ncrificn, " kiiowiiiir." as 
they said, ^' that it would be what would 
hsve ploMsd them." 

H«r-loooi»in the shape of linen spun 
und woven n eontur}' air> fin one insfance 
liiO years) were brought in, and aged women 
who had tmled for soldiers in die esrlier 
perils of our country, used their vsniiig 
energies to swell the volunie of contribu- 
tions for the exigencies of the hour. Of the 
linen sent ns whioh liad bo long been hoase- 
bold treasure, we made towels and pill vv 
ca«es with permanent in.scriptions on each, 
giviug its uge, and by whom preserved and 
presented. It must be a pleasant thooght 
for the fsol'lier to •Iwcll upon, in the weary 
hours of convalescence, that bis comfort is 
deemed worth j of aneh Muvifioe. 

As an example of tliu .systematic effort 
bj wliioh the Aoxiiiarj Societies oootribute 



so lavgsfy to the effioiency of onr central 

acrrnry. wo would speak of one in this con- 
nection, which repeats on a Muailer scale, 
onr own mode of organiiation. 

Eleven ^^u^ si»eietie-, formed in as many 
districts of the town, collect donations of 
money and hospital supplies, and at weekly 
meetingi, make into garments the material 
furnished by us- to their General Society ; 
the scale on which we purchase enabling 
us to supply them at better rates than they 
could obtain it elsewhere. These sub- 
societiea rep*irt monthly their rof'ei]it?, and 
the result of their labor to the General 
Society, whioh olttmately reports to us, and 
forwards to our rooms all supplies collected 
fiuni the differont di.^tiicts. Various plans 
of subscription and taxation are resorted to 
for raidng Ainds, and the snoeess of these 
efforts is shown in the fact that within 
eicrht month*, thej hare f?ent to our trea- 
sury, the sum ut" ui^ht huudrcd uud sixty- 
seven dollars ($807), and twenty barrels and 
boxes of hospital bu] jilit s. 

In other emergencies we have made 
special appeals, which hsve been uniformly 
answered most satisfactorily. As the heat 
of summer strengthened and our lirnve 
soldiers toiling in the trenches fainted un- 
dmr its inflnenees, a call came from their 
camps for fresh vegetables, fruits and anti- 
senrbittics of all kinds, not only for the siek 
but lor the preservation of health and 
strength to these not yet compelled to sur- 
render to the influences of r.\]M.j.ure. mala- 
ria, and insuflBcicnt diet. Uur readers need 
not be reminded of the Fourth of July 
contribution, made by our children snd 
vijiith who saerifK cd tlietr u^ual enjcyment 
iu explotuves of all kinds, to raise a fund 
for the pnr^sse of Aese mneh needed snp- 
plies. The Executive Committee, conferring 
upon the propriety of niakint,' the ?tiLrgestion 
and discussing its probable success, ven- 
tored the hope that *^ as mnch as two hun- 
dred dollars might be realized in that way." 
Our surprise and gratifiention mny bo im- 
agined, when the sum in the aggregate 
amounted to seven hundred and thirty 
doUai-H !iikI thirty-two eent^' C?T:]0 32)! 

Our cruse" has not failed us, and we 
trust will not, but there is no disguising the 
fact that our abilities are cramped, and OUT 
u^efuliies-! eireuni-criln'il by the necessity 
we are under of limiting our purobases by 
a scant treasury. The msnnaoturers sie 
generous with us, deducting oertain per> 
oentage ga their wholesale prices; ^e ex- 
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press and tna^poftation companies are 
obligioK, and aamfe 110 all tliej «b in tbeir 
wqr; the are aniformlj ready to lend 
«» their columns to communicate with the 
public — but we ueed a failer treasury, and 
means to operate with more freely. 

The Fairs held in ourli r Li ( - had net- 
ted 8UC'h large amouut^ tbut mauy pereons, 
not appreciating the magnitude of the woric, 
nguded the sums inexhaustible, and seemed 
to consider their duty ended in that channel. 

While realizing fully that the field of 
wmflf is sniBmently large to be oooapied by 
both (^oniiiiissions, we yet fool that the 
longer and more complete organization of 
the Sanitary Commission baa given it ad- 
▼antagM for benefitting the eotdien, and 
that cxperff>nf'o will prove to any who en- 
gage in thin work, that large expenditure is 
indispenaablB to Moomplttb tne endi fur 
wbion we labor. 



Copy of a letter seui to Mrs. B., Hospi- 
tal Yidtnr, by a fimnd of a eoldier : 

Baoli, iVb*. Sd; 1864. 

Dear Madam At the request of my 

friend, Mr. D , I will try ami pen a few 

lin^ to you, to let you know that he ar- 
rived at our hoow one week ago last Friday. 

T think his journey was most to<« mueli i'<>r 
him, though ho stood it much better than 
he expected; we were surprised to s?cc liiiu, 
fur we feared he would not live to return. 
He is very thankful to think his lift; has 
been spared, and truly ho has ^eat reason 
to be. Hia limb is better tlum It waa when 
he left the hospital, though it gains very 
slowly ; the swelling kept going down in 
the foot, aud yesterday morning he iiad it 
opened just below the ankle joint; it.is 
very painful, hut he bears his suffering 
without a murmur, I hardly think he would 
bear up ttnder it if he had not an arm 
stronger than man's to lean upon. He haa 
spoken of writing* to you a number of times, 
but he is so wuak — it is too much of a tu»k ; 
he ean hardly say enough in your praise ; 
he is truly thankful fur the aid you ren- 
dered him. Sick and wounded, with no 
kind sister or loving mother to watch over 
him, he fbnnd a friend in yon, though a 
stranger, and surely God's Me- iriL'- will 
rest upon you for your kimlne^s to kim. 
And now, Mis. B— - — , perhaps you would 
like to know what we arc doin^ to help the 
Sanitary. We baTO not been idle the {i;i.<t 
summer, have met once a week, and done 



what we oould in famishing bandi^es and 
lint, &c. } ham ilUed one firfcitt or batter 
and seat to llie Soldier's Rest itt Bubb. 

Mrs. 8 , the president, haa sent us work 

most of the time. We have been making 
pickles, and ate now drying apples.

Found that an invoioe of vegetables and 
pickles, we sent from Memphis, had been 

received. Judge Biugbaui, the Ohio State 
Agent, and Mr. .Moody, the Agent of the 
Western Sanitary Commission, had sent a 
part of the snpimfla to lattle Rock. They 
had given out a part to hospital Is and re;;i- 
ments at this post, and retained the greater 
bnlk of them fw mj orders. Ihsd written 
Judge Bingham *' that if he found them 
much needed here, to i.«suc thcra on big 
own responsibility." I find from his vouch- 
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ere, that his issues have been mo«t jadici* 
0U8. There are 120 sick here in General 
Hospital, 50 iu the Quartermaster's Hos- 
pitu, and a greater mmber in the difTLroDt 
regiments. The surgeons acknowled^'e tbo 
benefits which thej have received from 
Saaitary stores issued by the Western Sani- 
laiy OommiifBiou. Some of these stores 
camp from the U. S. Sanitary Comraission, 
as we had no agent on the ground. I talked 
iridi offioera and man of ue 8d HiniMaala 
regtment Wiuni the regiment avfivod 
here in May hint, it was IMIO stronfr — now 
there are but 96 men fit for duty. 64 have 
died from dia o a ee . Sonrry, dumrlioBa, and 

intermittent feviM-.s hare beon the prevuh nt 
diseases, as they are iu all com mauds here. 
These men say, that when vegetables or 
other supplies have been recctyed here, 
'*they havf hecu issnod hy the CmnmiHcary 
Sexgeant of the regiment, and that all the 
Bran bave aband equally." PhtiMita in the 
hospitak, and men in all the r^^immte unite 
in the expression, ''fhut they are fairly 
dealt by, and that though many have died, 
it has not been lirani neglect or miaappro- 
priation, but from actual destitution of snp- 
pHe?5." and "that thpy arc satisfied that 
wiiat, few vegetables have bettu givcu out, 
have been the means of saving many lives.'' 
Si>ldicTS statntnents must always ha taken 
with some grains of allowance, for they can- 
not always know what has been received, 
and though tlu y may intend to be truthful, 
may be mistaken; but wli n tliey unite in 
saying they believe all hus been done for 
them which it via poasibk to do/' we are 
bonnd to b^evo tMm. The demaud for 
vegetables is imperative. The market prices 
for vegetables here are so fabulous, that no 
hospital can aeemnnhtte a i^d snffioient to 
purchase them. Prices are : potatoes, $20 
per barrel ; pickled eabbaii<^, 000 per barrel . 
or oU to 35 ctiiUi pur pouud ; ouioua vary 
horn 20 to 40 cents per pound; bnttcr, $1 

per pound ; c]u-e<«e, 90 cents per pound ; 
common vinegar, 90 cents per gallon, and 
even at these prices are scarcely to be had. 
Sometime the pteaent season, Lieut. Col. 

— — of the regiment, made a'ppeeeh 

at , Mkhigan, before a meeUn^ called 

in behuf of a Soldicra' Aid Society, in 
wluch he stated " that his regiment had re- 
ceived nothing from the Sanitary Commis- 
sion." Inqoiries were sent here where the 
regiment ban been quartered. TbeToaebars 

in the bands of the We.Htern Sanitary Cum- 
mission prove that the regiment has received 



large supplies during the time it has been 
here, and I took pains to find numbers of 
men uf the regiment. They all say the 
Surgeon hss issued them freely as soon 
j a,*! reeeived. and they feci satisGed with 
the honesty of the issues. The vouchers 
are now on their way to the Aid Society 

at , with statement of the men who 

reside tli tc. Thu«^ one blander after 
another is nailed. One of those vouchers 
dbows that at one time twenty bairsb of 
potatoes, and a good gMieval snpply was 
issued to the regiment. 

The 9th Kansas Cavalry is here, and 
have many siok, but ihey bare just arrived, 

and have not been within reaeh of sanitary 
supplies. Company L of this regiment is 
composed exclusively of Cuw ludiana. A 
finer body of men was never seen, and the 
officers of the ret;iiiieTi* s tv they are the 
best and most reliable scouts, and most 
splendid horsemen. 

The Christian Commission has an agency 
here, under the earc; of Rev. Mr. Mattis, of 
St Loois. They occup;^ two lar^e tents, 
fined with books and writing material. The 
soldiers speak in the most kindly terms of 
them and their work. The Sanitary Com- 
mission has in Captain Gombert, the Post 
Qnartermaster, a warm and efficient friend^ 
ready at all times to aid in every way in 
his power. I am indebted to him for per- 
sonal attentions, and the hqspitalities of his 
table and quarters while here. 

I would call attention to the need there 
is of a " Soldier's Home," or " Lodge," at 
^cBlnlF. This is the point of ingroH and 
egress of the annj in Arkansas, and its 
base of supplier. All soldiers furloughed 
or discharged from the service stop here. 
Thmre is no plaoe even of shelter Ifar them. 
Dr. Moody is very anxious that a home 
should be put in iujuicdiate operation, and 
if an agent of ours bhould be sent there, he 
oonld have the management of it. Winter is 
near, and if such an enterprise is thought 
best, no time should be lost. Accommoda- 
tions for one hundred men are needed. 



THE OEHEBALS AND VEOKTABL^.

bles, lemons, &o., more than even those in the 
ho«»pital8, and I will f=!end teams for anythini^ 
the Commission can give." Geueruls Jiurn- 
side, Warren, and Hancock said the same. 
The officers of the ninth army corps head- 
qoarteis deolined to receive their share, and 
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said : Give them all to the men, thej need 
them more than we du." After the distri- 
bntion through the entire army, affording 
the men a ration of vcjretables for ten days, 
the officers reported a marked improvement 
in their ooMitioii. €r«iieiftl Grtnfe has 
also pven the most cordial co-operation and 
ordered increased facilities of transportar 
iion.—Hro. W. W. I'ntton.

at command, bet^idca which, i doubt the 
praotUnl utility of mieh an attempt dnring 
a campaign. Since we reached Atlanta, a 
l»r<re quantity of vegetables have been 
i&-ucd to the regiments, who were greatly 
in need of them, and conld obtain them 
from no other source. But in respect to the 
nirk nnd wounded, of whom we had a large 
number, i believe that the Commission has 
done everything possible to alleviate their 
sufT* rings, workinir in tlic itiust. diitt t and 
syatcmatio way, through the t^ctai Agent 
ttlaobad to eaeh oorps. If eaeh ono of these 
gontlemea did hia work as faithfully and 
nystcmati^^lv an iho ono attiidnil to (nir 
eorpa, (Kcv.

heart of the man is in hia work. 

The work whieh these agente at the front 
have to do, is no small or easy job. You, 
RCf'tTstniiif'ii to tlie ref»nlnrity nnd niclli<Kl of 
eecurc civil railroads, have no idea ot the 
orowd and haste, and weary watching lest 
tho train should come or gt^> when le i. si t x- 
pected, which must be endured to get these 
suppUca through to the field hospitah. Nor 
havo yon to dread lonely rides to tho nar, 
to hasten up eupplit-s wIk n the nrniy has 
pushed ahead, in expectation of a battle, ^ 
most lonely because in dread of eaptnro* 

Beaidea this, they furnish data of the 
sick, wounded, tKud and missing, after 
every action, which at Chattanooga, Nash- 
ville, or LonisviUo, is to answer the inqui- 
ries of hosts of anxious friends. I must 
afk that people will, for their own interests, 
bear in mind that these records are reliable, 
obtained on tho fidd, and in field hospitals, 
often fri^m the wounded themselves, their 
coniradf"« or the head-board of the soldier's 
grave, and by men wlio understand th^ 
bnsinoss, snd are permitted to go where 
stran'^r-rs are n 't pcrinitti>.l to come. It*will 
save many wiury hours of travel and 
anxiety, if the people Will consult thooo 
cords, and take tho odviee of tho mon who 
have tlicni in cliarcre. 

Finally i wish to express to the members 
of tho CooBriadoii with whom I have been 
brought in contact, my gratification at 
• witnessing the reciprocal courtesy and cor- 
diality existing between them and the mem- 
bers of the MmiosI jDepartmcnt of the arm j, 
each recognizing the < flur a co-laboier 
in the coiuoion cause of humanity.

I have been with the Medical 
Direotor and his corps no til my supplies 
were exhrmsted, and I was obliged to re- 
turn to Leavenworth for a sapply* which I 
had to bny, mainly on aeeonnt of oiipmMkta 
from Chicago being delayed. I hare bean 

furnished with m many anibnlanpes as 1 
wished to carry hospital stores to poiota 
where the wounded oonld be gathered and 
cared for; and now as the army has jicne 
too far South for me to reach them, 1 am 
denrcd to take charge of a train of ambu- 
lances convcyingthe wonnded np to Leaven- 
worth, a.s fhey are nble to be moved. I 
fiud over two hundred sick aud wounded in 
this hospital, a train having jnst come in 
from Kcwtouia with wonnded. 

From jirescnt sppearances all the hospi- 
tals in Kiawaij will be tilled for the winter, 
and I t^ball have all that I can do. Mj 
health ia good» ami I am jut where I like 
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to work. I have hail no better bed than I 
Mmld make on the ground or in un ambil* 
lance, sinre Pilco's riiid n ;u lii -1 Westport, 
Mid I oever slept sweeter or worked hardor.

miik, and good soups mode for tbeui. He 
ebarged me only the eost of the articles. I 
got wine from the bar for some. I think 
some of them would nnt hnvc lived to »ret 
here, had it not been lor tbi:j aid. i do not 
know that under the "rules" this can be 
allowed me, if not I am willitii; to pay the 
whole f were I again situated in the same 
eireiimstances, I should do the same. It 
was a clear rase of men perishing for want 
of food, i shall go to Vick.-burti^ in a few 
days.

War, as manifested upon the plane of ' 
political organiialioaB, wMther H he waged 



for eoaqvest or in defence of estoblished 
privileges, is, in the abstract, but a violent 
mnniffstntion of si lfi-lmess. The aet of 
war, in its influence upon individuals en- 
gaged developes all the inherent love of self, 
which society, home, and dvifisation con- 
strain, :tiid which r*>«fiierntion di.splace9 
with a higher love. From the Major Gene- 
ral, jealoos of his stars, and too often eon> 
fcioua of the fiction through which they 
were obtained down to the pitiable private, 
who has mutilated his own body to escape 
from danger, which is moredreadfbl to him 
than a life of si crct >]iaino, we throw to the 
surface like a shell all the seltishaess of our 
nature, and wear it just underneath ont 
uniform. Nor is war in its influences ooa- 
fined to tlio armic in the fl Id. Politicians, 
contractur.s, speculators, aii classes of oou- 
m unity are pervaded with various mani* 
festations of the same results. 

But as nature and the plane of the senses 
con.Htitute the basis and highway of the 
spirit's progress to higher life, and what 
g> eiiis to u-i m terrible, death, is but separ 
ration from these ; so war externally, aud 
a state of combats internally, with peace, 
re.<«t, as their object aud ultimation, oonsli* 
tnfe the normal eonditt m of man h.-rc: and 
war, with all its horrors, cruelties, and 
mamfestations of the ^vils of man's nature 
is closely allied to, and brings into aetive 
relations the highest virtriPf*. 

To say nothing of individual acts — the 
special heroisms — the msrty:-1ike devotion 
of rare men, whose deeds rew.ird themsi l\ ch, 
without promotion, or worldly recotrnition, 
what a great compliment to this war has 
been the great redeeming feature of owt 
people, the V. F. !^;i'!itiiry (commission. 
In an age of political oorruptiou— of false- 
hood and pretence — in a land where shod- 
dy " seems to reign supreme, and sclfi(<h- 
ness is revelling in boundless lust, we find 
these are but the super&oes, the thin rind 
of the fWut, and andemeath are patriotism, 
benevolence, and Christian charity. 

Three years and a half ..'onstantly in the 
field in close contact with all the evils which 
war developes and puts in active operation, 
the kiiowli diTo of this great fact, that whole 
communities, from one end of the laud to 
the other, had organized themselves, with- 
out legard to sect, or chmeli. in- localitv, 
into a frr^nt family, alilc" in Mi tod and in 
affection: stiuding to the soldiers in the 
field wiwoat distiiicdoti of State or legi- * 
meikty as brothen and sistem, fsthen and 
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motherH. bestowing with the same liberal 
haudti gifts of eomfort and of healiDg to 
all, has been to mc a coDiitaDt inspiraUoD ; 
and has done more to redeem the age, and 
mir ppoplr from the appearanc(» of utter sel- 
fiaboess aod greed than all other mauifefil* 
atione oombtned. It cannot be fMmible that 
the Gomini8.sion needs testimony of its MM- 
fulnpfs at this diiy. Wh'^n truth requires 
a witness, and charity a trumpeter ; when 
meroy and loveare matlera of doubtful virtue ; 
when faifh w<;irs the garments of (It iii.il. 
and a»k» impertinently if there is a God ; 
one might expect to hear a question raised 
respecting the proprietj and nseftilaess of 
the Saiiitarv f 'nmniissinn : not otborwise.

It has always been the policy of the U. 
S. Sanitary roTnmi<i«son to conduct vast 
busine.^^ with reference to the ^'reat re.>^p' n- 
sibility imputed upon it by a generous and 
confiding people. Conscious of its integrity 
of purpose, and of its aeooracy, even in the 
smaller details of business, it has not often 
taken time to notice complaints th&t may 
hare been made concerning its members 
unil its itiftna'jeTm'nt, unle«i8 they have been 
direct and tangible. Jealousy, rivalry, preju- 
dice, dihloyalty, have each and all of them 
oontriboted thiSr portien ol abuse and in- 
vective, and hitherto they have been allowed 
to pass with but little, if any thought or 
notice. Under the garb of sinoerity, and 
with the appearance of earnest concern for 
tho welf.ire of goldicr?!, «nnie poople have 
I allowi il tluTiisflvt's to do the smallest things 
i that huiaanity is capable of, in order that 
they may divert the interests of societies or 
communities, away from the channel opened 
by the Gomnusaion between the people and 
the amy. A remarkable featuie in the 
opposition to the Commi.s.sion, has boon its 
covert character. But few, if any, have 
had the courage to make uu open assault 
upon it, while very many have found means 
to insinuate that evils extst» and to allow 
false statements to be received as tme»ibr 
the apparent purpose of gratifying some 
jeslons fear or unfounded su.spicioQ. 

We believe that if the Commisaion con- 
ducts its bnsjnes.s on 'false business princi- 
ples, if it distributes its supplies wastefully, 
if it pays its agents extravagantly, if it is 
an unfaithful or an unwise steward of the 
beneihotions of the people, the people ought 
to know it; and those who believe it, ought 
to be honest enough with themselves and «, 
the truth, considerate enough of the public

for facta, wiiut ihcy arc afVjiid to my iu 
public; not by appeallog to morbid tjiA- 
patliiM, and eiMoiinguig grooDdlMB feats ; 
bal bj an open, fiuw to fiioe, ohnatiaii 
appeal; jiut as wc appeal to the moral mmo 
of the community aL'aiust gambling, drunk- 
ennes's, dishftncrity in trudo, extnivajraticc in 
living, and c vi-rytliins elac that dt ti rioratcs 
manhood and euervittes society. Lei auuh 
a Mone bo'pnraiied.

diers might be ffratified with a knowledge 
of ij(i\y fluir clinritic: had bcea dispL-nsod 
and who reaped the larce share ot the bene- 
fits disposed of At i^ty Pointy there sie 
now lying some fonr or bto vessels loaded 



with sanitary Stores, and I am informed 
that an entire wbarf is devoted to the busi- 
ness of the Gommiraion. It has, beddes, 
vessels at Fortress Monroe, Norfolk, and in 

every harbor in pospposion of the United 
SUittu army. These vcs^tls arc loaded with 
every variety of dotliing suitable for army 
use, tin Ware, canned fruits, fresh vocp.- 
ale, tablets, wines, brandy, gin, whiiikey,rum, 
porter, cider, and every other known stima- 
iaoti inendless quantities. There are printed 
forms, for requisitions, furnished to the offi- 
cers of the different organizations through- 
out As army, and all that is neoessary to 
procure a wagun load of anything desired 
is to fill out one of the blank forms, naming 
the articles desired, sign any M. D , or mule 
drivw's name to tiie bottom and load up 
your wajTon. As a conHcqtience. few of the 
articles turuished by the Sanitary ever reach 
those ibr whom they were intended. The 
army officers furoish their tables with luxu- 
ries, pet fnddhd on th^; sf tniulnnts, and 
draw tiicir shirts, drawen*, tic, from this 
source. The coarse varietiesof food — sauer 
kraut," piekle^, eahbnLre, onions, (*y,c., fall 
to the share uf the men, but come so seldom 
and in sneh diminished qnanttties that they 
only furnish cause lor grumbling, and are 
not received wifh any dcjrrf^e of thankful- 
ness whatever. 1 do not doubt but that tbe 
Oommission has aeoompliahed some good 
among the ho>pital8, but nothing in pro- 
portion to the dcmoralisiag iuflueuce it has 
exerted in other quarters, and if the whole 
arrangemeota were confiued entirely to the 
hospitals, or wiped out of cxi-tenee, it Wuuhi 
be an absolute blessinir to tlie army. As 
it is, it is only a whit key shop on a larpte 
scale, furnishing employmcDt to se')res of 
idle loafers, and a very convenient purvey- 
ing establitshment for army officers, whereat 
goodij are famished, to their class free, for 
whii h the too cn-^dulous public pay«. Here- 
after, it you have anything to bestow upon 
your oonntrjr's defenders, send it direct to 
some acquaintance in tbe army who will 
need and appreciate the favor; but, by all 
means, give the Sanitary Commission the 
oold shoidder. Il^ b an arrant imposition, 
as at present condvoted, and the pablie 
should know it. 

Now sec tlie correspondence concerning 
it. On August 29, the paper rssohes « 
friend of the tnith, who infionns the Oom- 
missleiissMows:

Mary F. Kapley and other vessels, of which 
we had quite a fleet. During the day up- 
wards of one thousand contraband.^, of all 
ages and sizes, bad gathered on tlie dock, 
asking to be taken to the land of Irecdom. 
Eaeh one carried some artiele of household 
u.^e, and it was very 'j:raiifying to sec our 
government so mindtul of them, a fine ves- 
i>el was set apart for their use, for whieh 
favor they snowed their appreciati on liy 
holdintr, at midniijht. a service of praise 
and prayer to God, their deliverer; remind- 
ing one strongly of the song of Miriam on 
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the tliither side of the Red Sea. A more 
beautiful scene waa never before presented 
ou the Kiippuhannock than the full shining 
moon witoessed that night. Not leas than 
thirty wsvels ridiiiL' at aiu-lior. or made fast 
to the improvised docks; awa^ up stream 
lay the traosporls freighted with preciona 
cargoes of maimed and suffering patriots;

Almost 
in the time it takes me to tell it, the uten- 
sils were on shore, ooffee was made and the 
work of feeding commenced. We also 
di-^corcrcd a lot of siik soldiers scattered 
a.'-uuuii (u er an area of four miles, these were 
gathered u]( and properly eared for. While 
engaged in tlii< good work tli:- smiling 
month of May left us, and as the dawn ul the 
first June morning sent forth its greetings, 
an installment of three hundred poor 
wounded ones reached the landing at White 
House.

rnifL'^b'or Hitchcock proceeded to ex- 

flaiu the object of the ueeliog; he said : — 
t ia neither fittins nor needful that I 
should stand long between you and the 
gentlemen who have coino here th\^ vxen- 
ing fully charged •wiih iuipurtaut iufoiuiu- 
tion pcrtsiiniug to the great interest whieh 
has called us to^zctlii r. Wliat tlio Sanitary 
Commission is doini:. and what it has dune 
is known to every pe rson on this oimtineut, 
perha{^, we may say, is known to erery 
person in the whole length and broadth of 
Chriiitendom. The Society at whose caii 
we are convened tliis evening. The Wo- 
man's Central Assoeiafion uf I'elic'f, is 
simply an organization tributary to the iSani- 
tary Oomniission. It is, ire may say, one 
of its tap-roots. It is through this organi- 
Eation that large aniotinfs nf needed stores 
have been sent forward to the army, over 
all the ftald. This tap-root has its many 
fibres running through the soil in the coun- 
try around about, and those fibres are here 
to-night, namely, these auxiliary societies 
from Massachusetts, ('uniitoticut, Uhode 
Tfil;irn!. N< \v York, New Jersey, and utlu'r 
localities which arc reprinted by dclccates 
to this Convention. And I suppose I do 
but justly interpret the opinion of this New 
York City Society, ami of these kindred 
helping societies, when 1 any that the work 
in which ihej are engaged, is not merely a 
work of mercy, htit also of patrioti^'m as 
well. They have devoted themselves to 
this work not merely because the soldiers 
are wounded, siok and sufTeiing, but because 
the he irts of th»>sp xrnmcn nre in tlio muse 
for which these men bleed and eufler. So 
tiiat this instrameotsUty has been yielding 
Dntrinirnt tu tlir j>atriotic sentiment of the 
country, m well as affording relief to the 
soldier. 

These societies are convened this evening 

that tbey mrty compare note?, see what has 
been accomplished already, and take coun- 
sel in regard to the fbtnre, which also offers 
its burdens, because none of us earn be so 

sanguine m to suppose tliuf we hnve <inite 
reached the end of this sad chapter yet. 
Would to Ood that the only men on Uiia 
enntinrnt who can niake poare wonM njiiko 
it by grounding their arms, by saluting tbe 
cdd flag, by accepting the old protection of 
the nation's luws. (Applsnse.; But these 
only pofjsihio peace makers on the conti- 
nent arc resolutely bent on war, and so 



long as that is their choice there is nothing 
left for us hut to fight it through. (Ap- 

plnnse.) I speak this not vjinntin^'l y, not 
in the military spirit at ail, tor that is not 
the mood of mind in whicli we are met. 
We are met to consider the mercies whioh 
pertain to tlm work, to contemplate the 
burdens which are still to rest on our 
shoulders, and to gird ourselves for those 
tasks wTiich arc- still i.ctoie ua ; and whil-- 
we welcome those ladies from Uie tributary 
sooieties whtcli reprewnt so many States, 
we am under tlie suii ne rssity oi' saying to 
t^^em, go back to further labors, tor other 
months, for another year — it may be for 
other years, so long as God permits this 
wanton rebellinn to ( xi-t. While our brave 
bo^s are st^indiog at their guns, we have 
only to stand behind and care for them 
when they fall, and nurse them when they 
arc sick ; tlicy fi^htin^' to the end of this 
sad iliiad of our woes, we caring for them 
to the end. And here on this altar we lay 
ourselv^ afresh, be it for one month, for 
two months, for six months, for one year, 
for twu yearj?, for three years— until peace 
comes by righteouRness whioh Ood can a|^ 
prove. Until that «5upreme hour, fo lonjr as 
our boys have to fight, we will care for them. 
(Applause.) That is our resolve to-night. 

You will be addressed by several gentle- 
men who understand, from long and inti- 
mate acquaintance with the work, all the 
necessities of the case. Mr. Potter, mil 
now make a brief report.

4,910 ; pil- 
lows, 8,844 ; pillow cases, 6,912 ; sheets,

I dried fruit, 202 bbls.; jelly, 2,186 jars;

I and cordial, 9,810 bottles. 
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The supplies hare been distributed by 
the Supply Comniittee during tlie summer 
to Washington, Haltimorn, ami TI:iriior*f< 
Ferry, (for Gen. Grant's and Gen. iSberi- 
das's ftrmies), to Norfolk and (Sty Point, 
to Newberu, N. C, Beaufort, S. C , and 
New Orleans. It has also filled requisitions 
for several IJ. 8. steamers and the naval 
stations ;ii Klv WcM and Peneaoola. The 
military hospitals in this vicinity have nvuh 
frequent, but small demands, which have 
generally been complied with. AU these 
goods have been given out, either upon the 
order of the Sifiitary Commiauon, or npOD 
rcquisitiuuii iruni Surgeons. 

The New England and New Tork Slate 
Fnldicr.s' Hniiii ii ill tlil.s city have been so 
clficientljjr conducted that the claims upon 
the Special Belief Committee have been but 
nnall, being chiefly direeted to the relief of 
a few cnftf^ nf extreme raffering from siek- 
ness and wounds. 

The Ooneeponding Oomnittee has dis- 
tributed during the pasteix months, 29,717 
copies of the " Sanit.iry Commission Bul- 
letin" and reports, at au average expense 
of 1^ cents a copy. 

The Treasurer reports the rcrfipt of 
^8,318 82 wLioh have been expended by 
ihe flaveral Oommttteea. 

Mr. P. N. Kn'AFP, Associate Secretary 
of the Sanitnn- rommission for the East, was 
then introduced to the Convention. He said : 

My friends, I snppae;e what is wanted of 
me to-night, is to give to llif^so vrhn n^pro- 
scnt the aid societies, tributary to the Sani- 
tary Commission, in order that they may 
oarry it home to their various organisations 
such inrnrmntion concerning the use that is 
made of the stores put into thehaoda of the 
Oommission, as wul |ive assnranoe that 
their work ia not in vain, that the supplies 
do reach the soldiers, for whom thoy are 
intended, uuJ that the needs of the '^uMiors 
are known to those who have charu'e of 
these supplies. It is not rcfmin d of me. I 
apprehend, to present to you the magnitude 
of this nndertalung, and the greatnesa of 
the benefit that it confers upon the needy sol- 
diers of the nrniy and through them upon 
the country, tur the sake of inspiring new 
seal, font amply to tell yon how we do the 
work, so that y »n rn iy be able to answer 
the questions which are constantly put by 
thoflc who are so anxious to do all the good 
they c;in. that they becomft skeptical in re- 
gard to the L'wt'l that has been done by the 
Biiaitary Commission. 



lu the first place, I will state in general 
terms the principles upon which the work 
is done. The (Iesi::;n is to ?f»cnrc thn ;xrcafp.st » 
good to the greatest number, by the most 
equal distribotimi of the supplies thai are 
placed in our hands. Our work is first to 
distribute the supplies which are sent to us ; 
secondly, to purchase other supplies with 
the means fbmished ; thirdly, to meet cases 

of special distres-i ririsin;r <^ut ((f t inertreiieirs 
and exigencies where the ordinary pro- 
visions for relief do not suffice. 

It is proper to state that we do not pre- 
tend that our working is perfect, or that 
there are no mistakes made in the issuing 
cf these supplies. Some of them do not get 
into the hands they are iutendefl Tor, nnd ^ 
some want.'? are not met. Our agents are 
not at every possible post in the field ; and 
we do not pretend that every person con- 
neefed with the ('<)niiiiissi(Hi is ho rlevoted 
to his work that he will allow nothing but 
the thought of the best interest of the sol- 
dier to influence him. Oura is a human 
undertaking, and conducted by human 
agencies, therefore we cunuoi guard against 
misuse and abuse in every instance. But I 
know we can jiivc you ;i«snranee tliat in the 
main, the object for which you are laboring 
hss beenaecoiupli.-^hed, and that the amount 
of good that has been done, is vastly lai^r 
than you yourselves hoped for when you 
were at work, or than you even now sup- 
pose. For only those who have been on 
the field, and in the h«tsi)ifaU, know, or can 
know, the twentieth part of the blessing 
that has attended this instrumentality. 

The question is frequently asked, and il 
was repeated to me to-night, sirn c I came 
from the adjoining room, iiow do you 
dbtribute these supplies in aueh s way that 
you know they reach the soldiers ? I will 
tell you briefly throuixh what process they 
get there, and what sal'eguurda they are 
proteeted in their tiansit 

mom TBI summ bsaoh vbe noLDint. 

An inrmce is sent, say to Washington, 

of supplies which are on the way to one of 
the storehouses there. As «o<>n ;t« it reaches 
Washington it is copied , into an invoice 
book, numbered, recorded and filed. A 
corresponding niind>er is entereil info a 
larger book, with the name oi' the place * 
tnm which it is sent, the party who sends 
it, the party who receives it, the date of its 
bcins: pent, the date of its arrival, or if it 
does not arrive, the statement of the fact. 
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•od the probable time tliAl it may be ex- 
pected, so tliat it mny be looked oat for. A 
copy of the invoice h then put into the 
hands oi' the Beeeiving Storekeeper^ as he 
ia etlled, who reempts nr the iame, ud be- 
comes responsible to the office for the goods. 
If thej <lo Ttof nrrive. th<»n he Binkes a 
minute ol' it, uud suarvh in utade fur the 
proper pereoii upon whom the reepoonbilitj 
rc^f.s. Wlieii tlie t^uo.ls arrlv*' nctict' is sent 
to the office, and they are entered among 
the stock on hand, and the Chief Clerk be- 
comes responnbte for theni. They ftn Aen 
issuprj ],y Iiiin ttpnn «5iich rnqui>titions as we 
think insures their getting to the places 
where they are most needed. Theae requi- 
sitioQs are written Orders upon the Store- 
keeper, lie is not allowed to issue anythiii': 
without giving a receipt ibr the same, and 
he iMriDge every day to the Chief Olerlc, an 
accrnuit of w!nt lie has i.ssued the day be- 
fore, as well as what he hns received, to- 
gether with a stateuitiut oi' the Htuck ou 
hand. lie sends oa his leeeipts to the Chief 
Ch rk, who ihm has a constant ehcck upon 
the peraun who receives the goods at the 
Beeeiving Stoiehoiise, end npos the penoo 
who iasoes them et tbe other etoMhooae. 

CAVSBS or OOMPIiAINT. 

After passing firoiB the hends of the 

Chief Clerk, the supplise am diirtributed 
with a careful scrutiny on the part of the 
Chief Clerk, of the actual needs Tliu de- 
mands may be greater than (he supplies on 
blind, or t!i;ui the Chief Clerk feels justified 
in issuing. In that case, ho distribiiteH ao- 
oording to his judgment, where ihu uucd is 
greateaty rather than where the deoMiid is 
greate!>t, and with refL rencc tn an equal dis- 
tribution There is a constant neoesaity for 
eotting dowD the reqatritiona of the rar- 
geons, and Arom friends in the hospitals. 
This, of course, creates ill fotlirjg and eora- 
pUint on the part of those who cannot get 
ftll tiiey want, at the Tariotu peata. Many 
eoBBphunla aviae from thia eaaaa. 

HOW GOODS ABB DtSZBZBimD. 

When the goods are hrooght to the vi- 
cinity of the hospitals wher*' th^v ;ire re- 
quired, the Hospital Visitor::!, (to whom 
veferenee rnvj he nsade, aa doing a moat ad- 
mirable work), look out for them, and make 
snre that they reach the soldiers iu the 
several wards of the hospital. Of course, 

it ia inpoaiible for them to Ibllow eaeh 
garment or ereiy monel of food, hot tfaej 



ean keep a general soperritioo, and they 
give us constant assurance that they reach 
those for whom they are intended. For 
these Visitont give nut merely an huur'e at- 
tendance, hot go from bed to bed and find 
out what the men want, and what they ham 
got. 

FIELD DrSTRTnUTIOV. 

The supplies iu the field are distributed 
very largely by the agents of the Commis- 
sion personally, to the men, so much so, 
tli it dnring the recent canipaijru iu ih% 
Array of the Potomac, for illustration, 
thonsands of barrels of fresh Tegeiables, 
and over two hundred tons of fresh tomatoes 
were distributed to the men in (lie trenches, 
and in the camps, by our uwu agents. Thej 
saw the men reeeive them, and in the mn- 
jorily of c ist s, saw them eat them. 

The garments are also distributed by our 
agents personally. Often, of course, they 
cannot see to ^ring them tu the individual 
men, but they earry thom into the wards, 
and it is there known that the Sanitary 
Gommiasion baa brought so many garmenta 
for so many of the most needy men. 

I can Bssuro ynu that we do know that in 
the great majority of cases at the front, 
where, of eoume, there is less possibility of 
a careful detail of supervision, the articles 
triven out do reaeh the men. Ni arcr Wa<;h. 
iugtuu and other priuciple depuis uf sup- 
plies, repttpta are ,taken so far as it b pea- 
siMe upon recrtilnr requisition-;, iiplorstd by 
Brigade ijurgeoDs, and there i.s a degree of 
restraint pnt upon those who call fur issu^, 
which gives us aasuranoe (hat thej leaeh 
their destination. That restraint however, 
or red tape, as it is called, is relaxed when 
Uie emergency requires it. After three 
years of experience, a proper mean has 
been found between undue restTnint and a 
too free scattering of supplies, so that now, 
I belteve, if a shrewd, Iwneat bouoess man 
were to iiiVLstl<.;ate the matter, although he 
would, of course, find occasional misuse, he 
would say, in view of the huiiiuuiUiiiiU as 
well as the business side of nie question, 
that the method adopted is perfectly satis- 
faotory. I say this after large and oarefai 
obaervation. 

AfVBt A BATTU. 

As an instance of relaxation, I will refer 
to the fiiet that iniuiodiately aftur ii battle 
no rostruiut is placed upou the issues. We 
then rely upon the honesTf d the men em* 
pkjad. A aMD tn inalanoe, whom we be- 
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Keve or know to be bonoat mjs, ** UDder tbat at ibis period when tbe Governmettt 



yonder tree are pnthcrcd twenty wouncled 
men; in that barn aro forty more; they 
have Well without food and blankets since 
iiionitng, und the GovernmiiU Hupplj will 
not rcru h rhcin bofnre inght. Will yim in- 
tnu»t ua with your supplies to carry tu 
thenf" In sncb oaaee we say, yes. If pcs- 
•ible» we receive from them without delay, 
receipt*', and th> n onr nfrpnt? pnp? round 
from point to point and bcc thai iho sup- 
plies reaoh the men. It is at such tiu^es 
that the rt strnints are most likely to }«? ri'- 
movcd. Amid such sceoes of suffering 
men are not Itkelj to do wrong and abuie 
their privileges. Iw it is not in human na)* 
tore to be aeifiab at auoh times. 

BF.TWKEN THE FIELD ANB nOSPITAL. 

When the wounded soldiers are gathered 
at intei mediate points between the battle* 
ield and genenu hospital, then ilK^<e re- 
straints nrc «n far removed as to uiako suro 
that the wounded shall not suffer, it we can 
help it, for want of ooppliea. This was tbe 
case at licllo Plait! ' ' i : , f ;ir ;r Fi > (icricks- 
burg, Winchester, City I'oiut, und various 
Other places. It is the policy of the Com- 
missioD not only to go ont and meet the 
woundod with supplies, hut to anticipate 
their ueedsj in other words, to wait for 
those needs to ooenr. Therefore it is that 
IB some instances supplies have been lost 
and capturffl by tho en^my. In nineteen 
out of twenty cases where we have waited 
days, weehs, and sometimes even months to 
meet emergent IlR, wo havo not waitoil in 
vain^ I mention this, because we have had 
many inquiries why we did ttot wait until 
the need arises and not keep sach a reserve 
on hand; why we ki pt ntronts waiting an- 
ticipatiug hattleH, ua ut Murtinshurg and 
Winebester; why we spent the people's 
money in that way. We do so because we 
know it \i* hi'tter to ppend a thousand dol- 
lars in waiting than to have a thousand men 
sttfTer by waiting thcuit^clves; and lieeaose 
we know l^t f ne life fi.ivcfl tn the army 
and to some home (for we put the army 
always befors liome) is wortli % thousand 
doHais spent io waiting. (Applause. ) 

WHY ABS SUPPLIES AT riOSl IT AL8? 
Another question naturally luskcd is in 
r^rd to the propriety of giving out sup- 
plies to the men after they ham reached 
points where the Government can help 
them. And this question suggests aUu 
another broader one, namely: Why is it 



is iloinnf so mtU'h, s;uiit;irj supplies are de- 
manded at all ? Are not the neet^R more 
imaginary than real? I was roquet>ied to 
refer to thb to-ni^^lit. 

Our cxpor'u ricc is tliat the noi ds do con- 
tinue, and that they will continue so long 
as tbe army is in tbe field — not merely 
comforts that friends at In mo are anxious 
to supply, hut real wants which mu,«t be 
supplied Ut uiaiutuin muscle in the arm of 
war-^tbat it is not merely a eall nf hu- 
manity, hut a wisn and provident policy, 
giving strength to the army. For example, 
as soon as a man is wounded and carried 
from the hottle-field to the phoe where the 
wounded nre gathered, it is a8f>nmed that 
he will be immedititely transferred to Wash- 
ington. Bat it is found that many must 
remain on neeount of the seriousness of 
their wounds. In the meantime others are 
brought in, until what was intended as sim- 
ply a temporary hospital or shelter for the 
men, becomes by di <:re' s a lurpc and per- 
manent pkce fur gathering; the men. The 
Government meantime does ■ not see fit 
to make arrangement for a permanent hos- 
pital, and, consequently, the men do not 
receive the provision which the Govern- 
ment usually affords. In that way the 
agency of the Sanitary Comnii?-.-ion OOUMS 
in and benefits the soldiers largely. 

TRANSFER OP WOUNDED. 

So, in tbe transfer of tbe wounded, the 
Government assumes that adequate means 

are at liaml to ni:il;e flie men comfortable 
until they reach a certain station, whereas 
it frequently happens that a train is started 
with only one quarter of the blankets neces-" 
sary to keep the m^^n from suffering, and 
with insufficient supplies of food und attend- 
ance, b^ura the Government agents posted 
there had not power to draw supplies for 
these temporary purpoFos. One train which 
I accompanied from Wiuchcster to Harper's 
Ferry was five miles long. A wagon broke 
down nt mvh a point fhit the r^.-t of the 
train not being able to pass it was delayed 
three honn, so that we did not atriva lUI 
midnight, and but for the proviaiott far* 
nishcd by the Commis.sion many of the men 
would have suffered from hunger. 

The spirit whieh we endeavor to inspire 

in every new a^jont who joins us in this 
work is this: to feel that we are not our- 
selves^ hut thrt we are you — that thc^e .^up- 
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yliii are not merely so many blankets to 

cover the soldiers and so much f<io<l to feed 
tkem, but tUey are home blessings to tbe 
■oldMr. If there is <«« single thought 
BOra than another which we endeavor to 
impress upon the liearts of our working 
jueOi it is to tr^ tu muke the soldiers feel 
that the blankets and the food oomo from 
home. There is a heulini? pow('r in this 
ooDMtoiuiDesa more than 1 can tell. It is 
vol merdT auitittMit, bnt realitj, as we 
who hATe bad experienM itt fbia irork osn 

ISSUES. 

We have lasaod tboat 80,000 blanketa, 
from 60 to 60,000 cnshionf, of which 

th" Govornm*»nt «;Mpplies almost none; 

bed-ticks, to be iilled to meet emer- 
^oiea hi temmnary hospitals, and bat far 
which the soldiers would have had to lie 
for days and someUmcs weoks on the floor 
or ground; from 5U to 60,000 pillows, 
130,000 pillow cases, about 20,000 pillow 
ticks, to be filled with hay or straw, 60,U00 
quilts, 119,000 sheets, 255,000 towels, 
800,000 piBira of drawers of different kind«, 
275,000 hati.lk.-rcliicfs, over 400.000 shirts, j 
difr.rent kinds. 230,000 socks, nearly 40,000 
wrappers, 30,000 cans ot meat, and about 
80 tons of eanned milk. Many of these 
irtic!«'s .iro not furnished by thfi rmvern- 
ment at alt. An account is kept of every 
artiele icoiied, and oonstant referenco is 
Mds to tbe reoord. 

SPECIAL RlUir WORK. 

This special relief depardiieiit is doing 
not merely a supplemental work to tbe 
Governmeut, but a work which the Govern- 
ment has never undertaken and probably 
never wf>tilfl Tinil'Ttake. Wo have, in fact, 
the whole work la our hands — that of oaring 
f»r soldiers where, but for ns, no provision 
would be made. Stnoe the eommenc^meot I 
of our work we h^ve received in our Uomes 
over half a uxilliun of men, and spent over ^ 
half a mtllioo of dollora. We have 20 or 
30 LorlLTt -* in dlfTcn'nt parts of the country, 
wherever they arc wanted. We have now 
engaged in this work forty or fifty agents. 
Tbe expense is lurge, it ia true, bat we be- 
lieve it is justified. 

Mj friends, if I could only convey to yoa i 
the ftelings of ihe soldiers, their oonstant, 
grateful expressions^ f >r what they receive I 
from the bauds of the Commission, yoa 
would be able to carry home with you tbe 
eooMttons aasonmoe that tb« j^jifts whioh | 



voor varioos societies are furnishing are 
blessings to the wounded and snffsring sol* 

diers. (Applause.) 

REMARKS OF COL. KAY HAWKINS. 

After speaking of his wounds and privn- 
tions, he said, aa he waa not yet able to re- 
turn to the front, he felt like doing aono> 

thinL: for the cause. 

1 cuubultod 6ome gentlemen about the 
Sunitary CommissioD. Their answer was, 
*' Wo wouM likn to give money to that 
cause if we only knew thut the soldiers 
would get it" "WelV'saidI, my friends, 
there is one thing voryoertain: if > uo don't 
give thi'v will never recetvp. It is your 
duty to give, and trust to Frovidcuoe that 
the soldiers get it." 

I beuan to w.nk and Wdikeil on, and Buf^ 
bee it to say, thut during the past six 
month.s I have estublisbed in the States of 
Iowa, Indiana, Illinois. Miohigan, Mian^ 
sola, Mi.-.siiiiri, and Kansas, over 300 Aoz- 
iliary Aid docietiea. (Applause.) 

I believe there are few towns now in 
Illinois, Indiana, or Ohio, thut liavo not an 
aid Society. Kvcn in .^^i><^llri. wliidi has 
suffered unu h I'ruui ti*u rebeiiion, the 
loyal ladies are contributing their mites to 
the Fanitary CumniiHsion. And ovon in 
Kansas, in tbe city of i^wrence, that whs 
bnmed by Qoantrell's men, and is rebuilt 
with board cabins, the loyal ladies had es- 
t.^iltlifhed an aid society, uii I were at work 
for tbe soldiers. (Applause; And through- 
oat the entire West they bold their society 
meetings regularly, cvi ry week, one day 
being devoted each week to the soldi its. 
They make drawers, shirts, huti Ikt rrhicfs, 
towels, bandtf^, and lint I .siw aged 
women, with trenihlinjr, pnl^i -d h:in<ls, piek- ' 
iog liuen to pieces, and making Uut lor the 
wonnded htm. 

If the ladies and gentlemen present to. 
nifiht, couH only visit the hiTipitals at Na.-^h- 
ville, Cbatlaiiuoga, Kuuxvilits, and Atiantaj 
if you could go into the wards of the hos- 
pitals and see tlit sick and Wf.uniled bi'VS 
when the Sanitary agent comes along, and 
distrilmtes on each side, ss he passes through, 
■neb things as the bojt need to make tlwm 
comfortable and hnppy ; ynu would be assured 
ot the success of tiie Comuiissioo. Per- 
ohanoe some poor hoy gets a little box of 
son 1 lieate article, and finds the name of 
some dear Irieud at home labelled on it. 
Perchance tbe name of a bister or a uiutber 
is written upon the pnroel, and be tarns 
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WW in his eoneh and says, ** John, raj sister 

has not fortrnttcii me, though I have been 
80 long awu)-." it' you could only eea those 
countenances light up with gratitude towards 
the loyal people of too North, aod especially 
tlio ladies tliat are enjrajied in this noble 
euterprific, you would feel amply repaid aud 
rewaraed fot yonr kind efiorts at home. 
While they have been guarding yonr homes 
at the front, they rejoice to know that you 
have been caring I'ur them, and toiling for 
them around the midnight lamp. 

The Sauitary ('ommi.«,^ion, 1 may safely 
say, has done as much good to tbo cause ol' 
liberty and hnmaoity as would haTO been 
effected by thirty thousand reemiti sent 
into tbf fii'ld. ( Applause.) If yon snccccd 
by uuraiijg iu saving or curing one sick or 
wonnded Teteran, so that he is able to retam 
to his regiment, it is equal to five raw 
♦ * recruits. For while every one of the five 
may maKc a good soldier, it takes time to do 
it. Tou can't expect to take a man ri^ht 
from the [(low aiul make a soldier of him 
immediatL ly. bend him to the front, iutu 
tlie swamps of the South, and the ehaneee 
are that in a few days he is taken sick and 
removed to a ho.'^pital, because he has not 
become acclimated, as the veterans have. 

REMAUKS OF DR. BELLOWS. 

* 

1 do not know how your hearts are affected 
by hearing these woraa— the Amy of the 

Cumberland, the Army of the Tennessee, 
the Army of the James, the Army of the 
Potomao^bandied about from lip to lip, in 
eonneotion with the Sanitary Commission ; 
a/n if it were nn every day tlnniL'ht, a simple 
and easy thing, that a benevioent, spoota- 
neons assooiation Uke onn, ahoold baTe a 
nation in its arms, and an army spreading 
all over this vast eontiueut, the object of its 
daily solicitation aud itn care.- For one, I 
feel a devout, a humble, an inexpressible 
gratitude to the /Mmiuhty Cn"l, who has 
permitted an at-sociatiou to come into being, 
aud to organise an enterprise that for time 
years has been sustained by the people <tf 
this country in earryingon a work so publime 
in its magnitude, so vast in its reach, so in- 
fnlte, I might alrooet say, in its details, so 
deep, so high in its motives, spreading so 
far; and yet. in the majrnifieent scope of its 
enterprise, not i'orgettiug the least duty or 
opportanitjr in which the soldier could be 
helped, from (Uie end of this vast field to 
the other, aod the largest ever occupied by 
armies and for the longest time is lAmk 



snob vast armiea weie ever before on a field 

of war. There is a grandeur in the work 
which the people of the United States have 
undertaken, aod in which the w^omcn of 
America have performed so larj:*' a |iiirt, an 
euterpri.se which has united the whole 
people in one great work of benevolence : 
which now has stretched itself ftom one end • 
to the other of this vast continent ; as well 
known on the slope of the Pacific as it is 
here on the Atlantic. The hearts of those 
people, three thousand miles ftom yours, 
an' lu ating in the strictest unison, combined 
aud united in one perfect plan, working with 
you as if you were sprung fhun them, a 
wheel in the same coach ; so thai ihMr em- 
pathies, affections and intelligenca, corres- 
pond absolutely, with peri'eot, practical ex- ~* 
actnees to yours, in iheobjeds, purpoaesaod 
modes of operation conncetcJ with this San- 
itary Commission. 1 cannot tell you the 
emotions of joy, and pride, and national 
glory which filled my aonl after sailing nx 
thousand miles around our continent, to find 
on the Pacific coast American men and 
women feeling precisely as we did, asd not 
only expressing our own familiar national 
thoughts and ideas, but uttering our humane 
and philanthropic sentiments in regard to 
this (Jommission, in the identical style and 
with the idoiitieal feelings that 1 Iwid left 
here at home. It gave me a conceptioa of 
the more than oollossns thought that eouU 
stride this continent, rest its feet on opposite 
shores, and poisini: itself, could reach down 
from its extended limbs to one common 
heart which animated a pair of correspond" 
int; arms that were active in the great min- 
istration of love to oar great American army. 
(Applause.) 

And when I find Hhe same ideas filling 
the hearts and souls of the men and women 
on both sides of the continent, from the 
fiirtheet north down to the deepest south, 
except where the angry blood of rebellion 
and secession stops the progres.s of human 
sentiments and ideas, thcu I extend mv eye, 
ud in all parts of ihe world, in all lan- 
guages, rejoice to hear sympathy expressed 
for this great American work. It occupies 
the thoughts and fiseUngs of journals in 
French, German, and English. 1 picked 
up accidentally, on my own study table, as 
I left this evening, a powerful review iu the 
botEngliA Medieaf Journal on theworic 
of the American Sanitary Commission I 
picked up the London Globe, and tbero 
were three columns devoted to the Sanitary 
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ComiTii=>!nn. T took tip thn Tinii'lun Xi-ws, 
and fuuQd two columui duvuted to it. And 
in all of them were expressions of amase- 
mevLi and surprite that the aemi-barbarous 
people of America, who were inc;i[Ki)>U' of 
seli-goverumeaty and were going to rack and 
. niin oo aeoount of tbeir ignuranoe of the 
principles of law and government; had yet 
succeeded in producing, throtiLrli this or- , 
gauizatioD) such results tliut they stood I 
before the world, in this particular alone, as ' 
a typo of a civilized couirinniity and a chris- ' 
tianizcd people, (Applause.) Don't you • 
think that we have, all of us who have sus- | 
tained this enterprise from the beginning, 
wmc richt to pluck up rnnrap-n arnl thaiik 
God, and determine to go on to the end ; 
making this work, towhicL we have clcdged 
oonelvea, firom this time forwara, more 

effective, moro f^kil'ful, lunrr linmnnc, Tnnrc 
teuder, more generous, moro complete. 
(Applasue.) I, wbo Lave studied this 
matter, and have been in a position U> Vnoyr 
the fhanirtpr of its work, plcilLre tuy-L'lf to 
you that, il it is not well curried ou, if it is 
not iiU that it ought to be, in point of pru- : 
den to, nf cx;ictne83, of thorough fidelity on ■ 
the part of agents, it has thoKC imperfections 
notnom the want of the most prayerful, the i 
most intense, the most constant devotion on | 
the ptirt of those who have this Ijasincvs* in 
hand. This country does not know, and it . 
is not important it should know, and cer- | 
tainly I am not hefd to boast that I know, 
the men who have worked shoulflcr to 
shoulder, hand in hand, with me since the . 
begmning of this wnr. But I know their 
daUy t^iils and their daily anxiety in regard 
to the peenninry biif lon that has pres^^-d 
upon them. 1 kuuw iiuw solemn thoy have , 
felt tbeir responaibility tu be in organizing 
the genpral operations, in which every 'hilLir ' 
spent becomes a matter of anxious invest- 
igation. Erery bill must be passed in our 
dulj searion, eveiy point scrutinized, and 
every jruard and every caution invcntt 1 an<l ' 
applied, that human ingenuity can search 
out, to secure a wise expenditure of the 
money placed in our hands. 

And do you know what pulling and haul- 
ing we have had with our active agents in 
tbe ileld ? Mr. Knapp has spoken to you. 
I wish Dr. Newberry, who represents the 
Western Department, had also spoke n to yovu 
The agents in the field, who ^ce the Hutier- 
ing, are rumma^ng at our stores to pull out 
supplies ; wanting to ?j)cud nmrc money, 
tellintr u.< the work is not half done^ and 
Vol.. 1. Ko. 27 . 56 



that they need a rrrp it ih'al more of every 
article and more liberty to spend. They 
puU at our heartetrings and resources of 
treasure and eupptiai in every shape and 

frirni ; and here we stand, the ^itnrdians of 
the people's money that has been put into 
our bands, obedcing them, entting them off, 

cautioning them, beseeching them not to 
make such heavy requisitions, sending: down 
people to inquire if they cannot dy with 
less. And thus, between this upper and 
nether mill^t HH , this business is ground 
out with pain, anxiety and controversy, such 
as the apostles had together. We have this 
strife among ourselves, and what is it for f 
It is a strife hctwccii thi*so mixinus t(f he 
faithftil on one side to the ^oldter, and ou 
the other to the people, wbo supply the 
neoesflaries and means of helping the sol- 
dier. 

And then we hear criticisms made by 
idle tongues that don't know what they are 

talking about, by persons that have never 
been ilnwn and invcstiiintofl flir matter; and 
if they had, could uut kuuw much better 
than before they went the facts of the ease 

■ — -jtors'iiH who .-^tirk their heads into a 
barrel, and then pretend to give wise oonuaels 
about a business that must be studied like 
a profession to be understood. I deny that 
nnybo-lv know? and h competent to criticise 
the operations of the Sanitary Commission, 
who has not devoted his time for months to 
it, any more thnn he is competent to eritieisn 
the business afFaira of Stewart, or any other 
mercantile ooucern whose dealings amount 
to millions, and whose trade extends over a 
whole continent. How do you think he 
would value tbe criticism of one, wbo, after 
loukiui:.' iuto his books of account for half an 
hour, sbould feel himself competent toinfbrm 
the jniblle that his business was not con- 
ducted in a way satisfactory to them? 
(Ijaughter.) I assure you, soiaras 1 am 
concerned, and as the gentlemen of the San- 
itaty Commission arc rnnf^mied, wc h:ive 
profound peace in our cdlscicnces as to our 
deigned fidelity to the vastest tnut. per- 
hapS) ^bxA has ever been committ 1 l y the 
benevolence of any people on the face of the 
earth, to a small number of men. We feci 
this to our heart's eore, and Qod send the 
time when the burden can bo lifted from 
our shoulders and hearts, and we cau give 
back to the people the trust that they have 
eonfided to our bands. Meanwhile, I ask 
you to trust u?? a litthi imiiror. We hhull 
not run away, and the time will g)u^e al'^^CjOOgle 
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JOU will have an opportuni^ of kMkxilg 
Terj closely into all our affairs. 

But let me saj, we have very UtUe to 
eomplain of after all, and I take it, no more 
criticism or jealousy exists than nuist in- 
eviteblj attend the organiBation and opera- 
tiona of an ioatitation so extensive, so rami- 
fied, and tiiat has so much in its hands. 
Therelbre, grateful for the confidence that 
the women apd men of the country have 
lepoeed in na tlna far, we say tliat we have 
succeeded, and we are succeeding, and we 
are confident that we are going to succeed 
to the cud <jf the last chapter and page of 
this great wur in which we are en^iged. 
Dear raliforniii. so far off" that she cannot 
see us, trusts us with her young fieeh heart, 
as if we weie real aportlee sent down from 
heaven, and pours out her gold and silver 
into our hands. When I went there I 
fonnd not a particle of distrust. The oolj 
qnealaon waa. What meaoa Aall we adopt 
to do more for the Sanitary Commission? 
(Applause.) And her people went to work 
to do about twice as much as they had ever 
done before, and when I left there they had 
about a dozen agentr^ in the field establish- 
ioff Aid Societies in every town of fifty in> 
habitants th roughont the whole eoaat, so that 
there will not be a little agricultural hamlet 
ill all that region that will not. in the course 
of the next three mouths, be forwarding its 
means into our hands. When I propned 
to establish (I'mc societies there, "Dime !" 
8«dd they, "'voumean half-dollar; that is 
the least anybody hare ia willing to ^ve." 
(Laughter.) Only yeeterdaj we received a 
gold-tel'Mrram," informing m that we 
could draw I rum the banks $16,000 in gold, 
the firat iostalaient on the new arrangement, 

f»robably the product of a single month of 
abor. Two thousand more came from a 
little pUce called Nappa, where they must 
be aU preHey iride awake, I think, in spite 
of the name. (Lnntrhter.) Such is the spirit 
that piravails there and should prevail here. 
Ton are move oeeSpied lisie, ealled npon in 
a great variety of ways to ^ve, bal let ns 
hope for still greater snoeeas in oar ^forts 
here in this cause. 

Let me say to the lady delegates, that 
they may be particular and minute in their 
inquiries. Put me in the witness-box to- 
morrow. We promise to tell you the pre- 
eise tmth and give yon all the information 
-w * h-^vn in our p^wer to eivc. Continue in 
the good work in which ^ou are engaged. 
After jott are satisftsd with jonr explora- 



tions, return to the fields from which yon 
oame encouraged, and with the blessing of 
God, the smiles and approbation of all good 
men, the gratitude of the army, and the ad- 
uiirafioii of your country, go ou aiding the 
gracious Commission, and flooding; the re- 
sonroes of this Gen^ Aid Society widi 
the stores that we so much need. For re- 
member, that n few months ago that 80 per 
cent, of all our supplies were in kind, but 
now we have come to the pitch when 80 
per cent, are bought with the people's 
money. I tell you it is a sad state of things 
when we arc obliged to go into the market 
and buy supplies. Hitherto seven millions 
of all we have dl.stributed have been giflfs 
in kind, about three millions is all we have , ^ 
received in money. We shall qiend it all 
very rapidly if the people do not wake np 
to the duty of sending in, as they have 
done in times past, supplies in kind. It is 
from your aid sodetiea that we most find 
that life blood that shall enable us to con- 
tinue our work to the end. Don't fail us; 
don't let the country fail us in this great 
and glorious work. (Applause.) 

Prof. HiTCHooox then mtrodooed the 
Bev. Dr. Adams. 

Adams said : If I were to 
ask this audience in what respect the 
speeches of Dr. Bellows and Mr. Knapp 
differ from the medical department uf tm ^ 
government, I suppose yon would respond 
that they need no supplement.

der to the audience, is DOt tO detain them 
with any remarks. 

The doxology was sung and the conven- 
tion adjoanie£'^

In an upper room of the Cooper Uidon 

the delegates met on the following morning) 
to listen to details of the work from persons 
officially connected with the Commission. 
The meeting was largely attended, and 
greatly interested in WMt WSS Said by the 
several speakers. 

Dr. Bellows read a letter from Dr. Gor- 
don Buck, of New York, regretting that he 
was tmable to attend the meeting, and pay- 
ing a high tribute to the work aooomplished 
by die Sanitaiy Oommisaion. 
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A large rliagrani, representing the various 
branches of the Commission, was placed be- 
hind the ]Jatfenn, by of whioh fte 
working of the Commission were explained. 

Dr. Bellows said that tlie most important 
part uf the work wua represented by the 
ladies who fiirnisb the stone end suppliee. 
He al.^o explained the character of the or- 
ganization. The central depot is at Wash- 
ington, whera Hm Boeid holds staled meet- 
ings. 

The Central Cojnmittee, which consists 
of five members, is stationed in this city. 
It had beea finmd neoeiaary to oompoee the 
Committee of men who could meet fre- 
quently, and therefore it was necessary that 
Hliey should reside here. This Committee, 
which has entire charge of the Commiasion 
wheu the Board is iii»t in session in Wash- 
ington, meets daily at three o'clock, lie- 
eenify, two menbera heve beea added, one 
fron Boston and one from Philadelpeia, 
who meet vith the Gomnuttee twice a 
month. 

The General Secretary is the execative 
officer, and lives in New York. He fre- 
quently Tisits the field, and makee himself 
aeqaainted with the woilc perlbrmed, and 
the manner in whioh the officers of the 
(\ttiinji.«JHion perform their duties. The 
bunding Committee also visits the field 
ftom tine to time, and iospeete the work of 
the Commission. The General SeontMj 
reports to the Standing Committee. 

The speaker said that the wisdom and 
skill of the founders of the Commission was 
proved by the fact that it has remained un- ! 
changed since it went into operatian. The 
method and okas npon whieh it was ftmaed 
were carefully designed, aud founded on 
study aud experience ; and there has been ' 
no occasion to alter iUi workiujcs. It is not 
a sentinientsl humane associarton, designed 
to embarrass the work <if the government, 
nor to enervate the soldier, but to encourage 
the mecUesl department of the army, and 
to help the goveramenty the army, and the 
country. 

In speaking of the workings of the Com- 
missioo, the speaker «dd tint it had not 

been the object of the Society to keep itself 
before the people more than was necessary 
to aocompliah its work. He believed thai 
maoh was done by the Commission for 
which the government received the credit, 
and he was willing that the credit of its 
kboit ahottid go to the gofemmeat 
The OonmmnoB ia ttvided uto two de- 



partmeDta, the Eastern and Western, with 
principal depots at Washington and Louis- 
ville. Each departmenff n nader the direo- 
tion of an Associate Secretary, who guides 
and controb the several agents under his 
supervbion. 

Tjie spesker said an experienoed and 
capable man was cdnstantlv employed in 
buying stores for the Commission. In this 
city a eoBsndttee, eoosnting of Messrs. A. 
A. Low, Jonathan Sturges, and W. B Astor, 
cxaniine the financial conditionof the OoBi- 
mi^itiiou at stated periods. * 

Dr. Bellows ezpkined the workings of 
the office in Washington. He said that it 
was opened at daylight, buaine&s commenc- 
ing at seven o'clock, and closing at eleven 
P.M. During the night a servant answered 
the bell, and supplied all proper requisitions. 
From this depot fifteen aruiy posts and 
general hospitals are daily supplied with 
stores. Besides the daily calls from hos- 
pitals, there are at Ica.st one hundred appli- 
cants for individual relief, together with 
philanthropio ladiss who soUdt goods to dis- 
tribute among sick and wounded soldiers. 
£ach of these applicants has to be attended 
to, requiring maeh tiate and labor on the 

J art of those employed by the Commission, 
n addition to the business transacted at the 
Washington office, general iutcUicMince is 
given to stnagers seeking informauon. It 
in fact, a general encyclopedia of mili- 
tary knowledge, to which hotel-keepers aud 
Others direct persons inquiring for regiments, 
brigades, or divisions. Lists are kept of all 
the surgeons in tl>e various departments. » 
There women, wives, fathers, boys, and 
othen, ffo to learn of weir fHends. 

The Home, which is near the railroad 
depot, has several hundred beds, where * 
soldiers who have become separated from 
their oommanda, or for other reasons, having 
no place to sloop, are aooommodated every 
night. There are twenty-five similar Homes 
throughoat the eoantry (although not an 
large), iadnding those in Georgia. 

As many a.^ five hundred persons hav» 
visited the office in Washington during one 
day, on bosiness. 

The speaker explained tho rigor of the 
army regulations, and the dilhculty experi- 
enced by men in obtaining necessary sup- 
pliss, which wore at hand, out whioh ooald • 
not properly be provided according to reg- 
ulations. He said that these restrictions on 
the part of the government were neesesary. 
Dr. Bellovi adM, that if the 0>v^;pf«| by Google 
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bail twice as many officers, aud five timcg 
maoj sapplies, it cotjld not do the work now 
dona by we Sanitary Ooiniiiimoii. 

A lady handed the Bpi\akor a note, asking 
him to give mmc information in respect to 
the salaries paid to the officers of the Com- 
million. 

Dr. T>cl]nws paid tliat tlio rriinniis-iiPii <lid 
not oftca employ volunteer agents, and that 
they did spend a good deu of money on 
aalariea. They mast have men who would 
bp iiTif]pr ri^^i'l Jihciprme, and would perform 
the work required of them. They did it to 
be eeonomioal. The Board reoeived no 
munerutioo, and the lart'o^t salary paid is 
to the General Fccretary, who must be a 
man of ability, uud whose uutiru time is 
giTen to the service. Fortunately, thev had 
t.buH far br'On aldt- t<) cret men for iiiddcrate 
salaries. They employed from two hundred 
to five hundred men at an wmgi of tiro 
dollars a day, less than was paid tO mechanics. 

The addruss of Dr. Bellows was interest- 
ing throughout, and at tiuies elo«|uent. 

At the ehwe of his upeech, the audience 
was addressed by Mrs. Barker, Hospital 
Visitor from Washington, and A. M. Sperry, 
Auxiliary Relief Agent from City Point. 
The meeting was in e?ery respect a success, 
and the dclcfmtps spparated wifh gond cheer 
in the work, r*. tirinL' to their homes renewed 
in apirit and purj»osc hr tntatt work.

cannot dt-ny myself the gratification of a 
brief reference to a lew of the miUtary and 
medieal ofiom whoee hearty eo^»peration 
has rendered it so emineutly successful, 
since without their aid and protection, no- 
thing could have been accomplished. 

To Dr. Ferine, at that time Medical Di- 
rector, wc nre indebted for bringing the 
subject to the attention of the General oom- 
Bumding theDepartraeni, who readily grant- 
ed all necessary orders to protect us m the 
png^eH^inn of the premiaes, and to preveDt 
ail tre»ijipttssiug. 

lOOATION. 

The groands were ohoaan aller a careful 

reronnoisaance of the whole neighborhood, 
in company with Dr. Salter, who was re- 
quested hj Dr. Parine to make the aeleotion. 
A fertile tract waa. fimndy boidered on one 
side by the Tennessee, on one by Citico 
Creek, while a continuous woods from which 
ft fenee eonld rmdUy be made, akiited the 
other fulvH. It was .^hnnTi tl near the town, 
at a point where no military roads were re- 
quired, and when in any possible attack or 
defence of the paat» it was acarceiy poaeible 
hoatile fofoea would ever eroes it 

TOOLS. 

As soon as the ^"onndgt were selecfed, 
details were furnishud on the orders of Maj. 
Got. Steedman, then Post Commandftllt^ to 
fence and work it. Tic antliorized us to re- 
plenish our atock of toob by impressments 
nom the oonntry, and the tools thus 
gathered were promptly repaired, and others 
made to order by Cn'pt. H. M. Smith, 
Quartermaster in charge of Government 
ahopa. 

HOBSia. 

When in the early stages of the enter- 
prise, the wiint of horses .aeemed likely 
to cause an entire abandunujeut of the 
workf permission was obtained to select 
Rnch as might be madr serviceable, from 
the corrals of disabled animals, and theae 
under eaMlhl tveatneut ao improved thftft 



ftU the work haa been done hy then, and at 

the close of the season, we have seventeen ser- 
viceable animals, any one of which ia worth 
more than they all were when taken from 
the corral, trough the assistance of Capi. 
Clark, Quartf^rmnster for the b - -l itals, we 
obtained these animals and forage fur them, 
and tew feeeifod wnetamt and afanoat 
<bl^y mnttauee whieh was indispeneaUe to * 
Buooaaa. 

<X>NVAI.F.srENT8. 

To Drs. Cloak and Salter, euccessiTely 
Medical IMreetora of the Peat, we were in- 
debted Tor constant favors; and in the n»i<!st 
of the season when details could not other- 
wise be procured for the necessary care of 
the crops, tibrougb the kindneaa oftlieae ^ 
officers, arrangements were made to send 
convalescents from the hospitals for light 
duty at the gardens, who went into ft tem- 
porary convalesoeut camp, were worked as 
they were able to work, fed freely upon 
vegetables, gradually iuurcd to exercise and 
expoanre, and after ft few weeks, forwarded 
to their regiment", better fitted to endnre • 
the hardships of the eamn, than if thej had 
been aent weedy fttm tiie hoq;»itai«. 

To all of these officers, to the eommand- 
ing officers of the colored troops, and to 
many others, have we been indebted for 
that oonatant aaaiatanee, without which the 
work could not have been prosecuted, and "* 
which has been uniformly rendered with 
that hearty ^ood will, and with such cz- 
pre^ions of mtenet in the work as proved 
that its value wn-^ fully appreciated. 

Copiea of reports made to the Medical 
IMreetor of the Peat, from the Snrgeeue in 
charge here, have already been forwarded 
to yon, and the tiiblo enclosed will show 
yuu the aggregate issues from the garden, 
a good aupply of winter radishes and tnr> 
ni[is yet remaining to be gathered. 

We have furnished aeeds for several 
regimental, brigade, and headquarter gar- 
dens, and in iomo inatanoea, toola for thdr 
onitiTfttion. 

PICJtLK^. 

The pickles we are mukang at the rooms 
from the unripened tomatoea, after aendiag 

t^ the hospitals all that could be put up 
there, would sell in any of the Northern 
markets for more than the entire cost of the 
gardens, while the cash Tftlue of the veget^ 
bir- i^-'ued, estimated at a price 1' than 
one-half the rates charged by citizens, who 
hftve peddled their TegetdUm during the 
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SMsoD, i^, a.s jou will ne» orer t66,000| 

M liich in a pecuniary point of view maj bd 
taken as (ha profits of the enterprise. 

PLAN OF DISTRIBUTION. 

The vegetables were distributed on the 
principle that tlie sick and woanded in hot- 
pital should be first sapplied, than tbafc all 
the sick and convjilescent out of hospital 
should be reached, and whatever surplus 
there should be si any tisDe after these de> 
mands were met, should be distributed to 
all the troops in and alKmt Chattanooga. 
As opportunity offered, occa.sioQal supplies 
ipsre sent dmrrag the campaign to the hos- 
pitals toward the front, but of neoeisitf | the 
most of them were distributed here. 

The value of thc^e issues is not to be 
sstimstcd in dollars and osBls. The tot 
woiindi'd brought to ChattanfK>jra were fop- 
lied on the d^ of their arrival with 
frssh ^^^{etablee nom the garden, tntk 
thtt tine dsily issues, Sundays exesptsdl, 
haTe been made throughout the season ; 
while during mooh oi the time no vegeta- 
Usseosld posriUy hsve besn ohtsiiiM if 
this source of supply had not existed. And, 
as by univer!»al testimony, a generous sup- 
ply of vegetable food is indispensable to the 
leeofer y of the «ek and wosndsd, who^ 
during an active campaign, have been sup- 
plied only with the ordinary portable 
rations, the restored h^th of many soldiers, 
and the IItss of May actually saved, should 
be taken as the net profits of the work. 
For the value of this return, there is no 
possihis pseniisfT estiimls. Let the wift 
or mothsr, or children of the sohUsr who 
has been restored to them in health, esti- 
mate if possible the value of the supple- 
mental aid, widHmt whieh the best atteiH 
tion and the highest skill might have proved 
unavailing, and his retom have beeooM im- 
possible. 

For this year Uie work of the gardens is 
nearly finished. Most of the ground ha.s 
beeu plowed for spring planting, and the 
men are repairing the tods and patting 
evtfythMg in older fat sariy work. 

OARDENEB. 
Mr. Wills, the gardoer, has labored with 
untiring energy, has taken a commendable 
pride in the garden, and has aebisved » 
saeoess worthy of lii^ efforts. His hssd- 
quarters are a niotlel of taste, commanding 
a view of the greater part of the srounds, 
and sre eieoted upon a symsMtruHu Indian 
moand, tiie slopes and top of whioh have 



boMi eoirered with a profosion of flowers. 

Its beauty ha.s commanded the admiration 
of every visitor, and the demand for the 
gardener's papers of seed for flowers, have 
been exoeoMcf only by the deasaiid lor his 
vegetables. 

A report of the yisld of the garden, and 
copies of the reports from the surgeons in 
charge of the hospitals here, liavc boon 
forwarded to General Thomas, and 1 doubt 
not he will authorize the continuance of 
the mA anoUier year, if this point is to be 
occupied as a military post. 

The experience of thi.s fiea.>»on satisfies me 
that such gardens are both economical and 
indispensable, ud that the convalescents of 
the army, if properly orj^anized, could be 
made available for the cultivation of vege- 
tables sufficient for the entire desttttds 
during the summer, and with gtvA beBeftt 
to the healthand habitaof the men.

EXCHANGE OF PRISONERS AT RED BIVEB. 
m JOHN brt\ £N£i, JK. 

New OuLBAXs, 1 
aei.25, 1664./ 

Dr. Gko. a. Blake, 

Di;Aa SiB : — At the iuvitatioQ of Col. 
Bwigbt, ComioiHsioner of Exchange, I left 

in the steiuaer St. Marys for Red River, 
lauding on the 2I«t iust. My boxes had an 
u;>.«ortuivut of articles, suuh as btimulants, 
milk, beef stock and farina, with reading 
mutter and many ntlu-r thinp? which would 
be acceptable to men who hud tarried long 
in rebeldom, where they entered scantily 
furui:$hcd on account of sndden captnrQ, 
and whorf tboy lived six month" or more, 
without any additions in the way of comforts. 

We had nome one hnndred and Bftj well 
clothed and well filled rebtU, who evidently 
had eiijo} ed their stay io the city, even if it 
had been forced. 

Rcacliing the mouth of the Red River 
late Saturday evrniiiL:, it wns not till next 
nioruiug that we were able t<j coiuuianicate 
wiih the rebel oommissioneni, and id>ont 
noou, two of oj/r late steamers came down 
til ■ river with the white flag at the "fore," 
ai^ii the red and white euaigu aft. 

A baud, playing Bonnie Bine Flag, 
worked a re-^ponse from our ( xi iirsion boat, 
which joined us, M ith General McGinnis, 
from Morganzia, in the way of all cood 
national airs, which were sweet music indeed 
to the crowd of |" nn-. dirty, rii<:i;td creatures 
that crowded their decks, and wbo^e ears 
had too long been accustomed tothwr hate- 



ful tunes. Real good Anglo-Saxon hurrahs 
would fill the air, contrasting pleasantly with 
the rebel yell which one has to hear to 
appredate. 

The preliminary forms having bi on at- 
tended to, the exchanges were made, and 
those who had suffered a long imprisonment 
were free once more.

1%e color bearer of the 48tli Ohio, many 
of whose regiment wore captured at Mans- 
field, had, when surrounded, stripped his 
flag from the staff, and secreted it around 
hi^^ liody. When in the stockade in Texas, 
it being rumored amoncr the rebels that 
such was the case, a diligent search was 
made for it, but our men had shrewdly -» 
buried it. After resting some time in rebel 
soil it was dug up, and only slifrhtly soiled, 
and stitched into the jacket ot uue of the 
captains, under the lining, and thus it 
pas.'iod yV.s captivity. On the way down thp 
river the men secretly made a tiug-stafl, so 
that the very instant they stepped on boud 
onr boat, after the exchange, they drew out 
from it« Ioul' liidinjr pfece their good old 
flag, spreading it to the breeze. The effect 
ean m imagined better than described; 
shouts, yells of defiance, and tears of joy 
followed, with no doubt many thank«Lrivin;js 
to God lor 11 ib mercy iu thus sparing them, 
to witness this triumph. 

Most of the men, pbysically. wore in 
good condition, ^me dozen or nuire were, 
however, raffining from chroaie dianrbma, 
and my attention was soon directed to them. 
Some hot broth and fsfimulaiitH relieved 
them, but death had marked several for his 
own. One died in a few hours. There was 
no regular medical attendance at thoir place 
of confinement, and although not as cruel 
as in some other places, yet there was more 
neglect than humanity would allow. A 
great mntiy bad died of pcnrvy, and no 
means had been taken to prevent it As 
for clothing, there was not a whole deoent 
garment in the crowd. Most were not even 
protected sufficiently for the f^enson. As 
soon as we were settled, 1 had pails of milk 
punch ready for those who seemed ex- 
nausted, which with soft crackers, M'as rel- 
ished much. Getting a sergeant there, we 
diatribntedouionstotbediffereatmeasea. On 
our way home opened a box of new.<pupcra, 
mi^zines, and a bundle of Testaments, with 
other little books, which were grecdilv 
; also writing paper, euTclopes and 
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peng; so that nil could send home the good 
tidings of their deliveranoe. 
Ammt 4 p.m. on Mond«j we landed onr 

motley crowd at New Orloan,-, whcio tin y 
were cared for by the officers of the depart- 
ment.

With seven other agents of the Sanitary 
Commiasiun, I started on Thursday, Odo- 
ber 27, for Fortress Monroe. Arrived there 
Friday afternoon, not knowing where we 
were coiug; or for wh:it pnrpo.^c. Wn were 
there told that our destination was Savan- 
nah Biver; that we were all to go on differ- 
ent ships, each taking a qu&utity of Sanitary 
Comm!?!«*!nn stores on board, to be issued to 
oar prisoners, on their return to Annapolis. 

On Tneaday, Norember 1, we Teo^ved 
orders to go on board the different ships 
with our stf>rcs. so as to he in rradinp^s to 
Start at uuy time. We then divided ihu 
Stores, giving to each one a share propor- 
tionate to thf /lY.a of tht! ve.'i.st l ou wliit h ho 
was ordered, and in a short time 1 found 
myself on board the Gm. Sedgwick, 

Arrived at Port Royal on Saturday, No- 
vember 12. On the 1 5th we went to Beau- 
fort, came back to Port Royal the 17th. 

On Sunday, Norember 20, we started 
xrith the whole fleet r>r the point of ex- 
change io the Savannah iliver. Opposite 
Fort Tnlaskl the river is filled with sunken 
vessels; no ships have passed above this 
obstruction till within a few weeks By 
means of a skillful pilot we passed it in 
safbty, and aitired at Venus Foint, where 
the exchange is taking place. 

I went on board the Netc York (which 
was then receiviug our prisoners) and there 
witnessed a scene of mbery beyond any- 
thinL' T ever ennceiveJ. Many of our nieu 
were unable to walk. Most of them were 
barefooted, many of them witbont under- 
clothing, and their thin, wasted f >rni.'' were 
covered with dirt and vermin. When they 
found themselves on our vessels, their eyes, 
before without eapr ea rion, were lighted np 
with now brilliancy; it seemed like the 
dawning of a new existence to them. When 
the hard-tack and coffee were given them, 
they were wild with joy, ana each vied 
with the other in the quantity ho eould 
dispose of. Althougli it was with pain we 
witnessed their mi&<;ry, yet a fecabg of 
happiness, that I have seldom befon expe- 



rienced, cnmc over me on seeing their sof- 
ferings iu a measure aUcviated. 

We expected to get our load the next 
d:iy, but (lid not until Tuesday. Xovcmher 
22. 1 bad my stores placed wbere 1 would 
have access to them easily, and about noon 
we received iSve hundred men, and started 
at 2 p M. for the North, huviti^z on board a 
surgeon, to whom 1 reported as directed. 
We had a strong wind in onr ihvor and 
went aloui,' very fust; were soon out to sea. 
T <;nve out 40 bkmkL ts, and by the Snrjjeon's 
direction a lurj^e (juantit^- of Government 
blankets ; also gave out numbers of tin-cups. 

Wednesday, November 'I'A, awoke very 
sick, the vessel rolling and pitching ter- 
ribly. T went toxmtd, and tfie mate and 

1, with ei .dit mOU detiulod tO help US, iind tlie 
e<tok, raised some stores from the hold. 
The men were then given a breakfast of 
army bread and ooffee. I then brought op 
a quantity of canned milk and toniato<'s, 
and pve them to the cook. For dinner 
they were given meat, pickles and " San. 
Com. sonp,'* as they oslled it, made of 
tomatoes, onion«, nirnt and cracker*. No- 
thing tasted so good to them a.H pickles and 
vinegar. Daring the day I gave out the 
shirtSf -socks, slippers and .other goods. 
Kvery man who received these articles was 
in a very destitute condition, iu liict almost 
naked. I abo gave oat oonsiderabte medi" 
cine, Hfjjuor, &c., according to the surgeon's 
directions. Went to bed as soon as dark ; 
was completely exhausted, having eaten 
nothing daring the day; was soon rocked 
to sleep. 

Tbunday awoke quite refreshed ; found 
the storm had abated. The men were 
mostly well and feeling in good spirits. I 

made the ar<|n;io>':inco of a great many 
prisoners j una many a tale of hair-Lreudth 
escapes, recaptures, rebel cruelty and in* 
tense suffering was told. Many were intel- 
ligent men, who appreciated the service 
of the Commi-ssion highly. They said that 
one-third of the stores sent them, reached 
those for whom they were do'siirned, the 
balance is given to those in rebel hospitals. 
The sea was perfectly calm during the rest 
of the voyage over, and the men seemed to 
enjoy it very much. 

Friday, had a b«iauiifui ride up the hay. 
The day passed off nearly the same as 
before. Arrival at Annnp.di.s at 2 o'clock 
A.M. Went to the wharf at 7, and imme- 
diately commenced landing the men. All 
WOK given new clothes; aid, except eighty 
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who were carried to the hospital on stretdl* 
•n, were marobed to Gemp FlMrole.

I at once comraonced to investigate the 
matter, for the purpuae of securiu^ the pa- 
tients their pay, if poanble, which they 
need very much, a.s many of them have 
familioB dependent upon the small monthly 

fttinoe they reodve from the GoTemment 
first applied to the Paymaster in charge 
of the Department at New York, who re- 
ferred me to the Paymaster's statement at 
Alhany. He inlbnned me that the Hedieal 



Officer at Buffalo, had not furnished the 
Pay Department with rolls on which to 
make a payment. Having received this io- 
fonnation, I aent Mr. Btown to BnflUo to 
investigate the matter there. He was 
treated very courteously by the Medical 
Officer iu charge of the hoopital, who aa* 
annd him that meaanres should be taken to 
insure a speedy payment of the patients in 
bis char^i and gave him every facilitv for 
taking the eases of thow who elaimed baek 
pay, for which we obtain certiGeates that 
will enable the men to be mustered for all 
the pay due them. The result of our inrei- 
tigation has been Tery aatiafkctory, and the 
prospects are now, that the soldiers there 
will no longer have reason to complain as 
hevetofinre*

We were t.l)li>rt il 
to reumiu there until Tuesday, JSot. 1, 
#heii I received a permit from Lieut. OoL 
Mulfon), Assistant Agent for Exchimge, to 
prorcod with SiUiitary supplies to lltlton 
Head, S. C, on Luuid steamer Kana/k. 
(The other agents were same day assigned 
to diffiaxent vcHela of the fleet lying on the 
fort.) 

We remained off Forfcraei Monroe till 
Tneeday, Nov. 8, when we started for Hil- 
ton Head, at which placp we arrived Satur- 
day, Nov. 12. By SuDday ail the transports 
were anebored at Hilton Head. When we 
arri ved at the furthest point of our expedi- 
tion, — the place for the exchange — Col. 
Molford came aboard the Kanark, and in- 
formed us that a rebel flag of truce boat 
would be down with jiri^cmrs Saturday, 
A.M., Nov. 26, and that the Kanark would 
baTO the finrt boat 

We were much cheered to see the men 
tiH they canio in the rebel boat Saturday 
Uiuruing, and when thuy giive ihrce hearty 
eheeni for onr tiai; a^ they parsed some of 
thp ves-sels. Tln-y hault-d up alongside of 
the atar of the ^uth. The men were therQ 
vaahed, pot aboard the Oretcmt^ elothed, 
and by Sunday noon, over 500 of them 
wore aboard tin" Kan, irk. In the afternoon 
of Sunday wc were underway. The men 
were pot voder charge of a eergeaat, who 
iuirncdiatcly fornicd them into messes. My 
work soon began ; and while their first meal 
was being prepared I distributed 400 haod- 
kerchiei's and 100 toweb. The oraeken, 
onioiis and pickles werp open to the men. 
At first they received pickles and onions at 
measea, but when we saw thirt there were 
sick who needed them so much more 
than tbo others, thoy were irivon to thi-ni. 
The steward asaistcd me iu giving out the 
irine and condensed milk prepared for them 
to drink, ns also the onionfi and }ii<-kli's 
He worked very energetically among them, 
though snfiering from aea riekneaa. The 
aupply of wine, picklea and onions wae raf- 
fiotent to the time we reached Anaapolia. 



1 iMo«t of the men were in a good condition 
I when we arrived at Annapolis. Some few 
I were badly attacked with scurvy and diar- 
I rlin a. Socks, drawers and blankete were 
distributed among them as needed.

Since tny last rop'.rt we li.ivt^ hiul some of 
the most intcredtiog aod difficult labors to 
perform that I luiTej«k leen in the Coin- 
misision's Borvico. Up to Oetober 22, the 
wounded hnve been coming in ftmall num- 
bers, at DO time exceeding three hundred, 
and I foand on ezamioatioa that the Medi- 
cul Dt'p;irtiii< iit was fully prop iml tu re- 
ceive them. But on the 22d a train of 
wounded came in without notice. There 
was not room in the hospitals for nearly all of 
them, and they had to be placed iu privnte 
fiuuilies. Many of these not having sup- 
plies for tneh a nnrnW, eame to tbe Oom- 
mission for tea, coffee, crackers, clothing, 
bcddine, and such other thinc^ we had. 
I ifltiuud freely to all in need, accoidiug to 
tlM nomber and their wants. The familiee 
were surprised; and I have Bincc luard 
•ereial of the oittMUJi and soldierg express 
adndradoD that tbe Sanitary OoramissioD 
was ancb au institution, and able to do 
BO much. October 23, another train of 
wounded arrived. With the valuable as- 
•iatanoe of Mr. Qaail, whoeame on duty this 
day {If* Ttelief Agent, we were enabled to 
furnish refreshments to all. On the 2f)th, 
27kh, 28th, and the Slst, more arrived, uad 
each time were put directly on the cars and 
forwarded, part to rmulM rl md.part to Balti- 
more, the same night of their arrival.

Two days an 
officer came in from " Oin pirin CroH.Hing," 
stating that his own brigade are suffering 
most intensely' for the want of shoes, blan- 
keta, Boeks, mittena and nnderelothbg. If 
this statrmcnt is correct not rme-tenlh of 
thotie men have any other cover but their 
india rubber blanketa. I have deapatehed 
an agent to the spot with blankets and a 
small number of woolen shirtfi. drawers and 
other help to tho extent of my ability.

&£LI£f 10 WOUNDED &£B£L 80LDIZS8 IS 

Vwn the report of Hr. J. V. Hammer, 
Field Agent of the Commiaaion in the 19th 

Army Corps, dated Winchester, Va., No- 
vember 18, 1864, we take the f lluwing in- « 
ttTe-itin'!' noennnt of aid rondored to rebel 
soldiers lying wounded outside our lines. 

On the evening of the ITfh word was ^ 
brought to Acting buperinteiidtut »Seaver 
at Winchester, by the Provt-wt Marghall of 
the 10th Arroy(\>rps, Capt. X. C. Tnwood, 
that a body of these men were lying in a f 
very destitute condition one and one>half 
miles beyond our picket lines at Newtown, 
Va. Capt. Inwooa requested aid fi>r thorn 
and promised an escort sufRcioui to protect 
the atoree and men in reaching the town. 

Accordingly our a^xmis and ihe Sanitary 
Commission wagon, with an assortment of 
stores, started the next morning for the lOA 
Army Corps headquarters, uhere they weie 
joined by Capt. Inwood and the escort. 
I Reaching Newtown they found the men, 
' eighteen in number, quartered in a ehureh, 
in charge of one of their own lurgeons, Dr. 
Cnrter. They were all j^cverely woundcdi 
many having amputated iimbs. Their con- 
dition, as represented byOapt Inwood, waa 
found to be one of tne utmost distrefs. 
The object of the visit was made known to 
Dr. Carter by Mr. Hammer, and our asnat- 
ance proffered. No notice of the intended 
relief bad been sent, nor had it been ex- 
pected. It came as a sadden surprise. 
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The surpeon -in -charge " could hardly give 
expression by wordd, of his gratitude to the 
CoramiiMon for its timelj aid;" and the 
men, "witli iiinisttnL-i] oyt-s," joined in 
grateful thaoks lor the relief thus brought. 
Stores were left with them, and the |iurty 
letamed in safety to Winchester. 

It is thus that our Dohlt^ Cuiiiinission en- 
deavors to curry on its work of mercy, ful- 
iffiog the law of Christy uniiiofTed by the 
spirit of revenge that cries out for " retali- 
ation."

At 
Vicksburg fouml .Mr. J. G. Brown, who 
has a good aapplj of niofit kinds of stores. 
He is an cnrnrsi, faithftil worker, and rnjovi^ 
the full cootideQce of the military aud niedi- 
«al snthoritifls. The troops at Vieksburg 
are in far the best condition of any tbal 1 
have ffiund in this department. The same 
la true of llic hospitals. The McPherson 
hospital, Surgeon Edwin Powell, in all its 
arrariixcmcnt-;, police, and general manage- 
ment, comes nearest to my own ideas of a 
"perfect ho^ital" A billiard table, de- 
voted exetwivdj to the f lie cstab- 
liflhmont, a gymnasium fitted in all tlie 
necessary appliances, for the uj»e ot all the 
mmatea, and a well seleoted and yalnable 
library, add miuAi to the health and comfort 
of the patients. The light diet kite hen. 
under the charge of a lady from Kalama- 
100, Michigan, furnishes all the rcquirenicnts 
in that line. The "fund" nut only keeps 
the hospital clear of debt, but enables the 
antgeon to buy nearly everything necessary. 

BUTTBR. 

One thing only is absolutely required, 
which cannot be purchased, and that is butter 
This article of diet is not so much a luxury 
aa a nectmity. Experience prorea it to be 
«)iie of tilt' iii'ist perfect rc-tnr;itive8 that can 
be given convalescents, while in cases of 
die^aa^ of the lungs, and suppurating 
wounds, it is invaluable. Wherever 1 go, 
butter is nskod for, and I am of the opiniiin 
that for hospital use, no one article is more 
vatoable. At Yiekabnrg I found Mrs. 
Governor Harvey, of Wiscon.sin. She de- 
votes her whole time and 'mean.'' to the 
soldiers, by whom she is regarded with luve 
and veneration. While I was in her room 
a poor rmat-'i itcJ ereafnre came in, who was 
going home on a furlough, which she had 
pfoeored him. A few kind words, a quilt 
to keep him warm, and a graemback in hta 



hand to purchase any little lu.xury Tie might 
want, and he .started home wttii a tear in 
ey&j and a blessing on his lips.

* * * 1 have taken ciccnsion ujiou this 
trip, as I have frequently heretofore, to look 
into the worldngi of that huge benevolent 
aaaoaution, the United States Saiiitary (km- 
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From Vicksburg I proceeded to Natchez. 
Here I found one ho.<;pitul, with 1 18 patients, 
poorly pr ivii!r<l fiu- iu ai tir!. > n{ diet. There 
are but few white troops there, but a large 
force of colored. Wbilo I was there a ai^uaid 
of soldiers, hehinging to the 29th Indiana 
Volunteers, came to the Sanitary Commis* 
sion rooms, asking for shoes, socks, and 
shirts. TlMse men had been sent from 
Morganza, on a scontinL' expedition, and 
were in a destitute condition. Several of 
them were barefoot and ragged. There was 
no way in which they could draw from 
government, boin:^ nn iL ljiclsed service. 
Their wants were fully supplied, and they 
left on another soout, with ebeers for the 
Sanitary Commission. Finding what was 
needed there, Mr. Marsh, agent of Western 
Sanitary Commission at Natchez, accom- 
panied me to Vieksbaig, and I gave him a 
smiill stock of stored' to take Icick with him. 
Natchez is so small and unimportant a post, 
that I think an agent is not required there, 
a.s Mr. Marsh will act for us, the m <t per- 
fect harmony and good feeling existing be- 
tween the two Commi.Hsions. At Good- 
rich's Landing, Milliken's Bend, and one 
or twu nfhcr minor post>. the want of vege- 
tables is great. Mr. Brown made a ship- 
ment to some of tbois points while I was 
there, and will attend to the wants of all. 
There is pro.'^.sing demand forwi vilon shirts, 
under shirts, aud socks. Can ^ou not send 
some f The atoek of cotton shirts is ample. 
I wrote you some time since that "Mr. 
Carpenter had gone up White River with 
a large invoice." I told him if possible, 
to go to Fort Smith.'' L- r'ers received 
from him show that the Arkan.«)i8 River 
had so risen, that he could procevd there. 
" He has done so, and taken all the goods 
! with him." I rejotoe that it wus so Mr. 
Grant will leave on the fir^t boat, with 
stores for the mouth of White River, aud 
an invoioe will be sent to Helena in a day 
or two. 
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BUflrion. I find it u vbiquitoag, as humane, 
tfi cliaritablp, ns Hfe-^nvins:, as indiFpcnsable

iU presence is felt. Every lin>pit:il tmin, 
whose easy beds and rapid transit save un-

wounded heroes, rattles its praises. Elverj 
long delayed letter, rctauierl for want of a 
pre-pay ment of sufficient postage at home, 
wben it reaches the weaiy and ]MWi6*riok 
soMiir at the far off "front,** Mldofsed 
" Paid by U S. Sanitary Cnnimi««ion," tell* 
of its ever wutchi'ul care for the uuUuu'h de- 
fendefB. Let tho.ac who have contributed 
to the support of this nolfle Coraniission 
fee! aaeured that their ooutributions fulfill 
their object. I baye icen many applica- 
tions of the contributions of the people of 
Huron (^ounty and other loealitirs, and 
KNOW that they have been honestly, justly, 
and wisely nae^ to the end for which they 
have been ■;i\eii. The members and agents 
of the Clommissioo are live, earnest, work- 
ingy Ohristian men; men who have huc- 
seeded in lifs in their own Inisincss n i 
who -ire not, ponpequently, cmri^ed in the 
work to gain a livelihood, but through 
patriotic and charitable motiTCs.

the mi<ldlc of a suinmcr'a work at Chatta- 
nooga, and is a very pleasant one when spent 
on these breezy heights, to send you some 
of my impressions of the Sanitary Commis- 
sion work. ^ 

In the fint plaee although I expected to 
find that the Comjniss'on was doing a great 
work anion i: the soldiers, 1 was not prepared 
for the oxteut to whkh it seems to be re- J( 
garded as a regular oraneh of the lerrice, 
and to have in its cure the comfort and even 
the life of the sick and wounded. I have 
talked with many priyate aoldicrs on the ^ 
snhjcot, sometimes without making known 
; my own relations to the Commi-sion, and 
although some have grumbled at what they 
believed to be its abuses, I have- tbuud 
scarcely any one who has not given iteredit 
for being essential to the anny. 

A very intelligent corporal, who had no 
other interest in the Commission than as a 
former recipient of its bounty, having been 
lately discharged from the service, ex pressed 
to me his own views and what he believed 
to be the views of all who had properly 
considered the subject. " As long as a man 
is doing full duty in his company the gov- 
ernment usually takie Aill cere or him, but 
as 5!oon as he .,rnps nut of the miiks from 
sickness or wounds, be is thrown upon the 
Sanitary CkHnmisdon. He is clothed hastily 
in the Mid bos^pital from the Sanitary stores, 
he lies upon a Sanitary bed and whatever 
he receives that a sick man can possibly eat 
or drink comes from the same conroe. As 
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tho hospital armnffcmeota now are, not ooe 
ui tM of AflM Wiio wm vMorer oouM do 
ao withoat the Sanitary Commission. But 

because it issues on the rcquif:ition of 3ur- 
and other officors, instead of distnbu- 
tiDg at onee to the pfttioats, tbe litter aup- 
poao thut everything is furuished by their 
own comTn!^«arr, nnd thny abuse thn Com- 
miasion while ucccpilug its favors wiihout 
kooving it." I myself have known tbe 
mofit blatant grumblers go off crestfallen on 
being ahown the mark of some Soldiers' Aid 
Sootetj on the clothing which thoy were 
weuiDg. 

The question is often nsked whctlnT the 
Commission is not doing much that govern- 
ment oagbt tu do, ftod wbicb its iDOom* 

ratent officers have lu^^^lrcted, True there 
as been some of this, but it ^rows le?s 
every day. l>ut whatever goverumfuluugitt 
to do there is much wbich it leaves to tbe 
8anit;irv, which will not done without it, 
and which the army cannot spare. What- 
ever is \mt or converted to unworthy uses, 
tbe soldiers themselves have told me that 
they considorcd lo bo nmply repaid bj tbo 
good accomplished by the rest. 

YisitorB who have been staggered on fimt 
coming down here by tbe apparent conGrm- 
atian of unfavorable reports, have afterwards 
^d,as indeed many soldiers tell them, that 
there is no deportment nnder strictly govern- \ 
niL'ut managouRnt in which the loss is not 
greater. 1 have never felt so keenl j ri^ now 
the necessity of supporting the CommiiMiuu 
promptly and Ubenuly.

On tbesecond day nf June the wounded 
bcj^Mn to nrrivf, atui sfriii:^' hnnrj work 
ahead, the cargo of the Kent was discharged 
into tlie Hob<»en, and tbat steamer left for 
Baltimore, t aiiotli* r supply of needed 
article**. A purtMii of th<- I'^Hzahoth was 
set apart lur tlie better accommodation and 
feeding of tbe BeUef Agents and nur^s 
whose recent arduous l;ihnrg at Fredericks- 
burg, Belle Plain, and Port Royal, Va., had 
abown the imperative necessity of exercis- 
ing more oaro tovard them in Uwir liwd 



and resti both as a matter of economy and 
jnstioe. Tbe vrritw of tiieee papers was 
honored with the position of Purveyor, a 
part of the duties pertain injr to that office, 
being the providing of food and lodging for 
all persons eonneeted with the Sanitary 
Commi.ssion at the water base of the Army 
of tlie Potomac. I may say in passing, that 
necessiluu^ ca."=e3 hourly arose thereafter 
wbiob eansed the Director finally to instruct 
I me to limit the lilessings of feeding and 
resting needy soldiers and civilians to the 
extent only of the mpaoity of poa^e ae- 
commodation. It sbonld here be under- 
stood thnt no case was admitted unless the 
need was proveni and then only on tbe 
order of some responsible ofiev in tbe ser> 
vice of the Government or of the Commis- 
sion, n? I shall have ocrasion to refer again 
to this branch, I will not enlarge now. 
AB&IVAL or WOVSTtm. 

On Tbnrsdaj, June 8, the wonuded ar- 
rived hv fhou^iinds, and thank (lod, our 
force was lully prepared for them. The 
field was takeu divided by Government 
officers in sneh oases, and relief stations 
with proper Fupplip?, ?ct np nr*nr each bri- 
gade iiospital, to which were attached 
dressera of wonnds, relief agent^^, &e. Tha 
Directors in this work. Hon. Frank B. Pay, 
and Dr. Jiiscpli Pariisli. pitchfd tlif^ir tents m 
central iucatiuus on the ticld of operations, the 
better to supervise tbe work. To facilitate 
thtf obtaining of necessary supplies, a lar^e 
tent WH? erected at a convnnient point, to 
which stores were drawn irum the boats. 
So if a hospital steward needed a bandagOi 
instead of makirip: out a f >iriial rei juisition, ^ 
and running down to the boat of the Sani- 
tary Commission, and there awaiting his turn, 
involving the waste of perhaps two hours, 
he simply had to mn to the next tent, 
where he was known to he what ho repre- 
sented himself, and not a bandage alone, 
but every article that could comfort or as- 
sist the patient, was to be had for the askintr ; 
and when the stores of tho brigade tents 
failed, they were replenished horn tbe largo 
j supply tent alluded fo. 'I'lms was the work 
j sy.stematized, and our whole force busied 
I themselves from early dawn until far into 
i the night of June 3. Similar scenes greet- 
ed us to those that wera Fitnessed at Fort 
lloyal. 

TRANSPOKTATION. 

Those dreadful army wagons witbont 
springs, as nsnal shook out tbe life from 
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manj a brave boy, bat tbere seemed no 
help for it at tliusc times and phoes. 
One poor fulliiw I >h:tll tu'vi r for^^ct, as T 
saw him with both bands amputated at the 
wrists, and part of his fkoe broken in by a 
shell, being led to the hospital boat by an 
elderly gentleman, an Agent of the U. S. 
Sanitary (^ouiinis'^ion ; be looked sopiteoufily 
thankful for the favor. When at eleven 
o'clock P.M., the Kelief V.or\>-i returned to 
the boat for refreshments and rest, each and 
all expressed devout thanks that not one 
had been omitted wbo needed aasislanoe. 

XNOXDSNTB. 

Many were the inoidenti narrated tt these 

repasts from the experience of the agents. 
On the occasion referred to, T distinctly re- 
member two, one was that of a MasMohu- 
setts man who was severely wonnded in the 

throat, BO that he could take no nourish- 
ment, and was oulyeasy while in an Tipriuht 
position. One of our uurncs duvutAjJ his 
whole time and attention to the poor fellow 
whili- he iieeloil it. The Soldier derived 
great comfort from a photograph of a family 
group, consisting of himself, his wife and 
three children ; in looking upon the shadows 
of those he loved his eyes cxpre?^sed what 
bis tongue could not ; bis spirit s departure 
was sweet ; he motioned the nurse to moisten 
his ])archcd lips, placed the picture within 
the folds of his inner garment, and laying 
bis head on the shoulder of bia attendant 
he expired. The other incident wis that of 
some colored men who were awaiting a 
pas«a|;o fn>in the White House. Seeing 
the difficulty many of the poor wounded 
had in resohing the boat^ 1 . i ooured 
♦ wheelbarrows and volunteered their r . ici s 
to carry some of the slij'htlj wounded ones 
thereto, and they did^aUatttserrioe both in 
leading and carrying, on that occasion. Be- 
fore the lute repast alluded to was finisheri, 
the new.s was brought us that the van of a 
train bearing eight thousand more of the 
woauded hud arrived, and thut more help 
mu.st be sent into the field. To add to the 
troubles of the occa.sion a fierce ruin storm 
had set in. However, a few of th^>.<e who 
were really li n Ji ned to the work, volun- 
teered, while the rest were urged to rest in 

S reparation for the work of the following 
ay. This day's issues of supplies was the 
largest of any previously chronicled ii> the 
history of the U. S. Sanitary Comniis-sion, 
and exceeded that of any day during the 
ever memorable struggle at Qetfgrsborg.

In pursuance of iastmetione of the 

County Council held at Montrose, on the 
18th of October, the following summary of 
what has been done by the different Aid 
SociatlM of the Conn^, for the Sanitary 
Commission hus been prepared. The delay 
has been unavoidable, as some of the im- 
portant reports were received only n few 
days since. A few societies have been un- 
able to report by reason of the loose manner 
ill which their accounts have been kept. 
Deaths, aiokness, and removal, are the true 
rea.'sous in most cases, of t:u>]y or imperfect 
reports. A large number have sent in com* 
plete returns oontaining fist of all articles 
forwarded, with estimated cash value, while 
some have sent complete lists with cash 
value of only a part, or the cash value of 
all that had been done, with only a partial 
list of arfii li i. Sonic have given only a 
list of articles, and others only the cash 
▼sine. This summary, therefore, though 
unavoidably imperfect, is the best that can 
be prepared from such data as obd now be 
obtained.

Many of onr ottiiens have most nobly 
seconded their cffints; Bome have done but 
little, while a large number have done al- 
most nothing. Let no lover of his country 
who reads this report, fiil to help these 
women." The call for aid is now, and must 
for sometime be urgent. Let every one 
who ran, do something, and the slmoners of 
our benefactif'iis will be forced to cry, 
"hold, enou-:h !" Till that time^may there 
be no lack of giving or doing.

I have endeavored to familiarize myself 
with each aud all, by engaging them in con- 
Tersation as to their previous history, con- 
nections, &e., and have beeti vcrv inu -h 
pleased with the infolliircneo display*' 1 hy i 
aonte, and gratified by the reapeotful, as 
well aa grateful demeanor of«aU. I find it 
both pleases and cheers them to find an in- 
terested listener to their relations, and I 
thiuk lends to dissipato to a considerable 
extent the depresmun of spirita oonaeqaetit 
upon sicknc'^'' nnd :ih>eDce from friends, 
and juat to the same exteat beipa to pro- 
mote their recovery. While their patience 
vnder aufferiog ia most exemplary, on no 
single ofnision have I seen anything like 
impertinence iu their mauuer or coarseness 
in their expretiaiona. As fiiot is said to 
be stranger than fiction, I have listened to 
the recitals of the experience of some which 
gave me a more vivid idea of the wron<*s 1 
and crueltiea of slavery, than any descrip- 
tion T ever read or heard. Out of the whoh^ 
number io my ward, (263), 161 can both 
tead and write, while the i«g^ abnait to a 



man, (where able to sit up,) a» anxione to 

learn. T hare assisted (hem as much as 
possible with books and instructions, and 
find them as a mle apt acholare. Beooming 
accu.stomcd to, I really like my work, not 
that it i.'? at all agreeable, hut the consci- 
ousness of being engaged in a good and 
noble cause, as well as aiding to scMme ex> 
tent to di.-eliar^e (1)0 (ihliiiiitions we owe 
them as a race tor ugi h of opprcbsioa and 
emelty, amply compeusatea wt the Rilf- 
denial, which the most unpleasant part of 
the work requires. In addition to thi?, the 
grateful fechng they maniieat ia most pleas- 
ing and enoouraging. 

I regard the moral and social aspects of 
tlii.s work as of greater importance than the ' • 

physical ones, as I believe they tend to d^ 
velop and elevate their charu ter, while 
intimate sxial intercourse and leA fi iendly 
interest stimulates their desire for iniprovo- , 
mcnt, and this tends to make them better 
soldiers and better members of society A 
(hnihlo obii;.'atioii bind.s u.^ to do all we can 
for this despised aud dowu Liodden race j 
what we owe them for years of oppresaten 
and caste prejudice, and wliat wc owe poeicty 
in which they arc henceforth to mingle aa *• 
ftee oitiiens. Every kind word and aet, 
and every useful efl'ort, while it helps to 
fulfill our ohlii: itlons to them as the Orea- , 
tor's intelligent creatures, tends also to ^ 
develop nund'and manhood in than. 

AN INCIDENT. 

Tbcro is mure real romance in this war * 
than will ever be written, and my oalling 
luinL:'- nu' fare to face with inorc r.r Io?:? of 
it. About a week since (not more) a young 
man was brought in here, anlTering and 
worn down with ehronic diarrhoea. He sent 
for me when he found that hi" hoars were 
numbered, and told me his story aud begged 
my prayers. He had been a first lieutenant 
in the English army, and had with him his 
commission and (Jrimeun medal. Coming 
to this country in May last as a trayeleTf 
(from l*ive of excitement), or In ciuse lua 
was the old, old story of tlie pio lig d son, 
he enlisted iu July as a private in u c ivairT 
regiment, and the 1st of September found 
him acting in that capacity in iiOQt of 
Petersburg. I found him dying, almost a 
stranger in a fur country — a gentleman by 
birth and education, only twenty-nine yearn 
of ago, and strikinirly liand<ntnc — and as ho 
told me the stor^ of his wanderings from 
home and firom God| end bade write to 
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those &eare»t and dearest to him, my heart 
WBB toaehttd as Him seldom bssn before. 

Ho fell usleep, hm&U^ penitent and re- 
signed, and this evening at !>nn«'pt I com- 
mitted his bodjr to the dust, in the hope of 
a jojful reeorreetion. He Bleeps in oar 
quiet little cemetery on the Appoinntfrix, 
while lovjTia: hcnrts across the Atlantic are 
waitiug uud wuLching for his footsteps. It 
M better as U i% fiw God has oaUed the 
wanderer home. 

I have been thinking, as I wrote, that 
we little know Oif what material the rank 
and file of this great army is composed, and 
of what hi^'li honor ii is wortbj aA the 
hands of thi' pwple.

J>BAft Sib : — Pcrl):i]jH gome of yonr sani- 
tarian readpf wntild like to know something 
m brief of the work that ia being done here 
in the eoramon eause, bj the oood ladies of 
Milwaukee. For the last three years a 
Soldiers' Aid Society, with auxiliaries in 
other towns and Tillages, has done lor the 
State of Wiseonein, (he eune ooMe work 
with which the wholr; country, and more 
especiully its armic?, art- now so familiar. 
It has hiuce become an auxiliary of the 
GommienODt and haa added to the means of 
the latter, snnic 3,500 cnscs of supplies, 
which hiive in great part been distributed 
through* the aeeocy of the Nortb^Weetem 
Bnneh of the Conmiwion located in 
Chicago. 

But it is not alone in the collectioD of 
supplies, nor hi tihe inspeotion of them so 
thoroughly, that not an artiole is repacked 
for transmi?ffion to Chicago and the front 
which has uui been put in perfect order, 
«or a potatoe re bamlled whieh hte not had 



its " evil eye" eradicated, uor an onion that 
is not hard and sound, peeled in the **piok* 

liii'^ roona," (an establishment, the atmofr 
phere of which, is so redolent of sympathy, 
and its phenomena so rcpleto with all thai 
I is affecting, that I bad no sooner entered 
tlie Jottr than I felt their laclin ma! influ- 
ence, and left it with streaming eyes (not 
yet wholly dried), nor is it that in the pack- 
Idlt of everything, snch thorongbneaB if 
observed tli it the packages ore passed 
through the depot of the Branch in Chieago 
**0B nith," without a tbongbt of ezaimn»> 
tion— as I was there informed, before I had 
an opportunity to see for myself — it is not 
alone thus, that they serve the friends and 
neighbors who are fighting their battles for 
thoni, Tliey si rre them in a way still 
dearer to those whose patriotism ha^ not 
quenched, but rather quickened the sacred 
fires of the domestic altar, and who hear 
the stpMiiL's (>r tlieir wives and the rrioi* of 

their children, above the roar of the cannou 
and the wbiu of the ininie ball. They 

serve them by serving those, the niemoiy 
of whom cheers the soldier, amid the waste 
places of the weary march, and the thought 
of whom, ncTor more to be soen in Uiia 
world, adds bitterness to his last hoar on 
the field of death. 

As 1 buk through the fn^ted window 
panes, I see women hurrying along the 
white, slippery strt et, wrnpping rlo?e around 
them whatever of woolen and turs they iiave 
on — often alas! too scanty, though every 
one here weais fttrs — to shield themselves, 
as tnnch b« mny be, from tlio keen bitter 
wind that drives the snow and ice before it, 
throngh an atmosphere whereba the thermO' 
meter stands at so many decrees below sero, 
that I am afraid to mention it to the — com- 
paratively speaking — "&unny south" deni- 
sens of toe dties of Brotherly Lofss, Mono- 
ments. Magnificent Bistunces, and wherever 
else .oonthward Sherman nnd the Snnitiiry 
Commission liuUeliu have by this time pen- 
etrated ; — and when they get to the door th^ 
push in — the bolder and more demonstrative 
of them, for some of them are timid and quiet 
—with sash a hasty eorambling stamp of 
their snow-eovered feet, and such a sharp 
clicking snap of the latch, as shows that 
they grudge every balf-uoment outside, 
when Ui^ can get inride. And when they 
get inside it is no wonder thst the hoods 
and woolen wrippinrs become pradually 
thrown back and loo<iened, for a huge stovii, 
the like of whieh for dimensions is quite 
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unknown to the oi^nary pnrliena of the 

sunnj-sonthward places oefore-nicutiuut 1, 
radiates a most 'rrnfefu! warmth all through 
the large long room ; nor is it anj wonder 
that their faces soon heoome thawed and 

their featuTcs unpuckered, for iu tlic midst 
of them — by this time their numbers have 
increa.sed to quite a little multitude, some 
sixty I shoald ^'v without counting — sits 
u little group of " clt ct ladies," w ith lix>k8 
and tones of welcome for them j and in the 
midst of tbe elect ladies sits the one who 
not only — like others perhaps among them — 
givpfi h11 her f!nv<', and Homctimes sleepleiiS 
nights to I lie Wisconsin Soldiers' Aid Soci- 
ety, but who, two or three months ago, 
braving railroad Rmivslu:?, Mnsl-y's guerrillas 
and all other perils ot the ntad, iouueyed 
an alono to lHViiahitigton, and by her Napo- 
leonio tactics so softened the hearts of the 
stern officials of the Quarti rnia-tcrV Pe- 
parimeut — no, for it is too serious a matter 
fo* jesting — by her graphic representations 
of these very women now before mc, sol- 
diers' wives or widow.-*, waiting for back 
pay or pension, throuuh uioutbs and eomc- 
tiuit s i or ov<n- a year, with the " hope de- 
ferred that iiiakotii the heart .-iek," waiting 
OU such days as this with hungry children 
cowering round ber fireless hearth ; by the 
power of truth and her pathetic delineations 
of thf alternative if the bniMi were refu.sed, 
of great uud uuavuidabie huflL'riiig uuiuug 
tbelaniilics whose providers hud abandoned 
home ties for tbe wliler elrde of duty, 
whieh at every point touches hardship, 
danger and death, obtained a OoTemment 
ooniruct for the making up of soldiers* 
underrlnthes, and it is by the work and 
pay aftorded them in sewing these clothes, 
that these poor women get tho ten to soften 
their bread, and the salt to flavor tlieir ehil- 
drcn's potatoes. Would that a new contract 
could be obtained every week or two, and 
then they might now and then add sugar 

to their ten. and mrat tn their potitoes. 

JBut a more important work still is done 
for these poor women and their ohildren by 
these ladies, and that is, in securing for them 
the County and Htalo money allowed by 
tbe laws of the State to the families of sol- 
diert in tho field, bnt whi< h most of them 
are too une<lueated — at lea.«it in Englii^h, for 
the Tuetonic element largely prevails— to 
get for themselves, and are that left to 
loDg delays of oninterested persons who 
make only a mrittor of business of their 
fttiairsj or stiii worse, become a prey to 



sharpers and those wiohed ones who '* d«> 
vour widows' houses" and *'affliot the 

fatherless child." In this room in fact is 
a branch bureau of the great and benehccnt 
Special Relief System of the Ooramissioa, 
and it has been organized by and is carried 
on under the instructious of the Secretary 
of State fw Wisconsin, an ex-General, who 
has given an arm and his health to the cause, 
and knows bow to .sympathize witli his old 
comrades, both in their anxieties of the 4 
field and of their homes. Over this bnreaa 
presides the wife of an eminent judge, and 
the ermine eertainly b>ses uothini: of its pu- 
rity utid dignity wlieu it covers such w ufkers, 
and shields such work as this. On the table 
before her lie. nnmerous blanks, whit h iirc -m 
rapidly being tilled in, by herselt and her 
assistant — ^who, as interpreter, exchanges 
the soft tones of her native Castili m for 
Kniilisli and for the still more guttcral Ger- 
uiuu — and as fust as they are signed (or * 
marked) by the claimants, they are laid 
together to be forwarded to Madison, the ' 
capitol of the State, for official action. iJy 
their side lies a pile of bank checks, the 
fruit of former papers of the same kind, 
substantiating similar elaims to puynient of 
State dues. You should see how that poor 
German woman's sqnare heavy face, redden- 
ed by the frost and hardened by poverty 
and anxiety, refines and lightens up, as the ^ 
btuQ for iliu garment is put into her hands; 
> or better still, the price of tho.se she brio^ 
back is handed to her to b<' exrhaiiu'ed for 
some little article of uecc&iity, or to her * 
Inxnry for herself or child ; or still better, 
as the pen is put into her finger for thestiff, { 
angular, bbick-lcttcr-like fTerman Mgnature 
that looks so hard and crabbed to English- 
scrip-reading eyea, or is guided over tho 
pajK-r to t'orm the eross, wbii h indiratcs 
her mark," which mark, simple as it is, 
is the ''open sesame" to a Golconda OT 
several greenbacks; or best of all, as the 
sundry dollars collected on a check in hor 
favor is consigned to the depths of her 
glove, her hradkeiehiof or her pooket. 
What a pity she eau't lay down her cross ^ 
j once for all whtu jjuttiug it on p;tper, and 
I that .nhe can't get u cheek ea.sliud every 
' week without having to bear it I 

Thu;i, here iu the far North-We.st, one 
lays one's hand, amid the ice and snow, on 
one point of the ctnmmftrettoo of that same 
vast circle (its stupcndeonsDSSS and benoft- 
! cence not realized perhnp* even by its own 
I central workers) which, alive with deeds of 
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ehuitj at everj point within it* miperfioes, 

throws out it« magnetic wires ladon with 
messages of love atir! its traeks freitrhted 
with eood cheer, aud Winw this a'uj t-vcry 
othtT available spot of it.s poiijilicry, from 
the fiozm North to the buroiog South, * 
from the maWious levee of the father of 
watera to the long bleak reaobea of the 
AUantio coast, uutonohed, let «• hop* for 
permanent harm by the sectarian envyings 
of its enemies without, or by the local jeai- 
oosies of its friends within, or by manifold 
other infirmities witliin and without, ami 
which, let us oLm) hope, will be used to the 
end as a potent instnunent of the Almi<;hty 
for the staying of the famine and thirst, the 
coverincr of the nakednw, and the healing 
of the wounds and levers of the battle-field, 
daring the evil days of the dril war; and, 
by the memories of its impartial beneficence, 
for the blotting out of old scars and feuds, 
and the cementing of National Brotherhood 
in the glad time that shall come after it.

Ou MuiiUuj, Nuvcujbcr 21, a new Suui- 
tary Coiumissiun " Home" was opened at 
PaJur.ih. Ky., fur the ri ccjitidii of" soldiers 
in need of temporary shelter and food. 

Ita need is shown by the &et that the 
first day 120 meals were given, 80 men 
connug in " before rations could he fur- 
nished." During the first six days 940 
meals were given, beside many men fnr- 
nishcd with lodgings, and the attentions 
given to the sick. 

Thus, at another point, the beneficent love 
of the people is reaehiog the needy soldiers 
in the field ; and in no way does this love 
have a more practical expression than in 
these ''Homes/' where ttie Kungry find 
fool, the homeleis find siMlter, and the 
weary find rest.

In view of expected arrival, and at last 
(Thursday) the arrival of j cm led prisoners, 
we have been eii<_'aL'ed in preparation Ibr 
ilieir reception. 'J'iiis W(irk, Innrcver, has 
not in any way interfered with the rcgukr 
<'offioe duties," whieb from the faot that 
the District has been pretty well cleaned 
out by furloughs, and the return of conva- 
lescents to their regiments or other hospi- 
tals to make way for the paroled men, have 
not been so pressing as heretofore. As it 
may interest you to havo some idea of our 
office dntiee, even in the lull of business, I 
preeent a eopy of my joamal for three 
days, viz. : 

November 21. — Office opened at 9 A.M. 
Large nnmber of soldjers oalled for blanks 
for commutatii-Ji of rations. Beports for 
week ending li)th inst. frnm ramp Pamle, 
hospitals and office sent mail, i usuish- 
ed two destitute ambulance drivers with 
shoes and shirts. Call from Chaplain Ham- 
mond, St. John's College ho.H;>ital about 
printing for office, and requesiiiig my at> 
tendance during his absence at funerals. 
Letter frnm John Bowne inquiring of 
Hugh O'iirlcu, a soldier. Ludy called; 
she arrived this morning, found her him- 
band dead and buried ; furnished her with 
the neoefisary blanks for widow's pcnnion, 
&c. ; Sent her in oonveyanoe to the Soldiers' 
Burial Ground to visit the grave of her 
hnshand ; «ho wn? much di«tre^-cd anj 
shed tears ot real sorrow; took her meals at 
" Home," and ezpresaed great gradtude to 
the Commission. 

November 22. — Wrather cold and .'snow- 
ing. Furnished two deslitulc feoldiers with 
one pair shce^^, twu pairs socks and two 
pairs mittens. Twu ladies from Baltimore 
called to obtain information in regard to 
balanee of Maiyland State Bounty due de> 
ceased relatives ; they Were informed bow 
to prowt'd, and wore successful in nUtaininir 
the money. Two agents ot the Christian 
Comousnon called on business. Apptica> 
tioTis for towels and han il kerchiefs j none 
on hand. Letter from Dr. Palmer, Hur- 
geon-in-charge, St. John's College hospital, 
requesting attendance at burial of soldier. 
Letter from ])r. Bacon, surgeon-in-churge 
Annapolis Junction Hospital, asking sup- 
pliee for Thanksgiving dinner for aoldiera. 
Sent him meal, corn starch, also kcgof frcih 
oysters.

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in, prison. Forwarded four certificates 
for New York State Bounty for aoldiera. 
Sent Btoret to Gtmp Parole. Letter from 
A. 6. Clnpp inquiring about hb SOU. 

Novwdicr 2'i — K. IK : vvf (i onrds for ad- 
mission at " Hume" fur three ladies. Call 
ftom Ohio State Agent; oar interview was 
very ngreeablc, ezpluincd our nintuier of con- 
dnrting business, &r. ; was much interested 
aud seemed to appreciate the eflforte of the 
Coranii>>.siun and its great usefulness; mM 
tliaiikful f«>r itifonnntTon <r!veTi him, and 
expressed himself much obliged. iScveral 
mAs from soldiora uking anistonoe in ool- 
looUng commutation of ratiouH, &c. 

Thursday, flag of truoe boats began to 
arrive.

hospital wards, and may be readily dis- 
tinguished by their leao visage aod pe<»liar 
complexion. Their oondition eatlsforour 

deepest sympathy, and their united testi- 
mony fully corroboratfs tlic different and 
repeated portrayals in our public journals, of 
thttr untold aufferiaga. Wheo couversing 
with them, their eyes often fill with tears, aa 
they !«;)} , "01 it can never be told, do 
language can express our suffering ; could 
we tell iJl, it would not be believed. It is '

L'one to their long home during the week. 
One who had been a sailor, a Qerman by 
birth, only lived lone enough to kuve a 
Boble and preoioat dying tastimony, for 
which he had to bo repeatedly aroused from 
tbe etupur of death. God," be said, had 
been irith btm bj sea and by land — ^hia 
only refuge in all hb afflictions." Again 
and again he blppsod Him for all His mer- 
cies, particularly in bringing him here to 
die, among tb« kind friends of the soldier 
and the J'nion — while his peaceful and 
radiant counteiuuice told iu(»e than words 
eoold eocpresB. 

Uoeh lympathy has been excited for a 
rery young soldier boy, who, after seveml 
weeks had beeome OMiyaleaoeot, and was 
anticipating a iriait bome, bnt was again 
prostrated by fell disease, and suddenly 
passed away — it is hoped to bo with Christ, 
as he expre8.<»ed trust in iii ui. A severe 
<»sc ut tyijhoid feyer was watched with 
mueh solicitude for several days; while the 
patient endoraooe and ealm trust spoke a 
un^ at peaoe wicb God. Nor nw tbii all 
*'Tell my mother," said the noUe mfferer, 
as death lirew nij:h, not to mourn forme — 
I die ha])py; I hope to meet her in heavea 
at the great day; and I hope this tmcked re- 
bel/ion will sot'Ti be ciuhd."' While the 
heart sickens at scenes like these almost 
daily repeated, it is a fiict that oalla ibr fer^ 
Tent gratitude to God, that in a majority 
of cases, thus suddenly taken, have given 
precioua evidence of having been only 
tm%$ftrr«d to that world of light and love 
where pain and sorrow never come. And 
in recording them, we do not forget that 
they are far exceeded in intensity of woe 
hj aoenee daify tnnapiiing in the neighbor- 
ing city, to say nothing of the hundreds 
that died daiij/y ancalled for, exoept by 
the eompaaatonate BedeenMr---«aaid tbdse 
scenes of revolting cruelty — which MMn to 
beggar description, the reniembranc© of 
whiuh will ever remain a toul blot even, on 
lA«Oonlbderaqr; and wbieh it would aeem 
mast arouse the indigtiatiooof firetjOhlia- 
tian or patriot in our land.

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In assuming the responsibilities of the 
Sanitary work in this district, so faitbfnllj 
anperintonded by my predeoeaaor, I find n 
very large field of Ubor. Tho destitute oi»- 
dition of a lar^i^e nnrnber of returned prison- 
ers, who have arrived the pu&t week, and 
the eonatant demand n(K>n tne Commission 
for supplies, prov.* bM',v well adapted are its 
arraagemeata i'or meeting their wanta. Tlie f 
Sanitary GonuniauoQ is well npreaented 
when the several boats nitiye, and the sur- 
geons renflor every pof*f>!b!e facility to aid 
our agents iu their work, and often express 
their appreciation of oor efforts. 740 
prisoners arrived to day. Every man haa 
been supplied with a towel, handkerchief, 
oomb, needles, thread, paper, pencils, and 
had bis palate tickled with a few goodies 
from the Sanitary Commission storehouse. 
There is no limit to the variety of assistaaoe 
we give these men. 

TIic New Eniiland Womans' Auxiliary 
Association deserves special mention for the 
timely arrival of towels and handkerchiefs 
to meet an immediate demand. For hospi- 
tal divisions No. 1 and 2, I would refer you 
to Mr. Miller's report. Here i would 
apeak of the valuable influence of Mrs. Dr. 
Parrish, exerted among the sick and wounded 
in the various hospital wards of this city. 
The kind and cheering words at the bedside 
of the suffering forms, and the many letten 
of affection written hy her to lonj.; absent 
and loved ones at home, caused tears of joy 
to flow from eyes that had long seen suffer, 
ing, and such expressions of gratitude as come 
only from lips livid with months of terrible 
suffering. One of the men informed me that 
when he saw her entering his ward, ho oom- 
menoed to pray that she would come to his 
bedside and talk to him of friends and home. 

The Home" has been crowded to its ut- 
most capacity. Thus far, none have been 
turned away. Joy and sorrow, p j i ing 
and roourniog, fill its cheerful hails. Our 
little matron, Mrs. Say res, makes evetyone 
around her happy, and the admirable con- 
dition of the " Home" «hows that her heart 
is iu the work. All who ghare its hospital-

When no positive infornjation can be ob- 
tained of their condition, tha uume, com- 
pany, and regiment are registered (with ad- 
dross of enquirer) in thi.s ufTn L', ami tbe 
search is renewed upon the arrival of each 
snbeequent boat.

This has been an unusually busy week on 
all bands, as about three thousand prisoners 
from Savannah have arrived in camp My 
two assistants have, together with myself, 
been kept so busy on the days of the arrival 
ef the men, thai we ha^e aearoely had time 
to obtain our mealfi. The men were in a 
terrible condition, and the combs, towels, 
hudkerobiefr, Ao., whieb were distribnted 
to thoni oauH" in very good use. The worst 
cases were put in Hection D. When they 
found what good quarters they were to be 
planed in, vis., a bunk with a straw bed, 
Ibey were well plenpcd, and (wo <■*■ t!ioni 
told me that it was like getting into heaven, 
eompared with their aeoommedatio&s, or 
rather want of accommodations just before. 
One nsnn told me that ho should never 
ai^aiu cuuiplatn of the common truublcs of 
lite, m they were notbing in comparison 
with what was endured in the r» ^ •! I-tu-'j 
And then their ezpreesions of gratitude 
warn lefireBbing, after the svUennesa and 

ingratitude of tbe* professional hummers, 
who are often heard complaining of tboir 
lot. I have distributed a number of shirts 
to iiok men who oonld not endure the Got* 
Arnmeni ihirti. Tbree-fimrtha of the men 



are sick with the si urw nod many of them 
cannot eat the foud toiui^juud them. Such 
cases I supplied with crackers, and to eome 
who were not nllowed cnfltH', I gave tea. 
To-day fourteen hundred men came in, and 
as the^ miased thmr dinner, I sent a man 
who distributed aeveml badteta of enekere 
among them. 

From Section A comes the report of a 
busy week; and a description, which though 
vivid, can convey only a small idea of the 
condition and suffcriugs of the hospital pa- 
tients. Several deaths have oVcurred already, 
and it aeems probable that a great majority 
of tbe new errses cannot live. 

The 8ur^con-in-char^e wisbos me to furn- 
ish bim with a quantity of " pickled oab* 
bage" for the scurvy ca^cs in the hospital. 
As he cannot buy the artielc, 1 would re- 
commend that it sboiibi be t'urnisbed him. 



PBACTICAL CHRISTIANITY. 
BV REV. J. A. ANDiiEiOK. 

In Christ's description of the last judg- 
ment we tind not a word concerning the 
belief wbicb ^uiile> an action, but tt L-ming 
paragraphs concerning the actions them- 
selTea. He ia silent as lo tbe intelleetnali- 
tiee^ ao to speak, of religion ; but vivid and 
pungent respecting the deeds of religion. 
The vigor and sweep ot his utterances, 
labor to express themselves in such words 
as tbe-ie : — " (\»nie, yo blessod of my Father, 
inherit the kingdom : For I was ahungered, 
and ye gave me moit; I was thirsty, and ye 
gave me drink; I was a stranger, and ye 
lout nic in; naked, and ye elotbed me; I 
wa^ «ick, and ye visited me; I was in prisoui 
and yeeamennto me.

We would, I'V no means, have it infin^ 
red ibat tbe intclloetiialitiis of reliirinn are 
unimportant ; but would only guard against 
that tendency, in themindaof somOf whieb 
elevates theology above practice ; and which 
doe.s not dcMn tbose nrcrnnizntions that 
abound iu the practice of religion to be 
as christian and as praiseworthy, as those 
which teach the inteUectualities of religion. 
Givins; a man direeUons how bo shall 
thread bis way aeross the vast Plains to the 
Pacific, is one thing, and an important 
thing; but dotting those Plain.s with 
" Homes," where he shall find lodging, food, 
rest, and elothlng, is, to aay the least, quite 
aa important^ and qniteaa ehriatiaoi

8ui h was the ea^e an thf eveninsr of the 
Nov. 'S^. All uur men. and sundry Irieudts, 
had interested tbeni^rlvig in ornamenting 
our dininj.' hall with cedar and fihrnhbrry, 
and making the arrangements for a thanks- 
giving dinner. The day had otiMrwite been 
quiet, bnl at nightfiill a large repiresentation 
of throe reeiments, 53d, 54th. nnd 55th Ky., 
with members of other regiments, in frau- 
ttUi, eame raddeoly for sapper, when we 
readily dropped oor preparations fur the 
morrow, leaving it to care for itself, while 
we harried ourseWea about the demands 
of the present. As several hundreds bad 
to be fed, onr supper continued unti! r^T'-r 
midnight, for the men had been witiiout 
rations sinee early morning, and were nn- 
provided with cooking utensils. 

Tho preparation of food continnrd all 
night.

The rush of business has been m great 
for the past twenty-two hours that our 
elfeedfo font was entirely worn ont, and 
there was scareely enou^'h coeriry left to 
enable us to enter fully upon the thanks- 
giving feast. UoweTOr, under the manage- 
ment of Mrs. Butler, a company ut three 
hundred soldiers sat down ai six o'eloek, to 
a bountiful supper of turkeys, chickens, 
cslcet, fruits, vegetables, Ac Birpt.8oheMd 



tad Vitttm dtfirered happily conceived 
speech r^, and remarks abounded froni .sol- 
diers and their friends. The entertainment

The decorations and arranpements of the 
dining hall were very tastefully made, and 
in the fuln&ss of lamp-light appeared like 
the ehguiee of a similar rnterUdnmenl ai 
home.

The work of the .Oomraiasion involving 
this expenditure embraces six distinct de- 
partments: the cost of carrying on each de- 
partment is given in the accompanying tables. 

Added to these is a table whioh aooonnts 
for f ortain outlays, as enumerated, not con- 
veoiently olwsified under any one of the 
above ■ divisions. The aggre<nite of these 
tables gives the total amoont disbursed.

The following are the several divisions 
of the rntnmisj-ion's work, with a general 
statement of the cbaracter of each, that 
thns the natare of the vaiions items of ex- 
penditure may be more clearly seen. 

Ist. The " J^upjily Departiuent" — which 
has for its work the collecting, storinj:. for- 
warding, and distributing through t)ie hos- 
pitals, and to the armies, and on the battle 
fields, the suppUes sent, by the people to 
the soldiers, with this work is inseparably 
connected a large amount of rdief service 
rendered to the sieic and wounded by the 
agents employed in this department, whioh 
service would not be inolooed in the mere 
work (if transporting and distrihutitijL' tlic 
supplies. The sum, therefore, charged to ^ 
the "Cost of Distribution" ^see "Exhibit 
A") is thereby considerably larger than it 
would otherwise appear; as is also the ratio 
of " the cost of distribution " to tbe " value 
of the supplies drstributed" (see "ExhiUt t 
C"). It i.>< allowed to stand thus because 
the exact apj>ortinnnipnt of the expense be- 
longing to eaeli of t he.se two classes of labor 
cannot be made, even as the services thean- 
selve.-^ eannut le disjoinetl. 

The work of distributing these supplies, ^ 
and administering dke ^{eneral relief oon- 
aeeCed with it, has required the labor of a 
permanent corps averaging 200 men. 

With the necessity of providing "inde- 
pendent transportation ** for these supplies, 
this work has involved the jnirpha.se and 
maintenance of several wagou trains, and 
the chartering of a number of steamboats 
at various times. In the expense of this 
department is embraoed the ooat of sup- 
plies purchased." 

2d. The Department of Medioal InspeO' 
tion, or "Inquiry and Advice;" by which, 
for nearly three years, a series of inspec- 
tions has been kept up by scientific men in 
the general and field hospitals, and among 
the various reL'intents composini? the army. 
The uttt of this Inspection ha^ heeu to dis- 
cover all eondidons of camp or hospital life 
unfitvorable to the health of ttie soldier, and 
to Pnggpft and «epnre ''neh sanitary reforms 
as would puard agaiu!«t dis^euse and death. 
In the opinion of both military and medical 
men tbnTi<;ands of Uves have been SftTCd hj 
this service. 

8d. The "8peoi*l Relief Department," 
by whioh all sick, discharged or disabled 
men. not otherwise provided for, can be 
guarded, sheltered, fed, and helped out of 
trouble. This d^artmoit indadas the 
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mainteDauce of "Homes" aod "Lod^eSj" 
or teaporarj as;^]um8, R«Kef Stetiont iMtr 
listileJAldSy Glum Agendes, Penfiion Offi- 
ces, nurses to accompanj' the very feoble to 
their homes, men to v'mt hospitals and to 
look up and oollMfc the baek «ij<tf loldiers, 
and a variety of kSndred work. This is an 
agency, which, in these several ways, aids 
aud protects uu au average 2,500 men daily. 

Under this head of Speoil Relief Will be 
found placed tlie amount expended upon 
"hoepi|al transports" aud "hospital curM, " 
a ham warn in itself, but small when com- 
pared with the many thousands of sick and 
wounded to whom it furnished on-v trans- 
portation from the baltle-tield to the hos- 
pital. 

4th. The "Hospital Vimkiry," wh n e 
mission it has been to serve as the triead 
of fathers, mothers, and wives of soldiers, 
bj keeping those at home infDhned of the 
location aud condition of their sick sons or 
husbands in the general ho.spit^ds. One 
million and thirty thousand names of hos- 
pital patioDts hatre ben entered in the Di- 
raetoiy, and many Ihoiuand anziona inqoi- 
lies answered. 

6th. The ** Statiatieal Department," wfaieh 
gathm up, tabulates, and deduccn valuable 
general principles from all the material col- 
lected by the Medical Inspectors of the 
Gommianon, so as to make it all aTailable 
for preventing disease in the army. This 
work it< also incidentally tributary to valn* 
able scientific researches. 

6th. The ** Department of Publication," 
by which, as one bratuli of its work, the 
choicest results of modern medical and sur- 
real saenee upon all the special topics 
most important for an army Bur(;eon to be 
informed upon have been furnished gratuit- 
ously, and in compact form, to every medical 
man in the army. Many ihonsands of these 
medical monographs, prepared by the ablest 
men of the country, have been thus dis- 
tributed by the Commission. Forming, us 
the series often has done, ahnoet tilie only 
book of reference carried by the surgeons 
iuto the field, it cannot lie doubted but this 
expenditure of money h:is esscntiallj/ aided 
the army surgeon in his work of saving life 
and alleviating suffering. 

Such are the chief divisions of the Com- 
miarion's work upon wUeh its money has 
been spent. 

It will be seen that there is one other 
group of expenditures which embraces all 
ootlaya (aa turein epenfied) not esofaiaiTely 



belonging to any one of the above-named 
divisions, hmb Ami partly by each, and 
incurred in the }.'enerid adminiatralaon of 
the affairs of the Commission. 

Appended to this report (as a thing essen- 
tial to its eompletenees) is an estimat^-^ 
"Exhibit B" — of the ea.sh valur . f the 
various supplies which have been forwarded 
from the homes of the country to the dis- 
tribuUng depots of the Oommission, and 
thence carried by the agenta of die Com- 
mission to the soldiers* 

Add to this sum the esah expended OB 
supplies, and compare with this total the 
expense of distribution, loss the present ap- 
praised cash value of the property used in 
oarrying on the work supply distribatkm, 
and we shall find— ' Kxhibit C"— that but 
four and eifihty-eight hundredths percent urn 
(4.88) of the value of the goods issued has 
been spent in distribnting them.

It is a fact that the more the people ex- 
amine the work of the Commission, the 
more they are satisfied with its Christian 
principles, its lofty purposes, and its economi- 
cal plans. 

From the classification and arrangement of 
these general &ct8 and llgnrea, it is evident 
that the work that has been done hitherto is 
very large; that the good gov«nment» the

Hoipitd Trans- 
port, 9 packages. Our greatest present 
need is flannel drawers, hut we want all 
kinds of hospital supplies. 

In the account of our Soldier's Aid So- 
ciety Council. J^ubli^^ll^'<l ill the last nunilier 
of the Bulletin, there is a short statement 
of tbe work aooonpliBhed by this branch, 
Aom May 1 to Nov. 1, 1861. Although 
not an ufTieial semi-annual Report, it is ac- 
curate HO far as it goes, and includes the 
greater part of what has been done during 
the half year. will not repeat that 

statement here, but will only call your at- 
tention to it, as the gratifying result of 
jonr own work during the snmmer months, 
when wo «ay that we have sODt supplies 
hither aud thither, to Grant's, or to Sher> 
man's, or to Sheridan's aimies; we are 
speaking of ourselves only as your trustees. 
We pimply receive your supplies and jtass 
them over tu the soldiers, in your name. It 
has ktely been objected that the work 'of 
the Oouniiission wns petting: to be "too 
large that the gifts of individuals were 
being lost sight of, in the vast businees 
character which the work has assumed. 
People think that because what they send 
must pass through the hands of an " Associa- 
tion,'' must go through die ordeal of ex> 
ainiuatiun and rt'|i;i( kina:, will appear and 
reappear in reports and invoices, and ship- 
ping lists, aod all this under the direction 
of "Conunitlees;" and when was a Com- 
mittee ever suspected of having a heart, 
that by the time it reached the soldier, all 
the love and tiie sentiment wbidi started 
with it will have been beaten out, and the 
wonnderl man. if he Rvcr doc get the 
article, upou which so many hours and so 
many stitches have been spent| will never 



know where it came from, nor what it meauR 
But this is not so. Do you think that w hen 
the Uaunel shirt, you made last week, ij* put 
upou that soldier, faint and cold from loss 
of hluo<!, and now happy at feoling- warm 
and clean again, that he is thinking of 
store houses, and hundreds of boxes, and 
invoices, and shipping lists, and Associa- 
tions and Committees? Far from it. His 
thoughts, instead, go back to the sewing 
circle of his own litSe Tillage, to the woman 
who made that shirt — always supposed to 
be his own wife, or mother, or sister — to 
his owu Lome. The bond cannot be Aovs 
direct than it ie, in both thought and feel- 
itii:, betwf^cn you and liini. The Sanitary 
Commission Agent is only the messenger, _ ^ 
who tekes your gift to him, and, with it, 
whispers those words of cheer and spiritual 
consolation, which his friendlc>.« condition, 
and the nature of your giti demand. Is 
the work of the Oommismon then too large, • 
because, through its means, this simple in- 
cident is repeated, over and over again, hun- 
dreds and thousands of (imesf Is there 
any hcartleesness about an agency which 
watches over a single handkerchief, given 
by a little child, carries it thousands of , ^ 

miles, and with it bnthes the heed of soms 
fever-stricken soldier? It is because its 
heart is large enough to sympathise with 
the sufferings of the masses as individnslSy 
and beeause it sees so much snliNittg that 
it cannot relieve, that it calls upou you, so 
frequently, to increase your contributions — 
only some little thing from every one of * 
you at home, to he taken to the hospital and 
battle-field, given to some sirk or wounded 
soldier iu your name, until all sutfering 
shall he relieved, so far as lies in human 
power. T'ntil ihl.s is done, the wnrk of the 
Commissiou can never be too large." 

When this letter resdiM you, dear friends 
and ifollow workers, the holidays will be 
over, and we shall have all settled down to 
our steady winter's work. While wisbine 
you a happy New-year, individually, and 
a happier year for our country llian any of 
those lately passed, we would ask you to 
redouble your efforts at the Society, durine 
this oonung month of Janoary, for we shall 
more than need to have your contributions 
doubled before the winter is over. The 
aetiye campaigning has been removed, in 
great measure, from the Western to the 
Eastern States. Beside the ordinary drafts 
made upon our stores from the armie^f uuUer 
Sheridsii and Qmnt, is wdl as from those 
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UxMps along the eoast, from New York to 
H«ir Orleau, we iuive «t ■preieiit die adifi- 
tun of Sfaennaii'B luge mrmj^ ud the pros- 
pect of very aotive movemonts by all those 
armies. This branch, is the largest ship- 
ping depot of ibe Gommissioo, and it u 
very importaot, therefV>re, that wi; Itc well 
prepared to meet the extraordiuary demands 
which we cuDDot doubt will shortly be made 
vpon vs. We ask you to take the natter 
of devising means fur doublinpr your ordi- 
ttaij monthly contributiou, into 8oriottaoon> 
fidttratioii. 

Befbre closing this article, we wi^h to 
make one suggestion about the Bulletin. 
You will, many of you, doubtless, remember 
receiving last sammer, a list of queations, 
ankinu' your crificism as to the nature, or 
your opinion of the Sanitary Commission 
!Balletin. Suffice it to say that, the result 
of these enquiries was to establish without 
anv doubt, the very irreat yalue of this 
publication, and the necessity of ita coo- 
tiDoanoe. It was fband, however, that 
owin;j- to tlie distractions of conversations, 
and of the work itself, it was almost im- 
possible to read the pamphlet aluud at the 
Dode^'s meetbgs. The only way was to 
circulate it among the members, between 
the meetings. 

This is not done as thoroughly as it might 
ho. Generally, every time the Bulletin is 
borrowed, it is returned to the Secretary cf 
the Society, to be lent by her again. This 
oooudons great loss of time and maoh troa> 
ble, particularly if the Secretary lives at 
any distance from the vil!a2:e. We would 
sugpest that, at the next meeting of the 
Society, the Secretary take the names and 
adf!rr««c« of all lueriibers 'lesinius of .teu- 
in£ the Bulletin. That she sbould then 
write to the Associate Manager of her sec- 
tion, or to this offide, for a soffidoit nnm- 
ber of copies, to allow one pnpy to every 
seven readers. In sending them uut, wrii<j 
the names of seven ladles, seeiding near 
each other, at the head of each copy, with 
dates opposite each name, allowing two 
days to each, thus :

The ladies of the General Aid Society in 
Buffalo, anxious that their aaxiliaries ahoold 
tiiMrc thoroughly understand the Oommiss- 
inii, for which they have so earnestly work e(!, 
and feeling the importance of a general 
meeting, issued inritations to all their anz- 
iliaries to meet in oonneil on December 7 
and 8. 

Notwithstanding the extreme iueltmeucy 
of the weather 78 delegates, representing 

the societies at Odo, LnncaM- r, L'>< kpoTt., 
Beach Bridge, NewtUad, Brant, ChtektQ- 
waga Smpenmm Bridge^ Clymer, Pored- 
vill>\ WilliamsviHi . KoriJi Boston, CohleVf 
Ernns dnlrr. drijl'in't Alifls. Ea»t Ham- 
burg, Bi/ron, Fortageville, Wyuming, Wit- 
link, Varyshurgh, Eagle, Perry, Ekut Al»^ 
rora, Tmuigstown, iSVu/A Wales, Alden, 
Cowlesville, Glenicooff, Harris Hill, Han- 
over Cmire, Lewisfon, and MidJkbura, re- 
ported at the Aid Rooms and were asw^ed 
to their diflTerent pinees nf entertainment. 

The hrst meeting was held in St. James 
Hall, on the evening of the 7th. The 
meeting was called to order by the Rev. 
T^r. TTnsmer, and on motion Hon. G. W. 
Ulioton and Dr. liochester were appointed 
premdent and seoretsrr. 

Pr Parrishof Philadelphia was then intro- 
duced, who gave an insight info the wdi kiu^'fi 
of the Commission; he opened his address 
by reading extraoto of reports firom the Aid 
Society, which showed since its organization 
in January, 1»(>1, $20,000 in money re- 
ceived, 81,800 of whioh was given by ohtl' 
dren; 180,497 artidos disbursed, VSltied at 
$218,175; the expenses of the room, which 
includes freight, cartage, and publi-Hhiog 
annual and monthly rcpui t^. pustagc stumps, 
fhel (not donated), porter's wages for the 
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last year Mid a half, (before that time hiring 
only as needed) and other incidental ex- 
pimses, amount to about ^1,500. 17,083 
thurts, and 18,000 pain drawers had been 

cut in the rooms, and roturnrd iimde by tlic 
different societies. At Mc ' S"it/ier$' Jie$t,' ' 
since its opening ia June, 5,350 meals, 
1,558 nights' lodgings had been fnmiahed 

to 2,008 disabled soldiers, p:oing to and 

in money of 

$460 60. 

The Local Claim Agent's report showed 
since its establishment under the auspices 
of the Aid Society, in May last, 220 claims 
presented. 180 lttter» had been written to 
the hosjii' 1 lircL'toriL's in Wasliins^ton and 
Louisville oiuee June, and 74 conclusive 
Miswen retnraed to aoxioiisfUends. 

Dr. Parrish was followed by Dr. Marks, 
who gave ffoling incident.H of his experi- 
ence in the army, during the three yuiirs 
he acted as chaplain. 

Dr. Ilencock closed with a beautifol tnb* 
ute to the two Commissions. 

The meeting adjotuned to meet in Ihe 
liaU nt 10 o'clock the next morning, when, 
althongh the weather still continued tem- 
pestuous, a fair amiieuue were present. 

2!le«am«tof delegates present were called. 

Tht names <^ 48 aodetiesaendtng reporte 
read. 

Dr. Parrish then introduced Mrs. Ste- 
phen Barker, a hospital Tisitor of the San- 
itary Cittiiuiis.si<jn. ill and nround Wash- 
ington; she gave in a iia^py manner an 
iauk of her routine of daily life, moving 
her audience to tears and smiles by the sad 
or aniusiiiir incident^. Sho spoke of the 
little tliiu^.'i from ht/nte which cheered the 
BCkldier ; among oiben, of little bags filled 
with 'a little of evcrythiiii;,' ealLd * com- 
fort ba^ ',' not forgetting," she said, "among 
the oontents, a hall of jam and a few needles, 
or a bit of flannel, and above all, a letter 
must be Ihere, no matter how shurt, a few 
written words to show a sympathizing A«ar^ 
had arranged nil these things." Herre> 
mark.s made a deep iinjiression, a;? evinced 
by an old lady, who, with tears in her eyes, 
thanked Mrs. Barker, and said; "I will 
home to take a greater interest than ever m 
my work for the .<ol(lier.s."

&c., giving in a brief addr' s?i a clear and 
distinct idea of the general plan of work, of 
ihia noble inetitntimi. A delegato remarked 
in reply to Dr. Parri.sh. when he expres.'^ed 
his desire to answer any question not un- 
derstood, that " she had many to ask when 
she came, but the remarks of the morning 
had answered cvcrvthing."

Some of them, who were tuo feeble to 
join in cheering the old flag, testified Uieis 
joybyteax8)tkeonlj&u«nerin whieh their 
excessive debility Would allow them to 
manifoit it. 

DESTIXrTION. 

I trust I never siiaii have occasion to wit- 
oooh another speetaole, as these pocMr 

fi'llow.s preseQteMl : many of them de.sti- 
tute of shoes, and their feet so badly brui> 
s«d and swollen, that they suffered most ez- 
efoebtbg pain at every step. Most of 
them had but one or two artiole.s of clothing 
to protect them, and some of them were al- 
most antiiely desHtnie of anythinii^in the 
shape of a garment. Upon reaching our 
vessel, whatever old clothes and ra^rs they 
had upon them, were thrown overboard, 
and aner a thorough washing, they were eaoh 
jirovided with a suit of clnthes, and then a 

eleotifttl supply of good coffee, meat and 
ard tack, was furnished them. After 
which, they were transferred to the vessel 
which wa.s' *n ^lear them to a civilized coun- 
try; and as we steamed down the river, 
enov after oheer, as hearlj an their weak 
condition would permit, wen I^TBD for 
Cobnoi Molfbtd and the fli^. 
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We reoeived in all, at Venua Point, five 
dMDMid and five hvMiedyriioiM^ When 
we weie informed that General Shennan's

PRISONERS. 

Capt. Davis very kindly invited me to 
accompany him to another building, to 
witticss thr ailminlstrntion of the fxKl. 
Several cauldrons containing nice coffee, 
piles of new vrtiite bread, and amda eoverad 
with meat, met the eye. Three dealers 
were in attetvknce. The first gave U) each 
soldier a ioat ot bread, the second a slice of 
boikd meat, the third, dipping the new tin- 
cup from the hand of each, into the coffee 
eauldrou, dealt out hot coffee; and how it 
was all received 1 am unable to describe. 
The feeble cues reached out their emaciated 
hands to r.-ceive gladly, that whirh they 
were scarcely able to carry, aud with 
brightening faoflE and gralefU expreaaioiia 
went on their way. The stouter ones of the 
party, however, must have their jokes, aud 
such expreasiona aa the following passed 
freely among them; <'No atockade about 
thia bread," " This is no confederate dodge." 
kc. One follow, whwe skin was nearly 
black from exponure, uaid, ^'That's more 
bread than I've seen Ibr two months." 
Another, *< Tltat aattlw n man'a pUte.'' A 
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bright eyed boy of M^liteen, whose young 

spirit had not been completely crashed out 
in rebeldom, ooold not refrain from a bur- 
lab, ud e(Md mrty Hfunli Ibr Uoda Sam, 
linnah ! No Confederacy about thia bread/' 
One poor feeble fellow, almost too fiiint to 
hold hill loaded mattered out, " Why, 
thia looks m v ira wors going to Kve, 
tli'^f L 's no grains of corn for a man to swal- 
low whole in this loaf " Thus the words 
of cheer and hope came from almost every 
tongue, as they received tiieir rations and 
walked away, each with his thank you, 
thank jou : and sat down upon the ground, 
wUsk Rireibly reminded me of the scripture 
tooont where the multitude sat down in 
WMi p mies, « aiMl did e«t and worn liUed." 

OHt WAn lOB HB. 

Ambulances came afterward." to take 
those who were unable to wnll:, to Camp 
Parole, which is two miles dwtaut. Oue 
poor man, wlio was making his wvj^ behind 
all the rest to reach the ambulance, thought 
il would leave him, and with a motit anx- 
iovtamd pitiful expression, cried out, *'0h, 
mdt for mel" I think I shall never for- 
get his look of distress. When he reached 
the wagon he was too feeble to step in, 
ImtOipldnBiTbaiidBov. J. A. Wlntikar, 
Sauitary Gommissson a^nt^ assisted him 
till he waa placed by the side of his 
companions, who were not in much better 
oondition than himself. Whan Iw was 
seatfii ho waa so thankful that he wept 
like a child, and those who stood by to aid 
him ooold do no less. Soldiers — brave ^ol- 
disM, oAotit and all, were moved to tears. 
That must be « ^nd discipline whidi Tiot 
only wastes the maniv form till the sign of 
hnmanity ia iMad|y obliftentod, hut braaks 
the manly anirii till it ia aa tandar aa a 
diild'a.

As I passed through the different ward.*?. 
I noiioed that each one waa well supplied 
with MMldag dudn, and dlndin^ to the 
great eomftirt they must be to the invalids, 
the surgeon replied: "Yes, thiii i« one of 
the rich eifts made to os by the iSanitarj 
Goounianon." An bvafid took nn tiie 
words and remarked : I think it's likely 
that all nboijt me is from the Sanitary, for 
I see my tlunuul shirt, this wrapper, and 
pretty much all Tto got on, haa tM stamp 
of the United Stalaa^aoitttv OomniaMn 
on it." 

DIET KITCHEN. 

The diet kitchen is under the care of 
Miaa Bidi, who, with her assign t.s, was 
busy preparing delicacies ofv;irinis kiu ls 
for two hundreii patients who were not able 
to go to ihe eoDTBleaeaBt taob. The whole 
atmoaphere was filled with the odor of 
savory viands. On the stove I counted 
mutton chops, beef steaks, oysters, ohiokeni 
milk, tea, and otherveiy pabiahle aitielni 
cooking. A man stood by a table, butter- 
ing nicely toasted bread ; before him wero 
eight to ten rows of the staflf of life, n.Hing 
up Kke pillars of strength to support the ii^ 
ncr man Tlij chief co<ik in tliis Ji part- 
ment inlbrmed me that he buttled twelve 
hiaidted dioM of hiead, or toast, daily fbr 
the diet patienta, aadpre|»red eig^hty-six 
different dishes at encb !>K;al. "mule in 
conversation with this ^ooU-natured person, 
the bntoher brought m a anpply of meat, 
amountiDg, he informed me, to one hundred 
pound.s per day for the so-called diet kitcb^Mi, 
though tiiid did not sound much like it. 
Before we left thu attraelivel^ clean phue 
the oystcrmnn was met emptying hi-i i an^. 
Upon iuouirin^ how many oysters he had, 
he repKed, " Six gallons is my every day 
deposit here;" and oh I they were so inex- 
pressibly fine-lookinL', T PfHild not resist rob- 
bing some poor fellow ol oue large bi-valve 
to aaeertain ih«r qnaUty. Next we were 
shown the store-room, where there waa a 
good supply of Rniiitnry i^tores, pads, pil- 
lows, sfairte, (iiawLib, arui-.slings, stock of 
crutches, &ns, and other oomrorts, which, 
the doctor said, h;b,l b.-rm dnpastfc'd by flie

I wflHi early at the landing, 8 J o'clock in 
the iiioroing, before the boat threw out her 
ropes fbr seotirity. The first one brought 
two hundre d bad cases, which the Naval 
anxgeon told me should propwly go to the 
hoiiiital near by, were it not that othera 
were eoming > very one of whom was in the 
most wi^tched condition imaginable. They 
were, therefore, sent :n ambulances to Camp 
Fnwle hospital, distant two mil^ after be> 
iiig wnshed and fed at the baneika. 

A hmk load or the dtinq. 
In & sliort time another boat-load drew 
near, and oh ! auoh a soene of suier- 



ing knmaiuty I deare never to behold 

again. The whole deck was a bed of straw 
for our exhausted, .starved, emaciated, dy- 
ing fellow<creatures. 01 the five hundred 
and fifty that left Savnanah, the surgeon 
informed me not oyer two hundred \t i dd 
anxriTe; fifi^ had died on the paj>aage^ three 
#td wnUe we boat waa coming to the land 
of liberty. I saw five men dying as they 
were < trried on stretchers from the boat to 
the ^ural Hoepital. The stretcher-bearers 
WW* ofdeted by Surgeon D. Yanderkieft to 
pause \ moment that the names of the dy- 
ing mt n might be obtained. To the credit 
^Ae oAeen and their assistants it should 
be known that everything waa done in the 
Boat ayatematio and careful manner FlMch 
atretohar had foor attendants, who »tood in 
Ibe and eane up promptly, one after the 

other, to receive the sufferers as they were

Some had become insane ; their wild gaxe 
and clenched teeth convinced the observer 
tiiut reason bad fled; otheta were idiodo; 
a few lying iu spasms ; perhaps the realiza- 
tion of the hope long chcri^ihed, yet oft de- 
ferred, or the weloonie sonnd of the mnrfe, 
sent forth by the mil' i i j. band, was more 
than their exhausted nature could hear. 
When blankets were thrown over thcui, uo 
one wonid have supposed that a human 
form lay beneath, save for the small pro- 
minence which the bony head and feet in- 
dicated. Oh ! Qod of juatioe, what retfiba* 
tion awaita the peipetrattna of aoflli alow and 
awAil mnrder. 

VERMIN AND DISEASE. 

The hair of some was matted together, 
like beuhtii of the stall which lie down in 
their own filth. Vermin am 
in abundance. Nearly every 
darkmed by sonrvy, or black with rough 
Boake, and wiA e<<n4ratie aorea. One In 
particular waa reduced to the merest skele- 
ton; his face, neck, aud feet covered with 
thiok| green mould. A number who had ^ 
Government ekthes given them on Ae koat 
were too feeble to put them on, and were 
carried ashore partially dressed, bugging 
their clothing with a death-grasp that they 
eonld not be povtiaded to yield. It was 
not unfi^uentto hear a man fe' l ly call, as 
he was laid on a stretcher^ '* Dou t lake my 
olothea;" "Oh, aave my new ahoea;^' 
" Bon't let my socks go back to Anderson- 
Tille." Tn their wild death-struggl'', with 
bony arms and hands extended, they would 
hold np their new socks, that could not be 
put on because of their swollen limbs, say- " 
ing, Save 'em till I get home." In a little 
while, however, the aonia of many wwe 
leased from their worn-out frames and borne 
to that higher home where all things are 
registered for a great day of account.

The ffOTenmieiit doef not supply towels 
and oomDs to the soldiers. On their arri- 
val the agents of the Commi?*sion are ready 
with a stock of these very useful and much 
needed arlielee, giving them freely to each 
man. Fourteen bundretl towels wrrc nriven 
out one morning, and the recipionts, who 
had not seen such things for a long time, and 
who needed them much, made merry over 
them indeed. One said, " I do Ltlieve if it 
wasu't for the Sa&itarv. we would never 
We got out of the Ocnlederacy. I do he> 
Here ibej have intereeded for m."

In all that ex- 
perience neaxlj four years, I have had 
nereaabg Teaaona Hmt believing not onlv 
that no other organiiatkm can compare with 
this nnhle pioneer in the work of huinatiity 
it has undertaken, but also t6 admire the 
thorongh hnrfneaa manner in whioh ithaa 
been conducted, the wisdom whioh has been 
displayed hy it=; maoa^rs, and their good 
judgment iu the selection of the agents, to 
whom has been entrusted the diapoaia^ ef 
the i hnrity which the people have put into 
their hnndn. Their policy to employ tiic 
be«!t agentH, and retetn tnem as they be- 
come experieneed, as well as their good 
fortune in these regards, have had ju.st .such 
results as might have been expected ; they 
have been aerred feitiilUlly, and tte aoldier 
ha>i reaped the heucfit, while the loyal 
people of the land have fhown their appre- 
ciation by their liberal gift«. They feel 
they can eoojSde in it, and that by no other 
apeiK y < an they w> directly and henoti vntly 
relieve the suAeriug aoldier, or in ease of 
his death, help his needy &mily.

Snoe my arrival at tbia phoe, I have oe* 

oupicd myself in obtaininc; the requisite in- 
formation, and an.swcrinjr Tetters of inquiry, 
received at this office. These letters have 
been numerous, and often of a most a£fect- 
ing character. Appeals from mothers and 
wives, beaeeohing us to use every effturt to 
get some inteU^ganoe lor them, mm thoae 
recently returned from imprisonment at the 
8ottth-~of their dear o&ef— kst heard firam, 
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il my be, six mOBllM or a je«r acp; short 
aMnlj not^s from fathers or hroUMn, ask- 
ing VLB whether such or such a name to 
be found among the list of paroled prison- 
ent. BeqniestsfaciiMAaM, oovldootMlto 
command our immediate and earnest atten- 
tion — promptness and thoroughness of in- 
vestigation, however, it hm been impossi- 
Uc to combine. 

Twice have the flag of truce boats rocom- 
BMioed their trips; they have come with 
radi Aeqaenoy and brought aaoli large 
BvniberB — one thousand or fifteen hundred, 
sometimes in a day — that the lii^t of names 
has been in constant use by the military 
authorities, and could not be at once refer- 
red to. Every firilil.v. fin-vvover/lia,-; brrn 
afibrded us, and in many instances, we have 
liad A« pleiBiire of oondniinioating to the 
anxious once at home, the news, that he 
whom thev hnd inquired for, was left be- 
hind, in good health, by his comrades. In 
oiher eaeee, we lieve been obliged to eonvey 
the sad intelligence, that tto per=(nn in- 
quired after, had died in captivity. But, 
in such uutanoes, we could almoet feel 
^■d of bamng something definite to reply : 
it mm 80 vnni'h harder to be compelled 
to say. as in the other cases we have 
been, nbat no inlbnnatlim eoald be obtained. 
In these cases, however, a careful list of the 
names has been kept, that no opportunity 
may be lost, as the boats coaiiuue to arrive, 
of jpring what intelligence we can. 

I have occupied myself in assisting at 
(he di^bution of (he articles to the men. 
libenl as the mmmm niede by the Gov- 
Mmwumt it, tnere are certain articles of 
WUTersal necessity, which they do not sup- 
ply. Hen it has been our pleasure, as well 
M oar duty, to furnidi, ae flur aa the etoree 
at our disposal would allow, to every man. 

The first wish of the paroled prisoner, 
findinc hiaeelf at liberty, is to communicate 
with neine. It is our aim, therefore, as 
soon as may be, after the arrival of each 
boat, to furnish each man with paper, en- 
▼depeand peneil. These are most gkiy 
welcomed and put in use. The next desire 
of the men, is to carry out more fully the 
work already begun, of cleausiug themselves 
from the dirt, and freeing themselves from 
the vermin infidcnt to thi"' (crriMi^ life 
(hey have been leading. We take them, 
whn metned into Bne tor dinner, and ia- 
ane n towel and a comb to every man. 
These are most erstefully received. The 
<mly words oi complaint which ha?e reach- 



ed my ears here been owmg to the groafc 

earnestness of the men to get thoroughly 
cleaned. Our stock of fine-tooth cnmb^. 
being small and speedily exhausted, caused, 
a good deal of disappointnient Howerrer,. 
we 8app]iei1 them with a comb of some sort, 
and the change in tbeir appearance, after re- 
ceiving a suit of clothes from Government^ 
and finifities for making themselves dean, 
is very remarkable hive i8*<ucd alt<o tft 

each man, a skein ul thread and needle. 

I hare alio had flio honor to aarfit from 
time to time in the duties of the office. I 
have been greatly interesft^d in the ex- 
periences of the officers who imvc begun U> 
arrive on the later boata. Not eotitted to* 
rl'>thing from Government like enli-^f( i 
men, they have oome to the office clad 
in the ragged and dirty garments, which 
have been thwr only d^snoe from the oold 
in their prison life, to see wliat we could do 
for them. Underclothing has been issued 
readily, but outer gannenta not being inoln- 
ded in our stock on hand, it has been im- 
possible for us to supply. But it has been 
very impressive to observe the manly and 
simp le dit'oity of thoee men, in tattered 
clothes. With long untrimmed hair and 
beard, with feeble tottering gait, there waa 
yet to be aeen, the nobb qMntnnqnenehed, 
the true man coming out pnrer, mA mwo 
tried patience, with more calm power from 
the furnace of afflictiou — the fiery torment 
of the terrible experience. 

The frank, straightforward gratitude with 
which they acoe|^ the Utle favors we: 
were able to do them, was very touching. 
It is a thing to be very thankftil for, and 
from which to take hope for the future,, 
that such men haye been spared to (hes 
nation. 

I have busied myself as opportunity 
ofiered, in observ^pg whatever was going on 
in connection with the men, now at ih'm 
post, that I might obtain blrIi u knowledoa 

! of the general ronrlitinn of affairs, M weuTd 
enable me more efficiently to serve' the 
Sinitaiy OouunMm. 

I have several times witnessed the im> 
pressive scene presented by a funeral in tha 
iNaval iSchooi yard, preceded by the band, 
and eooorted by a guard of men under 
arms.

Thiuking thai the readers of the Sani- 
tary Bulletin, rnighk fbcl some interest 
in followiug the movpmpnte of their agents 
during the receut raid under Qenenl War- 
ren, aad in learning somewliat of the fife 
we leed, I propose to give von a skctoh of 
our movement*. Tlio ordinary quiet of 
oanip life, wai» bruken about sun^t on Tues- 
day, the 6lh inst., by orders for the Fifth 
Corps, and the third division of the Scronr? 
Corps, to be ready to move at day-break the 
following mommg, with nx daje nti<mS| 
and rait bk ammunitlM. 

The supply trains, ambulancesi, and am- 
munition waeons, were limited in number, 
and erary oroer indioated tint « M|ttd Imt 
not nxj exftended mofe mi to bemnde. 

Before dark, n wagon was filled with our 
batUe sapply, for each of these Corps. 
Woolen iMrtai, dnirets and eooka, oondenaed 
milk, whiskey and brandy for milk punch, 
beef stock, soft cracker^', farina ana com 
starch, rags, bandages, blaitkuts, handkcr- 
ohuft and toweb} and such artioka as are 
mast not'<le<l after a battle, constituted 
our stores on this oooaaion. Some tea, 
sugar, soft craoken, and nftfr eana of wpfHb 
eanoe, wen added for our mess ; time not 
permitting us to prepare suitable substan- 
tial food, we relied upon our friends for 
beef and biead, aa oeaanon nqniiedi and 
nevwin vain.

connected with the hot^pital, and all around 
were ttathered such of the men :i8 were 
able to be about. A hymn was sung by 
the ladies, with some of 1h» menibere 
of the baud. An addref=« wns n.nrL by 
a del^pUe of the Christian Oommission. 
ne Kit of the dead (forty-four namea) 
was read, prayer was offered by the chap- 
lains, the solenin nntes of the baud were 
heard agun, and the line of wagcms pasited 
on, each dnped witii the Amtfiean flag, 
to the Cemetery, a mile or two out of 
town. The large number of the dead 
commemorated in a single service ; the ab- 
iraee of any near personal friends; the 
prf'Sf^nf^f* within the curtains of the neigh- 
boriug teutii ot so many hundreds, who may 
soon Se bwne ont to bo placed by the mm 
of them ; the thought of the long suffering 
through which they have passed, and of the 
bles&cd rest they had found, made the scene 
one long t<i be remembered. 

I have also had the pleasure of attendinf: 
the prayer meeting held two evenings in 
the watt at the Clu^eL 1%^ wave ez* 
oeediBgly interesting occasions. Hoat of 
the men who took part in the exercises 
were young men, and their testimony was 
dear and strong to Ae power of ftith, to 

maintain the .soul through the most fearful 
triahi and temptations. They had found 
Christ to be their strength and comfort in 
their time of adversity, and looked forward 
with joy to devoting thrnr^nlv, r to ser- 
vice in the brighter Uay» which were now 
i;^ atom tat them amid the prafaEng sad- 
neaa fimn pnsont soffnrtng and diniiwiiig 
recollection?; these hours of prayer ana 
thuukii^viug, of glorying iu God, and re- 
joicing in the LomI Jeraa Ohiiat, are tines 
of trae repentance.

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before the promise of thr early morning 
wu realized, hj a heavy rain Hturm, wkioh 
kMted till noon, and made oar gum blan- 
ket* of the greatest value. By the end of 
the day. the sun broke out bright and -warm, 
makiog ever^ oue cheerful and inspirited ; 
tlia moon aftanravte added bar mild li^t 
to guide UB on 4mr way to eamp by mna 
o'olook. 

MTDNIGTIT SHOWER. 

We were roused from comfortable sleep 
abofQl nudnight, by a beavy abower, wbira

By that time, 
tbe eolomn was again on the move, and 
fiilfing into podtioB in Hm nwr of fha boB> 
pttal w!igon«» OUT team began tiha duty of 
the day. 

UNrKirrAlNTY. 

Laughable ooujectures aa to our deati* 
nation, beguiled u» akHrandtodioiianiaMkb 
of our fitUe amy. Thtij varied aa much 

as the minds of their oripnafors, and ex- 
tended fro|u a reconnoissance toward the 
Sontb Side road to a union wiA General 
Sherman's foiie,'< in Georgia. It was not 
clear liuwever. that our six dayj« ration*' 
would la^t uuiic luog uuough for a trip iuto 
gouth Carolina, or, that our little army 
onuld 8ub»^iat itoelf upon the enemy, on ao 
long a march. 

SUSSEX CO. 

Our road lead us through Sussex C< 
a Tilli^ of aome pMtontikma, on Hie map, 

but ownini^ nnlv throe or four houses, con- 
scious among which, is the Court House 
of briek^ atanding .« sbort distance back 
from the road. The general app«»rance of 
this country indicates exhaustion. The 
soil under good cultivation and proper re- 
tnma will be prodnetive, but the large fiurms 

and had jiy^tein pursued, has reduced it 
so much, that no evidences exit^t of fair 
crops being harvested. Fields of ooCton 
are qnite flrnqpient. Some have been pkiked; 
a few alill eany their small crop. 

CONTRABANDS. 

GroupR of contrabands met us occasion- 
ally, giving active exercise to the humane 



feelingB of those in f-jmpathy with them» 
by their appeals for aid. (Jhiidren of alt 
and u» infirm, through Uieir leaders, 
aaked for transportation ; out a difficulty 

arose in getting if. fmm all the wacrons still 
being loaded, and from the fiict that we were 
going from home with limited rataona fbr 
the trfiops. 

Few, if any of these parties, were how- 
ever, left behind our column. Could any 
advocate of the Divine InntUuiumhn^inL' 
nesseil the uioofiug of these poor crr-ntTireji 
with their friends by the road side, and have 
seen the exhibitions of delight with which 
they welcomed each accession to the ranka 
of those, who loved freedom better tlian 
slavery, he would have learned a lesson never 
to be forgotten. 

W£LDON EAJL ROAD. 

About iMon of Thiniday, w« eame in 

si^^t fit a railroad bridge over the Notto> 
way river, which the cavalry had fired a 
short time before. Here the object of the 
move waa dereloi^. Before nt waa the 

Weldon Railroad, in operation toward Peters- 
burg as far a? 8tony creek, where wagons 
were used to carry supplies uerosH the Dtui- 
ville road or atoond tiie Army of Potomaa 
to Petersburg. 

DK8TRUCTI0N OF THE ROAD. 

The line of road wa.«! at once occupied 
by the troops^ and for thirty-six hour» 
almost tbe entire force bent its beat 
cff(jrts fo its-i destruction. Many willing 
hands make short work with such a duty. 
•Strong arms arc u.se(l, and many uteu ap- 
ply tiiemselves to the task. The taibaild 
ties are lifted on one aidei and thrown over 
into one long line. 

The liea when tom tnm the rails, are 
piled up, and the latter are laid across them 
and covered* with light wood, so tb tt wbcTt 
the fire has reached its fieroest power, uud 
the iron baa beoome aollened by beat^ tba 
weight of the ends, bonds the rails to the 
ground, and utterly ruins them for present 
use. Twenty miles of such devastation, 
was accomplished without opposition, and 
the Weldon road to the Meheria river, 
ceased to exist, iiebels in Richmond, have 
but one tine of rail, the single track 
road to Danville, by which to carry troopt 
and anppUeSi from the Soothem States.

Our bait took place about .sunset, the 
weather growing colder, and giving^ indica- 
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tion8 of 8D0W. The first d\itv on reaching 
ounp, is to getasopphrof MR^^woodflnr 
the ni^ht, and water for supper. Instinct 
seems to guide the soldier to the nearest 
Bpol irlwre ehlrar cm b« obtained, and fen- 
Ott of all kind disappear with wonderful 
rapidity, before the host of claimants, who 
throng after them. A lire is quickly start- 
ed; tbe ooIISm 8000 boiborer the lioteoalg; 
the slice of boef or pork is soonfHed; and 
h gnm blanket spread tipon the ground, 
furnifibcs a tabic, around which, appetites 
duorpened by a fast since daytmalc, «re 
gathrrr i! r the frugal meal. 

Should the ground prove very rough, a 
few HvqIew of the shoTol will level it to re- 
oeiTO the bknketo npon wfaioh we lie. If 
it rains, a gum cover over our blnnkets, i^^ 
our protection from the sionn a winter's 
night, and finrtcuiate are ttoM whoee ahun- 
bers are undisturbed by the discovery that 
they ob«^tmct tlie flow of a joang river on 
its ocean wai'd eourse. 

• START AT DAY-BREAK. 

Daybreak finds the column on the march, 
and detained only by the labor ot destroy- 
ing the railroad, we tr o forward to the Me- 
heria Kiver, about twenty miles from 
Wddon. Here a akiniiiiE between our 
cavaby and the rebel f(»r<^ on the other 
pide of the river, expose? the dcfenbes 
thrown up to prevent our crossing. Enough 
of the road hae been torn vp to prevent its 
use Htr weeks. The passa^re <>f the .stream 
would involve considerable loss, with no 
other beneht, thun the opportnnity of de- 
stroying a few miles of uie road beyond, 
and as the weather w.i ■ I'rftiiip; colder and 
wetter, and the roads mure difficult for the 
tiains, it nae dedded to retiie. Half an 
indi of fleet and snow eorered tlie eonn- 
try nnd the sleepers in the army, when the 
biigle calls roused the latter for the march. 
The troope bad hard woik in etore ftr them. 
Deep mud and half frozen water cover the 
roads, and const^int thawinc: bmnirht snch 
showers from the foreBtet, that little comfort 
was tonnd during die day on the matoh, or 
doling oar halta. 

IN TEB MUD. 

.Tusr af^er dark, our wagon was driven 
into a mud hole, from which the tired 
hcareee mm vnaUe to draw it. The traini 
all passed on, the la.«t of the infantry 
wore around U.S. the cavalry but a short 
(iisuncc in the rear, and as it became an in- 
tiiwiing qntelioii lunr wevei* to lavi o«r 



supplies, a sudden attack by the rebel cav- 
alry, which penetrated between Utfand the 
rear guard, tvithin half a luile. seemed to 
make a speedy decisionj a matter of neoes- 
sity. Fortunately, a few Tolleya iHit th« 
chivalry to the right abonty and we e^in 
had an interval of quiet. 

The efforts of the soldiers, loaned for the 
purpose, fiiiled to ivdeeee our wagon from its 
muddy bed, and it became necessary if> part 
with a portion of the eontent.';. Tlii.s wai» 
done in a verv short time, and in such a 
way as eeeured a proper application of oar 
suppliefj, !ind with light* iied load, we reach- 
ed the head-quarters of a brigade, wore we 
were kindly cared for during the night.^ A 
short distance from camp next moniin^y 
I was Huffieieiit to show that we were requi- 
red to further reduce the weight of our sup- 
plies, and to make it neoeflsary to obttds a 
driv(>r more oompetent to manage our team. 
The kindness of the ambulance officer ot 
the Third Division Second Corps, euabled 
08 to bring off our wagon and team of fine 
horses, and we had the snti??faetioii of know- 
ing that our distribution of stores was 
made to those who bad means and diapoal- 
tion to plaee them in proper hands. 

Some unfortonate stiag^en from the 
oohunn of troops, on our march down were 

captnred })y the puerillas, and after being 
murdered and beaten till they were dis- 
figured, were stripped of their clothing and 
left m the road side. Snch atroeity . onM 
not go unpunished. The General in com- 
mand| (Warren,) iisjsued orders at once, 
whidi will teach an useful lesson to those 
who disregard all the ordinary rules of 
civilized warfare, and render retributive 
juiitice a stern necessity. 

MOONXJOHT MARCH. 

A moonlit march until late in the eve- 
ning, brought us to oamp. A very cold 
wind drove us to shelter in a wood, where, 
after kindling a larjxe five, wc wore soon 
sound a.slecp and dreaming of home. The 
morning of our last day's maroh, found as* 
off at sunrise. The ground was frozen 
very hard, and a high wind from the 
north-west whistled across the oooAtiy. 
Home was howerer before ob aD; a few 
hours would bring us to the comparative 
comforts <rf oar former camps, and every 
one feelimi eheend bv hope, and brightraea 
bj the hmlianey of the morning, was eagor 
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to make a rapid and finnl marcli to what wo 
wero all glad to call, ir winter quarters. 

From tin night, the troops in a con- 
tinaoofi line, mardied into the lines, and 
thus ended this raeoiflnble nad down the 
Wddon Eailroad.

What volumes are contained in these three 
symbolystio elittBcten. The "God bless 
you's" of men made happy by a gift from 
home; the tears of gratitude "for some hidi- 
ple act ol iandiiesa; tlie resurrections from 
fiith ind deapondenoy into deaaliiiMi and 
hope. 

These three letters mean the " Auxih'ary 
BeUef Corpe." They were instituted by 
the founder of the Corps, Mr. Frank B. 
Fny. if Massachusetts, and will long be 
ht Id u.-t mementos of an ezperienoe, at once 
pleasant and profitable. 

Wo, of the Corps, number about thirty- 
five men, and from three to six of us, are 
oonneoted with each hospital at this point. 
We have a atorehouse in eaoh hospital, re- 
ceiving our supplies from a centrul or 

general storehouse at City Point. The 
oepitalB are diTided into wards, and each 
acjcut ha.'* an a.-si-rned ward, to the men of 
which be give.'^ out hi.s <:uod,s. This is the 
practical workiug of the Corps in their 
stations. In case of a battle, men are im- 
nie.ii?itely selected from our number, and 
sent U> the field with supphes of istimnlantvH, 
good wbdemme eatables, and ^-uod wumi 
clothing. Oh, I shall never forget, when 
onee T wa,-? amonc;: nnmber called to go to 
Deep Bottom, just after a battle in Butler's 
lines. The ani^eooi were ahDOSt all ooott' 
pird with the amputating tables, — three in 
number, and the minor case?* were left 
nortly^ to the care of some members of the 
OhristiaD Commission and ourselfee. For 
two daj« and two nighte, the men came 



pouring in, and as fast aa tfasf were ex- 
amined and attended to, put on T^nnrd the 
hospital boats, to be shipped to the regular 
statiooB. 'And I think that I oaa safely 
say, that not a man went from the battle- 
field to the boat, without pa.«.«ting throtigh 
our hands. The working, in detail, would 
occupy more space and time, than we oui 
afford: it i.s nearly a.^ various, both in char- 
acter and effect, as the men with whom we 
come in eoiitaet One esnnot appreciate it 
thoni^, without having penonal oonneo- 
tion with it. 



OF AGEHTS.— HON. F. S. FAT. 

A meeting of the Auxiliary Relief Corps, 
9t the U. 8. Sanitary Commission, was held 
on Monday evening. T>ecernbor 19, at the 
Ninth Corps Depot Hospital, for the pur- 
pose of listening to the parting adlrMS of 
its Superintendent, the Hon. Frank B. Vay, 
of Chebea, Mass. 

Mr. Fay having been connected with 
this part of the Oonmiission's work from 
its origin, the parting wa,** filled with rem- 
innisenoes of the many sad and sacred 
scenes through which the Corps had pavML 

The following preamble imd resolutions 
were presented, and unanimously adopted, 
as expressing the sentiments uf the Corps, 
towards itannnder and friend, to whom toe ■* 
cause owes so uuoh. 

Whereas, The Hon. Frank B. Fay, Su- 
perintendent of the Auxiliary Bdief Corps 
of the U. S. Sanitary Commission, is re- 
tiring to his home, at the cl.»sc of a long 
and arduous period of service in the fiel<^ 
with the expectation of being separated for 
a tinir from the Corp?, with which he has 
been identified since its inception. 

Re$ob>ed, That the Corps of Relief 
Agent,s, take this opportunity of expressing 
to -Mr. Fay, the high appreciation of his 
services, and of the self-sacrificing spirit 
which, ever since the beginning of the war, 
him led him to enlist in the work of minis- 
tering to our siek and wounded heroes. 

Resolved, That a copy of these proceed- 
ings be f<irwardcd to the Executive Com- 
mittee in New Vork, and to the Sanitart 
Commission Bullktin, in Philadelphia, 
fioriKibtioation.

is the title of a oharmiog little book, pre- 
pared bv one of the noUe women <£ oar 
land^ who has shown herself, lij varioas

ia pabliehed by the United States Saaitaiy 

Commission, to meet a most pressing ncccs- 
si^ of the men of oar army and navy. To 
those who see it, not one word of espkoMi- 

tion or commendation is heeded, but would 
call the attention of those who have not yet 
seen it to some of its features.

2. Pay table for non-commiSBOnedoffioen 
and privates in U- S. army. 

3. An address "to our soldiers and 
sailors," which will be read with deSjp in- 
terest by " (be ttiUion," both oitiaen and 
soldier. 

The address nves in a eondse ftrm the 

" principles of U)e CommisBion," " its rela- 
tion to the government," " its meanH," and 
«planj" calls the especial attention of 
soldiers in hospitals to ue design and work 
nf tlie Conmmission in respect to their wants 
while sick and wounded; gives a list of 
"depots of collection and distribution of 
supplies," together with information re- 
specting "letters" and hospital visitora. 

Another general feature of the address is 
a most salisfhetavy aeeofont of the spedal 
relief work of the Conunission, respecting 
which there is an astonishing want of in- 
formation on the part of those mobt deeply 
interssted. Tbd spsdal features of this re- 
Kef work arc presented. Prominently 
amon|; the rest are those which refer to the 
seeunnff of back pa^, bounty, pensions, &c., 
for disonai^^ soldiers^ free ot charge ; and 
to pay the same attention to sick and 
woonded in hospitals, whose oases have 
heen overkMllBed In the regular payments. 
It is aba to sirist hi the same iray the 
fiunilies of prisoners. 

Next comes a full list of the Sanitary 
Ooramistrion homss snd lodges, located at 
different points, where lodging, meals, 
counsel, &o., are given free of charge; also 
of the homes for wives, mothers, &e., of 
soldiers, w1k> inajr be called to visit the hos- 
pitals at Washington, Alexandria, and 
Annapolis. An account of monthly pay, 
tmnspioilation, snhristsnoe, elothing, &c., of 
disoMlged soldiers and tnwe on furlough. 
A more particular account of "claim 
^noies " closes this part of the address. 
BevMi warnings to soVuers will be dnly ap> 
predated by many who will escape from 
snares in which they would have been 
caught, were not their attention arrested by 
thsss BBggMlions Widi advice fsspeeting 



the method of obtaining artifioisl Bmbs, the 
address proper doses. The aeeount, of 

" aid societies," " alert clubs," &c., condtt- 
des this part of the little " Frienil.'* 

The second part of the work is made up 
of hsaiitiftil hymiMiy ssleetsd liwm venous co^ 
lections, misoellaneoos and patriotic pieces, 
which will bo read, sung, and enjoyed 
while the war la^ts ; and lung after the war 
is over the " Friend" will be remembered 
with gratitude The volume closes with the 
Ten Commandments, the Lord's Frayer^ 
and a few appropriate Psalms. 

The work itself reflects great ersdit 
upon the head and heart of the compiler, 
more than could be indicated by any 
eomplimentary words tliat mi^t Mrs he 
written. The book, which ia just the sise 
for the brea.st pocket, is gratuitously dis- 
tributed amou^ the men of the army and 
navy. In addition to the nnmher so eiron- 
latcd, it is proposed to supply the " Aid 
Societies," auxiliary to the Sanitary Com- 
mission, with the number of copies they 
may be able to sell, and have the proceecis 
of such sales appropriated to replenish their 
various treasuriee.

Aeeompaniea by Mr. Hglf, T made the 
tour of nearly all the hospitals in the vici- 
nity of Washiogtou, including those at 
Alexandria. Having thus aoqnixed some 
idea of the vastness of our work, and of 
the needs of the hospitals, I was especially 
assigned to Finley and Campbell Hospitals, 
as ngnlar visitor. This di^y I performed

to best of my ability, until ttu 
put of October, when at my request, I was 
ungned by yourself to Winchester. Arri- 
▼bg at that place Oetober 6, 1 wm ap- 

Einted by Ool. Mnhlech, "Superintending 
ospital \'isitor." What my dutiai were 
in that capacity, I have already enumerated 
in my report, pablbbBil in ft femer num- 
ber of the Bulletin. How, from this 
work, 1 became transferred to the office, it 
wauld be dHRonlt to tell. The bnttle of 
Todar rreok found mo agent in charge. 
Fortunately, Col. Muhleeb, who had been 
absent for some days, was with us at tha) 
time. Oar atock wtt good, our oorps of 
aprcnts lartre; not too larj!:e however. Tn 
the evenings, from the 20th to the 23d, 
when the wounded eame tn by hnadndiy 
we were compelled to call upon memlmiof 
the Ma.'<sachusctt8 37th, then doing guard 
duty at Winchester, for assistance. Noble 
IUwwb! they worked with qb sevenl •TO- ■ 
ninge, into the midnight hours, deeming it 
a privilege to help their wounded fellow 
soldiers. Many too of the nurses and as- 
HLstanta at the Sixth Corps Hospital, ren- 
dered us valuabh' Pervico. At Sheridan 
Hospital, Mr. Corbin was warmly seconded 
byniunben of the Ohristian Giominiarion. 
Oar tent on the ground, at this time, proved 
invaluable, and for a time, Christian and 
Sanitary OomnussionH became a partnership 
for the distribution of the Htoek there eoil> 
looted. I cannot let this opportunity pa.'^s, 
without ezpreasing my apnroval and grati- 
tnde, for toe maimer in wnieli Mr. Gorbin 
performed hia doty, on this, and other oc- 
cas-inns. Two years a soldier, and several 
mouths a hospital steward, he was eminent- 
ly fitted to fill this place, and that ho was 
▼ise a*« well as f&ithful, the united testi- 
nony of patients, surgeons, officials, and 
Tlsitors proves. Now, after a residence of 
orertwomonthB in the Shenandoah Valley, 
T am once more in "Washinpton, and about 
to bid f:u-ewell to the Sanitary Commission. 
The position of teeponaibilitj whieh I ksro 
occupied for most of that time, has not 
been without its trials and anxieties, but on 
the whole, my brief experience has been a 
very happy fue. I early found, that the 
jircat question to be decided in tho stew- 
ardship of. the boontiee of the loyal North, 
waa Aow HOC to <fo U** At least, one-balf 
the applications made for indifidaal relief, 
are by undeserving persons, and it requires 
a combination of shrewdness and beiaevo- 
lenee^mely foond Sn koman boaoaM, 'to 



detect the inoorrigible "bummers" Hid 
"dead beats," and still to avoid turning 
way the deserving. Our work in the val- 
ley fo for ttw jpresent about completed. 
Sheridan Field Hospital rejoices in warm 
bedding, home-made quilts, and cheerful 
tent chimneys. The city hospitals are even 
more foftOMte. Meanwhile, Ifto patients 
are being transferred to the rear But, 
even with these facts, I say farewell with 
many regrets; regrets, wh&on WooNI beeome 
the prickings of a guilty oonieience, were 
it tot for the fact that I leave in my place, 
an old tried friend, the Bev. Geo. Batchelor. 
to whoae eare and good judgment, I ftei 
that I could resign every interest, with a 
certainty that it would be watched over ^ 
with the fidelity of a brodMr and* Chfia- 
tian.

NO. V. — STILT, AT WHITE HOl'SE, VA. 

All through the night of June 3, and 
all day of the 4th, the rain came steadily 
down, the atmosphere wai^ chilly, and those 
who could spare tirnc ftir reflection, allowed 
the whole circumstances which were crowd- 
> od into that day, to be entirely nnikvonible 
to health or comfort. The wounded were 
brought in by thousands, throughout all day j 
of the 4th and 5th ; the mode of transit 
bdng tho same as that spoken of in relation 
to tho wonndod at Port Koyal, Va. A por- 
tion of my diary for June 4, reads as fol- 
lows : — ^Rained all night, raining still ; 8000 
wounded said to bo OB the way in thoeo 
dreadful army wagons. Oh, it is terrible 
to think of the suffering of our poor sol- 
dien, as they are jolted over thoee corduroy 
roads to this spot. T have ofton sighed 
over their sufferings on the battle field; 
hereafter I shall sigh as I think of tboir 
sufferings while being broo^ to tka baae 
of supplies. Several of our agents were 
already at the front helping the wounded 
and dying on tlw field; and It was thought, 
if a stron^r force were sent there, many a 
valuable life might be saved by the arpli- 
cation of a little good nursing, and feeding, 
before the korild loamey waa ooaunenced ; 
but how to spare the men was the quostion. 
Over one hundred agents were at work, but 
two hundred ooold not perform the work of 
feeding and dressing those who greatly 
needed attention. It happened at almost 
every ambulance, that some , poor wounded 
toewooldai^ «(1Vliteifl)^'Mor«mniig? 
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Can jou not drew mj woond?" , In their 
eagemeM to lnif« uiax wosnds dnned, 

the? would, to excite the agents, sympathy 
and assistanoe, unwver tne gaping lace- 
niUuu», and revual them ^cd with dis- 
gpittng life; at suoh tiiMi, every person 
who approached them, was addressed aa 
^' Dooior." With suoh piteous, w^nt a^ 
peiib, and aaek neoeariiiee staring tfum in 
the fliioe, it could not be otherwiae than that 
the Relief Corps, should return to their 
reabng plaoeia, always at or near the mid- 
nif^t nottr. On the boat, tiie feeding was 
cotitinuouB from 6 a.m.. until midnight. I 
have said the issues uf supplies on the 3d 
of Jnne, exceeded any thing ever know in 
iha histocy of the Commission, which waa 
tne: yet the daily issues of the 4th and nth, 
by air exceeded those of the 3d. The 
«uef atonfceeper ettSmated the iralne of the 
issues on those three days, as closely ap- 
proximating one hundred thifimud dollnrn 
June 5, the ury still uame tor mure iielp; i 
more soppliea, uoie nntaea; every boay | 
strained their nerve? to ficcomplish more. 
Our boats were being filled with special 
easM of wounded miea; anumg wlioan ivaa 
Colonel ininiliNr, a aon of the lamented Dr. 
"Winslow, «(' long and so favorably known 
in connection with the U. S. Sanitary Com- 
mission. He was brought from the front, 
to the boat, by hi.s father, whose tenderness ; 
for his child, equalled that of a mother's. 
It was the afternoon of that day, before I 
even nupeeted it was the Sabbath day. I 
oonld, in part, realize what Sunday must be 
in the army, especially were men had hard 
duly dntiee to Derfima. In the ilMenoe of 
a m^ority of the Corps, a few of the rest- 
in*.' ones joined with inc in h mo»»ting of 
nrav<:ii aud prui^sc. On tliie day, wagons 
loaded with neoessaries and debaaaieB, at* 
tended by a number of our } . st mm, start- 
ed £ur the front, for the purpose already in- 1 
dioatod. Tbe aetkm waa iraD timed; for it | 
ftvnd and hdped men who had been wait* 
ing for succor. ju«t where they fell; and re- 
^eoiahed the depktod supply tent of the 
tkMnmianon'a Agenta. On. Hondsy, the 

stcauier Januii (^"J/t Captain Parkhurst, 
commanding, started lor Washington, for 
supplies and nurses, havii^ on board Dr. 
Innalow, his wounded 8on,nnd a favorite 
horse. I hav( nmittcd to state, that during 
oar stay at thiti point, the roar of canuou, 
and enah of amttU anna, wen dmoot in- 
oa on ant, and they acted upon onr Ments as 
n^w ton wiUingy bat jaded aniniM. The 



requisition for supplies for the front, was so 
urgent, tint anoaMf lot of wagons wete 
loaded up and sent, but we could not possi- 
bly spare more Relief Agent.?. Jlr. IIol- 
stein reported the burial of 21 muu this 
day, but this number was only a fraction of 
those who died. All coming under the 
sapenriaion of the Sanitoiy Commiasion, 
wese buried aa GbriatiaoB; the bnml aer- 
vice of tbe l^pueopal Chnndi, being read 
over their remains. Each occupied a sepa- 
rate grave, which was properly marked. 
The effacta of eaoh deoeaaed aolcBer, were 

taken in rlnu'^e, even to a briiken eonib, 
and their friends written to on the same 
day, announcing hb death, with every 
particitlar which would be of interest for 
them to know. On "W^ednesday, .fune 8, 
twenty fresh men| (nurses,) arrived from 
WaddngtoD. 

My aiary of this day, says : " A fine 
cool dav Tliore is some talk of a charge 
ot bat>c lo JiuriuuUa Huudred. It is said, 
Grant ia awinging his left to the Jamea, and 
that :i strong force under Shcriitrin l a.'; gone 
from Newcastle to make a circuit uf Xiich- 
uond, and join Botler, on tbatrivwr. Our 
Corps i.s still hard at work, and when it re- 
turns late at night, each member expresses 
himself disaatiafied with the amount of la- 
bor done, and wiahea aa I bare done many 

timef^, that he had a thousand hearts, and 
arms, aud legs. The U. 8. ^^aujta^y Com- 
mission has. at thb point, forty-four wag- 
gons, with SMT horses to each wagon ; eon- 
siderably over one hundred! rirTief Agents, 
and not Ic^i^ than one hundred and fifty 
other penons, enn^sd aa teanuten, labor' 
ers, clerks, &o. On Saturday and Sunday 
last, there was nine thonsand dollars worth 
of shirts and drawers distributed among the 
wounded onaa."

The other day, a prominent and influen- 
tial agent of the ChxLitiaa Cumiuissiou ex- 
pressed himself to the efiect that the agents 
of the S:init iry ^'i uniiission, in being hired, 
only felt called upon to work so many hours 
per day and at a alow ^te per hour ; while 
the agents of the Christian Commission work 
for n"thing save love for tho •-oldier, and, 
by oouiiet^uence, infused more i»uul and vim 
into tbeir labora than do tbepeid men of the 

Sanitary Comniissiou. The idea wa.s, that 
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peimtion they cannot be expected to labor 
frith mdi « puity of benevolenoe, nor with 
such an enduring celerity, as do ifBlltlwho 
raoeiTe no oompensalioit. 

It is flomewiitt mugahr that when any 
given objection against the Sanitary Gom- 
mission reaches us from one section of tbc 
country, it is speedily heard of from many 
and dutant sections — which saggests to us 
that somebody takes paius to Hprcad the 
objection ; and as this allegation is coming 
up flcouL diifevent quarttni it deaeryes n 
momMit^B attention. 

The qualifications of an aeent are found, 
in his heart, mind and body — not in his 
pone ; and an neither lenMmed by his 
ceptance of a stipend, nor increased by his 
rejection of a stipend. The question of 
compensation has nothing to do with his 
fitness as an agent ; neither is he by the re- 
ception of pay debarred, in the most remote 
deeree, from aoting upon the broadetit prin- 
ciples of hnmaoity, nor Cram being impeUed 
by the truest motives of strong-pulsing 
charity. If it be asserted that no genuine 
bencvoleuce can be exercised except by 
agents who are unpaid, then it instantly 
follows that the uuble bands of Christian 
ministersj who are confessedly among the 
meet effiMtlve and htUHnnt pUhaliiropio 
instrumentalides of the age, are devoid of 
that benevolence ; for. though as a class 
worse pjiid thau luen uf the same abilitiee 
in the other professions, yet all of tiiem re> 
ceive pay, and are enaMcl by that pay to 
devote themselves to the grand work of the 
dorious Emanuel. But does any one affirm 
Oat beeanae thereof, their diarity and 
Jiumanenea.*? cannot be as pure and throb- 
bing as if they received no pay? The 
beat of booka deehuraa the bborer to be 
worthy of his hire ; and the common experi- 
ence of mankind confirms the declaration. 
There is a vast difference between laboring 
fbr money under the guise of benevolence; 
and laboring for benevolence, thouj^h money 
enough be received with which to defray 
ordinary personal expenaes. If it be in<N 
tended to allege that the agents of the 
Sanitary Commission work simply for money 
or chiefly for money, and not chiefly from 
trae motives of humanity ; then, we simply 
and emphatically declare the allegation to 
be false in fact, and uinust to scores of men 
who have reirfgiied ample inoomee. and eon- 
tinue to reject ofiers of revenues double the 
amount <>f those which they receive from 
the Commuwion. Or, ii' it be intended to 



affirm, that because they reoore pajr tiMj 
will not or do not work as heartily aa 

those who are unpaid ; it is only necessary 
to say, that the sufferings of mangled Ame- 
ricans, or the tottering of emaehted veto* 

rans, thrill through a kind heart irrespective 
of the pooket wliit b walks about with that 
heart j and thai our agents are selected with 
special referenoe to their beaevoleooe, enerKj' 
and endurance, and that persons who do 
not on trial dispUy these qualities are dis- 
eharged, is known to all who know anything 
about the matter. 

The assumption that an agent who is * 
pud does not work so vigorously or with 
bmIi hnddble apiiit aa doea one who ia nn* 

paid, affects scores of pastors who go to fbo 
front as volunteer agents of the Sanitary or 
Christian Commission quite as much as it 
does our permanent agents who are paid; 
for each of tliese volunteers receives com- 
pensation, il not from one of the Commis- 
sions, from the eongregation whioh, in 
granting him a leave of absence, continues 
the payment of bis salary during that leave. % 
The questiou oi compensation simply nar- 
rows itself down ta die organization through 
whom the pnyment shall be made, for in 
both cai^ the common eharity of the coun- 
try ia die banker who fimlihea die meana ; 
and the difiereneo between tile two methods 
is, that in the one case the charity of the 
country empowers the Commission to pay 
the agent direedy ibr doing army wwk, 
while in the otbor case it empowers a con- 
gregation to pay a minister for his pastoral 
work, and the congregation loans his ser- 
vices to the ConmiaBknu 

In the first case you can procure trained, 
disciplined and skilled laborers — ^men who« 
know what ia to be done, how to do it, and 
who will not shrink from either manual 
labor or tedious routine ; in the other cawe 
you must rely upon the efforts of gentlemen, 
who, in most uurtances, are compelled to 
return to their congregations just about the 
time they become iamiliar with army life 
and aoadred fitnen fbr army work, and 
who inll do manual labor or perform menial 
services only at their own option. 

Ab to the preference which business men 
would give to these two systems there can 
be no doubt, for it is a l;nv nf political 
economy that trained workmen and the 
permaaeat aarignment of die same men to' 
the same thing, is true and larse economy ; 
while, from what ha.s been naid above, it is 

evident that no exoellenoe accrues to the 
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motives of unpaid ajjents because of their 
being uD{»id, which does not equally accrue 
lo pud agents in spite of tiiflur being paid. 

ftut enough with abstract reasonings upon 
a point which is clear to all, and agpd&d 
upon by all disinterested peiMHUi. We not 
only amrm, but know that £act8 will sub- 
stantiutc the affirmation, that the agents of 
the Sanitary Commisaioa are as warm- 
1i««rted, «s keooly alive to raffering, as 

qulck-witteil in affording relief, as patient, 
euergotic and cheert'ul in tlic peribrmauoe 
of unromantic duty, and lui enduring and 
eovngeous under field hardships, as ere 
agents of the Christian CommiHsion or any 
other orguuzation. And, forthermore, we 
eve beiet with the geneiel impteMion that 
this, end scores of other nunors which are 
swept through communities, will, njvm 
thorough investigadon, be found lo have 
veoeiTod their finrt ennouDoemoDt by Mends 
of orgfluizatioDs which arc jealous of, or 
antagonistic to, the Sanitary Commission.

We invite ettentioiik to the ertiele Ib the 

preeeiit number, on "Paid and Unpaid 
Agents." It is worthy of being read and 
considered, and as it suggcstii a few thoa|^tS 
wo ask attention to them, a^ follows: 

** Who pays the aytnUit" The answer 
is — the people. They may contribute their 
money to ettlier or boA of the Oonuue- 
aioDBy or tbey may pey their egente tot 
doing the work of the Connuisslon^^, direct- 
ly from their own hands. The fact is, that 
the Sanitary Commission pays its agcut.« 
from ltd own treasury, that treasury being 
supplied by the people. 

1%e OhMin Conui^Hdon doet the lune 
with ite permaneat delegates in the field, 
their treesnry being likewise suited firom 
the sune bountiful source. But there is a 
class of delegates who go tu the fmrit as 
volunteert, meaning: hy tbi^ term, gratui- 
tous laborers, upon whose claim to vuluu- 
tary seryice, much stress is laid, as an ar* 
gnment in &Tor of the eoooom j of the 
ChrietiMn Oommiadon. Let ne exemine 
this anbjeot, end it viU be leen the* the 
system of a volunteer agency is more ex- 
pensiTa than thet of a oan^sated agvaey. 



The Sanitary Commission pays for \ts 
relief work in the field, forty-fi?e dollars 
per month, to each agent, in addition to 
to hb subsistence. 

The permanent Chxiitiea Commiadon 
delegates, reeeSve no leas, bnt «• Move, 
more than this sum ; filly dollan having been 
stated as their ludaiy per month. 

The small difference of five dollars per 
month need not be thought of in this cora- 
parisoii, beyond the mere statement. The 
salary of all relief ageuU, lu both Com- 
missions, is meagre enough to aatiaff the 
moat osrelU and OTon peaimoolou spirit. 
The woik of sooh men, who live amid the 
rxposures and dan^ta of the front to do 
good to our suffering soldiers, cannot be 
estimated hy dollars and c«nt«, and the 
pittance given them ought never to be com- 
plained of. 

Bot ire deeiN to meet the qoeation of 
▼ohinteer aer?ioe npon lie real medta. 
Ministers of reUg^ are naoally seloofeed 
by the Ghristian Commission for this ser- 
vice, and each of these pa.stors if? sup- 
posed to be receiving a salary, wliicl) may 
vary from tive hundred to live thouiiand 
dollars per year: we will estimate the 
average howem, at the lov Uiaik of eight 
hundred dollars per year, for pastoral ser- 
vice at home. Taking this aveiaga to be 
fair, when these parties volunteer their 
service; to the soldiers for a month, they 
are in receipt from their congregations of 
sixty-five dollars for that month's pastoral 
service, in addition to submstence and tSKVel* 
ing expensea from the Oommimion. Uiey 
are thai the gunen indiiidnallj,fi»r (he time 
being, by the two latter items being added to 
their salary, while the cost of supplying tlieir 
places during theii absence, must also be 
home by the people at home. Now add 
the cost of subsistence aud transportation. 
A dele^rte may go from Maine or Minno- 
aota, as frm anj part of the eovntiy 
He may go to Waahington or AnnapdHa 
only J or he may go to New Orleans or 
Texas; bnt, until he reeohea a ^f&flpPGoogle 
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p]iei,«ith«r at tlia W«at or East, he is at 
the ttqNUMW of transportation by stfiamboui 
or railway, and thoBgli a portion of liis fare 
nmy be ijcueruuisly ouuiuiuted by the com- 
pttuic3 tmusporting him, it will not be un- 
jufttQAUiMr fi)fty4l7e ddlanlbf hid avenge 
eoBt> to and from the firaat It thus eorts 
ooe hondred deUan a nontli, to pay die toI- 
nnleer agonlB who go to tfui field for tem- 
porary and inexperienced service. Take 
the two or three thonsaud dtde^ates who 
have gone to the lield u.s toutporiu-y volun- 
teers I'ur the Chiibliau Commission, and 
eoantlheireofl to Ihe <&aritf <tf (he oooa- 
tiy at one handzed doIlaiB eaoh, and we have 
the volMtBa> i^Bteiii, ceqidriiig two or 
three hvndnd thooeand doUan to paj ite 
delegates. 

Meanwhile, the permauf^n? delegates are 
moving on in the daily track ..li duty ; hard, 
exposing, dangeruuh duty, at the low tigure 
of forty-five aod fifty dollars per month ; be- 
eoming innved to harddupe, aoeastonied to 
labor, skilled bj ezperienwi known to offi« 
cers and men, and reaping ^(ieh barvesto 
from their constant seed-fsowinj?. 

It is not a'ssumcd that this va«t expense 
is borne by the ('oinmission directly, but 
by the people, and the very people who find 
fimlt with the eKpendveneBS of paying 
a(gBnto to go to the fionfa — the people who 
win <qipOW the Sanitary Comminbn be- 
eanse it pays its hard working, constant 
■ agent forty-five dollarx per month, while 
the Liinstiaii Commission pays ite perma- 
nent ageuts fifty, — these very people will 
'pay double the sum to volunteers, and 
1 omphun of othen having their small stii- 
jiend of forty-five doUsre. 

The system would be agrstnity, — a most 
j^erous and note-worthy gratuity, if the 
i-oet of this voluntary service eonld be turn- 
ed to accuunt. If the pa.>ti»r goiui: a 
delegate would bestow his monthly salary 
upon the dd sodety of the oongre^itioa or 
villig^ from whteh he goes, and allow the 
SOTviee to be indetd an offieiing for Ae sol- 
dier, it wonld then he entitled to the efaim 



of voluntary servioe; bat as it i^ it eannot 

he claimed as gratuitous. 

We commend the system as a sucee^^ful 
one for securing the sympathy of a very 
worthy chuis, and ibr committing their in- 
flnenoe in helialf of the Commiision whieh 
obtaiBS their aervie^ bat when it is pre- 
sented to the pttUie as an toonomiiaU sys- 
tem, in comparison with that which truios 
and keeps its agents, and pap an ai know- 
led^cd standard sum, we inu.st protest 
against it, atid ask the people not to mis- 
judge iu the premises. 

Again, when oerfeain ehwdMa agree to ^. 
empkj and pay egenta one hundred dol- 
lars each, per month| and smmI them aiimy 
ak delates of the Ohristian Commission^ 
we assert that they are not to be ranked as 
volunteers, et'nerously triving their serrioee 
to the Comuii>riioii. Tliey are paid.

UWITAEIAN TBACT8. 
We are lu receipt of a letter from a friend, 
whioh ebntains the fbUowing statement: 

A minister told me he had learned 
that the funds raised by Sunitary Com- 
miasioo, were being expended for Unitarian 
traeta, end that these were eissnbted 
thronj^ tiw amy. 

Of bite, this rumor has oome tO VS from 
several quarters. It has sprung up simul- 
taneously, in new and distant places, and 
has assumed a magniude which attracts 
notice. It ia, as our friend very properly 
replied to his informer, a *'shmder/' It is 
well known, that while the U. B. Sonitarj 
Commission, is a Christian institution, it Is 
not seetsdan. It lue not expended money 
for party purposes, in any way. It has not 
purchased a dollar's worth of sectarian 
literature, but hai> spent thousands in pro- 
miscuous reading matter. It has spent 
thoosands in purely OluistiaB Utentun^ 
wen selected from TBrkras anihaSy without 
referpnoe to denominational interest or 
choioe. It reoogniaci the fact, that our 
army is compo.sed of men of all shmles 
of religious belief, and that it would be 
unjust to the people to allow itself to be 
used as a means for advocating sectarian 
dogmas. It would be impossible liar the 
Oommisrion to do this, sad maintain ai|y 
consistency with iteelf : for while it is true 
that the president is a minister of religicm 
under the form of Unitarianism, its Board, 
their secretaries, agents and eiaployeea, 
represent what is known as evangelical forms 
of religion, by a very large minority. It ia 
dishesrtening t9 be compelled to defend 
the Oommission against such nngenerous 
assaults, espeeiaQy when they are made by 
ministers, whose opportunities for discover- 
ing the real truth upon all these matters, 
are so ample. The names of the members 
of the Board, and of all the prominent 
offidals eonneetsd with the work, aii» open 
tethepublie. They aie well known to this 
country, as among the foremost men of the 
day, in religion, science and literature. To 
beliefe suoh statemento as the abof% is not 
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<mly to tdifloredit some ct our beat oitiMW, 
bttttoUy oan»lT«0 open to just criticism, 
*&r not being better acquainted with public 
men and pulillc affairs, and not having a 
highor nppreciation of" common honesty. Tf 
the whole Hanitarj Commission was made up 
of Uuitariana, thej could not be suppoeed, as 
aemnts .of the people, so to abuse their 
tmsty- as to oonfeit ihw association into a 
pmselyting naohine, to serve their own 
sectarian purposes. Nobody believes this 
could be done, except tho.ac wbo would, 
with similiar advantages, u:^ them to pro- 
mote their own selfish ends. 

At a recent meeting of a Uuitariau Asso- 
ciatiuu, the question of distributing religious 
mding to tho amj nas eonndered. The* 
hat was well known that the Ohristian 
Commission oonid not lend itself to the cir- 
culation of Unitarian literature, and it Iras 
agreed to appoint an agent for the purpose 
of disseminating their own publications in 
the army, at tbe expense of the association ; 
bat how sach agent oonld find sahdstence 
%nd shelter vas the next question to beoon^ 
aidered. Application was made to the 
Sanitary Commission to allow the agent to 
subsist with them, and render what service 
might be required of him in times of n»^e'1 
. or emergency, as a consideration fur bia 
board. * The application wan presented to 
the ExeoatiTe Committee of the Oommtis- 
sion, of wbioh Dr. Bellows is ehairman, and 
waszeftised. 

We say then to oar ooereapondenta, to 
oar ministerial friends, to all, that whenever 
tiiey bear such stories to disbelieve them, 
unless the reporters of them are prepared 
with testimony that is conclusive ; when 
that shall appear, we will join in exposing 
the wrong.

METROPOLITAN FAIB BUILDIHOS. 

Mr. P. B. Wright, Architect of the Me- 
tropolitan Fair buildings, has made a very 
interusting 8t,atenient concerning their 
erection, and as a matter of ju^tioe both, to 
the parties mentioned and to ^ ntanj '> 
friends of the Sanitary OammiaBion, as well 
as an evidenea of the appreciation given to 
such generoofl aetiomi by the Commission 
and the American people, whose agent it is, . 
we extract as follows :— ^ ' 

It is due to some of the mechanics (to 
wbose energy we are indebted i'ur the com> 
pleti<m of a ooilding covering 24,000 eqoare 
ieet of ground in sixteen and a half work- 
ing days,) to state tliat Messrs Hunt & 
Son performed the carpenters' work at one- 
lialf the nstud rates (five per oent. on the 
actual f■n^•*), the portion of their oommiasion 
which was waived amounting to 3617. 

The aeoonnts of the Messrs Hunt, here- 
tofore snhmitted, are remarkable for their 
minutcne-i-i aii'l perspicuity; by reference to 
them you can a:<eeriain tbe name of every 
workman and the number of days and parts 
of days' work performed by each. g 

Mr. (jodingion, the mason, performed hia 
work on the same terms. M^srs Barnes 
and New, roofers, did their work at thres 
cents per foot, with the permission to remove 
it, the regular prioe having been seven centa 
per Awt Messrs Pldlbin ft Quinn, plumb* 
CTri and gas-fitters, eharged the actual cost 
of labor and twenty-tive per cent, of the 
cost of materials, after taking the same 
beek.

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Althougli we withold our usaal Semi- 
Anuual Beport, we cannot omit presenting 
the aboveinteKBtiDg table to oar AnxUuriea. 

Each Hue ^Ives the receipts of certain 
articlea for a period of .six months. The 
first two coincide, because we kept no sepa- 
nto ftooount for the summer and winter, and 
now can only divide tlie total receipts for 
tho year. But examiae the column of 
iftonel ihirtB. In the summer of 1862 we 
received forty-fiv« Imndred; during the 
irinter following more than five timcfi as 
mtoy. The summer of 1863 gave nearly 
«ght thousand; thio next ninter three timet 
as many. See now the summer of 1864, 
almo'.r twenty-four thousand, three times a.s 
mau) as last summer, six times many as 
the prerioufl one. To what is this ooMtant 
increase due ? First of all to the unusual 
aotivity of the army, Iso that every woman 
felt that there most be greatly increased 
mmhen of wounded and suffering men, 
and rested not, but with redoubled zeal, 
plied her needle for their benelit. .Next, 
we Bkost oonfc'ss, (and we do it with pnmd 
satisfaction,) that our neighbor, the Wo- 
man's Relief Association of Brooklyn, has 
contributed of these twenty-four thousand 
ahirta, otot fimrteen titonsaiid; and of the 
ten thousand pairs of drawer.s more tliau 
one-half,' befride other articles not inohided 
in the table. This Association i.s one of 
the nioafe thorough and ellicient in the 
country, and the men ot Brooklyn seem to 
feel it as much their duty to contribute 
ftuds, as the women do to make np garmenli 
for our toldiers ; and together tbey prodnoe 
this beneficent result. 

We believe that no inconsiderable advan- 
tage has aiiaeB from our plan of distribnting 
BMterial lulf prioe to Aiibl^ aooieliaB; 



and very many of tlif^m (nearly two hundred 
and fifty) are uuw working regularly and 
actively with us, that ham heretofore made 
only occasional contribution.^. We hope to 
be able to pursue this y l irj to the end; since 
it not only materially iucioaaes our stores, 
but unites us more closely to these eameat, 
unknown friends. Wo cannot fail, also, to 
reoogniie the valuable assistance of our 
Anoefaite Managers, who i^Iously co-op- 
erate with us in spreading information belli . 
of the demand for supplies, and of the re- 
sults accomplished. All the Branches of 
the Sanitary Oommisrion hold it to he their 
best plea, to make plain statements of the 
manner in which the work is conducted, 
and to invite the scrutiny of all interested; 
satisfied that this will enanie tilieir heartf 

sympathy and support. 

At the request of Mrs. Barker, one of the 
hospital visitors of the Commission, whom 
those of our friends who were at our No- 
vember Council cannot fail to remember 
with pleasure, we make a few suggestions. ' 
AH eottou garments should be nioe^ washed 
and ironed before they are packed. Wo 
cannot afford to pay city prices for washing; 
but if each lad^ who makes a shirt, or a 
sheet, will send it in dean and amootii, itis 
doubly welcome to the sick. So with old 
linen and muslin; if each person will cut off 
hems and seams, and roll it neatly, it is 
ready for immediate nse. Handkerehiefr 
should he at lea.st twenty inches square; 
smaller ones are not worth giving to the 
men and are often thrown aside and loei 
Better i^ve six handkerchiefs of reasonable 
size than twice as many scraps of linen, 
hardly Ukcly to be u&ed at all. ^he says 
ahw: 

It alEocda untold plaasaie to the aoldi^ 
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to know, hy tho marks it beua, whence the 

garment be receives comes. For this reason, 
it is an cxct'llent plan to uiiirk each article 
that CUB be marked^ with the'uumc ui' the 
Tillage, town ur city, and State, where it 
was made, using thfNfor A steneU plate and 
stencil ink." ' , 

3be> Manh onoe wrote to us ftttn Bean- 
lbrt» " to j^ve poor ill-made articles to the 
men does more harm than cood ; they say, 
' if 1 was worth anytMng they woydd not 
give me theee miserable ihio^;' bnt the 

little signs of neatness and care tduc h them, 
and they feel as it a mother or sister has 
provided for them the shirt the * Sanitary' 
gives, as indeed is true." 

The cud has not come yet; this New 
Year may not bring it. We thank you, 
friends, cordially, wt ymt support, and 
above all for the ftilh you have shown in 
us; and we rest npon it with firm confi- 
dence for the future.

Deab Sir: — On learning that General 
Sherman was about to make a bold move 
through the State of Georgia to some point 

on the sea co9.^t, it was deemed important 
that some one of the Commission's Agents 
should aeoompany the expedition. That 
duty fell to my lot, and I now have the 
honor to report to you the work and ob- 
servations of my mistsioD. Early in the 
month of Kovembw them was grea* aotivity 
at Atlanta; sending stores and non-com- 
batants to the rear, and preparing the troops 
with doilliogand cations fbr the prospective 
campaign, oy the middle of the month 
the work was accomplished, and on the 
iifteeuth of November, 1864, the Army of 



sporlaiion and treatment. The surgeons of 
regiments were furnished wkSik cards admit> 

ing the bearer to a place in an ambulance. 
Theae cards were given out at the surgeon's 
call in the morning. The bearer marching 
as far as his strength would permit, then 
resting by the wayside until hid ambulance 
came op. » 

For the fii>t few days the ambnlances 
were well filled by men from soreness, but 
they soon igot well, and even cases of fever, 
ana wonn did men recoTered in these iraod- 
iiKj li'n^judija. The plan works well. Kvery- 
tbing was systematized. When the column 
halted for the night, the hospital tents were 
speedily put up by a party detailed for that 
purpose, while others were preparing supper. 
The sick and wounded were taken from the 
ambttlanoes and made comfortable in the 
tents. About the time they were snugly 
put away for the night, a savory ^;u]'per was 
riady and served to them. Kaeh iios])iial 
liad its organised foraging party, whose 
husiues.s it was, to gather during the day's 
march, sullies for the hospital from th» 
abundance in the country; and theysekhm 
failed to bring in at night, plenty of sweet 
potatoes, ehickens, fresh pork and mutton, 
of which there seemed to be no end ; also 
com meal and sometimes flour. MuCh ef 
the time honey was to he found on the diet 
list. Milk was to be had in abundance. 
Scores of cows were driven along for a sup* 
ply of this excellent artiole^ in the treat- 
ment of sick and wounded men. In the 
morning the burgcous examined all •the 

gitients, treating as each case reonixed. 
reakfast over, the ambulances were loaded 
with their human freight, tents struck and 
the hospitals were ready to move with the 
column. Thus, day after day did we pro- 
ceed. It is remarkable but true, that there 
were several divisions that did 'uot lose a 
man by rieknesB dnring the maroh of about 
three huodxcd and fitty milai. Those of 
other divisions who died, were principally 
among the new recruits. The general

and men— were in excellent spirits, and 
oven jubilant over the prospect before them.

we halted before Savannah, then when WC 
left Atlanta. The generous and even luxu- 
rious living of the men on sweet potatoes, 
turnips, fowls, various kinds of fresh meats, 
sorghum, mojusscs, honey, &c., had the good 
effect to eradicate whatever of scorbutic 
taint previously existed. The maroh was 
of immense value to our array as a sanitary 
measure. I have procured and forwarded

plete list of the casualilies since leaving 
Atlanta, of the killed — the time and place 
of the deaths in hospital — the date uud 
where buried, of the wounded — the nature 
and locality of the wound in mo?t c;isos — J 
those scriouslj- sick, and aUo the niissiug | 
and captoied. In all eaaee, where pouible, 
have given the place and the oireameteuces. 
We have spared no labor or pains to get a 
full report, and here I wish to make men- 
tion m the nniibf m Irindnees and 
tiun reL-elved from officers in the different 
couimands in perfcctino: this work. I am 
glad to be able to state that with a very few 
exceptions all the sick and wounded were 
brought through with the army. I had de- 
signed to procure a list of Union prisoners, 
bniied from nhol prisons, Andersonville 
and Uaeon. We dia not reach Milieu. I 
visited where so many of our brave soldiers 
were confined., About twelve acres of 
ground were eineloBed bj a strong alotdcade, 
twenty feet high; this was in the midst of 
a dense forreat of pines. A marsby «tream 
ran through it. No buildings to cover the 
ptiaonen wore permitted, lll^the shelter 
from rain and cold the men in tlint en- 
closure could obtain, were huts made in the 
groujid and covered with mud-bricks. The 
wnpnesi must have been killing to the 
prisuners, for the water comes very near the 
surface of the ground, in alt those marshy 
plains. Mortality was terrible 'among onr 
men there. The place was occupied twenty- 
two days by an average of twelve thousand 
men, and during that time seven hundred 
and live wero buiied, and one I flmnd dead 
still in his mud-hut. When T found the 
graves of these heroic dead, you may imagine 
my indignation, at discovering that not one 
name Ibku 07t a gingh head-board, although 
each grave had a separate b<»ard. The ht)8- 
pital was placed below the prison and on the 
bank of the marshy j)oud, into whidh the 
stream with all the washings and filth of 
camp ran. All the water used at that hos- 
pital must have been taken from that filthy j 
pond. latherenowajforonrGorernment | 
to secure to her prisoner.'^ held by the rebels, 
a more humane treatment ? We have in- i 
Tested Savannah and gained a (x»uimuuica- 
tion with our ilcct by .storming and captur- 
ing the works of Fort McAllister, on the 
Ogeechee liiver. Savannah is virtually 
onn, and most probably without a fight. 
Everything looks hopeful. 1 hope wpmMj 
have a good supply of stores. As soon as 
we entar the place, I will procure rooms, 



and have ev«^|rthlng iwdy by the time they 
can arrive.

Dear Sir : — Since my last report, the 
Array of the Cumberland h/Ts been brought 
together in the vicinity of Xashvillc. i)e- 
catur, Columbia, Franklin and Johnsonville 
h IT - h -n T u atcd; Columbia after a little, 
1- rankliii after severe fighting. The troops 
in the field have no winter quarters, only 
shelter tents, and th§ oold weather Ibr the 
past few days has bocn geverc upon them ; 
as numy ot them are upon hills, with no 
Ibveats to break the wind, and wood not 
abundant. 

Most of them have been paid, are well 
clothed,. and have an abundance of food, 
exoept fresh vegetables. Although they 
have been hard worked, and have had little 
rest since the first of May, there is no un- 
usual sickness, and they are in good spirits. ■ 

There have been over 70,000 admissiona 
to the hospitals since the first of May, 
These have iieceived every attention that a ' 
Ooremment^ earefni of the weUhre of her 
soldiers, could furnish. Thanks to the 
efficient, earnest, faithful sorTieo«! of Dr. 
Wood, the Aaat. Surg.-Geo. ; Dr. Cooper, 
the Med. Director of the Army of the 
Cumberland, and their long>ttied andfftith* 
ful subordinate surgeoDS. % 

We have issued vegetables in lar^e quan- 
tities to the troops in the fisld, principally 
to the Well men at Stevenson, Pulaski, 
(Tolumbia, Johnsonville. and alongthe line 
of batde hi Ikont of KaahTiUo. iThis waa 
done at the suggestiim of lC^.-QeB. Thonaa 
and Dr. Cooper, who gave us transportation, 
and every iacility for their distribution. 
The wh<^ amount dntribated, beaidea the 
i.sHues to hospitals, from Nov. 1 to Dec. 
6, was, of kraut and pickles, 26,744 gal- 
lons, 5,523 budbek of onions, 2,249 bushels 
of potatoes. 

A friend related to me the following in- 
cident, which occurred at one of the wea- 
trea in Nashville, the aotora, duriuf^ the 
play, were eating Termioelli or maccaroni, 
the soldiers thought it was kntnt, and they 
shouted, from all parts of the ^OTi5«j^"l^f*"^oo9le 
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kraut I kiaat 1 Sanitaij ! Sinitarv I Sani- 
iaiy 1" 

Division Hospitals are established at this 
time near our lines, whore the sk'k. and 
wounded arc to be received, the wounds 
dreesed, operations performed, and as soon 
as practicable, removed to hospitals in the 
city. These Division Uospitals are visited 
«• duly, by Field Agents Bfeon. Tone^ Bniii- 
drett a^d Bartlett, and such stores fur- 
nished as are needed, teams being sent for 
them to our store-rooms iu the city. For 
the past two weeks we have been cut off 
from our communication with Murfrectboro 
and Chattanooga, but I have sulficient 
reason to believe that they have stores 
e;iou£h, as aioet of thtt aiok ead wounded 
had been removed. 

Gen. Thomas has issued the necessary 
Olden to aeonra to in the land proteetion 
and help to continue the ITo^pital Gardens 
the coining year, aud has renewed the de- 
tail for Mr. Johu Harraman, the efficient 
gardener at Murfreesboro. 

The " Ilome" in Nx^hvillc has been filled 
to overflowing the past two months. 8o 
fnll has it beat /that every available space 
on the floors has been used for a soldier's 
bed, and at times, the sidewalk and the 
vestibule of the Catliolic Cathedral have 
been crowded. Would it have profaned 
God's temple to have admitted within its 
walls His obildren? A larger building 
was assigned^ to VB, and would have been 
ready i a u few days, but to meat the antici- 
pated wants of the present emergcney, has 
been taken and furnished as a hospital. 

The tnfieringB of the refugees liaTe been 
such as to compel us to sympathize with 
them. We have occasionally administered 
to cases of extreme want, taking tbem into 
our quarters, giving them food and elolJiiiig, 
and sending them on their way. 

On the morning of the 22d of November, 
four children wgre found dead at tiie Cha^ 
tanooga l)epot, frozen to death ; alifo, one 
soldif^r Over these, and the thousands 
whose sufferings continue, all over the

After the battle of Frtnklin, the wounded 

were brought immediately to Nashville, and 
we had no opportunity to give aid on the 
fields The number of admissions to the 
different hospitals in Nashville, from April 
1, 1802, to Dee. 12, 1S(14, is 212,143. 
The number of deaths, from March 3d, 



1862, to the same period, is 10,208. There 
are now in hospital, ])ee. 12,4,904. While

Our special wants, at this time, arc more 
of the usual battle stores; also, woolen 
clothing, shirts, drawer?, sock?, mittens, 
blankets, &c. We havp many calls for 
these that we cannot fill. These ealls are 
increasing, because of the number separated 
from their regiments, and tlie frequent 
changes of the troops, during which many 
artioKs are unaTddablj lost| and cannot be 
replaced, through GoTenmentottoiab^ until 
several days. 

If the friends of the soldier will oon- 
tinne to give liSerally, they will be paid as 
was ft conductercin the Lo\ii';Y!!Ie and Nash- 
ville Eaiiroad, who found a soldier, wasted 
by long sickneK, lon^ng for home, and 
with his furlough in his pocket ; he could 
ni->t <7«'t u seat in the cars, they were all 
lull, and he .so weak, that wheu he would 
get one, others pres.^^ed in before him. Ho 
wa.s finally placed in a box car, without a 
seat and without a bed. Here thia con- 
ductor found Um, and took hfan into his 
own caboose, and firat laid him upon the 
floor, but the car was warm. Not satisfied 
with this, he soon placed him upon his 
bed, when the soldier grasped bis hand, 
and as tlie tear.s fell from his eyes, he said, 
in broken accents, "Oh, sir. my mother 
will pray for you eyeij night for this !" 



Baton Rocok, La., Dtembw It, 1864. 

I arrived at this post on Thursday, the 
8th inst., with all my stores in good condi- 
tion. Although the day was rainy, I 
cceded in getting everything safely stored 
before evening. Not being able to find any 
room suitable for an office, 1 took <^uai-t*:rs 
with the agent of the Christian GomnussioD, 
in the Court House. 

My attention was first directed to the 
General Hospital, whore there seemed to bo 
many deficiencies. Kone of the men were 
supplied with .slippers, or hospital wrappers. 
The diet seemed to be deficient, particularly 
for the wounded, ^ey were without the 

e.^fnus which their eonuitlon re(|uired. A 
new surgeon has just come in charge, and 
an improvement is already maniftst. 

I issued to the General Hospital 50 saoihs 
vecrctables, 8 hhh. knuit, 24 galls, tomatoes, 
4» ib.. mUk. 20 pair ^ipp«,. 18 Ibg,^^^'^ 
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Btaroh, 12 Hw. farina, 12 lbs. chocokte, 12 
bottles ketcbup, 1 bbl. soda crackors. 
' BeaidoB this,! visited all the wards, giviag 
to the patienti tohaooo, p<pcs> combs, towels, 
naedlc^ thioad, &o. These small aitietes 
were most gratefully received, aud niany a 
blessing was lavished upon the isauitarj 
Goonaianoii. 

During the absence of thu cavalry on an 
expedition, the regimental hospitals are 
mostly broken up. I have visited all that 
are still maintained, and haToaoppUed them 
all with needful comforts. I have issued 
four pounds of vegetables and a quart of 
hamt to eveiy man at the post, and am nov 
making a second iBsue. This is besides the 
quantity sent to the General Hospital. 

No provisiou is made by which men at 
ihe 0«neral Hospital can draw thmr eloth- 
ing. A provision of tliis kinrl is very much 
needed. The call for woolen uuder-clothing 
w very great ; and I hafdiy know how to 
meet it. I have sent considerable of the 
small stock which I brou;j;ht to the small- 
pox hospitxU, where thurc arc i>uveral soldiers 
ODtirely {leatitnte. 

Twelve barrels of the kraut, shipped on 
the Navigator, was sent to Port Hudson in 
«am of Poet<Surgeon David. The kraut 
oponod in excellent condition, and is the 
most acceptable issue which could bo made 
to a large portion of the troops. 

The par oentage of riek among the eavialry 

is very nuioh larger than among the in- | 
fantry. Long marches, much exposure and 
a far greater proportion of accidental inju- 
ries, Will aeoonnt for the difference. Acute 
dysentery in very aggravated forms, is 
lamentably prevalent The smali-j>ox ia 
hieieaflnig among both aoldim and ottiienB. 
Aboat flix^ oaata aze now under traatmant.

sent, the ravases of scurvy, and the num- 
ber of sick is constantly diminishing by 
oonvalescenoe and reoovery. 

I take* this occasion to present to the 
Sanitary Commission, through you, one of 
its many hard-workingagents,the expressed, 
and I doubt not, heartfiSt gratitade of die 
soldiers of this regiment, with the assurance 
that now and ever they will hold in grate- 
ful remembranee the Donelkotors whose al> 
moner you are.

Dear Sir: — .Please find enclosed, my 
i«|Kni ^ ddElTciy of emo of flteamer jVbvt- 
gator, now just retamed finm New Orleans. 
The trip has been very fortunato, nnd aside 
firem Uie aooomplishment of our main ub- 
jeot, wi Aoot xmnttii] inoident. 

We left Louisville Saturday niorninc, 
November liiJ, arriving at Cairo the next 
evening. Here we took on special ship- 
ments of not large amovBk, for Memphis 
and Yickshurp;, and also a quantity of stores 
from Jefferson Co., lowai and partly from 
* . North-weeten ClommiatMMi» dertined for 
Buraocas, Florida. At Memphis, which 
we reached on Tuesday evening, were left, 
beside the special shipment firom Mr. Ship- 
mto, mioh other svpplieiM Uie agents at 
that place deemed necr^^nry — chiefly kraut 
and potatoes — and during the night we con- 
tinued our course, accompanied by l>r. 
Woodward. To Mr. Allen, Agent of 
WMtaiB SeaitMj Owwimmb a* HoloMy 



I was delivered an amount of vegetable^i, con- 
I sidered sdBoleiit fat ra mnple issue to all, 
I the troops at that post ; most of which wao 
delivered to the different re<riments while 
the boat was still lying at the levee. ' The 
remainder of the OMigo, with the exceptum 
of a limited amount di'^^f hir'^'t-d at Vicks- 
burg, and the vegetables ii»&ued to gun-boats, 
was deUvived to Dr. Blake at New Orleana. 

A larger aad mora general issue was made 
to the Mifpisfippi squadron than perhaps 
ever before ; some slisht compensation for 
the want of a- Thanksgiving dinner, ao 
generally furnished for their hrolhers in the 
East, in the same hranch of the servioe. 

Twenty-eiz gtin-boats, stationed at the 
diflitrent pmnta between OaoeoU and the 

mouth of the Red River, received supplies. 

Many of thoni had never received anything 
from the Sanitary Commission before; some 
bad drawn nothing for months, while those 
which had drawn more rt'Cently, hn l nhtained 
supplies merely for their sick . K n ough was 
given for the crews of all, regulated in 
amount by the previous gifts of the Com* 
mi^^-ion thc" number on ^rnrd, and the 
facilities of the Ixuit for keeping the articles 
on hand. 

The gift was immediately acknowledged in 
a kind and gcntlemanlv manner, and a high 
estimate placed upon ibo vegetables affect* 
ing the general httlth of the navy.

MEMO&IAI. OF TEE OSSAT CSSmtL fAIB 
. 'AT VBHASBraXA. 

A very natural curiosity is felt by all 
those who hear of the wonderful rfjiults of 
the various Fairs held in aid of the Suni- . 
tary Oommtnion to know by what ajaten 
of organization such extraordinarj aneeeaa 
is achieved by those in charge of these en- 
terprises. The Fairs themselves fonn, a 
new era in the annals of benevolent, and 
their history will always be studied by those 
who seek to understand one of the most 
striking characteri8ti''8 of the Anurieaa 
people in this war. The Executive Com- 
mittee of the Grc it r'eqtral Fair, held in 
Philadelphia in the month of June laaty 
ha^ thonght it important to lay before the 
pahBo a eomplete history of the origin, 
pro£rres3 and results of that most raccessful 
undertaking. They very naturally thought 
that it was dne not mer^ to the labom of 
those by whom this snercss was obtiiine^ 
that such a record should be preserved, but 
also that it was important as an example to 
thoae who piay come after us to explain 
how more than a million of dollars was 
raised in a few months in aid of the Sani- 
tary Gommiiaion. They entmsted the task 
of preparing such a hirtorj to Mr. Chas. 
J. Stilli, and it has at lenijth appeared 
in the shape of a very elegant quarto 
volame, eontafning more than two hundred 
pages. The book, although very beaotifnl 
in its mechanical execution, (in this respect 
indeed being c»ue of the handsomest speci- 
mens of .^Loierieatt book-making erer is* 
sued,) is a very unpretending one. It en- 
ters fully into the reasons which induced 
the managers of tfie Pair to undertake the 
enterprise, and explains the system of or- 
ganization adopted which wa?? so fruitful of « 
good results. As those who had charge of 
it had the ben^tof the experience of other 
Faim, they were led to make some changes 
in the details of the oriranijiatinn of such a 
project, which the author of the History" 
claims, with apparent good reason, were 
great improvements. Tlie book traces the 
various modeH by which nearly a hundred 
distinct oommittees, in charge of the vari- 
ous departmeola, performed each their share 
in the common work, and finally succeeded 
in fusing the scattered lays of patriotic 
sympathy into a hannonionfl whole. A 
deserved tribute is paid to the untiring 
energy and 7vn\ of the great army of laborers 
employed in the work. A description of

There are many details 
necessarily omitted because of want of room ; 
bat H will he seen fliat during elercn months, 
10,784 soldiers and sailors, from twenty- 
three diflferent States, have found a home in 
the far distant Gulf-city; that of these 
2,821 were discharged men who, having no 
claim upon government, would otherwise 
have been homeless; that 63,113 lodgings, 
and 197,562 meals have been given; that 
878 sick have been treated in the ho.'-pitals 
of the Home ; that 10 have died; and that, 
at the option of the owners, $104,257 have 
1mm» Icqpt in the safe, and thvs wrested from 
Ihe olntoh of the harpies who rob the sol- 
dier and liis family of his earnings. It 
will be noted and remembered that no other 
otgiHiisatioii does, or attempts to do, this 
most practical Chri.>«tian work. 

The statistics of the whole Special Relief 
Department are being collected for the pur- 
pose of consolidation and aggregation.

1. IbataMetkBhadfy wounded toheeasiljf 
loaded and unloaded, two litteiB or beds are 
proyidod, made of wood, like an ordinary 
shutter, with sliding handles at each cor- 
ner, 08 seen at fii^ure ABC. Upon this 
the patient is easily shifled, and without any 
furiht:r diaiurhuiiuu. The iiiiur i;> lutu 
the ambulaiioe on raDers, figure F and H. 
In the same way the pationt is ramoved 
on arri?al at the hoapital, and without be- 
ing di;5turbcd until he reaches his hed. 

2. If part or ull the pattt ufs are ailc to 
tit up, one, or both ut tbe litters can be slid 
into a compartment provided lor that pur 
pose under ttie fluor of the ambulauce, as 
seen at figurb H u, showing the interior 
with steel rollers in the floor of the oom- 
partment on which thA litters slide. There 
sxe six permanent seale, each situated trans- 
versely, and each a comer seat with back 
and cushioned sides. This gives a coiufurt- 
able purchase, secures tbe patients against 
much of the usual julting, md prevents 
them being driven against esoh other in 
going o?er ronj^ roada. The seats 
are let into the frame of the platform aa 
aaen at D A, F 8 ; the rollers being &xcd 
about a quarter of an inch abcne them, 
so that the bed sliding ou them do 
not oliafe the cushions.

4. In order that the limited motion thuo

, to patients, internal couiitorpoi.se springs are 
used, the delicai'y of which may be modi- 
fied to any extent desired. 

The platfiwu <» lirame on whidi the setts 
and beds rest^ of whtoh en internal view 
of one side is seen nt end an external one 
at £, is as long but not so wide by about two 
inches, as the inside of the body of the ' 
ambulance. 

Between the inside of the body and tht; 
frame of the platform, is an interspace, 
F j>j>, this is ooenpied by tiro lateral

8. The various parl^ are «) simple that " 
any on5 of them bt:iug broken could be at 

onee repaired in any ambnbuioe oamp or 
batteiy in the field. The internal springs 
wluch are more subjeot than any other |Mrt 
perhaps, to accident, oonaists simply of sin* 

i;le loaves of the ordinary ambulaucc spring, 
and fonld be intrfidii^pd nr exchauLreJ iu a 
lew miuuiuiS. Like the oonuuuu ambulance^ 
it is drawn by two horsas. , 

There is an amngemsnt for supension 
offineturesof the lower extremity, whioh 
is very grateful to the patients. Two pa- 
rallel iron bars are attached to the roof of 
the ambuluiii e lonidtudinally over each 1 ted, ^ , 
}pt'twm»n which runn a roll«*^r with a dej>i»n- 
dent hook.

Ambulance Train. — ^There is a rec^imcn- 
tal ambulance train, a brigade, and corps 
train, with a chief over each. The rank of 
eliief for corps is that of captain, for each of 
^ others of first and aeobiid lieutenant re- 
•peetivelj. They era all under eharge of 
Uodioal Director. 

Six stretcher bearers go with each regi- 
ment of not less than five hundred men, 
and two uicu with each ambulance. 

It is the duty of the stretcher bearers to 
take the wuuuded Irom the field, and carry 
them to the ambulances, by which they are 
tahen to the field hospitalsi and aa these be- 
eooso filled, to remove thoae patieata who 
saj be a^le to bear transportation to base 
or post hospitals, whieh are naoaUj several 



People are often puaaled' abool the mean- 
ing of certain military terma, an understand- 
ing of whieh would afibrd them an intelligeu t

Tilt- a;j;i;re^ate nuni'K r of days of all spent 
in hospital was, to tliat date, 10,207, giving 
an arerage of 194 days for each patient. 
It is fair to estimate, tbHt had the men been 
sent to tlie (iencrti Hnsjtitals. t\t> y conld 
not have found tucir way back under twioe 
that time.

BOoneaB. In explanation of this subjcot, 
we present the following artiole from the 
Washington Chrtynirl^ : 

There arc various departments of chari- 
table labw io the Sanitaiy CommMnon, 

growing oat of the necessitous cases which 
are daily presented for it.s care rind at-sii^t- 
ance, among which, probably, there L: uu 
bfMuAi that involves more judicious labor 
and persistent effort than that kuowu ;is the 
back-pay department. Many are the cases 
whieh laillitate aninat a soldier, and ire- 
qoently prorent liiai for montha, and in 
many cases for years, from obtaining his 
hard-earned nay. ' Amon^ which may be 
eonneiated the Ion of hu deseriptive list 

without which he canuot obtain his pay. 
Tliere were at one time in a certain hospital 
in Piiiladelphiai not less than 1,500 men ixk 
1km eotdittoo. ^Thiy had hten woiiiid«l 



and were helpless, and, while in that con- 
dition, with their other efiects ^d been 
takfttf Aram them their deionptiTe lials. 
While endeavoring to get eertificates of loss, 
many of them were removed to other hoa- 
pitais, where, when pay-doj came around, 
they wonld lie fonnd aoMmg thoee not mua- 
tered for pay. Thus have some poor fellows 
been uoable to master for paj ior nearly two 
yeare. 

The daty of the officer in <dia^ of thia 

bureau of the Sanitary Commission in, to 
visit the hospitals and take the statements 
in fall of all soeli oaaea; fill out blanka pro- 
viJcd for the same; have the soldier's sij^- 
naturc thereto attached, together with the 
certificate uf the surgeon of the huspital 
where the soldier is, and the date when last * 
paid, with the name of the paymaster by 
whom the payment was made; foward these 
documents, together with all the evidenee 
which relates to the case, to the Second Au- 
ditor, thence to the Paymaster General, and 
thenoe back to the surgeon of the hospital ^ 
where tbe soldier is, a&r all whieh he m 
mustered in and paid. This wprk wa.s com- 
menced in the special relief department, 
presided over by J. B. Abbott, Esq., a vear 
ago last October, and was then eonfinea to 
Washington ; Imt in the spring of this year ' 
it was extended to Alezsjoudrtt and Balti- 
more ; in Jane still ftirther to PhOadelphii, 
and it ia designed to have agencies of thia 
kind in every city of ten thousand inhabi- » 
tanta. As an evidence of the labor done in ^ 
this'branoh of speetal relief, it ma? be stated 
that over seven thousand cases have been 
disposed of since the creation of the bureau; 
eighty letters having been recently written 
in three days in eonnection with this busi- 
uess. Thi^, it should be rcnjciubercd, is 
the work of one d^ in the office of the 
Uni^ Stites Sanitary Oommisrion.

This week we j ropoae saying something 
ahout orj^anization, — about the organizatioa 
of this Urauch. It will be a dull chapter 
to many of you; but, if carefully atndiedi 
it will make the wheels of business run 
more smoothly in our future interoourse, 
and ia ' therubro worth aome attentioa. 
Perhaps too, our Mth in your sympathy ia 
strong enough to make ns hope that you 
you may be as glad to know something ^ 
about our daily work in theae rooms, aa we 
always arc to hear about yours. 

Among the many lessons which uur work 
in this war has tanght us, the value of ov- 
ganisation and system haa bean one of the 
most prominent. Our eyes have been 
opened to its neoessitv as the work haa 
gone on ) and we finnJy belieye that the 
education of the women of this country, in 
tlie efficacy of systematic, concentrated 
eiTort, and in a Willingness to do things ac-^ 
cording to rule and order, wiU not be among 
the least of the valuable experiences re- 
maining to tis at the close of the war. It 
haa long been a settled fiwrt thai the nmsmo^ 
die efforts of communities, made onfy after 
great battles, do not compare to the amount 
accomplished by a well-organized, steady- 
gdng Aid Society, either m the quantity, 
the quality, or the value of the supplies. 

Nearly four years ago we began life a5 an 
association, in a Httle room in the secoud 
story of this build iu<;. The room contained 
two tables, one desk, half a dozen chairs, 
and a map on the wall. We had one man, 
who was, by turns, clerk, carpenter, porter 
and errand-boy. For many days we sent 
out circulars, wrote letters, looked out of the 
windows at passing regiments, talked about 
our work, at times hopefally, at times dee- ' 
pairindy. At last, after what seemed a 
very long time, our first box came — trom 
Oruige, New Jersey. It was a great «»• 
citement. It was carefully carried up stairs, 
it was caref'illy opened, as carefully un- 
packed and txuiiiincd. box before, or 
since, ever underwent a closer somtiny. W6 
told everybody abont thit iTOttdsrfiu bos, 
and were jubilant. 

It woold bo too long a story to take yon 
thiottgh thesoooessivt stages of our nned 
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experionces, from May, 1861 to January, 
18G5. Wc will only say that, before that 
first sammer was half over, wc were obliged 
to nOTe down slain, because the bcoOB 
wouldn't move up, and our little office, ever 
to be associated with the cherished memory 
of that first box, was passed over to the 
ladies of oar Registration Oommittee, at 
that time enp^gcJ in training and scndin^^ 
off one hundred nurses for the Washington 
and Aloxandria Hoapitab. 

That one little room has gradually ex- 
panded into an office, 97 feet long, miming 
through the building from cue street to the 
olber; a large store-room nnt door to it; 
t^irnr loff- f i -r «tf)rage acrosa the street, and 
a cellar. The man-of-All work has multi- 
plied himself into two dericB, three porten 
and an errand-boy. That one box stands on 
our books at the head of a li°t of over 17,000 
boxesi and the one hundred letters, which 
seemed 80 many in those early days, are lost 
among the thousands that have succeeded 
them. And -^o wo gradually found ourselves 
launched iu uu enornious business, of a 
character entirely without precedent ; and 
of -nrh a nature tliat but few of the ordi- 
nary, long-established business rules could 
be of any serrioe to ns. We bad to ftel 
onr way very carefully. Without a certain 
nmninit of organization and system, we 
would have been completely overwhelmed, 
and lost in inreristibfe oonfbricm. As it 
was, wc were all very ignorant that first 
gnnimer, and niado blunders enough. But 
as the work gradually increased, and 
ehanged, we ke^ pace with it; learning 
from experience and daily rerjuircment, 
until wc have finally adopted our present 
plan of organization. This meets the de- 
mands made by the work upon us now, 
though how long it will do so, the future 
can alone determine. 

Vhe direet' object of onr assodataon at 
present, la the collection and dbtribution 
of bospit4il supplies. To obtain these sup- 
plies, each branch is allowed to adopt its 
own policy and plan of work, but in their 
di-trihution the nranchcs are all snbjfrt to 
the order, and are under the control ol' the 
Sanitarjp Comnuanon. The policy of this 
branch has always been to g^vc the people 
the fullest information about the work and 
the wants of the Commission ; its plan ii> to 
help them in their work, so far as is possi- 
ble, through organization, by practical sug- 
gestions, active sympathy and other means. 

In this article we propose giving you an 



account of the hmte organization of onr 
branch ; the next number will contain an ' 
account of its field orgauixation« 

TfaSd Woman's Central Aasoeiation is at 
present divided into four committees. 

I. Committee on^ VoTretpondence and 
diffusion of tn/urmatiorif jpnnted or other- 
wise. — This long name ia expressive of the 
entire work of the committee. It aims at ob- 
taining supplies through the difi'usion f)i 
inlbcmatiott. The won is sobdiTided into 
five departments, viz.: Organization; Cor- 
respondence; Document; Lecturing; the 
IVeiis. The Hfbt includes the organi- 
zation of our field, the t^pointment of 
Associate Managers, making out working 
plans, &c., &c. The second comprises the 
Associate Manager correspondence, and all 
oorreapondenee not appertaining to the 
other committees, or to the officers of the 
Association. Through the Dooument de- 
partment, the BuubniN and other pwUi- 
cations of the Couunianon are distributed. 
The Lecturing department includes making 
out tuo tours, and sending into the Held, 
those canvassing a^nts assigned to the 
branch by the ( Vnniiission. These gentle- 
men are not engaged by us, but are ap- . 
pointed directly from the Commission. The 
Press department oomprises pttbllmtioBy 
writing for newspapers, the Bi'LLEtis, kc. 
The committee is mucl^ aided iu its work 

by a corps of volunteer aids, young ladies, of * 
this city, who do a great deal of clerk-work, 
such as directing wrappers, copying, Sic. 

II. Purchasitig Committee. — It is the 
duty of this committee, to make pnrehaaes 
of material at wholesale quantities and 
prices, and to furnish it, at tlie same price, f 
ont in small quantities, to the Aid 8ooi> 
cties. It has lately besn Anmishing mate- 
rial to 250 societies, at the rate of $7,000 ^ 
a month, according to the proposition con- 
tained in our Third Annud Re^rt Mrs. J. 

A. Swett is the chairman of the committee. 

HI. Committee on St^lie*. — This com- 
mittee receives, acknowledges, unpacks, 
stamps, sorts, repacks and distributes aU 
the supplies sent tli rough the Association. 
The distribntioDii arc made by order of the 
Gommisiion, or upon requiaitiottB of surseons 
of the local hospitals, approved by the Com- 
mi'.-sion. Wc have also one Hospital Visi- 
tor, a lady, who visits the hospitals in and 
near the city, and draws npon os for svp-' 
plies for tlieni. Every week an aceouut of 
the stock in hand is sent to the Central 
office of the Commission. The supply conk- 
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niittoe is very mnch aided in its work by a 
largp corps of Tolantpcrs aids. These ladies 
do «ll yi« nnptdcuig, atamping and repack- 
ing of but the oelltr Bapplies. The 
handling of the boxes require*? tlic hired 
labor of (hreo porters* Miss EUeu Collins 
10 Ihe dudniiaii of the supply oommitfeee. 

IV. Committee on Sjn rial ]2rJiif. — Tins 
committee attends to the wants of individual 
soldiers, who apply at the rooms for aid. It 
relieTes only such eases as are ndt already 
covered by existing associatioiiH in the city. 
Manj of the appUc&ttoDaare referred to the 
Kew England BooniB, or Howard Street 
Home, both of the^ institutions being en- 
titled to call upon us for HnppHes. Those 
wanting aid in the col^ectiou of bounty, 
b«iek-pay, pension, or in need of employ- 
ment, are referred to the Protective War 
Claim, No. 35 Chambers Street, now an 
agency of the Oommiasion. Other oases of 
destitution, not coming under any known 
form of relief estaljlished in the city, are 
investi^ted by the committee, and relieved. 
Mn. W. P. OriiBii is the chaimum on 
stores. 

It would p^rently faeilitato our work if 
our corrcispoudeuts would be kind enough 
to addreaa eommunicationa npon any of tne 
nboTc mentioned subjeota^ to the committee 
having them in charge. 

The offieem of the aaaooiation are a Pre8i« 
dent, Bnaretai^ and Treasurer, who perform 
the usual dutie« of their offices. A Board 
meeting is held on the first Wednesday of 
•vei^ montli, at which die Treasnrer and 
Chairmen of the several eoinmittees, pre- 
sent written reports, and other business of 
the Association is transacted. The Annual 
meeting ia held on the fint Wedneaday in 
May. 

And t»o we work along, pleasantly, 
amootbly and carily. We 'wonid like to 

hear that each one of your societies is work- 
ing as smoothly and ca-^ily. Were your or- 
l^anization complete it would be so, and thcra 
ta so reason why it should not be complete. 
But this whole subgeet of field ortrauizatiori, 
which more nearly affects you, must be lell 
for tlie next number.

Deae iSiu : — I thaukyou eiueerel y for your 
friendly letter. Candid and intelligent criti- 
cism of the work we are engaged in is always 
acceptable.. 1 can assure you that whatever 
wedtnesB or defeots in onr system diere maj 
be, we have always been and eontinue to be 
watchful to the utmost to prevent all avoid- 
able waste or perversiou. On the scale on 
which we work it is simply impoauble to 
utfdcrtake as a rule, personal distribution 
of our stores. We mxt»i trust some class of 
persons, and the claiis wc have to truitt is 
that of surgeons, hospital stewards and ward 
masters. If they are scoundrels au l linr^, 
we cannot be responsible for their steaiiojg 
and fflattony, but wo do not believe this u 
at alftrao of surgeons or ward misters, or 
oflicers as a class, the same percentage of 
knaves and duttops exist amon^ them as in 
eivil life, sndtho Sanitary Oommissiottsiiffmi 
a certain incurable loss through their crimes. 

Our full conviction after collecting testi- . 
muuy iu all quaitcrs, is that ccrtaiuly ^ime- 
fantiw of all we send to the army goes to the 
comfort of the jirivate soldiers, indeed we 
know this, it is only by generalizing from 
some unfortunate exceptional cxperieooe 
that these sweeping conclusions to the oon* 
trary are arrived at — the single facts are 
true often when the general dedoctioQS are 
very false. 

You had had, you say, personal experience 
of the wicked misappropriation oftmr stores. 
Kow, 13 it nut your duty lu mi'orui mja (Speci- 
fically of the name of the surgeon who iii> 
famously boasted that ho lived wholly OA 
Sanitary Commission stores, or any other 
specific cases of abuse of our property ? It 
is only bj following up such alleged casea 
that wo are able to delect any inefficiency 
or carelessness in our own agents. C(m- 
Tinoed of your gemuno interesti yon wiU 
greatly Isdd to ibe favor already rendered, by 
troubling yminelf to giTS ns particukr in- 
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stances of nbasc or waato, with names and 
places. We never omit examining into eveiy 
gpecf/ied ca$e o/abuae. ' I know the pain 
and annoyance of making personal charges, 
but if honest m^'n roftiso to lend in this aid, 
if all doclinti iuj you umy feel inclined to do, 
to appear as aeonsers, what' vdief have we 
from our dilemma ? How can we correct 
abases which we cannot get any exact evi- 
denee ci the existenoe of? How can we 
profit 1^7 general eritioiam without speeifi- 
cations of persons, time and place ? 

We have in the army of General drant, 
ihiiiy agents engaged in the personal d^* 
Hvery of our supplies, after the fashion you 
suggest, but we arc really doubtful of its 
ezpcdieucy, aud it would be iuipuBsible tO| 
eanry it out on a general aeale in all the 
columns of the army. The expense would 
be greater than the cost of the goods, lost 
by the want of tibe itennediaiy agents.

BUl'PLY DEPARTMENT. 

The Executive Committee of the Wo- 
nm^B Femijlfania Asiaoh, having charge 
of the waffplj departanont, has, during the 

past year, retained nearly its original organi- 
zation. The resignation of their correspond- 
ing ieentaiy having rendered some aetion 

necessary to fill so important a vacancy, it 
was deemed expedient to place the whole 
correspondence in the hands of ucoiupjleut 
Committee, among whom the work is syste- 
matically divided. Associate managers have 
been appointed in nearly every county in 
tbia department, whieh inolndee forty^nine 
counties of Pennsylvania, the southern part 
of New Jersey, and the State of Delaware. 
Fifty-four aaaociate managers iu all. It ia 
believed that the present |^an of thoroughly 
•olttvating the fleld by ooneapondbg with 



the people, as well as .■;cndin{; canvas.«ing 
agents among them, will ^ield a rioh har- 
veat of oom^ for the nek and woonded 
soldiers of the Union. The Oommittee m> 
port that while the long continuance of the 
war has, of course, caused the faith and zeal 
of some to wax eold, yet on the whole there 
ha.s been a steady i^rowth of energetic liber- 
ality, as is eviooed by the supplies contri- 
buted. This department numbers three 
bnndrcd and fifty auxiliaiy societies, beeideB 
a consi ! 'r;i*i!'' number of individual contri* 
butors, who send boxes with almoet the 
frequency observed by active soeieliea. 
During the year, twenty-one hundred and 
ninety-nine boxes and packages, valued at 
about one hundred and ten thousaud dollars, 
have been reeeived at the rooms. Eight 
hundred and sovonty-Cve boxes have been 
dispatched to various points where they 
were needed, besides an enotmons aggregate 
of issues for the relief of individual sddien 
applying at the rooms of the Commission. 
I^ge supplies have also been sent to the 
varions luM|Htals in this military departmenti 

At tlic time the Great Central Fair was 
held, it was feared that the extraordinary 
efforts then being made by our societies 
would so exhaost thdr reeonrces that but 
little could be expected from them for a 
long time. The result has not justified this 
apprehension: for while there was bat a 
temporary falling off of the receipts, the 
wide spread interest excited by the Fair in 
the Work of the Sanitary Commission, has 
stimulated the efforts of many who before 
had done little or nothing for its support. 

The. list of issues, which will be found 
snbjoined, includes those of the Women's 
Pennsylvania Braneh Ibr the year 1864. 

BBLISr DlPASTMmV. 

During th% year juBt passed, relief of 
various kiud.s has bcm -Lfr i led to more 
than six hundred families of soldiers by the 
Committee. 

Steady employment is g^ven weekly tO 
two hundred and eighty women. The re- 
muaeratiou for thia work (though not in 
any case sufficient for the support of • 
family) ia ample, and more than twice as 
much as is paid ibr the same amount of 
work by the Government. 

The Committee have had made for the 
Sanitary Commi«sion between' eight and 
nine thousand garments ; they have, besides, 
tsken work finnn oontrMitotBy for wnioh th^ 
reeeive ono'half the tmoont paid tB*llHir 
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voAmen.' Sixteen tbooBand and ninety- 
one panncntH have been made in this way, 
and the work is largely sought by many a 
sddiei'B wife ud wiaow. Theee women en 

viaited and cared for in diyers wajs bj the 

ladies who have them in charge. 

The funds to carry on the work of the 
Oommittee era eontrilmted by 
friends. Tho.^o sums arc acknowledged, from 
time to time, in the printed reports of the 
Committee. During the year 1864, eleven 
thoofluicl nine hundred and fifly doUan 
have been received froin various sources. 

A large part of this amount ia in monthly 
snbeoripdomi, eonveyed to the Oommittee 
throogh Mr. A. D. Jessup. 

The only rc'trret th-' Comniif toe ever feel 
i IS, that they caauut relieve all the want 
whieh oomes to their noliee. 

Last year, much comfort wu given by 
the donation of half a ton of coal to each 
family. This year the amount of coal con- 
tributed for this purpose is ten tons, which 
the Committee have received through Mr. 
J. J. Borie, and which will be dis^ibuted 
to the moat deidtute. 

' l|08PIZAIi SIBIOTOBT. 

During the year jnet eloaed, the Hospital 

Directory has continued its work and greatly 
extended its sphere of usefulness. It is, in- 
deed, difficult to estimate the amount of 
anxiety and distress relieved through its 
instrumentality. Mos! of tlio.sc who ripply 
for ini'ormatiou of their I'ricndfi and relatives 
in the Amy and Navy seem to be entirely 
"it'iiorant how to commence the search. 
Many, too, are Qpnstantly calling; for advice, 
who, having exhausted every other source, 
apply to the Sanitary Oofflmiauon. In giv- 
ing an answer to an inquiry as to the where* 
abouts of a soldier, not only tlin inquirer's 
mind isrclit^ved, but frequt'utj^ a large circle 
I of friends also. Numerous letters have been 
received at our office durin<r tlse year ex- 
pressing the utmost satisfaction at the ans- 
wem we have been enabled to fnmisb. In 
•ome cases ne lunre anooecded in a.'^certain- 
injj that men were alive, and in rolicl hands, 
whose families hud given them up for lost 
months before.*

Whan it is considered that this work ia 
done at a cost of only one dollar and fifty- 
five cents for each successful answer, it wUl 
be readily admitted that nothing i^eli the 
Commission has undertaken has been more 
1 satisfactory in its rcsult.H. It will be ob- 
served that ill seventy -seven out of every 
hundred iD(|uirie8 we have been enabled 
to obtain information. A.s very many 
never apply at our rooms until they 
have ftuad in every effort of their own, 
it 18 thoQ^ that the proportion of an- 
swers criven ia ftUly as uufge as eo|dd be 
expected. 

In addition to* the legdar inquiriea 0f 
the Directory, we ara constantly called npon 

for advice and assistance of a miscellaneous ^ 
character, such as the best and cheapest 
mode of procuring tiie bodiea of deoaaaed 
soldiers from the army, the means of eopi* 
municuting with those in hospitals at distant f 
points, the method of obtaining passes, the 
means to be used in securing the effects of 
men who die in the service, and of writing 
letters to prisoners, &o. On all these ]>oints 
we keep onrselves thoroughly advised, soaa 
to be able to make the proper answers. It 
is estimated that not less than fifty weekly, 
or twenty-six hundred persons during the 
year, have aonght and reorived information 
of this nature. 

At the present time we have on our books $ 
75,830 names, 47,987 of which have been 
added daxing the yte. 

PSOTBOTIYB WAB OLAIM AHD FiblSIOII 
▲OXHOT. 

Five classes of claim.H are now prosecuted 
by this Agency, viz. : claims for pensions 
on behalf of disabled soldiers and the rela- 
tives of deceased aoldiers ; for bounty and 
back-pay due the estates of deccn.scd sol- 
diers: for pa^ of prisoners-of-war j for pay 
of soidiera disoharged widi defeetiw final 
]ia]>crs ; and fot fttiM mon^ of aoam^ 
Althoutrh the prosecution of two clas-ies at 
1 least of these claims was not contemplated 
I whenthe Agency was eetabliahed, they eame • 

so entirely within the relief designed to he 
j afforded that they could not be r^eoted 
I without mauife.-t inconsistency. 

The table accompanying tma report will 
show that '^incc the Ajrency was oru'anizcd, 
in May, I8(>3, 4,355 ohiims have been re- 
ceived fbr oolleetioii. Of iftaae, liien hten 
been settled 731 claims fbr penrioDy 694 
claim.s for bounty and back-pay, amounting 
in value to 972,067 50 ; 182 claims for pay 
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applied fur by the ituiiiliea of prisoncrs-of- 
mr amounting to $21,868 04; and, 52 
claims for prize rnonoy. amountinfr to 
$1,992 26. The total amount thus collected 
in cash, and paid to elaimants, or held rab- 
ject to their order, la 195,428 40. To this 
must Le added the j-nnis paid to this date 
upon the certificates of pension, which, at 
tfie lowest estimate, mnnot be less thra 
$41,712 00. showinir a total sum realized 
for applicants of at least $137,135 40, with- 
out the expense of cue dollar to the claim- 
antB. 

Objection has been takn) to the worlc of 
thiB branch of the Commission that it is not 
strictly charitable, because it makes no dis- 
tinction in the circumstanoes of daimants. 
Such a discrimination, however, even if it 
were practi^ble, could not iiiil to result in 
embamflsment A oarefiil obserration of 
the osaes presented dtoriiig the year shows 
the practical uselessness of the poliey by 
diaclosiog the hoi that cff the whole number 
<^ elaimants the eiicunrtaiiOBS of at leaat 
three- fourth-^ are bot a step xemoved from 
actual poTerty. 

The delay ia the settlement of claims, so 
^miliar to all who ba?* frequent dealings 
with Government, needs a word of explana- 
tion. The pay-rolls upon which Ihe ckima 
of deeeaaed soJcUers are settled by the Se- 
cond Auditor of the Treasury Department 
are frequently not aceejaaible to that officer 
until several months have chipscd after the 
death of the soldier. These rolls, as well 
as the proof submitted by the legal repre- 
scrtt-ftives of the deceased, must bo carefullj 
exauiiiicd and bubmitteJ for uppruvul tu the 
• Second Comptroller before any claim can be 
Fettled. The result is that an interval often 
exceeding a year intervenes between the 
filing and the final adjustment of a claim for 
arrears of pay. In applications for pension 
the delay, although not usually so great, is 
still very considerable. Uwinz to the ui^- 
merots attempts at fraud in &e presenta- 
tion of unworthy or fictitious claims, the 
rules of proof insisted upon by the Dopart- 
ment havo been graduuliy ruudercd mure 
stringent. The disabili^ or death of the 
Niildii'i' i> rc'juirrrl in every case to bo dis- 
tinctly shown as having occurred in the line 
of military duty, and as incident to the ser- 
Tioe. In at least tlirec-fourths of the whole 
number of eases the Cnmpnny records fail 
tu throw sutHcieut light upon these poiota, 
and the party, or his attorney, is called 
upon to frumish the requisite proof. ^Where 



the claimant is the widow uf u soldier, her 
marriage most be shown, if possible, by a 
sworn eopy of the church, or other public 
record of the marriage, and no other proof 
will be admitted unless the absence of such 
record is clearly established. Whore the 
claimants are minors, a gnnrdian must be 
appointed by Court, and the exact ages of 
the ohildren and mmiaf^ of their pa- 
rents must be shown, if possible, by record 
cvidenee. Where the claimant is a mother, 
she must establish the fact oi' her depend- 
ence for support upon her deceased son by 
proof of the smi^'^ actually contributed by 
him, and for what, in general, they were 
appropriated. The witnesses called to testify 
in any claim most be disinterested, and, if 
possible, not near relatives of the claimant. 
This rule, of course, excludes at onoe a large 
numl^ of persons from testifying, wiw 
whom the knowled^ of these fiieli peou- 
liarly lies, and increases in the same' propor- 
tion the difficulty of establishing the claim. 

It would be easy perhaps to add a ftatore 
of iutere.st to this report by citing examples 
of the operation of this branch of the Com- 
mission in individual cases. These comprise 
frequently the most afliicttng ezhilutioiiB of 
utter poverty and hopclcs.=iness. In repeated 
instances a home has been kept to the fami- 
Hes of soldiers by the trifliii|| loans whioh 
have been advanced upon claims in course 
of settlonu nt. During the present month 
a oertihcate of pensiou iu favor of a soldier 
disehai^ed for consumption oontraoted in 
the service was received upon the day of hii 
death. His wifo called to say that she had 
uo means witli w inch to defrey the expeuaea 
of his burial. Fortunately the arrears upon 
the pension proved to be considerable, and 
were promptly paid by the (rovernmont 
pension agent. 

But it is belioved that IIm character of 
the work, as one of benevolence, is suffi- 
ciently indicated in the tables accompanying 
Uiis report. The large and rapid growth, 
which, with little aid from the public press, 
the work has attained, shows the estimation 
in which it is held, and the ease with which 
it may be still further enlarged. Probably 
in no branch of the Commission are the 
beneiits resulting from its laboss so direct 
and so encouraging. 

KPRCrAT, HKMKF. 

At the date oi' our last reportL the Special 
Relief Bepartmont ia fhikdolpjua had just 
been reorganised. Suffiment time had not 
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then elapsed to test its practical working. 
The resaitB of more than a year's experience 
is BOW Buffident to otrnvinoe not onlj of 
Hb immense benefit to our lioq^itals and 
men, but also of the econoniical results of 
the plan adopted. Colonel Soest, our ^^pecial 
Rebef Agent, Tints one or other of our 
hospitala daily, keeping himself thoroughly 
advised of their requirements. He is pre- 
pared at all times to render buch u^ibttmcc 
as falls witliin tlie soope of the Sanitary 
Commisaion. When requisitions arc made 
upon us, Colonel Hoest, bj personal inspec- 
tion, aBcertaiiiB whether the artloleB de- 
minded arc really needed or not. Thus a 
constant check is maintained to secure the 
economical distribution of the supplies cn- 
tnuted to oor oure. 

Pcrh;ip.'< the iimst itnportant pnrtiun of 
our Special Ht; lief work is the looking after 
the comfort of individual soldiers, those in 
the aerricc as well as those discharged. 
Any one familiar with the subject knows 
how many and various are the wants of the 
soldier wliieh the Gorenimeat cannot feip 
sonably be expected to care for. There are 
at our rooiiif: daily : men without descrip- 
tive libiA, men with their clothing accounts 
overdrawn, those discharged, or wutins to 
be discharged who have claims unsettled, 
those needing transportation, and those 
anifering from eomtlcflB other oanses. The 
ease of eeoh man is thoroughly investigated, 
whenever necessary he is visited, and such 
aid afforded as the circuiustances require. 

The api^eatioDe have reoently become so 
nnmerous that it has been found neccs.sary 
to appoint an assistant to Colonel Soo.st. 15y 
this arrangement the latter is enabled to pass 
' most of his time invLsiting our hospitals. 

During the year, 5,350 cases have re- 
ceived attention, as follows :

FBOM FORT FI8HEE. 
BY S. W. rOSTER. 

January 20, 18G5. 

I have the honor to report Aat aoting 

under orders from head quarters, I pKO- 
ceedeJ to Fort Fisher, with Sanitary sup- 
plies aboard the Steamer Demolai/ to Fort- 
ress Monro^ from tiiat point aboard the 
Steamer Aflnvtir, to Fort Fisher. 

A portion of my goods were landed in 
safety through the surf on the 18th, im- 
mediately following the troops, and a depot 
was established near General leny's head> 
(quarters, near the beach. 

The troopa woe all obliged to wade 
through the surf from the boats, and some 
were completely immersed in reaching,' the 
shore, so that I found it necessary to dis- 
tribute dry shirta and drawers in some 
cases, which were gratefully received, and 
I have reason to believe, prevented much 
suffering, and probably sickness among the 
soldiers of General Terry's command* 

For three days and niuhts the troops were 
exposed on the beach with little or no 
shelter, and with % limited amoant of com- 
missary ^ti r< s. By great exertion I suc- 
ceeded ill getting a portion of my stores 
landed on the second day, and upon the re- 
<|pMat of different surgeons^ was aUe to re- 
lieve many noccssities, cases where diet^ 
clothing, blimulus, &o., were called for. 

The great demand nir boata in hmding 
the troops embarrassed mo somewhat, but 
I finally succeeded in getting all my goods 
ashore before the assault on Fort Fisher 
began. 

1 chose ;i situation to co-operate with the 
surgeons and the hospital department, in 
relieving the wants of the wounded as 
they were brought in, and in diatiibnting 
comfort to the siek. 

I have found it uecessarv to practice the 
same oaieftU semtiny widi Mine of aiimnkay 
Ibod and dothbg, which haa been fbnnd ao 
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I dreamed the other night of crossing 
over from a fort to the b;ink hoynuJ the 
moat, on a fallen tree. The top ot' the tree 
began to settle m I Mi elmoet to the bank, 
uud T began to sink down into the deep 
muddy ditch, and was ju&t wavering between 
sinking into the moat and springing to tbe 
bank, when, \^ithoat mj looking up, I felt 
a little hand in mine i^iving the gentlest 
little pull, but steady and real, which lifted 
me right up to my feet ; and on looking, 
there was our little, darling boy. It waa so 
y^iil that it woTcc mc. and these are the 
LhuughUi it left with lue.

the armi^ are settled in camp. 

All wholesale demands from surgeons, 
chaplalus and others, for regiments re- 

S resented to be in need, I have carefully 
eelined to fill, bnt'have umfbrral j requested 
that the needy party be sent directly to me, 
with a note from the gurgeori statiiiir the 
waul6, I am hutitsHed by this cuuTBe that 
the gpoda diatributed have been to the 
most prsesing oseea both.among offioen and 
men. 

The wonnded all reoeiyed attention from 
some of the Sanitary Commission AgentSy 
each one havinp: his duty to perform. 

On the loth, at about four o'clock, as 
tike wonndad were eomiug in, we made hot 
milk punch and beef tea; soil crackers 
were given for them to eat. At this time 
no commissary stores were landeil, so that 
all the wonnded had at first waa what we 
gave them. 

A chest of tea wan sent to the cook- 
ground, or place ohooen fijrooohing. Often- 
times surgeons would call on 08 for crackers 
for the wounded, as they were without any. 
Rags, bandages, sponges, liquors, blankets, 
fte., Ac., were in great demand. We made 
over tvcohundntJ (jaU'iHs of rn if I' punch. 

The timely aid of the Commission seems 
to be appreciated by all that know the good 
derived therefrom. 

My course has been approved by General 
Terry and Dr. Burnesi, Medioal Director of 
the J)epartment» Dr. Boisell, MedioaLfia- 
speetor, and other prudent and conscientious 
ofBcers of different frrades. I have received 
prompt assistance from Gcaenil Terry, in 
receiving from him six colored men whom 
I used in getting and hentiuf^ water for tea 
and milk punches, in making farina, &c. 

Teams were always fomiahed me for 
tranaporting my stores. .

Monday luoroing rode my horse to Alex- 
andria, aud spent the day at Louviturc Hos- 
pital, visited each man confiaed to his bed, 
odfoiing wordfl of cheer, finding out their 
wants, and engaging to supply thope wants 
ae &r as practicable. Took a number of 
oaaea for back-pay. The men were being 
paid off, and I received many a " Grod ble^ 
you" from those whose oases T had taken, 
and for whom that very efficient biauch of 
the Commission, the Special Relief, had 
ol'tained certificates from the ]\iynirister 
General, ao that some were receiving pay 
fat fonrteen months, others six, eight, ten 
and twelve. 

Tuesday visited Falls Church Ilospitul, 
where I met the mo^t grateful and happy 
man I have seen for many a day. His 
lower limbs have been paralyzed for five 
mouths, the only way ho could be moved 
wad to be carried about in tho arms of the 
attendants. Last week the Sanitary Com- 
misision fnrnislu J liiin with a '* Locomotive 
Chair," in which he can move about 
wiiergTe r he pleases in tiie lower part of the 
Hoepital, and when spring comes can move 
out of dijor?.

I enolcNM to yon fonio of Che notes re>^ 
ceived from my brother, in charge of thoi 
Relief Corps at the front, and dated respect- 
ively the 11th, 14ih, 15tb, 16th, 17th, and 
18ih. Several of these should have gom 
ibrward with li-ts of wounded I have 
already forwurded y but the early hcmr a&d 
lnury of my depajion fbr Moorehead, ob 
the day of my last oommunicatioo, occa- 
minncd their evorsigbt, and I wui^ stupriae4 
to tiad them suii lying on my table.

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tive, the yeoman service whit h our Relief 
Corptt iia» rendered thus far in a campaign 
in whioli, fMrhaps more than in any other 
of the war, not only the nun fort, but the 
Balvation, of oursiek and wuuudod depended 
on the extnneew Belief of tihe Saintvy 
Gommiseion al Ifte fig^t time and the right 
place. Tbe railroad construction has pro- 
gressed pariputm with the army, bat five 
or aefoi mtlea in the rear. Dor chief sup- 
ply ftent was at the tcrminu!* of the railroad 
in season to receive, and bhcltor, and pro- 
vide i'ur the first iut»lahuent of the wounded 
froBB dM battle field; while our Relief 
agents were extending the needed ralief to 
the field hospitals aloD|^oar extended battle 
line. The reeonatmeliioa of the tHlraad, 
employing an army of two thonsand con- 
structionists, building wharves and depots, 
layiofi tracks* and trautspurting material 
thenw»r, haa beeu going on at the eame 
tSne wiUi the trunsportation of thirty thou- 
sand troops, with all the iniprrHmenfn of 
modern warfare, directly into the euewy's 
oonntry, equipped and appointed for an im* 
mediate battle with an army of the enemy 
equal in nunibers. Yet ail this herculean 
work has been done with ybiH* wheezy en- 
gines and a correspondingly ioauffioie&t pro- 
vision of truck and box cars. I question 
whether such a brilliaot feat of railroading, 
•11 thinga eonrndered, haa em been aooom* 
plished siiu'c the oommencemeut of this 
war, of whieh railroadinj^ has been such a 
novel and important military element. It 
10 a ndlvoad victory which adds as much 
luBti' Ti« the genius and energy of Colouel 
Wright and Mr. Van Dyne, as does the 
battle of Kinaton to the nulitary reputation 
of our successful generals. These allu»ion8 
would be episcrdical, were they not intended 
to draw your attention^ to the long intervals 
whklh Aoafc neeeaaarily happen between the 
arrivals of trains on a ro:id ^o illy provided 
with rolling stock, and m cuormously taxed 
beyond its reasonable captoitv. A long 
lino of nulroad, eonstaatly adVanoing its 
terminus into a wild and swampy country, 
where our sick and wounded must meet it 
at unheralded honra, and awuton the damp 
ground, through rain and shine, or enve- 
loped in the swamp fogs of the chilly nights, 
with only the little covering and scanty 
oomfbrta that oonld ho brought for aiz milee 
over horrible roads, in overloaded ambu- 
lances, lr(»m destitute field hospitals and 
await, through theae checrlese hours, the 
nnfrequent tiMM. Wo hatvo hid floodi of 



rain ; and an ambulance travelling over the 
deeply gullied roads would tax the cnau- 
rance oftcell men. You can imagine, then, 
the condition of oordck and w iri led after 
six miles of such rough joltings and yoo 
era imagine, perhaps better tluua l^ean do- 
scribe, the full measure of their satisfaction, 
when, instead of being dumped on the cold, 
wet ground, to await, chilled and huugiy, 
the arrival the ears, they found, ready rar 
their reception, our spacious tents, embla- 
zoned in front, so that " he that runs may 
read," with the full name uf our glorious 
old Gommission, and provided within with 
every comfort for the outer and the inner 
man. 3oi\ beds of quilts, laid on clean 
atraw— wmn blankete—fieh aoups, with 
Boston crackers — hot coffee and tOO^ gaBtlo 
attendance and good cheer, and tbe aasnrsnce 
oi' the same comforts bein^ transferred to 
tbe cara for their transportation to Newborn. 
The luxury of beitig the instrument in af.t 
fording such relief was new to my brother, 
uud to bumc of the improvised corps of as- 
sistants, and stimulated them to e.xertioBS 
too str:iined and continuous for (heir own 
safety ; so that I have relieved them in a 
meaaare, bj fi>rwarding, in oharge of anp- 
plics, the volunteer but temporary aid of 
.-pv'-riil yomig gentlemen in the Department, 
whose trutlilui natures and warm sympa- 
thiea I had learned by previona aoquaan^ 
ance to appreciate. Tne number and cha- 
racter of these offers from young men long 
assiKsiated with this Bcpartuiuut in uiiltUiry 
and oivil pontiona, and their proffered wil- 
lingness to servo the (') rnnii-v'iDU at the 
front, at the very time whtu the driuUng 
spring mtna and the booming of the diatani 
oannoM told them plainly that such a cam- 
p.iign was no child's p!:!v, have t!lnstra?M, 
with graufying clearness, the deep hold 
whioh the ftmitJiry ConmiMon faaaalraody 
gained on the affections of the generous 
youths of our land, whose characters are 
being moulded on the gigantic occurrences 
now transpiring, and foi;ming the history of 
their country. I had anticipated the usual 
protier of battle-Geld aid from *' our frienda 
over the way" of the Christian Commiaaioni 
as in daya gone by. I had received in- 
structions to accept such proffered aid on 
the field, and to supply and treat the dele- 
gatee as our own Belief agents ; and my ex* 
perience in South Carolina, and in previous 
campaigns in this Department, had led me 
to place a high eiitiuiate on the value of 
awm nliaf aid ; and I had inatraaled mj 
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brother, if such relief wu proferred to ac- 

c pf nn l trcnt it in accordance with the en- 
Uiuat« i had entertaiDdd of its value. No 
pmHetf hawwtatf wm made bj the delegatcH 
of the GhrigtiMi ComiDiwon, though MTem I 
of them were here, and seveml new onr > 
appeared on the ground about the time aad 
since our actiye oampaign began. I under- 
stand from one of their nuTiiber, that seve- 
ral the new ones left, during the week of 
the fight, for other loealtties, as Wilmington 
and FlynKNith, fte. None of thoiu, how-' 
ever, were on the field, nor have been to 
the front ; uolfiirt I except a quaxi delo- 
gate, who appeared after the fight, pcnii}-- 
•4ining items for the local newspaper. This 
avoidance of the 6eld, at the time of active 
operations, and when oar soldiers are 
breasting the deadly fire of the enemy, leads 
me to BuppoM them mtj have beea somu 
ch-iTiirr in the pmfjramme of the Christiao 
ComuiifeBion^ of which, from my lon^ ab- 
senoe from our northern oenlms of aotion, I 
bftTC Vot been made aware. From pre- 
tions experience, I had reckoned on their 
eo-operatioDi and its fiulure oompelled me, 
»t % Into hoar, to impivTtse a rapplementary 
Belief corps from the ardent and generous 
materials T hwf^ previously alluded to. My 
previouii ucquumunoe with the self-denial 
and nseliilnMa of the delates of the Ohris- 
tian Comniifl«ion at such timps as these, would 
lead nic to think any such fundamental 
change in the objectii ot their mistiiou an 
nnfortamite one^' a« I eannot aee an^ oorre- 
ipondinf^ compensation to the service. 

I returned from the front on Wednesday, 
the 15th, leaving our Sanitary depot and 
OOfpo at Dow'h Station, tb< ti tlie rcrminus 
of the rnilroad, about 8 miles from Kinsfou, 
and from which point our stores radiated to 
^the differaot boapitala and encampmenta of 
onr lafge army. The corps and division 
wagons were constantly arririnir at and de- 
parting from that point with army stores, 
and ereiy iaeilit^ tat transportatioo was 
famished us. From the moment of the 
arrival ftf our stores and the establishment 
of the bauitary depot where the hospital 
tiaiaa nnat meet the teminna of tiie fail* 
road, nn order was issued from the head- 
quarters of (Jeneral Palmer to the (>nnrter 
masters of his division to lumi^h all the 
Iran^ortation ire might need in forward- 
ing our relief to any portion of the fi Od. 
Our Depot has kept pace with the rail- 
road. It has been a uoviiw hospital, meet- 
^ the mak Old muM alvag^a aft tba 



point where the long WOM^ boan of de* 

tention would have been pamful and dreary 
but tor the comforts provided for them by 
the aorenta of onr Oomuiianon tliere. The ^ 
loD^ Hat dT wounded whieb I have for* 
w u iliid you were all the recipients of our 
care at that point, and their railroad wants 
provided for until they abonld arrive at the 
doors of the general hospital in Newbem. , 

I spent one day iti visitin*? the Division 
headquarters along the extensive line of 
our new poaition, and the b<»pitak in Ae 
field, witnessing the elatl in <if our pallant 

troops, and the burial of a moltitade of rebel 

hopes. 

The earthworks thrown up by o«r ^ops 

under fire, and begun with the USe of tin 
eup» and shingies, iusitead of the pick-axe 
and spade, are a wonderful monument of the 
daring and efficiency of our veteran troopa* 
Though the work of a couple rf hour--, tliey 
are as extensive and strong as the original 
defeooaa of Newborn, on wMeh the rebali 
had labored for weeks. This waaeapeoially 
observant on the right of our*!ine, m front 
of the old 9th New Jersey, ot liurumde 
fame, and the 182d New York, whose valor 
lia^ so often and ^ stubbornly held oar 
outposts against the assaults of the enemy. 
Th^ regiments, with the rest of the divi- 
sion of General Fahner, held the extreme 
right of our line, which the enemy xs*.ailed 
vigorously on the fir^t day's fight, with 
their heavy artillery iu exact ran^e of the 
Diviaioii Headquartcwa, bat lelinqniabed 
thr' rittack for the desperate onset they made 
on the left, in which they were at htst so 
severely punished. 

Our sanitary stores hid leaohed the Di- 
vision iu (juautity, and weresta cki J under 
guard. Mr. Ferry, our Belief Agent, did 
aome bavd horae-back riding, and aevere and 
prolonged labors, in conducting our wagons 
over miles of 'muddy and deeply gullied and 
rough corduroy roads. 1 saw tiie captains of 
two eompaniea of eavalry, long celebrated itt 
this Department for their vigor and daring, 
now, when under orders to move forward, 
appeal to th^ stores for vegetables for 
their men, and themaeivea eomit ont the 
onions, that they might be sure every man 
should get on*> These vegetables are more 
prized at sucu a time by these men than 
would borthe eboioee^ tropieal frnita. 

On the advanee of the army from the 
battle field, I accompanied it to Kinston, 
passing one night at the new encampment 
oppoatta the town, and is themoningviai^ 
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IDflr the town itself. The rebel works on 
both sides of (he river are oi the stroogoit 
dfMriptiott of Mith wc»-k«,«dd iv«U muwMi 
woald have presented a formidable obstacle 
to our advance; but our stout hghting iu 
^Iront, and the fear of danger in their rt&r, 
eomiwUed them to abandon these works. 

I returned to Newborn via Dover Sta- 
tion/' to which point our depoi had md- 
vmced, and after * feplaihing ride of ten 
BiileB on honebaek, as many more bj cars, 
thrf'" miles on foot, and five on a hand-cnr, 
anived here at du^ik. Crowds of soldiers 
have been paemng up to (he front, and wtry 
thing indicates operatiooH on a InrL^e scale. 

I received a telegram from Dr. Agncw on 
mj return, and took the first train for More 
keid Ci^y where I met l^m on the trans- 
port steiiiTiLT Ohase, with a full cargo of 
stores for the Coffliniseion. The limited 
eapacity of the railroad, already overtaxed, 
forbade (he landing of stotee at the wharf. 
Dr. Agnew placed suoh storoi- wc needed 
here on board a provisionary sichooner, some 
iwr or Ave hmaTed barrda in bulk, whitli 
I have made arruniremcnLs to transport 
to Newbeni by water. The next day Dr. 
A^^uew took the rest of the steamer's cargo 
to Wilmington, for the relief of oorKberuted 
Union pris^oners, and on bis return will dis- 
•harge what may remain at Alorehead for 
IIm campaign on tbis line. 

I waa at Wilmington the day after its 
capture, having run down with Generals 
Palmer and Carter and stafis; 1 met the 
fianitary Agent, Mr. Footer, there, preparing 
for a depot of reception, but at the time 
destitute ol supplic!>. I should have advised 
the sondiug whut few stores could then huvo 
been spared from this point, had not Mr. 
Foster iufoniied me tliut he hud elfvrn i lys 
before, made tuU requisitions on the central 
depot at New York, and waa daily ezpect- 
iag ample akwfle. TheoondiUon w awdi of 
our returned priponers as I then saw was 
pitiabie beyond expression, and the evidences 
4t the bvnmrrty of the tebel leaden was 
most damnable. The tilth, !'<(ualor, emaci- 
ation, idiocy, and insanity of those wlio sur- 
vived their inferual irotitiueut, prepured mu 
lo witaeoa the aigkt c( the ohaned remains 
of those whom tlK^ rebels burned on evacuH- 
ting the city ; telling the puor, bed-ridden 
victims of their cruelty if they would not 
§Bt out and fidlow their army, they would 
scorch thfin out," ;tnd carried out their 
devilibli threat by setting fire to one end of

I have just returned from a visit to the 
Division iiospital at the front. I started 
in advance of an army wagon.. fVimished me 
by the Chief Quartermaster, which I loaded 
with stores for the front from our depot at 
thia elation. I arrived at the hospital, nine 
milea from thia station, at about 3 o'doek 
thif? P.M. A portion of the road bt^ng 
»almost impassible for man or beast, and so 
I spent li longer portion of die day on the 
road than I otherwise would; but I met 
Dr. Rice at \h'} }!<'«jntal, and found him 
making his prepuraiioua for breaking up 
hi8 hospital at that point, and preparing lor 
fi f orward movement toward Kington. I 
leaaned that the rebels had burnt their iron 
cla) ram and the bridge across the Neuso 
river at Kinston ; also that they were re- 
treating toward Goldsk>ro'. Thtiy retreat- 
ed from our front, taking only such of (heir 
wounded aa they thought likely to snrviTe 
their injuries, leaving the worst cases and 
the dead for our forces to bury and othcr- 
wif^c caro for. On niy return to camp I 
found that Mr. Perry had obtained the en- 
closed list of wounded men from the front, 
whom, he had uared for and seen properly 
and comfortably provided with bhiukets, 
and bad a rich beef soup made of the beef 
stock furniabed by the Commission, and 
every one had a tin cupful before being 
pi seed on the eaie, after which he gave eaeft 
one a cup of hot coffee and crackers. I also 
called, on my return from the front at the 
hospital at Gum 8wamp, where I found 
Dr. Weaver in charge, having ■even wonnd^ 
r] men from the front, and wishing for 
home relief, which was afforded him imme- 
diately, as he came to the depot, and I 
supplied his immediate wants from the 
'^tnrcs of the Commission. To-night I go 
ru bod for the first time since I came oat 
here before two o'elook at night.

I wrote to you yesterday morning, quite 
early, a haety note, wfaieh I forwarded by 
Dr. WiLon, AK'ii.-itant Surgeon, 123d Indi- 
ana Vols., in charge of about thirty woundod 
and some 20 aiek soidierB from the front. 

I bad on that d:iy vi&ited, in oompanj 
with Captain Kimball, Chief Quarternia.«tcT, 
the headquarters of General Pakneri which 
iaaltheiigbtcf theliBeofdeftoMi. W« 
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left our depot at 10 o'clock in the fore- 
BOOfi, and arrived at headquartor.'* ubont 12 
DOOD. We heard heavy firitii; all the time, 
and on arriTin^ near, we learned that the 
ivbels, under Hoke, had mode t d^perate 
ftttempt to flank the left of the Uae of Gen- 
eral Palmer's Division, but were repnl-rd 
with a severe loss in killed and wounded, 
•ad a few hundred priMneri, ineladiDg one 
Lieutenmt Colonel) wmI One vt G^Donl 
Hoke's uid-de-eamps. 

While at headquarters a Qonrrier arrived 
witii a meanege from General Cox, com- 
manding the Ist Division of the 23d Army 
Corps, sayinjj that conriers had arrived at 
his (Cox's^ beiidquarters, bringing intelli- 
gence from Oenerd €oQeh, eonraumding 2d 
Division of the 23d Corps, thiit he was at 
that time at Bearer Dam, moving from Wil- 
mington OQ to KiuHtoo. This intelligenoe 
was received irith a h^rtjr weleome, and 
doubled the asfiurance of the capture or 
annibilatiou of the rebel force so despemtelj 
struggling to break through our lines, if 
ihev did not retreat. 

i learned also that our loss during the 
daj in killed and wounded, was not near 
ae nneh as that of the enemy. The feroe 
opposed to us on our front, amounted to 
about 20,000, commanded by the rebf 1 f ; ^n- 
erals Hoke, D. H. HUI, aad S. P. Lee, well 
known in tUa r^on tnm hu liavin^ made 
several unsuccessful attempt to dnve the 
" hated Yankees" from Newbern. Seven 
consecutive charges were made on the forti- 
fl(»ttoa8 at the right of the line, oommaadcd 

by Oenenil Palmer Every attack was rc- 
pubed with an much dcterminatiou as it was 
made, and the rebelii wure obliged to re- 
treat. At the laet atta^ a portioo of one 
r. Vi >" brit^ado vfd-< cij^tured by our forces, 
which will partly compensate for the loss of 
one regimeut, captured by them yesterday 
ftvenoon, tbet is «a fiur as niimbem el pris- 
oners :iro foiT^virncd. 

1 alijo viijited the division hospital, with 
Dr. p. B. lUee, the Diviaion Buigeon. I 
net here Dr. Whitney, of the lath Wiscon- 
sin Vols., and Drs. Whitticr, '23d Maf»a. 
Vols., Holcomb, Surgeon, and Cowles, A.s- 
fliatant Surgeon 16th Conn. Yolt., busily at- 
tending to the wounded as fast as thej wer o 
brought in from the field of action. 

Here I obtiiined from Dr. Rioe a memor- 
andum of what aloraa he wu in preninff 
need ; and as tratisportAtion is very limited 
to the front, and the roads in such a con- 
dition as to en^le bat about 1^00 or 1,500 



lb« of stores to be transported by one six 
mule team, I made the assortment to oou* 
pri-;p thii grcatovt virintT possible, as yott 
will sec by a memorandum copy of the iaaaea 
of to-day, whieh I tend you, as (bllowa 
100 handkerchiefs, 50. towels, 120 pairs^ 
sock;*, 96 cans condensed milk, 4^ lbs. fari- 
na, 40 corn starch, 60 tomatoes, 60 beef- 
stock, 1 hbl. dried apples, 25 lbs. whits 
sugar, 1 box lint, I bed tick, 1 bbl. old 
linen, 2t btls whiskey, 2 bbls. crackers, 1 
bbl. onions. Captain Kimball| Chief Quar- ' 
termaster of this difisioB, has promised me 
one army wagon to morrow morning, which 
I shall load and send forward, and see that 
they reach their destination as soon as 
posiible. 

At 10 o'clock, P M , T pent Mr. Perry vrith 
relief supplies to the division hospital at 

Gum Swamp," 5 miles further up the road. 

I have thus far obtsined all the names of 
the wounded sent to this "tiiti'm, except 
some who have been sent to the geaerai hoe- 
pital at Newbern, via the eonnty road to 
Cove Greek, in ambulances, passing a mile 
or more at the right of this station, and at 
times when I have not been apprised of the 
ihet until too late to get the names ; at any 
rate, I have sent you nearly all the names 
thus far of the wounded, to this diitc ; with 
the nature and region of the wound, and 
the nusrile with whieh it was infliofesd. 

I have also attended t < tli, placing these 
mm on the cars, and supplying them with the 
necessary articles for their eomfort daring 
the transportation to Newbsrn general hos- 
pital ; and many have been the heartfelt ex- 
pressions of gratitude towards the Cnminis- 
siou fur tbe att«ntiou paid to them in their 
suffering. I have made long day's work 
for the time I have been hero. Last night 
I was among the wounded all night, goin|| 
to bed about 3 o'clock this morning ; so it 
h IS been all along. I am not unwilling to 
saeritic o my oi^n comfort for the relief of 
our pliant boys, who have fooght so bravd j 
and been the nnfortanale ones to atop 
deadly bullet of the rebel minions. 

1 shuU write tr) you again to-morrow eve» 
ning, and give you all d^e mrtiouUre I OSA 
obtain of the oondition of sflUrs hersaod al 
the front. 

This morninp^ comes (tu6 clear and cool. 
The first pleasant day from the time that 
we estsbhsbed our depot at this point. I 
have called on' the Qtiartermaster of the Ist 

Division of the 2Bd Army Corps, and ma^ 
arrangements to send a load of eanitaij 
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slores to Dr. Spnnier, 8iiige0B4B>0hai|^ 
ef that divisuni. 

I b»Te TMitfld the IKvirion Hospital, Isi 

Division, Distriet of Bt-aufort, ut (jum 
Swamp, and furnitthed theni with relief from 
onr atores. Dr. Weaver, the 8urgeuu-iu- 
Obtf);*, liM ibee mlled ftt o«r depot, and 
aays he shall send all the wounded forward 
to-night to .this station, to be sent to the 
general hospital at Newborn, and I have had 
bimI6 pravtrini fw thtnt Moomnodfttioii 
binder shelter, until they can be forwarded. 

We have heard bobio artillery firing in 
dio direction of Kinstoo, at intervals during 
iIm forenoon, and oontinm who arrive from 

the frout, say that the rebels have destn)3'ed 
a portion uf the bridge across the river at 
Kiuatou, aud are retreating townnis (Jolds- 
boro*, destroying the railroad a.s they go. 

I also learn that GtMieral Couch's Divi- 
sion of the 23d Army Corps, from Wilming- 
ton, has formed a junction with the left of 
our line, in th« itur of Kinnton. 

This forenoon, 260 rebel prisoners in 
oludiog one Lieutenant Colonel, and severid 
odter offioen, w«i« bvongfai have nnder n 
•tlXHig iroard from the front, to he taken to 
Npwhfrn by railroad. Your visit to our 
slaiiuu to-day, gave you the opportunity of 
•Ming the eondition of efleirs at oar dopot. 

I have to-night, at ITo'eloek, revived a 
eommnnioation from Dr. Weaver, askin? me 
to aid him in getting the wounded irum 
0ani Smup Station to Newbem general 
hospital -f I have seen the eonduc tor of the 
train, and he has proiiitsed to stop a car ut a 
point three miles this side of the Swamp, 
and have them taken on and forwaided. 

These wounded men, some 12 or 13 in 
all. have twice been started for this station 
ia ambulances, but owing to the bad con- 
dition of the road.s, were una.ble to proceed, 
and returned to the Ii itul ; but to-night 
they have come from tha main ro^d across 
a new road to the railroad^ at which p<ant 
I have made amngmnente to take theni on 
the cars. 

The addition of Mr. Kand to oar present 
laUef eorps, in the field, has oome Jnat in 
tte ri^ht time, as Mr. Perry and I have 

been taxed pretty severely, having ht^en at 
work day and night for three day 8, aud his 
anfifal relieved ne of a portion of the duty. 

Marrh 13, 1 o'clock, A.M. 

The oars have just arrived from Newbem, 
henvilj loadffd with ntions and pentoon 
bridgea. I ha?e aeon the eondnoter, and 



made arrangements to take these men oa 
the train, as they return to Newbem. Aft 
5 o'clock the train started down the took, 
aod when they arrived at our depot I snp* 
plird them with relief, an I h ivio-^' had them 
ail comfortably arranged in the cars, and 
seen them atait off, properly cared flir, and 
under the charge of Acting Hospital Stew- 
ard of the l:t2d V Y. Vols., I went 

to our tuui and lay dow^n tor an hour or two; 
after this abort rest, I proenred a riz nrale 
team from the quarter-master, and loaded 
it with an assortment of sanitary stores, and 
sent Mr. Perry in charge of it to the 1st 
IKviidon, 28d Armf Cmpe, Dr. Spurrier 
Surgeou-in-Charge. He left our depot at 
11 o'clock, A.M. During thi^ ri itiiinder of 
the day 1 waa at the depot, makiug armuge- 
mcnts to move the tent and ston» five milM 
furrh r up the railroad, to Dover Station, 
aud issuing a few minor articles of relief 
such as paper, envelopes, socks, shirts, &c., 
to some of the sick in the field relief hos- 
pif il at this station. During the day I had 
some lOd letters left with me at the tenty 
to ibrward maS, and an ww have nomnQ 
carrier at thii Blal«m, wiU it not be poon- 
ble to make aome arrangement by which we 
can have a mail-bag left with us each day, 
and forward theae aoldien' iettan to Ne«w 
I ra postoffice each day, as they acoumakte. 
i thiuk it will be a much needed .service 
rendered by the Commission if it can be so 
arranged. 

I h ive this evening made preparations, 
and packed our stores reaiiy to .strike the 
tent for removal ju»t a.i &oou as we can ob- 
tain tnuuportation, whioh oar qnartennm- 
ter at tht.s .statiin itifonns mo will be tO* 
night or to-morrow morning. 

Mr. Perry returned from Uie front at 11 
o'clock, P.M., having walked aome IS miloo» 
there being no means of transportation He 
says that the division at the front will ad> 
▼aoee to-morrow morning some five milea 
nearer to Kioston, to await (dm arrival of the 
pontoon train, and then cross fhe N" Mi^a a4 
some point near, and occupy Kui.it,oti.

12 o'clock, M , when the train wns backc'I 
Az milea dowa the track to Gove Oreek to 
obbdn WBtar ibr tiM engiQe, wkioh being 
rather a slow process, wc were at 3 o'clock 
«gain nnder headwi^ for our new position 
at this station, where we arrived at five 
<^olock, P.M. 

While Mr. Perry i-upcrintcurled the Jis- 
eharging of the stor^ from the cars, I pro- 
«eeded to find m loeaUoa in which to again 
Mf tent which should be convenient to 
transportation, both by railroad and wagons. 
Having found a good looatUw I had the 
tent Mt and the gmdi itowed vmy inaide. 
Fortunately we had a fine day, aud although 
it was well a!on^ into the evening, wo snc- 
^ Oeedod in storinc; everything; at about dark. 

On my arrival at thi.s station I found an 
ftnibulance train loaded with the wounded, 
6eut in here this tbrenoon, withaboot eighty 
wounded aoldieit ftooi the Fnnit IHTiaion 
^ Hospittl let Dir. 28d A. 0. There wore 
many very severely wounded cases among 
them, and as they had nothing to eat since 
moiiking, I iannMuttdiy took t baml of 
crackers from the cars and distributed thera 
araonc; all. This done, T con.sulfed the sur- 
geons in charge of thorn, Dr. WiltMQ, I'Z'Sd 
lud. , and Dr. Garwood, tti to what relief we 
could furninh to these ttioti from the stores 
of the Commission. I learned from them 
titt* liie moat imme^ale want waa bUmkets 
and atimnlaDta while on the oava faetwaen 
here and Newbem, whither they were b^ing 
taken to the General Hospital. As tUe men 
weie plaoed on the eaia eaeh one waa anp* 
plied with an extra blanket. I also sent 
candles, lanterns and stimulants to the sur- 
tfeont) to ut$e iu the transportation to New- 
bem, and when the cars left the station all 
were provided for aud made comfortable. 

Just before the cars left 1 learned that 
there were aeveral feiy aiek men ftera the 
8d Div. (Couch's) of the 23d A. C, who had 
been sent in from the front aud placed in an 
old house near our quarters. I immediately 
went to the honaa, and titeve I fofond twenty* 
three men, lying on the floor, some without 
aud some with blankets, without any attend- 
ant whatever. They told me that they were 
left there thia fttenoon, and some of them 
bad nothing; to eat or drink sioce they left 
their hospital thia moruing. I went to our 
tent, had aome hot ec^eo prepned fur them, 
and took a pailflil of evaokers and carried 
them to these men, also took hhinkets to 
>oover those who had none. 1 tuuud here 
one eaaa of maaslaay three very aiok of 



typhoid fever, two who were completely 
paralyzed and unable to even turu over 
without help, and the remainder were eaaaa ^ 
of remittent fever and diarrhoja or rheumii- 
tism. I had them all properly oared for ac- 
cording to my best judgment, and left them 
to sleep or iMt, intending to call et 1 1 o'clock 
and .see them again before I went to bed, as 
I did, when I found some sleepinc quietly^ 
while otheia too n«k to teat or auei^ on an 
hard a bed without some medical aasistanoe 
or medicine. I ay^in supplied them with 
good drinking water, and fixed each one 
anew in his bed, and bade them good ni^ht, 
promising to i^t^e them early in the morning, 
and to make arnuig<ement8 to send them to 
Newbem by the wat^tidn of ears. Thia 
quieted their feam of being left here to take 
care of themselves ; and they all thanked 
me for my attention to them, and seemed to 
feel aa thongk they hnd one Mend, (theSan- 
itary Ooaufiaaion), ao I heard one of them 
say. 

[ wont to our teut, uad had just layed 
down when I heai^ some one call at onr 
door, to know if we were all a.s]eep. 

I turned out and found it was Aassistani 
Surgeon Piatt, of the 140th Ohio Volun- 
teers, who had been detailed to eome in 
from the front to attend to these poor fel- 
lows, and ship them to Newborn imme- 
diately. He thanked ftie' very kindly in 
the name of his Division Surgeon for the 
attentton I had paid to them, aud after 
guinfl wilh him again through this house 
end learning that nothing mor§ could be 
done for them at present than I had al- 
ready done, 1 left him, and went to bed at 
nearly 1 o'clock on the morning of Jiaroh 
16th.

vmet me in obtainintr trHnsportation to the 
front, by volunteeriug the services of his 
train of hospital wagons radar hb MmaHHid.

A wounded man from Capt. Graham's 
•ompai^y anrtTod' at tha'lant jnalat^k, 
he was dumped on the railroad about a milt 
from here by the ambulance driver, and 
obliged to walk here. I received a telegram 
from Dr. Kioe to look oat for him and put 
a bandage on his wound, which I did and 
kept him in the tent until the cars left. 
Ha teemed to aoftraoma pain from having 
to walk so long a diatenoa to thk atatioB 
on the railroad. 

The woun Vfl TTian referred to is now in 
the^neral iiofpital here in Newbero, and 
ia doing well j. w. p.

Since we last wrote, we have to congratu- 
late our friends upon the capture of llioh- 
mond — the capitol of the tola Sondiem 
Confc'l'Tacy. The good news, coming to us 
jeeterdaj, is too recent, the joy and thank- 
ntlnsfls too deep for many words, as yet. We 
mast our friends, we ahaka handa^ wa saj : 



" Yes, it 18 indeed good news — thank GodI" 
That ail. And we try to realise what it 
means, and why it ia Hktt thb viotoij is aa 

much more to us than any other vietory, 
and we look back and o^nnt over the battles 
of the four years, and remember how we felt 
after each one of tliom, and feel this to be 
v( TV differeu! from any of the others.

" I suppose you are very busy so-day, 
sending off everything," says a voice at our 
elbow, recalling us from dream-land to the 
practical realities — the poetical realilisa 
often^ — of No. 10 Cooper Union. '* No, nob 
particularly busy iust now — we were very 
busy laat wa^ and a fortnight ago, shipping 
•applies to City Point, in anticipation of 
these battles. More than three-quarters of 
all we sent off during the past month went 
thave. Hare are thainvoioea of those ooik- 
signmenta. Naming only the mo.-^t import- 
ant articles, we find 10,020 flannel shirts, 
8,120 purs flannel drawers, 1,994 pairs 
cotton drawaia, 981 pairs of socks, 282 
pillows, nearly 200 bed quilts, ;ind 1,200 
oans lemoLuide.

Were it not for l^e steady work 
of tha Soldiers' Aid Societies, working, as 
th<'y do, monfh in and month out, with or 
without any special excitement| we oonid 
nsTsr haTO been so prepatad ink ilui niitr 
gency, could never have had thssa irggnHfla 
on the very spot, and at the very msiMllt 
when they are m lauch needed." "An4 
what is your work for this weak f" Oar 
receipts will Kf larger than usual, they al- 
ways are after a battle, and we are thankful 
that it is so. Thej will keep us busy. W<e 
shall also, most prohoblyy make large ship- 
ments, but whether to ■j'o up the James River 
to Righmond, or to some point <m the oossfc 
for Sharmsn's armvi wa do not know— have 
not yet received tha Mqnisitioo ftom th*

Th« remaiodor 4^ ikak day w« opoBt at 
S; JohnV College Hospital. In the 1st 
ward we found an old gentleman from Ohio, 
watching by the bedside of his only child, 
the last of six, as he said. The rebels cap- 
tured and murdered his other sons the pa^t 
•ummer, and this one was all be had. The 
boy, Aoagb ftamd, it doing well, probably 
may live. 

In the last artival came a skeleton-look- 
ing boy who see^ned to grieve sadly over 



bis yooBgor brother, who died before TOMib^ 
ing the cars; he said they had 3 miles to 
maroh, his brother was too sick to walk.

The boy reached up towards 
him, nut his arms arouud his neck and 
died oinolly, and tbero be was obliged to 
leave him, while he tottered on himself to 
the cars. Steward Ifewman, of the 5th 
Michigan eovalry, told w of a fklbor wbo 
coming to look for his son, arrived two houre 
aft«r hi? denth ! He was the last of seven 
sous, who had fallen in the servioe; foor 
died bk vd»el prioonO) and ibellfib mm after 
he landed.

bge Green Barracks." First in order 
oomee the long line of hmd, 1,400 in all ; 
eeoh man with hh new cup, plate, knife, 
Ibvk and spoon; they march on to the 
Idtelieii window, wbete each in turn has 
his cup filled with soap^end receives one-half 
loaf of bread, and a mess of cabbage. Some 
few would Mtop to taste tbe savory dianer 
befon tbej wiabed to move; bvt tbe guard 
or attcndautvs in the kitchen would cdl out, 
"Hurry up men, double-quick!" and the 
loiterer would be reminded that other men 
weiited dinner; end eo they poeied on in tbe 
same orderly manner comin-: up in the line to 
the Sanitary storehouse, where waagiv^n \.n 
tbeu thready needles, eombs, envelope, with 
sheet of paper nicely folded in it; towels, 
soap and water in abundance to be found at 
the bathing house. They all looked, and 1 
have no doubt, were pleased.

In looking over the Sanitary work in 
these departments for the past four mouths, 
though dwro havo heon no domando for the 
exigencies of jrreat battles as in other dc- 
partment.*!, and therefore there is nothin<r to 
attract the public eve, nothing to create the 
intense intenok whioh always oonoentrafeoi 
about lar<re nnTnbrr> of wounded men ; etill 
to those who examiuc the real demands to 
be supplied, in order to prevent disease, to 
ke< p up the efficiency ot the army, ■aa to 
afM lit the comfort of the soldiers, the \rork 
ahtiumes a magnitude and an importanoo 
whioh oaa hircDy be eatitnatod. 

The field embraces the whole of the Mli^ 
siH.'^ippi River from Cairo to New Orleans, 
and the State of Arkansas, with all of the 
" hmamf'w •* lo^" far loldien, the hoo- 
pitala, garri.^ous, camps, and troops in tbo 
field, and all the Naval vc.'isels of the Mio> 
sissippi, White, and Arkansas) riven. ^ 

Theie are in the dopartniont, indndu^ 
Cairo, but ei^ht paid jigcQts of the Commis- 
sion, viz: One In.spector, two Superintend- 
ents of homca ur lodges, one llo^piiul Visi- 
tor, and four Qoaeinl Boliof Agents; at 
each station there are more or loM detailed 
soldiers lo assist in the work. ^ 

During the year ending Dec. 31st, 1861, 
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41m imam firom this depot, Memphis, aloae 
■mottDted to one Irandred and sixtj thou- 
sand dollars, the value beins estimated at 
the wholesale cost in northern markets. 
Tbiedoee BOtineliide dietlioiiKiBds of little 
articles contribute*! by individuals for the 
comfort of the soidiers, and which, though 
it ta impossible to estimate their value in 
moMff add nook to the real value of the 
vorlc. 

Duriug the last four months the work has 
been more thw b aaj of the ftar montiis 
of ^e year pveoedingt though at present 
the cash value cannot be estimated. From 
oaages beyond the control of the U S. bani- 
lerj O^DJttifleioii) the interior Boeta of Ar- 
kansas, such as Duvall'fi Hluff, l!r v, ti-^villc , 
Little Rock, Pine Bluff, and Fort iSmith, 
have out retseivcd the attention which was 
deaunded; but ^^ince Nov. 1, 1864, all 
these Posts, hospitals, jrarrisons, and camp? 
have been supplied with vegetableS| both 
ftwli end pickled, cJotiung end hnpital 
eapplies as the means of the Conannion 
vc'<u\d warrant, and it is most grati^|ring to 
kaow that now there is little real aufferiog 
flar the want of anything the OemBubnioQ 
can furnish. 

Tho hnipitals in this city, yicksbur<r, 
NatcheZj iluleua, Buvairs Uluff, Liule 
Kock, Pine Bioff, Brownsville^ «iid Fort 
Smith are kept .^upplie*!, a-s far as tniospor- 
tfttioa oao -be had. Every naval vessel iu 
the river raemTeeegeiierotiBBapply. Thou- 
sands of troops in trarui'tu call at Cairo, 
Memphis, Vick^burg, and other points, and 
^t clothing, ve|^tablo8 dried fruit, con- 
eentreted milk^ ftinmbuitB, Ae. 

Within the p:i^st few mouths the whole 
field has been thorouL,diIy explored and 
every hospital and garrtiion vi&iied, and tlio 
exaet wants of eeoh are shown. The Inspec- 
tor of the department i« kept advised of the 
averase number of troom at each statiou, 
both hi the gnrrieoiii «m hospitals, so that 
he can draw ordenii on the Commission for 
what is wanted; and now, a trusted and 
long-tried agent of the C^HEumission, D. B. 
OupoDter, has gone with i«ppfiee iHth the 
array o]>eratinji in the extreme 8oath. The 
friends of the Commission may rest assured 
that, so fur as their aycnta have the means

since the uight before. Indiana owes these 
gentlemen a dettt of gtadtode Ibr the ex- 
emplary way in which they aoqnittad ^heift- 
aelreo of their atowardahip.

On reaching Knoxville, I found William 
also gono. Moeiviog Botioo of tbe ship- 
ment, Vie made preparations to receive it, 
and worked all day un the 'I'^d to get the 
itOlM to the rooms. He labored bard, and 
too hard, but seeieed well, and ma^p no 
oomplaiat. On the mornin*.': « thr *23d, 
not appearing at breakfast, searcU was made 
for him, and be wss ImiBd at bis room cm 
bis cot insensible, in a moribund oonditiou, 
aud died in about thirty minutes after he 
was found.

Ui^der ilic circuutbtuuces, though needed 
at Chattanooga, I shall feel eompuled to te» 
main h» re until Mr. Gardner returns, or the 
help from Louisville, for which I have tele- 
graphed, is received. 

This poet has tergely inoveneed in im- 
portance. A larg^c army is pushing its 
way Eastward, and a large supply of stores 
and at least three first dsM men are needed 
at OBoe } one to stay here, receive stores, 
issue here and ship to the front ; one to re- 
main in the field, visiting the dilGurent 
oonmands, ssoertsining their mmts, end m> 
porting to the office here ; the third to pass 
backwards and forwards upon the railroad, , 
taking charge of sbipmeuts, aud, perhaps, 
keeping up a depot at tbe tersrind statkm. 

Although particularly interested in the 
po.st of Uhattauooga, as it is specially under 
my charge, 1 feci constrained to report that 
this depot needs, mid probably for somM 
time will iiec I, a larger supply of .sanitary 
stores than that. It seems to me, also, 
that it is of more iroportaneo than ever 
before, that there shoold be some one man 
in the fu'ld, who can frequf^nf ly vi.sit all the 
posts from Louisville to IvDoxvillc, and 
then to the Vest of Knoznile end to tim 
Sonth of Chattanooga, and report tt|iQii lihe 
comparative wants of each. 1 can see no 
other way in which an impartial distri- 
bntioo of the gifhi of tbe people ean be 
made. 

The benefit which the armies in this de- 
partment have received from the Commis- 
sion thnmgb tbe epeeinl efforts wbieb have 

been made from time to time to furni.*h 
vc^tablcs in lurt^e quantities, so that they 
could be distributed to all, whether hick or 
well, can never be over-estimated; and si 
no time ha.s there been, as T am well per- 
suaded, mure reason ibr such an effort than 
now. The army has bad an nousually ac- 
tive winter eampeign. The country thiomh 
which it has ni'>v(»d nnfl is likely to move, 
is stripped of supplies, detaobed and con- 
valeeeent men have been withered up firam 
all (quarters and sent to thehr eommsnds. ^ 
Larire numhcr*; d' new troopp tioHccnstomcd 
to the hardt^bips and privations of army lite, 
have just tsken the find. Fern hmg time no 
antiscorbutics, or no adequate supply of 
them have been distributed, and cases of 
scurvy are by no means rare. I fear that 
the eheering prospeet of tn early penee is 
dimimsfaiBf the assl of tlw nrnj of «oifc< 
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crs !it home, but hope it trill rather increase 
their seal. We may be dkappointed in 
these hooM, bat if fortunately we are not, 
I tru.^T tnnt the soldiers in thr> ti- ld will 
have occaaioa to tieei thai their irieada at 
home hsfft MiMHnl)«nil and lofid ttem 
nnto the «od, and thai the bat campaign 
will witness such an ovorflnwing supply of 
sanitary stores as will Utiiuuustrate that the 
army and the peopW MI6. 

We have to-day ipada a large issue of 
stores to the Asylum Hospital, and ! have 
been able to visit with Dr. Meaeham, the 
Swrgeoninehafga, aereialof the wirda,the 
kitchens, dining rooms, bakery, commissary 

.rooms, &c. It has. in round numbers, 

patients, moj^tiyiQ tento, who are evidently 
doin^ woU, loflic ehenrftil, and are well pro- 
vided for. The rirnm^ements and condition 
of the ho^pitiil arc excellent. The highest 
pu^^ible luced of praise is certainly due to 
the Surgeon in oharge and to Dr. Ourttss, 
the Medical Director of th^ p-i^t, ffjr their 
gucoessful efforts in providing ibr the comfort 
of theiriiek. ThmrWe beea left, with an in- 
ad<qnatamadioalftffii»8,t(»«ly almost en ti rely 
on their own resources in fi ovtflin ' for the 
iiok. At this diatant post, with couimunica- 
tbn fhqiientlj interrupted , t he oomniiaeary 
and the CknnWon have been able to fum- 
but a meagre' and fitful supply of hospital 
stores. Almost their sole reliance has been 
upon tiie eevntiry, and they have eeoored it 
fiur Mad near for artielt^s of diet. Apples, 
green and dried ; potatoes, butter, milk, 
figgs {itvux 60 to lOO dozen a day^, diick* 
ens, &0., have been thneobldned, Mt, per- 
haps, in as lar<re <juuntitic.s as have been 
needed, but in quantities as large nre 
often obtained fur hospitals of the ^umc 
eapemty in the most favcned loeations. Bat 
the gtip{)ly from this source cnrtrj t be kept 
up. Tbe potatoes obtained are ot an inferior 
equality, and it would be very ungenerous as 
well ai nnJiMt to practically Hay to those 
gentlemen, you ;ir(> faithful and energetic 
that yon do not uued our help. 

TUa hospital has reoeived the patients 
fiOfll the others which have been succes- 
sively broken np, but there is a d« min 1 fur 
BM»re room, and another large hospital is to 
be inaMdiatcly opened. For both of theee 
and for the front, I cannot make too urgent 
an appeal, a'-kincr you, however, not to forget 
ChiitUiuooga wiiiio iteudiug bountiful sup- 
plies here.

from here ahout 4,000 prisonsrs, and more 
IM Mining in every day. ThoKC who omM 
in first were from Cahawba, and were in 
much better condition than those now com- 
ing iu, who are from AndersoDTills* Tlie 
latter are in » vary feeble and diatraswig 
condition, evf^rv tr;iin ^•ontiuiiinL'' more or 
less who hi>Te died upon the road. Yes- 
terday an ambnlaiiM OMW in wkieh ttnitd 
fnm Jacksoa witk tMr sick men, and when 
it nrrived fbcy were all dead. Large trains 
of ambulances are ruuuiog between Black 
Bivor and Jackson, bringing thoM who W0 
loo Ibeble to walk. The city hospitals are 
being pmptied to make room for tiiem, Hiifi 
every thing is being done that can be duuc, 
bat still many wUl die, for tlio sooooor has' 
oome too late. 

It is expected that between ten and fit 
teeu thoutittud uieu will be brought here, 
and they will he aovoral weeks oooiing in. 
They are neither exchanged nor paroled , 
but arc still under the control of a rebel 
officer, (Col. Henderson, I believe), who is 
1^ the camp. 

I visited Oen. Morgan L. Smith this 
Bioraiog, and he proutised me every facility 
and aaRstance, placing laborers, teams aiicl 
a guard at my disposal. The supplies which 
1 have will lust for some days, but will need 
large additions, especially of kraot and 
oakm if they eaa he pfroeured. I would 
alaovfge that a large quantity of tobacco be 
sent, as it will be most gratefully received. 
The men have not beeo^ and cannot be paid. 
The^ are greedy, nf?eiioae for lobaeeo ; and, 
fomished as they are, are willing to tra In 
a part of their rations for if. Several hun- 
dred pounds h^ve alreuiiy been donated by 
the eraiene, but it hardly gave then a 4by^ 
supply. T think no better expenditure 
could be made than to purchase three or 
four thousand pounds of tobacco, both 
chewing and smoking, and a few boxes of 
clay pipes. Tlie camp i.- in the midHt of ;i 
oane country, where plenty of stems can be 
procured. Mr. Brown tew ue there ia abo 
a great call for inqpenders. None are fom- 
ished by Government, and in their weak and 
ouiaciatud ooadition the nten cannot biar to 
have their pantabnekled tightly abonttbea. 



I learn also that there is great need of n 

feeding stntinn nt Black Riv<^r rros'fing, and 
shall make an effort to start one there to- 
morrow, as we have all the necessary appH* 
anoes. Mr. Johnson is an experienced 
hand at that business, and will be just the 
man to take charge of it I do not think 
we Ml need any »ore dotUng, nnlMt tl 
be socks, of which we have very few.

that promised 80 much good totboooontry, 
Among tho JoHaots of hialilb ma to Tiflit tbo 
hospitals of Oity Point, and it is perhaps the 

most pleasing reminisoeneoof their hos|^tal 
life, that our soldiers can rseall tbo flirtrw- 
gtances of his late visit. 

The convalescents from the wards were 
ranged in files along the streets of fhe camp, 
and he paawd from man to man, saluting 
eaob ODO with a frioadly baad<obskiug, and 
giving to many, kindly words of obeer and 
sympathy. But he did not forget thoeo 
who, unable to leave their bods, eoold not 
enjoy the plea.sure of receiving him pub- 
licly, and retiring from the cruwil, he passed 
through all the wardH, stopping at bed after 
bed, till every man had touched his hand, 
and the whole Ato thousand of the oamp 
had boss treated with bli ftioBMlly saluta- 
tion. 

Imagine the gbMim that fell upon ihe^c 
men on hearing the news of his terrible 
death. Every heart seemed touched not 
only with a solemn 8adne.->.«. but a silent 
grief rested upon all. As we strolled away 
from the oamp into the eonntry, a soldier, 
sitting , alono, with drooping head, be- 
sido a little stream, waa^ with apparent list- 
lessness wbittlbg a stiok, % we stopped 
in front of bin and arrestod bis atten- 
tion by an ordinary remark. lie looked 
up solemnly and said, *' Bad new.s, sir- 
bad news ! I was thinking, sir, that I never 
knew before how much I loved our PreM- 
dent Ilored him, sir; the army lored bins, 
and rnnj Qod hggLre tbo flend who mnrw 
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dered him." Such is donbUett the fl«otim«a( 
of the whole army. 

Among the contrabands too, who gather 
in from the plantations and villages to Bieb- 
mond and other plaeet» thtM ii appwentlj 
ft d0«p and imprwuT* iiolemiiity at the sen- 
lioii of his nime. Two old peoplo of this 
neglected class were standing together in 
Kwhmond the other day, lien the news of 
the assassfination came in, aud one was 
beard to use hi? ^lame to the other thus : — 
" Bid jou know that President Lincoln was 
dead V when the amer oama ijideklj, 
** Ob, yes, bm dttn't «al) Urn PraideDt, oaU

In tho annals of American history no 
Baa baa received a larger ^harc of 
public confidence and affection, and it 
being the first time that an assassin has 
so oonv^fsed the nation by the luost dia- 
bolical deed in modern history, it ia the 
aaddeat period that we ham ever knovn. 
Fkeaident Lineoln'a great heart» fiill of ten- 
demesa and fiDtgivenesH, was what endeared 
him to the people. Politicians differed as 
to his administration. Statesmen may have 
sometimes doubted his wisdom. Extremist,s 
may have condemned himj but his honest, 
upright devotion to duty, his sympathy 
with the aiek and anffning, hia broad 
pbi^thnpj towaida all, gave him a pboe 
with the eommon people, and endeared him 
to the whole nation. For his qualities as a 
nan, for his integrity as a rnler, for his be- 
nevolence the Great Kmancipator, hia 
narne aud hi.s memory will be honored by 
the lovers of right and fieedom in all the 
world.

The Commission's work is the people's 
work. It commenced with the war for pur- 
poses connected with tbe war, and cannot 
cease legitimately till all those purposes 
dttU bo aeoenpliaiied. • 

Its proper work io lo aoiiplMiiaiit tim Go- 
Tommmit id die eare of M^en. So long 
as there are soldiers who need oare,«and so 
long as the Government needs aid in its 
oa're of soldiers, there will be a demand upon, 
the sympathy and support of the pe 'pie;, 
uud so long as the sympathy and sup]>ortof 
tbo people are pledged to thia serrioe, so^ 
long will Aey snatab tim ofgaoiatioAtbil 
baaao felthlnlly repnaentod tbaaatiU Aii- 
time. 

The return of soldiers to the oommon 
lation of citizenship again, wiU of MOMlrily' 
oooasitm some iiregnlarity. 
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What is a soldier ? He ia alwaj? under 
orders — ahvays the suliject of military law 
and discipline. ^Vhat ho oats, and drinks, 
and wears, cotne to him through rc<iuisi- 
tions, which lire dictated, t»tgued, uudurned, 
dramiy and dbtrihated by oth«n. What 
he does in the way of duty; is done hy orders 
thiongh geDOnla, oolonehi, captains and 
fientcnants, till they reach himj and no 
matter whnt ho may think, or h-tw he may 
feel, lie is buund to act in ohedience to 
orduri». This i& auoog the highest charac- 
teristics of a good soldier. 

In beooiiing a oitixen he ia released from 
the TBBttainIa of military rnle. He eats, and 
drinks, and vears aooording to his ehoice, 
what he bays with his own money — and 
not what another huys and orders for him. 
lie thinks for himself, acts for himself, and 
%$ hiimeif again. 

But he is disabled — blind, or deaf, — has 
lost arms or legs — has shot about his person, 
or is somehow miitaed ftr lif^ He went 
into the battle a whole* man, and has oome 
oat it a disabled man. Govenunoit pTes 
him a pennon for life ; but it is not equal 
to his support; and if it was, the Amerieun 
soldier is too independent nnd thrifty to be 
a lounger in the community, if there is any 
honest employment that he is capable of 
pursuing. 

Will the Gflvernment fniniah Um am- 
ploymentf If not, the anpplementary 
power, — the good |ri]l of the paople, must. 

Here is one question to bo met. The 
Sanitary Commi.'ision has anticipated it by 
the establishment already of a Boreau of 
iiimployment. ^ 
• If he is disabled so that he cannot woi^, 
will the €h»Teniment giTe him n support 7 
. If oot^ the s«ppt«mentaiy powert — the 
good paoplsi wilL Here is another question, 
to be met. The Sanitary Cotfmissioa is 
eonmdering it now. 

Rrmhed, Tliat the President and Gene- 
eral Secretary ha re(|nestf;d to prepare an 
addret^a to the Branches and Aid SocietieSi 
jtating in snbstaneei that although there ia 



reason to hope for the speedy (erniinatinn of 
the present war, such termination, even if 
immediate, would leave much to be done for 
the relief of the oational forces in garri. 
soni. and before they could be safely dis- 
banded and the men re eetablished in the 
punraita ofoiTil life; that sneh ganisone, 
as a general rule, require more aid from the 
Commission than forces in the field, b*»cau8e 
more readily accessibly and that said Socie- 
ties should therefore, m the opini<m of tfaia 
C"on^nli^^i(•n, not abandon their work, but 
eoutinue the same, with additional activity, 
in Tt0w of the prospect that it may soon 
gradoally cease to he neee e ia r y .

. J . d by Google 
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agent, Miss Amy M. Bradley, has held the 
position of Special Relief Agent of this 
great Commission ever mnoe tne re-organ i- 
z It ion of Convalescent Camp, Deo 17, 1802. 
DurinLr tills time she ha.-* ^'iveo the ut- 
most satistkction to t he various commanders 
of emp and hospital, and to tho thooMods 
of soldiers to whose wants it has heou her 
daily and unceasing task to aduuDistor. Her 
labofs here have been of the most cxten- 
•ivo, and fai many cases, the most compli- 
cated class; and a glance at the imperfect 
record which we are enabled to present will 
strike with surprise even those familiar with 
the grand syatem of the Comoaission which 
she represents, and others with ineroilulity 
that so much work could be accumplubed 
by a sinffle womaii in a Hfe4iiiie, mneh less 
in a little over two yean, as has been the 
case. These figures show more the result 
of the labor performed, than tho amount of 
the labor iti«f. To properly show the lat 
ter we would have to give the tiinit*)er of 
letters written, the number of trips to Wash- 
ington required, and many otheritems which 
none bat the most practiced statistic com- 

Eiler would think of All this required 
ibor, however; and the exertions must have 
been indeed indefetigable when we reflect 
that she never had a clerk or a -i t int, but 
did all the writing and travel! her-ielf. 
Few have a correct idea of the amount 
of trouble and writing requisite to the 

Srompt collection of a claim for back pny. 
len generally, having any considerable 
amount of back pay due them, have been 
absent from their regiments from sicknesH 
or wounds, for ii long tifiie, and frequently 
are not properly accounted for on the rolls. 
All this tune most be aoeonnted ibr by ob- 
ttimftl^^ wrtificates from commanders of 
eompan!e9 and hospitals, which are carried 
personally to the proper departments, tiled, 
and a eertifleate for flie pay drawn. Thi.n 
i.s tho ordinary routine of collecting back 
pay, and wlien erroneous charges of deser- 
tion are made, the task is much more diih- 
eolt and htborions. The sneoess with whie h 
our Sanitary agent has attended to -^u' li 
cases, is shown by the figures presented ; 
and in that braneh alone, is a eonelosivo 
argument in favor of the great utilitjikand 
usefulness of the IT S Sanitary ('oninn.'<3ori. 
We do not know how many »tueii agents 
reproeeot the Oommtsnon, hnt if the labors 
of any of them equal those of the agent at 
this post, the good accomplished mu.st be far 
beyond what even the warmest friends of the 



society believe. No society has ever approx- 
imated it in goodness and usefulness. It is the 
growth ot the most gigantic war known to 
modem history, but the magnitude of its 
charities seem fully equal to the emergency 
which has called Ihcm for4ll However, 
we most not now speak of the Sanitary 
(Commission generally, but of one of itt

During the summer of 1864, the agent 
had charge of the low diet of Angur Hospi- 
tal, aud maoh of her attention was given 
to the riek.* Itt Septtnfaer riw wee&ed a 
furlough, and visited her home in Maine, 
being the only respite she has had from her 
kbora for three years. 

The above, as we have already stated, 
briefly show the work done by a single agent 
of the U. S. Sanitary Corantission. They 
seem like mere dry facts and statistics; but 
tliey will live as long as goodness and in- 
dustry are honored, aiid will always form a 
bright record to a life that has be«n given 
aliMit whoUj to die benefit of the soldier.

Besides many goods things that they have 
done in the ordinary Hue of their lejritliiiate 
service, thc^ have established schools for 
soldiers, whieh have been very saccessfhl. 
.Many of our men have oome into the ser- 
vice without the kuowleil^'e of letters, and 
others with but very limited knowled^ 
The Commission hssheen ei^agedinthe wetk 
of instruction, and with the most satisfactory 
results. Thpy have also furniFhcd books for 
the contrubaDd^hools," as they are oallcd, 
whiek are eonneoted with the eontraband 
camp and are objects of unusual interest. 

The work among refugees is also consid- 
erable. Last evening there were housed 
in our old barge" several fiimilies of wo- 
men and ' hil'lren who were seeking friends 
and freedom amooj^ Nortliern Unionists.

BnrksA- 
ville Station is supplied by our train, and 
actitc npeneies nre established there.

It is to be hoped that our people will con- 
tinue their organizations uud their clTortii.

Tho eliief work you can do, it seems to 
tno, is to make your Branch a centre. /Tr.^i, 
for the col lection of facts and observations 
respecting the aotnal needs of the seldieta 
returning to your State and city or the 
s|toe of your late work. .How manj 
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need nod deserve assbtaoce of anv kiad "t 
Hake your office a place where soldiers and 
tbeir friends can come to rttfitier thotr 
■Wfi'i's nml coiiipluiufs, find wlicrc yon can 
•btaiu jour share of facts, to contribatc to 
our iUnmiraiioa ftoniDg a comet the- 
•ry of tbe oourse the nation onglit to take 
for the next fivo years townrd? it? invaHdfl, 
\\& veterans, and the widows aud orphans of 
ihe war. 

Next, let it be a bureau of information 
to the golcliors and their friends, in respect 
to pensions, back pay, and Luuuty. As you 
liave a claim agency in Boston, you will 
merely extend the knowledge of it and itH 
privileges to the communities you correspond 
with, 80 as to secure for the soldiers' fami- 
lies all their rights. 

Then, let yonr Branch be an office for 
eoUeeting information in rc^rd to the 
hmd* ojiaXtor in which invalid soldien can 
engage, and the market for their labor ; 
becoming; the agency between thctn and 
persoQH icilling, or to he madt willing ihrowjh 
your influence, to give up tA them all the 
liirht callini:^ f 'r which they are fitted Tn 
this way we hupe through you and our 
BraiicliuH and Aid Societies to keep our 
invalid soldien aoattered— objects of neigh- 
borly and personal interest, thinly spread 
over the country — inatead of regimenting 
them in aaylums, to weaiy and demoralise 
each other, and to beeome burden^ to the 

Btato, nnd permanent monument's of a civil 
war, whose puiut ul f eatures we wish as soon 
aa poesible to effiMe and forget. 

We recommend you to impress on every 
Aid Society on your books the importance 
of making itself the local centre ut all 
that ooncems the welfare of retorniDg aol- 
diers in its own noicrhhorhuod ; to recom- 
mend the notion that it is a disgrace to a 
town to allow its own soldiers or its wid- 
owed and orphaned ftmiliee to lools beyond 
its own liniits for support; to mak- it a 
matter of liuly pride and emalation to pro- 
Ttde employment for its own disabled men, 
and in this way reduce the county and 
State and national asylums to the lowest 
possible figure. 

We are inclined to think that the health- 
ful tendencies of our American institutions 
will so largely favor our idea's as to make 
the number of absolute depeudcuts much 
smaller than ia now feared, and to render 
the labor put upon our bran dies far from 
burdensome. B4t the next three months. 



and certainly the next year, (another win- 
ter especially,) will test thjy, point. 

We already perceive a disposition of • 
certain set of low spirited men, who count 
thoir wounds not so much an honor as a 
thrift^-an advantage rather than a vaihit- 
tunc — to take np'the business of mendi^ 
cants, and deform the streets with their 
hat' in hand begging. These wounded 
cowards must notl)e mistaken for our dis- 
abled >oldier8, nor be allowed to misrepro- 
sent thcni. For the honor of the whole 
corps they ought to be discountenanced, 
and by arrangements with the poHoe, con- 
pclled tr) go to work or to be put in charity 
asylums Public^ 8hamcle,ss beggary frDUi 
door to door and m the street is every way 
corrupting, whether made by blind, lame, 
or sick mon, whether civilians or soldiers; 
aud if the public eaonot be expected at 
once to undetstand this, it is a matter in 
which they must be protected from their 
own impul'^ive pympathief, by otir Branches 
aud Aid Societies co-operating with the 
municipal or State authorities. 

There is, however, a class of persons 
made helpless by the war — some of them 
yet to develop the whole extent of their 
broken constitutions — who must be made 
comfortable for life iu public irK<ritntions. 
II ow numerous this class will prove it is 
impoesible even to conjectnre. it does not 
include oU thf. hdplcss ; because a large 
proportion of them will receive the ten- 
dorest care of their own families, too happj 
to watch over and protect and solace them, 
as they should be, even thouL'h in very 
moderate circumstance. Let >is do noth- 
ing to discourage this noble pride of do- 
mestic independence, thb sacred bond of 
con>:aneuinity. A larcrc share of the in- 
validism of the war wc shall never hear of. 
Our proud boys will hide their scars, and 
die in the.sacred retirement of homes that 
will not panxle their service^; or their sor- 
rows, happy in having borne and rendered 
both. Tus, too, is ei?eiy way to be ad- 
mired and enoonrnged. But there are 
many forei^^crs who hare fought for us 
and have ail the claims of natives, since to 
mix their blood with ours on our battle- 
fields makes them our kindred, and of 
one blood," in oven a higher sc^use than 
usual. There are lulhcrle|S, mothorh'taSy 
homeless soldiers ; blind, oonSttmptiTet 
limbless mcu, full of sorrows and of neces- 
sities, who rc<£ttire an absolute and perma- 
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nent asylum. H«ir nany thoj will prove 

nobo'lv nun jruc??!? at tht? momcDtj but 
some thouiiaads id all. The are 
fttrraclj moving ia tlieir behalf. It would 
be much bellsr if the nation could agree 
to lhake four convenicnfly situated homes 
fi>r this class ot men, independent of {jtale 
fioM and eith«r Fedoral or State oootiol 
or sapper^ where the spontaneous charity 
©r mercy of the nation could inaintQin them 
in meuiury oi' their service* to the IJuioii; 
where the Stale and eeetiooel feeling ehoold 

be steadily ■withstood in favor of a lurtror 
and more ^patriotic ^eutitiiotit, and the 
guarantee of private iuteiligeuoe, energy, 
nd integrity, in their ordoring, manage- 
ment, and continued improvement be of- 
fered in place of the official forraaiism, 
eoldoess, and fiziigr which sooner or later 
cankers all inntitntioos of beoevolerice pass- 
ing into GoTernmental han<lM Sucb asy- 
Imns, being tentative, require ficxibilitj; 
flhotild be flltfted on a imell eoale, in n 
twporary wi^, Ibel their road, and gradn- 
ally adapt themselves to their experience 
and the wants of the wen. To erect great 
edifioee, upon any present knowledge of 
what our American life and spirit reqniret, 
would be to stereotype our iirnorance and 
petrily our dreams. The uailon, through 
•ome Board it has learned to tmst, should 
take some one or more of tlie chcaji pavil- 
ion hospitals the war has erected, and 
which most soon be in the market, and 
having thoroughly ;>urg«:>d it, open one or 
more wards at a time, tesiiii!^ the 'want and 

Sadually developing the best system for 
e (wre and pomfbrt and httppine^ of the 
men ; making the institutions in all cases 
mixed, m as to destroy the horrid, deaden- 
ing inforniaUty of classified asylums; put- 
ting the wholly disabled and tne partially 
disabled together, the blind ami ihv halt, 
- and by the greatest diversity of industries, 
and light, even if useless employments, 
seek to keep up sclf-respcet, drire off ennui, 
restore to society as many as poasiblo, and 
inuke those who rannot be restored as 
little miserable as their wrclchcd circuui- 
atanoea will alhnr The wan and woeftil 
eoootenances of many blind s(»l<lii'rs, many 
hune and helj^less ones, utter strangers to 
homes of their own, has already stamped 
an image on my mind of thfir long and 
weary future under the best earc they can 
poeaibly seoare, which is full of motive, 
and fiul of adioitade. 
The Saniteiy Gobiumod, aa iooft ai it 



sees how much money ia likely to be left in 
its hands after its more legitimate work it 
done, proposes to open one or more asy- 
luns <^ this ehaneter, of a SIM propor- 
tioned to its purse, and the evidences of 
public interest in its nndertakinir. Should 
the nation desire to perpetuate its work in 
this form, and make the Commission a per- 
manent guardian of this class of the vic- 
tims of tbo war, it has only to say so by its 
generous support uf the plan. It seems to 
us that the apootaaeooB, public, nnottetal 
c'baractor of the ministry rendtre i to the 
sick and wounded through the war, has 
been one of its most marked American fea- 
tures, and that the perpetuation of thiadilh 
tinction is eminently desirable. ThatjmT* 
emment is best wbieh governs least. That 
stateof aoeietyis freest and happiest which 
embodies least of ita humanity, mercy, and 
philanthropy in provcrnmental charities. 
jNever was there a greater need of recalling 
this principle so gkrioosly Illustrated in 
our national histoiy, than now^ wh«n a 
habit of dcpendenee on the Government 
machinery has not only centralized, but 
bnreaueratised OUT motions. Weareelear> 
ly in some danger of forgetting that while 
wo astoni.«hrd the world by the rapid and 
suoo^ful way in which we cmidenKd the 

nationid life, will, and power, in the Oot^ 

emment, discharging the eitrcmitics of 
their independence for the time, with a 
deliberate suspension of the personal aud 
local rights of fireemen — we have a still 
more wondcrfnl feat to d!s|)]ny in the ease 
with which we recall those rights, scatter 
and dtffnae that lately concentrated power, 
and resume the unofficial and unbureau- 
eratie life which is the proud prerogative 
of a self-governing nation. The fewer 
the monnments of onr martial law, and our 
purely goverumcntal regime, the better; 
the more the memorials of our popular, 
home-bred, and individual life, the better 
also. 

The Sanitary Commission is not ambitions 
of any further services to the country, and 
would gladly retire irum duly. It will 
cheerfblly resign its care of disabled sol- 
diers to any body of jnen deemed more 
capable or more worthy representatives of 
the national will, assoou asit has exhausted 
the means already entmsted to it, and for 
which it ft els a deep responsibility. But, 
if the {K^ople wish it, or expect it, or call 
upon it, to go on with thb work, on the 
genend prineiplea hereb set Ibfth, it wiB 
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Bot sliritilv from the ti^l: and responsihilify 
of coQtiouing to repreaeut the natioiiul care 
Aod luvo toward! tae MMIieniwlM ]»▼• re- 
teUbliahed ow libertiee ami Mved o«t 

eouDtry.

The Biireau at 35 Chambers street was 
established by the Sanitary Commission.. 
Its objeek i« to get employraenl for rstnrw- 
ing aoldittn, ud like all the work wbich 
the Commission has done, it is without 
money and without price to the soldier. 
To the employer abo it makes no ebargei 
It is an institution purely and generously 
benevolent. It is auotbor eHnn!it>l into 
which the abundant stream tiiat the Sani- 
tary Commission, for three yeaiSi hen ponred 
out jg noTV turned. It is a rrcognition of 
the fact that, although the war i^ ended, the 
claims which the war has made survive. It 
is a confessioD that the debt of the eitisea 
to tho Boldler can never be paid. It is a 
demand that the claim of the latter shall 
always he liatened to and reqteeted. Ott all 
these grounds we present it to onr readen. 

With cluarnrf^'i rind good BCti'^e the circu- 
lar of the Gommisttion sets forth what its 
new efiort intends. Then are a grsaft 
many soldiers coining hooM from the war, 
and they will want work. There are a 
great many employers who need just the 
work whieh these soldiers are able and d^ 
sirous to do. Tho Commission proposes to 
bring these classes together, to adjust the , 
supply and demand, and to lacilttate tho 
process of ohange from a slate of war to a 
state of peace. The interests of hundreds 
of thousands of men are ^ooncerned in that 
ehaojge, nay, the interests of the whole Be> 
pnblio depend largety for the ttast fow 
years on its right management. ^. 

Be it understood, the Commiseion doea 
not ask for eharity to the sddiers whom it 
undertakes to supply with employment. 
Nobody is desired to offer places to these 
brave men from a sentiment of compassion. 
But, in the first place, they are entitled by 
their services to employment ; in the Beeond 
place they are competet^t to do die wock 
which the Commission asks for them. 

From a report reeeotly Issaed, it appean 
that already there have been l,r)4G uppli- 
cnuts at this Bureau for work, and >^L!0 of 
the upplicatious have been iilied. Vet the 
statistics show also that while there were 
252 of the ^)plioaut3 who were mutiiared 
in the service of their country by the loss • 
of a leg or an arm, less than one fifth of 
this number have found employment — leii 
than filty oat of two handled aiad fif ty-tva 
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It !■ to «orrM» Ibis tttts of things that the 

agreement above quoted tas been drawn 
up, and it is especially in behalf of these 
maimed patriots that we urge upon our 
leaders an application to the Bureau. For 
able-bodied men there h such a demand as 
will eventually insure the employment of 
most of tlie diialwi^^ ioVmn, but fat 
tlraie partially disabled there U ft lack ,of 
cOTi?ideratioQ. Yet they aro the very first 
who ought to get places. For many places 
Uiey are just M well adapted ea their mote 
'liortattate comrades. In many bntoches of 
mechanics the loss of a leg is no disqtialifi- 
oation or even hindrance. In many out- 
door and io-dhKir ooonpaUona tlie loia of an 
arm does not hurt the muu'p ']"cfulness. To 
show bow wiUo la the opportunity forseleo- 
tioD> we quote this statement : 

'* 0f the 716 men etill unemployed 
whose nameo are now on the books of the 
society, 198 are mechanics in different 
branches, of whom 135 are able-bodied and 
63 dif^blcd, more or iMa seriou I3 , 1 12 are 
elerks and book-keppcrs, of whom 75 sre 
abU>bodied&Qd«i7 disabled; 69 wisbtoserve 
M mtohaen and mecrcngers, of whom 20 
nn diaabled and 49 able-bodied ; 16 desire 
to labor tA coachmen and team ton-- — these 
are all able-bodied; 321 are iurmcrs and 
kboran» of whom 200 are aUe-hodied and 
112 disabled, but not so as to ineapadtate 
them from useful serv ice " 

Elsewhere than in New York wc presume 
limilar bureaux will be opened and similar 
oppoptunitiis offered All over the land 
the claim of the soldier ought to be heeded 
—is heeded by the same benevolence which 
mred for him on the field of battle. If 
only tbe people will respond now as heart- 
ily as they did while the war still raged, 
no fear for Uie returning soldier. We will 
not affect to doubt that the eountry will 
always keep in mind its imtncasurable ob- 
ligation to the men who have preserved it 
from deelvnotton*

WHAT THE COMMISSION FIITDS TO DO." 

The following private letter will show 
that tbough tbe rebel armies are disbanded, 
ours are out; and ikat there is yet a min- 
istry of norey to bo zeaderad to tbo hnfv 
hsioes: 

VfasimiOfov, D. 0., Jfiv Id, 1865. 

My Dkae Friend: Yon ask tnc what 
the Sanitary Gommission finds to do in the 
way of field relief whioh ealb for and jna* 
tifies the u%e of so mnoh at a time when 
there is do active campaignin?, and when 
a lar^ part of the army is only waiting to 
be disbanded, and will then be eomlbrtwly 
cared for in their own homes; You say 
that besides the absence of wonndcd men, 
we are also relieved from the necessity 
whioh has heretofore existed ofsnpple- 
monting Government provision in nnticipa- 
tiun of ii)ng marches, and of isolation from 
the usual base of supplies. Hence, as you 
assert, you oaaoot honestly understand the 
real neecs.slty, on this occnsion, for stich 
lari^'o expenditure, (in addition to the out- 
lay tor the usual spedal relief serriee, and 
for the mnintenanoe of (he army and naYj 
claim agency, whose value you fully recog- 
nize,) 1 will endeavor to answer your in- 
quirr: 

There is really " a great emerffmcy to 
be met just at this tim*", of a cbar:icter 
which has never before presented iu^elf, 
and whish, fnnn the natore of the caae^ 
cannot again present itself during the war ; 
and the demands made upon the Commis- 
t$ioQ by this emergency we are endeavoring 
to meet, not with a eareleas or prodigu 
hand, (on the ground that it may be one of 
our last large calls for aid,) but judiciously, 
humanely, and as the faithful trustees of 
thoift fbnds gtvon by Uie people for sped-

filled ends Three amiies, coDaifltiDg of 
250,000 mcQ, have beenbrouirlit hurriedly 
(some by forced marches) into this Ticini- 
ty— man J of those men, not tegiments only, 
bat briixudcs, divisions, and whole army 
corps, have come here direct from their 
weekd Hud mouthii ut' tuikuoie marchiugs, 
tnderen from recent battle-fields. They 
haTC been unable to oLtain ilie cliang'e of 
elothing which not only cooitbrt, but even 
ordinary rc^rd fbr mnitarjf laws tnd com- 
mon cleanliness required; and when they 
arrived here, though close hy tlie Govern- 
ment storehouses, nothing can be drawn 
l»y these men " on MootrnV* for die very 
reason that all their a««ouDts are neoessa- 
rily closed, prepamtor}- to making up the 
muster-out roils. Uooce the occasion 
fbr relief on the part of the Oommiaalon in 
the more urj^'cnl cases, which number in the 
aggregate very many. !More(jvor, our meili- 
cal inspectors find that a ver^ lurgc num- 
ber of the men in these armies bsYe de«i- 
(}vr{ <3corl>nfcio tendencies, every day be- 
coming more marked, sojue already I'ully 
deTeloped— as in the case of one regiment 
from whioh fifteen cases of scurvy were sent 
to the general hospital in asini;! " tt MrniTit;— 
which, oalesa speedily checked^ will, oven 
before these men oan get home, lead to a 
very long sick list; and Qovernmcnt is na- 
turally more tardy now than ever before in 
making the cxerliuu which at this season of 
the year would be necessary, in order to for- 
nish liberally of fresh vegetables to (hct;e 
soldiers. For the sake, therefore, of these 
men who are soon to be discharged, that 
they may not carry home tlie disease which 
they otherwise unavoidably would, and for 
the sake oi' rendering most valuable ser- 
Tioa to that part of these amies, — some 
76,000 Of 100,000 men who are still to re- 
main under armn, and are really in the 
field " as much as if located in Georgia — 
the Sanitary Commission i^ purchasing 
largely, and issuin;.^ liberally, ])'»tatoo8, on- 
ions, pickkvs, Hour-krout, and other anti- 
soorbuucs. Tliousaudd of theas men thus 
BQ|»fklted, have for months previous been 
almost entirely without tliis kind of f.jod. 
In the opioioa of experienced surgeons, 
the Taloe of the service now rendered by 
the Commission is great indeed. Ilu n, 
among all the regiments, there in n elass to 
be cared for (in the aggregate some thou- 
sands) who, under ordinary eirenmstances, 
would be in general or regimental hospi- 
tals, but who are mvdalij tting^Un^ to 
■ > 



keep up, so that thsj may have the satis- 
fiictioc of cfoing home with the regiment 
for muster-out. Just the aid which the 
Sanitary CommisBion rendets these men, 
(chiefly through our efficiontoorps of women 
hospital visitors, who have temporarily 
been placed on the field relief corpii to per- 
form tids kind of speoial service,) probably 
saves many hundreds, if not thousands, 
from the necessity of leaving the oampand 
going to the hospital. Add to this the Cm)! 
that the occasion and the opportunity, of ^ | 
extending this lenu'^b ti d arm of the peo- 
ple at home to these soldiers, is limited to 
but a few weeks at the ftrthest> and that to 
150,000 men, this is om Isat opportuni^ 
to make them feel the presence of the Sani- 
tary GommifisioQ, which has followed them 
now fat four whole years ; oonneet with H 
also the other consideration, that here vre 
have concentrated into a Geld of ten miles 
.square, the work which formerly spread | 
itself oat over widely scattered armies, and 
you see xrhere we find the conditions which, 
as we conceive, call for and justiiy this 
somewhat large expenditure at this time. 

We should be untrue to th^ name and 
genius of the Commission, untrue to the * | 
people thefflselves, who have entrusted us 
with these fbnds to vst fbr the benefit of 
the soldiers, if we allowed this opportunity, 
measured not by mondis^ bat bj daysy to \ 
slip from us nnmsed.

Send it to the Sanitary Fair." 

The display of articles is good, and the 
finanoial lesolts will^ I tmsl^ be satia&o- 
tory. 

The Obristnii Commission oomM into 
the work with an alacrity and |^nerosity 

that is commendable. The roligious press 
and pulpit have both oo-o^eratcd^ and it is 
fitting tkat at the oonelnsioa of the war we 

flhoiild at least approach a union of labor, 
as we certainly have had all along a OOn- 
munily of iutcrest. 
Some of the ohnrekes kave brought veiy 

valuable aud expensive cuiitviluitiuMy, and 
as it is difficult to sell at very lii_'li ]iriccs, 
the kjucfitiou of laiHioi^ ban csciieJ cousid- 
erabic interest As you know, the Commis- 
siiiri has never approvi d this system of rais- 
ing money, and the Executive Committee 
of this fair havinj? resolved to disoonoten- 
aneeit, posted card.s all about the building, 
exprc-sl\e of their disapprobation. Such 
splendid gifts, however, have oome in from 
oiTers sonrees, too ooetly to be within Ao 
reach of the nia.<se8, that the question, How 
shall their value be realized to theCommif*- 
lion ? has assumed a serious and practical 
form. The Exeoative Oommittoe nad de- 
clared its opinion — an opinion consistent 
with the unifonn policy of the Conunissioni

A meeting was therefore held this 

ing, of the chairmen of the different dele- 
gations, and those immediately interested 
iu the sale uf articles, which was full of. 
interest. Mr. Bryan,*the admirable ckaiN 
man of tho. Executive Committee, made a 
statement of the views of the Committee, 
and asserted their intention not to swerve 
from their position, bni he wished frankly 
to announce that, notwithstanding tlie puli- 
lished duclarution of the Committee, raf- 
fling was being earned on to a oonstderable 
extent throughout the several departments 
of tho Fair, and that a large majority of the 
representative of churches had expressed 
th<nr desire to adopt the system in order to 
dispose of their valuable articles withovt 
sacrifice, and as the ConmiittcG was im- 
movable, this meeting was called to express 
its opinions. 

Clergymen, and others immediately con- 
cerned, liMvinf,' spent nearly two hours in 
the diicusaiou of the sul-ject, with good 
feeling, and yet with much spirit and aul- 
I mation, adopted the following preamble 
and resolutions, with but few dissenting 
voices : 

Whereas some of the representatives of 
the people who are here assembled, hnrii]:^ 
oome without knowledge as to the viidies 
of the BhKOtttive Committee of the Fair on 
the subject of raffling, action thereon hav- 
ing been taken after tke isaoe of their air- 
oiuar ; and, 

Wkereae ihe qoestiott of raffling braig 
submitted to this meeting for an exffmwm 
of its opinion : it is therefore 

JHesoivedf That this is tho people's Fair ; 
that it oontoins the offerings of the people 
from all seelions i)f the country; and that 
those contributiouti are here to sell; and tliat 
each party having charge of auch contribu- 
tions claims tho right to dispose of their 
articles, accordin^' to their best judgment : 
ProvuhJ, that all sales within the building 
shall be rigidly, confined to the limits of 
the reqpeetive departments, except for such 
goods aff'may be disposed of at the aaotiott 
booth. 

Rnohed, That in the expressioa of that 

opinion, the absfaraet question of the mo- 
rality of raffling is not involved. 

At the close of the meeting Mr. Br^ 
shorted all to go to work m good futk 
and fellowship, stating, in a peculiarly feli- 
citous s^loi tiiat while he did not express 
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any opininn on the abstract questinn of the 
morality raffling ID fairs, he was satisOcd 
ihat thtre were flome t1iiD|i;s quite as sinful 
as many supposed rafTUn"^ to he, wliich La 
hoped would not bo iadui|^ed by auy, and 
theae things were intolcraDce of opinion, 
ftDd yieldhig to an miehriatiftii temper. 

Thu'^ Tvns the voxod qnn'ition disposed 
of. The official action ol the maoageirs of 
the Fair disoonntenanoiDg tbepraotioe, and 
y«kthtt voice of the people demanding it. 

Every booth is active, and all band'? arc 
earoeatly engagied to make as large a divj- 
tHibn of money to tlie Tsrions intoresto em- 
braced in the enterprise as possible. 

The Cliristian roniniission is to receive a 
liberal share of the proceeds ; aod in the 
bestowmentfl of the people for diefcribiiting 
religious reading, buildtn:,' up homes, and 
providtDg for the thousand emergencies 
moident to reinatatiDg the soldier to eiti- 
leDflllip again, there will be a grand totality 
ef benevolent effort hitherto onkoown to 
this region.

Uni'on quilt to acknowledge it, 
that we mtcht have sooae proof that the 
tdldien re^nred the donftHona designed for 
Acm. 

In less tlian three weeks, the following 
letter was rcc«ived at our rooms. Kuowiog 
iluik the exMt words of a soldier's letter 
are always more interesting and eflPective 
than any abstrsct acoouaty I send s copy 
of it :

, '<Fair Sex : I sma soldier int the above 

nnTnefl n giment, and nl?n am in receipt of 
a few lines piuued on one of your quilts j 
and ftel heartily glad to know that We am 
sot forgotten by the fair ones at home. 
You ask the question for me to inform yon 
whether us iivldiers receive such articltks. 
I will answier by saying to the Sceiety that 
we do. Al>o, uiy bed has on a very nice, 
clean white sheet and pillow, with white slip 
on. I need not tell you of the pkusaut 
dreams I had, but the first night the flag 
quilt was spread over me, I did dream of 
the loved oo^ far away. Bat enough i y^r 
donations are teeeiTecT-^man favors than- 
fully and largor ones in proportion. I will 
wait a speedy reply fr m the fair ones. I 
am a man twenty-six years of and 
bebng to good sooietj. J. fi." 

This letter was duty answered by the 

Society whieh had contributed the gift. 

We have nnother flag qnilt, which we 
shall send this week, around which cluster 
sooEie tonehiog assoeiations. The lady who 
brought it t')!d uh that, when our national 
banner was iirut insulted at Tort Sumter, this 
flaff was made by her mother and brother, 
«id was one of the first that was raised in 
bcr town. On the death of the mother, 
not long after, her sorrowing son cut down 
tlie fiur stair, and entered the army. He 
was killed at Chanccllorsville, and this flag 
was never unfurled afrer his enlistment till 
the death of our murdered President, when 
it was draped in monming for that sad 
event. Thu* consecrated, the sister has now 
converted it into a fjnilt, and wi^^hcs it pent 
10 fom* oiic of our rwleu«ed prisooertj still 
in hospital.

CEUELIY TO U2II0N FBIBONXBS. 
Extracts from the rrport (/ Fredmck A*. Knapp, 
Supcrin(tuJ( it <■/ Special li'licf, read nl tkt 
quarterly meeting of the Board of t/te VitUtd 
States Sinitary OmwmIMm, WMlblfftcnt D, 
April 20, 180S. 

* ♦ * On Sunday, April 2, I arrived at 
Wilmington, Nortii Carolina, having left 
Washington in response to the eall made 
by Dr. Agnew in bis letter of March 20, 
deecribine the wrotcbcdoejra and destitution 
of the 1,500 or 2,000 Union prisonen who 
had juijt been hroDght into Wilmington, 
cxchatitred or paroled from the rebel prisons. 
When I reached Wilmington, all but 300 
of these Union prisoners had been sent 
Xor'h ; and those who remain-nj had been 
made in all respects clean and eomfortahle, 
as had been those who had gone on ship- 
board. And this had bi*cn done largely, 
almost exclusively, throuf;h the abundant 
supplies of olothing furnished by the Com- 
mnBion<'--soaie tboosands of gsnnents* 
which enabled these men to lay aside the 
Gltliy rags in which alone they had fbr 
months been clothed. I am convinced 
from what I myself saw, and from the testi- 
mony of the medical and the military offi- 
eer^ at Wilminc^ton, that the Sanitary Oom- 
mig^iiou did one of its mc^st blessed and bo- 
nefleent works in the help it gave to the 
surgeons there, who, with utterly deficient 
means at hand, were trying to litl these re- 
turned prisoners out of a stato of filth and 
starvatioit-^ eondillon resulting directly 
from long; confinement at the SoTith and 
studied deprivations. And . I may add that 
among the men who still r«nained at Wil- 
mington, alth II li they were surrounded 
by comforts, and their appearance bad of 
course been entirely changed from what it 
was at first, (&ere was, in the ssventy gsa- 
grenoos limbs (dry gangrene from fro.st or 
ex])i^sure) of men gathered in one hospital, 
the saddest and most striking eridenoe I 
have yet seen of the malignant craellypms- 
ticed upon our Union prisoners by thn 
enemy. ♦*♦»♦♦ 

On JWday, April 7, 1 left City Pohit, 
upon the Sanitary tug boat, " Gov. Curtin,** 
whieh was startinr^ with Stores for Rich- 
mond. We arrived at Kichmond Friday 
erening, hsving besn delayed on our way 
up twn hours at " Deep !Bott<im," where 
we took on board the "Curtin" quite an 
auiouQt of supplies firom what bad been the 
saniury stor^noose <tf the 25th army corps ; 
the sanifarj' wazons. — whieh you will re- 
oolieot followed the troo^ into iUehmond 
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the morninirif was (-nrirn itocl,— though well 
Itmded, were able to take but a shaxe of the 
rapplies. 

Saturday morning, after passing by the 
gmoking ruins, and gettiog sight o( Libby 
Prison" and " Belle Isle," — each bound in 
• with ita terrible hiatory, — I went out to 
"Jackson Hospital," ouo nf the principal 
boepitab of the place, a mile and a half or 
tiro laiitt from the city ; and here I mw 
th«i whieb, by contnMl, made me feel ten- 
fold more fully than ever It fore how great 
had been the barbarity ot that system of 
•torvfttaon end eaqtOMre wUeh the 
rebels, with slow and terrible death, had 
killed off our men, their prisoners of war. 

I Ibund at that rebel hospital the evidence 
of thorough orgaoisatioB «id wise system — 
a large generosity in all the proyidions for 
the comfort of their patients ; atid totiniony 
proving the L'^t that, sm a gcueral thiug, 
Ihave had been no lack of supplies there, 
but usually an abundance of all needed 
stores. As I looked on these well-ordered 
methods, and the liberal provision which 
had long been made by the reheb ftt tb«t 
hospital, located witbiu less than cannon- 
shot diaUnee of Belle Isle, I felt that the 
lliiD aoreea of <'^^ronee" or of **iiuibt^ 
i^f" with which some persona still seek jlo 
temper the barbarity of the rebels, must be 
at ooee and utterly swept away, leaving the 
iahoBitii enielty of this slow murder to 
stand out clearly, and its true nature to be 
r©oogni?<'f1. viz : a means P3*3tematically ar- 
ranged auu adopted, under a deliberate plan, 
at an engine of vaar^ whereby to thio our 
ranks by death, precisely as the bayonet is 
used iu battle— <flccpt that the bayonet is 
oonnccted with bravery, while this inatru- 
^ Bent of death is the weepott el oowwdMe. 
For what cotiM htand in strnngrr contrast 
with the boaatod ohivalrj of the South, or 
frith the undoabted valor of her eoldkni ia 
(he field, than this reaort to a process of 
starving defenceless? men by thousands, 
showing that the spirit of slavery, which 
UMioated and has gnided Ihia loMlion, is 
not only oppressive, but btee ; aboe bravery 
— that virtue which all men praise — dies 
out under a system, that creates and thrives 
opon brutali^ and ungovcrned paarionaf 
What, therefore, if not thin meanest atid 
roost cruel method of getting riJ of a dreaded 
fue, ^'hould forever be branded «« c«nrar*/*re f 

Jack^ion Hospital, as establiihed and oon- 
duetcd by tlje rebels, wan exeeileut; in 
some lespects, few military hospitals of oar \ 



own surpass it. It was excellent in its gen- 
eral plan of orgauizaUuQ \ lU it« lucatKMi 
and its arrangement of buildings ; in its ad> 
ministration; in its thorough policing; in 
the exceeding cleanliness of its bedding, and 
in the very liberal provision made by the 
rebel government for the hoapttal Hud. 

Jackson Hospital comfortably aocomm<^ * 
dates 2,500 patients. Winder H<»pit^ 
vfaioh ia near by , b«t whioh I did not visii, ia 
eaid to bo ainukr to Jaokaao Hospital in geii> 
cral arrangements nnd capacity, but inferior 
in its sitosiion acd ita appoiatmeots. The 
botldinga at Jaokaon Hoopital are naak 
like our usual wooden hospital barracks, well 
arranged and well vranncd and lighted, the 
floors nicely scoured, and the wails, in many 
waMa^ oovend with oaovaa, irfudi wav 
painted white. The beduteads were only 
wood, but were ki'])t very wiiifc, and on each 
was both a straw bed and a cotton niuttrass, 
and two feather pillows with nice pillow 
cases. Tlie sheets and blaijkots and bed- 
spreads Were unusually clean, and bore 
marks of being carefully looked after. The 
cleanliness of the bod-linen waa aooonnted 
for by the large laundry, where sixty (60) 
laundr^aes were constantly at work. The 
lanndxy waa provided with a long row of 
fixed tabs, into whieb the water waa brought 
l^ pipes, and ample provi?'inn wan madeflir 
heating water, boating irons, &c., &c. 

This laundry had ita tenementa near by 
for the women employed there, where they 
te^nM'd comfortable in their quarters, and 
UL-ai in pernoual appearance. At the ho^ 
pital, beMo the nedMal ooipa and nntaaa, 
and the two matrons to every ninety pa- 
tients, there were in each seciiou a chief 
linen matron and a chief culinary matron, 
witii their two assistant.^. In each seetion 
was a kitchen for special diot^ witli four to 
six atOToa— 'this beeidea the general kitchen 
atlaohed to eaeih aaetion. Xlo ^asial diet 
list was posted in all the waida, and oaeiBad 
liberal and :iimfng t > 'secure variety. The 
dispensarieb were wttii fitted up, and the 
persona in eharge said, in answer to my ia« 
qoiry, that, exee|jting a deficiency at timea 
in 9omo few arlielus, tbcir supply had been 
good. The linen rooms were kept in the 
neatest ordcr^ and aaeaMd to have bean nn- 
usually well filled. The baggage rooms 
wore like the rest, clean and well arranged. 
Thediuiog rcH/md of eaeh sectiou, when; the 
convalcsconta ato, were alao kept welU and 
the tables neat, and bearing marks of care 
and comfort, and convalescents who had 
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been there some months asfsurcd me that 
their (kre was, on the whole, excellent 
There irere no corered wdhe coDMotiog the 

different buildinir^ ill tho i^toflon with the 
diiiinj; rooms', nor wore tlicrc uuy '• tram- 
ways " from tLe kitcLeiJS to (Le wards ; but 
the walks were hard and cloaii, and the 
drains deep and fn e. At the huail of each 
section were neat buildings, one of which 
was occupied by surgeons, others bv matrons 
«nd women assistants. Tbeee boildings, 
with their white-washed fronts and green 
blinds, and patches of grass, h»d a look of 
Mmfork There was no genenl methud itf 
carrying water by pipes over the diiSeteiik 
build iirgf, eonpiafiuently there wa« no pro- 
vision for bath rooms in the several wards 
—a decided defioieney ; but good water for 
ordinary use was furnished by wells. The 
watcr-eloaets t\r convalescents were located 
where a runniug stream carried 4iS, the ,de- 
po.sitfl. 

Witllin *bc hospital i^rounds and nearby 
was an open i^ruvo of Wge tre^, with grass 
honealh^Matly kepi. At the ferthtr edge 
of tibia grore waa one of the two large ice 
houses whieh supplied the hospital, each 
30x30 feet, and 18 feet deep. Thcv are 
^th now filled solid with wt, well pro- 
tected. A little way from the hospital on 
the nfh«r '•ide are largo sheds and a barn, 
iiL u u (iait J huuse, with ihc cold water of 
the melting ice of one of the ioe^hoQses 
flowing through it. At this dairy in sum- 
mer they have had sixty cows, pastured 
near by, to furnish freeb milk, and at times 
fiesh butter also, to the patients. The re- 
fuse from the barn yard goes to enrich the 
boe^itol garden of three or four norrs, which 
the surgeon fbrmerly hi oharge told me had 
become very productive. 

Nrnr the dairy hoose stands a large 
bakery, at present not used, with.capa- 
eiooa ovens, where fonnerly, aa the man in 
charge stated, they turuod out siztj thon- 
Band pounds of bread per day. 

To the above memoranda is to be added 
Ihia nipet important fact, vie: that the 
rebel povemmcnt, in making provisi«)n for 
the " Hospital Fund." added one hundred 
per t0nL to the' nana! irmj ration. Thns 
waa fumiahcd large means Ibr pnreluunng 
extra pupplie?. 

Such, roughly sketched, is the record of 
J^ackaon Hospital, as it had been dnring the 
past year or more; while near by, all the 
tiinr , wan Belle I'^le, with its sbelterless and 
fiia.rviuy thuusuuds. • * •

While the Commission was thns organi- 
zin;; societies throughout the country for 
it.^ tuture operations, it did not lose sight , 
of the iiu|>ortaut ohjoot fur which it had 
been created. From the firet, inspectors 
had been sent to examine the oampe and 
hospitals, not merely with respect to their 
sanitary ondttion, but in regard to every- 
thing that could enable the soldier more 
aatis&etorily to perform his duties, apart 
from purely militaiy oonsiduratious. The 
examiuatiou was geucrally made by two in- 
spectors acting iu concert : one of these 
was a physician of acknowledged ability; 
the other waf nsnally a minisfLr "f the Gos- 
pel. It was enjoined upon them to present 
themselves to tho general or commanding 
officer immediately on tl. r irrival at the 
jM.st wliii h was a->ii^nod thoiu, to seek at 
once to establish iriundly relations with the « 
mecBeai corps, and to ask for the inlbma^ 
tion specified in their instractions. Alter 
visiting the hospitals, tho camps, and even 
the troops, they forwarded their reports, 
whieh wev^ always eonftdential, to the een* 
tral committee at Washington. More than * ^ 
two thousand reports have already been 
thus i'uruibhud, uud there i:^ |^reat reason to 
believe that this Tolnntary benevolent aSBO- 
claiioa po?:-;rs«c.« more coni])letc and more 
important information of all that relates to 
the sanitary condition of the troops in the 
field than ean he fonnd anywhere cUe. 
Every inspector, in his report, in bound to 
answer, in writing, to one hundred and 
twenty-five printed qneetious, respecting 
everything that ean affect tho welfare and 
health of the soldiers in the various lati- 
tudes, aui ut liie different seobous uf the 
year. 

The medical department of the army had 
fallen into a state of inefficiency during tho 
long period of peace which preceded the 
Southern rebellion. It was necessary to 
re-organize it. But the admiuistration hav- 
ing been only recently installed, did not at 
fbM appreciate the greatness of th» work 
before them. Th^ ' wffire eoDtent with 
merely appointing a new Surgeon General, 
retaining, at the same time, the old organi- 
sation. The officer thus diosen showed 
himself from the first hostile to the Com- 
mission; but as >i|>po«<ition could not 
overpower the auLhurizaitou grauted by the

Secretary of War, and saoctioned by the 
Prcsidcut, he decided at length to allow 
the Commission to do what it wished in re- 
gard to tlie volunteers, on condition that it 
should not in any way coaoero itself with 
the regular troopa. 

• The Sanitary Commis«ton, authorized by 
the Prpsidi rit and the Secretary of War to 
continue its work, had been enabled todis* 
muse with the approbeUon of the Surgeon 
General, but on this, as on all otln r uoc;i- 
sions, it acted only in roncort with the 
medical and military autlioritiuij, u luoileru- 
tion before which all the jealous suspicions 
of TV'liirli it h;i(l at first been the object- 
were destined to 'disappear. 

The Government, however, not consid- 
ering the Surgeon General, of whom we 
have just spoken, enual to the dc luands of 
the time, resolved that another should be 
tppointed. This appointment depended on 

* the President, but it was known that the 
opinion of the Secretary of War would 
have great influence on his choice. In de- 
parting from the role of seniority, there 
was great daricrcr kst favoritism might pre- 
vail over merit; yet it was of the utmost 
importance that the position should be 
given to him who wu Deet qiuriified to fill 
it, without respect to rank or ago. Under 
these circurastances, the CommissioD re- 
eoWed to ohooee a candidate, and lesjpee^ 
fully to present the name of thetf ohoioeto 
the President. While the proposed new 
medical act was under discussion in Con* 
gref«, the standing committee, oompri.«ing 
several of the most eminent practitionsrs 
in the United States, began to look out for 
a person possessing the scientific acquire- 
ments and administrative abilities necessa- 
ry for such a posit in They made choice 
of Dr. W. A. liammoud, assistant surgeon 
of the 'medical staflP. AStet some hesita* 
tioo, Mr. Lincolti decided to present the 
name of the candidate of the Coiiimission 
to Congress, and he was confirmed. From 
a simpfe First Lientenant, director of asin* 
gle hospital, Dr. Hammond rose at once to 
the rank of a liniiadier Ooneral. and had 
ill the respuubibility of the mcdiuul de- 
partment or an army as nnmerona as that 

, of any power in Europe. The results of 
his nomination have answered the hopes of 
his friends, and satisfied the wafits of the 
country. The London " Medical Times," 
dated the 17th of October, 1863, pays of 
Dr. Hammond : " Making allowance for 
the nanal tianaatlsntie ezaggeiations, he 



really seems to have performed his work 
well. Aopointed by the President in spite 
of the old roatine eostom, over the lieuds 
of many seniors, he cnrne to hh task full of 
vigor, in the prime of life, and capable of 
great physieil eoduranee. With a , hold 
hand he surrounded himself with trust* 
worthy subordinates, displacing many who 
be did not think e^ual to the crisis, and 
prooeeded energetioally with his work. 
Laru'C armies had to he provided for, a sys- 
tem of military hospitals to be organized, 
the examininu' boards to be, reconstructed, 
' and an army mcilical school and moaevmto 
b*' founded. Well, in these vast and use- 
ful works, he seems to have suoceeded be* 
yond all ttzpeetadon/' 

He recognized the importance of the 
labors of the Sanitary Commission, and 
after his election this bod^ became wluU it 
WS8 destined to he— an aid to the medical 
corps, and an ever pxeaont ftiend <^ tbl 
siok and wounded. 

DUBAflM IN DIFFERENT PABS8 OV IBS 

COCNTaY. 

After Dr. liammoud had taken churge 
of the medical department of the army, the 
Sanitity Commission was cnahled to give 
all its attention to its original oliject. In 
order to assail the rebellion to the best ad- 
vantage, the theatre of the war had been 
dividca by the government into militaiy 
departments ; lliesc were generally determ- 
ined by the basins of the great rivers, such 
as the Potomac, the Mississippi, the Com* 
bcrland, &c. ; but there were also those of 
North and South Carolina, &c. The«c de- 
partments, in many respects, differ widely 
from eaeh otlier; it may almost be saia 
that all the latitudes and all the climates 
of Europe arc therein represented. Dis- 
eases' which cause great ravages in oneol 
these departments are sometimes wholly 
unknown in another. It has hern neces- 
sary to institute partioular inquiry respect- 
ing jLhe proper mode of treating ceitsitt 
myismatio diseases to which the armies of 
Europe are ptrancrers. The Commission 
has made great efforts to obtaiu in advance 
the necessary information eoneemio);^ the 
destination or chauije of position of the 
different army corps ; as soon as it lias been 
obtained, physicians and surgeons have 
been sent with each army corps, that thej 
nuLrht make particular inquiry rc<;pcctin£» 
the jtriacipal diseases prevailing in that 
looahly. The reports of th^c physioians 
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fiunifih the Commieaiuu with full iufurma* 
tion, not only with respect to the preren- 
tivo iiif!i.surc3 necessary to be mkipted. and 
the usual mode of treating tho discai^eB in 
Question, but also as to the beat methods of 
nrwaxdiDg sappliM to the point denred. 

b6«pital nuNssoEn. 

At the eoumeneemeiit of the wer lihe 

military operatione on both sides had for 
their bases the courses of navigable waters. 
To that, both UnioDiHts and Secessionists 
were foreed, by the nature of the eouutry, 

there being in the South but few railw;i\ s, 
and thesn having but a singlp track, Avliile 
good ruads uf the ordinary kiud ure almost 
vnkoown, and thoee which do exist are im- 
practicable durinj: a C0Ti,si<]eral>lL' part of 
the year. In consequence of this state of 
things, the Sanitary Comuiission recom- 
OMnded that a system of transports should 
be oTfranized, and f^ettin^ the example, it 
obtained from the government several large 
river steamboats, and oonverted them into 
hospitala. In these it placed its own i^ur- 
geons and competent attendants ibr the 
sick, together with medicines and provis- 
ions, and doBpatohed them ' to the soene of 
military operation.^. 

In order to give an illustration of the 
utility of these floating hospitals, we may 
refer to the campaign of the Peninsula in 
18G2. The base of Gen. McClellan's oper- 
ations against Kichmond was formed by the 
riven York and Pemnnkey. From the 
early part of the campaign until the in- 
Bunrenff? had turned the right flank of the 
main army, (about the end of June,) thus 
eompelliog the latter to retreat ftom its 
position on the Chickahomiuy, the sick and 
wounded of the Federal army were ron- 
veyuJ to WtisL I'oiut, ou tlic I'auiuukey. 
There the general hospitals of the army were 
csfaMIslied, but they were soon full ; the 
climate of this locality was excessively hot 
and unhealthy, aod the medical corps in- 
sufficicTit in namherfortheproperdischargo 
of thcJr duties. As soon, therefore, as the 
floating hiwpitals arrived, the sick were 
conveyed by way of the Famunkey and 
York to Fortress Monroe, at the entrance of 
the Chesapeake. There, having the benefit 
of the refreshing sea breeze, and only 
twelve boars distant from Baltimore by 
steam, they could readily obtain all needful 
assistance, and if occasion required, they 
could be directly trunspoYted to tho North. 

Tho stoamets on tbe American riven axe 



particularly adapted for snch a service. 
All their machinery h ab(jve the water ^ 
line; they draw only a few feet of water, ' 
the cabins being arranged ooe above the 
other, the veaseT sometimes having three 
tiers of them. The windowq^are Isige, the 
ceilings high, thus allowing a free snpply 
of that element which is so essential to a 
hospital — ^pnrs air— even when there are on 
board from eigh^ hnndzed to a tboosaad 
persons. 

it may not be out of place to give here ' 
some idea of the work which has been ao- 
coiuplished on these floating bosjiitals of 
the Sanitary Commission. The women 
here, also, arc the life and soul of these es- 
tablishments, snrpsitting the men, even, in 
coura^'c and cncrjry. They belong nearly 
all to tbe most wealthy or most respectable 
fitmtlies, fiw it generally regarded as n 
great honor to bo employed by theOwnmia* 
sion in such service. This the moresnr- 
prisine, beca^ise it could not be suppo^d 
that their former habits of eomfort and 
luxury could prepare them for cneotinteriDg 
the perils and privations which they must 
necessarily meet with in this field of labor. 

From a work recently published, respeet* 
iw'^ tbo Sanitary Commission, by one of 
their female attendants, (jjordc maladeSf) 
we extract the following : 

" At midnight two steamers came along- 
i-'ulii tlie rfm Citi/, each with a hundred 
sick, bringing word that tho Daniel Web- 
iter No. 2, (a side-wheel vessel, not a Com- 
mission boat,) was aground at a little dis- 
tance, with two hundred m6re, having no 
one in charge of them, and nothing to eat. 
Of oonrso they had to be attended to. So 
amidst the wildest and most beautiful storm 
oftlmnder and lightning, four of us pulled 
off to her iii a little boat, with tea, bread, 
brandy, and beef essenee. (No one ma 
tell ]i*>w it tries my nerves to go toppling 
round at night in little bouts, and clamber* 
ing up ships' eidm on little ladders.) We 
fed them— the nsnal process. Poor i'ellows I 
they were so crary I And then tho Wissa- 
hickoH came alongside to transfer them to 
the Ehn City. Only a part of them coold 
go in the first load. Dr. Ware, with his 
constant thoughtfulnes.s, made me go in her 
to escape returDiug in the smuil boat. jJust 
as we poshed ofT, the steam gave out, and 
wc drilled end on to tho .shore Then a 
boat had to put otf Irom the JJhn- Cifi/, with 
a line to tow us up. All this time the 
thnnder was ineeflsant, the rain lalUng in 
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•Mcmd tbt iMtiitUU 
orinifioD lightoing Baahtid tlitt whole aoeno 

open to us." V 

Another ipisode preaenta traits of char- 
Mtertralj heroie. W« nsyliore remtrk, 

in passing, that the Sanitary Commission 
docs not keep in its ^crvieo any one who 
manii'csts the slightest timidity under the 
fire of the enemy or in any other danger. 

Thp following circnmatances occtirred 
after the retreat from the Chickahominy, 
when the army of the Potomac had just 
anrived at the James river : 

" Keai'licd ITarrisrtn's liar at 11 A. M., 
July istj and were ordered to go up the 
Jamee river ts fkr as Cirter*a Landing. To 
do this we most pass the batteries at Citj 
Point. We were told there was no dann^cr, 
if we should carry a yellow flag ; ydlow 
flag we had none, so we trusted to the red 
Sanitary Commission, and prepared to run 
it TliL- Cah nn hfiilcd us to keep helow 
m we passed the battery. Shortly afler, 
* we eame «p with The JfSmiYor, and the 
little captain, uith his Ea.st India hat, 
trumpet in hand, n poatrd the advice of 
The Galena^ aud added that if he heard 
flring he would follow us. Our cannon 
poiotf d it.s black nnizzlc at the Khore, and 
on we went. As we left The Monitor, 
the captain came to me, with bis grim 
amile, and said, < I'll take those mattresses 
yon «poke of.* We had joked, n"? people 
will, about our danger, and 1 had suggested 
toettreasea aroand the wbeeUhonse, never 
thinking that he would try it Rat the 
captain was in earnest; when wa.s he any- 
thing elm ? So the < contrabands'* brought 
np the mattresses and piled them against 
the wlieel-house, and the pilot stood against 
the ina«t with a mattro«s shmir in the ri'j- 
ging tu protect him. In au huur we had 
passed the danger and reaehed Carter's 
Laud! [J r^, and there waa the annj, ' all that 
was left of it.' " 

Honor to the women ! Tliey are the 
aame in all parts of the world ; kind, devo- 
ted, coiiTitini^ their por'%i)iial comfort and 
safety as nothing if they can only roUeve 
those who mSet.

COMMIFSIOX. 

The want of a certain kind of exp<?rienoe 
of the medical officers of the volunteer 
army had, from the first, attracted the a^ 

tcntion of the Commission. Almost all 
the sur<rcous and assistant snrgforrs were 
ignorant of that particular branch of med- 
ical science which relates to armies during 
a campaign. Ou the other hand, the Hov- 
emment had too much to do to be able to 
give the necessary attention to this subject. 
The f:^anitary Oeinttaasion, therefore, nomi- 
nated of its own TOpmbfr? a «fppcial commit- 
tw, charged wi^h the preparation of a se- 
riea of reports on mUitary sur^^ery, and the 
snbjecta thereto appertaining. The fol- 
lowing list of pamphlets pnhlt^hed by this' ^ 
committee willgiTe some idea of this brandt 
of labor:

All these documentjj arc distributed gra- 
tuitously among the members of the medi* 
cal corps of the army. 

Had the Sanitary Commission done noth- 
ing else than publish these reports, uid 
give circulation to this kind of inlbrmation, 
it would have deserved the thanks of the 
army and the country, for the surgeons <^ 
the regiments, nearly all of whom had 
recently passed from civil life to their new 
position, were, for the moat part, but im- 
perfectly acauaiutcd with tht; duties and 
demands of their oiBee. 
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THE " CUISINE " OP TUK CAMPS. 

The proper cooking of the food destined 
ibr the BoMiert i»«gu>|Mtof grMfciaiport- 

Rnce. and it early attracted the attention 
of tlie Commission. There waa a great 
deal to bo done iu this respect. The ra- 
tions of the American aoldiera greatly ex- 
ceed, both iu quantity and Tariety, those of 
aoj other nation. But the Americana 
(geaeroUy speaking) are nther poor eoob, 
BO that even the qiiaattly of fi»od heiimi, 
when it was badly prepared, a great eause 
of diseaae among the troopa. As a general 
rale, tho oookiog during a campaign oon- 
aiated in roasting (or rather in broiling) 
the meat which had been freshly killed 
over a fire built on the earth. Iu such a 
]iroeeediiig eoonomy of fnel fa imally a 
seennfhiry eoti^idrrntion, and it Fometinies 
happens that niter a certain length of time 
they arc reduced to short allowance. After 
an engagement the soldiers are not gener- 
ally Inrlined to fatijjue thcm^'elves much 
in search for wood, nevertheless there are 
Intttdredi, 'sometimee thonsande, of the 
wonnded and sick to ho nonriihed. On 
such occasions the Commiffsion made nse 
of immense boilers mounted on wheels, and 
ooataining a soup well prepared and nonr- 
iahiug, which its agents distributed to the 
soldiers, who, on their part, were not \ovp; 
in imitAiing the example thus set them. 
^ nTINO BOSFITALS. 

Another propoeition of the Gommiaeion, 

which the medical corps adopted at once, 
was that of a military hospital arranged ooi 
an improved plan. A structure destined 
to receive the hick, which can be quickly 
creefcil, Avhic'i is .'jufliciently larfre, and at 
the same time easy of transportation, i^ a 
▼cry great dendentmtt to every army ; and 
it may lie doubted whether these three es- 
aential ccnditions cotiM be Itettcr fulfilled 
than by the arraagcmeDt referred to. It 
eonsiated of the trunks of trees placed at 
the tlosirdd distance from each other, the 
roof being formed of tarpaulin, and the 
walls of sail-cloth, which could be raised 
or towered at pleature, aceording as much 
or little air mi<rht be desired. Tbt* first 
hospital of this kind that was oon^ructed 
oontaincd i,5UU bed«.

The (rcncral Hospital, which is un'ler 
the able maoageuent of Dr. Clayton Cow- 
gill, Surg. U. a Y., b« of iti owBA irdi* 
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nmlated, extnb^diet IciteWn, supplied by

ity and judgmeut. Tho capacity of the 
huspitui has ranged from bUO to 3,000 
bcda> tnd the Im has baaa abnndHil for 
supplying to the eztn<^i kitchen eveiy- 
thing attainable in this market, and for 
Bendiog au occasional special agent to ^(cw 
York far neh «rtie1«t and quantities as 
wore not attainable in ihiri limited niarket. 
This hospital, through its whole history, 
from the capture of Newbern to the sur- 
rander of the Rebel armies, has growii vp 
under the daily observation of the agents 
of the Commission at this post, and is 
regarded by me to be as perfect in its 
niucliintry and administration, and asjustly 
and humanely administered, as tho best 
recalated institution in tho country ; and 
till opInMMi « wHi»0d by the teatimooy 
of every Ooverament oAeial wlioee dmty 
has led thorn to infspcct it. 

I mention this not with the, intention of 
• drawing your attentioa from aoj malfeee* 
ancc with which our agents arc charged in 
the Tribune, but to give the proper credit 
to the management of the hospital, and ac- 
eonnt for the ooofidential relatiotis between 
it and the (?omiiii>sion here. I have found 
no occasion to send an agent through the 
hospital to disburse special comforts, as 
every bedside, at all MOIS of my vieits, 
^ showed the appondajrf s and cotuforfs 
required in a well attended sick room and 
by every phase of diseaae. Yet, during 
the Carolina campaign of Schoficld's and 
Sherman's armies, the additional strain 
upon oar hospital attention was met by tho 
valwUe aad Tolvnury eerrieet of one aa re- 
fined and gentle as the most tender sensi- 
bilities could render her, and whose angelic 
ministrations were operating at the very 
time when this SWBwm item was penned. 
When the rush of Sherman's sick :it 1 
wounded • poured in upon our overworked 
hospital and Sanitary corps, the matrons 
and female teaehem employed in New- 
bern came to the rescue, with offers of 
help in their appropriate sphere. They 
formed Teachers' Associations of Relief, 
drew crude ffnppfles generously i'r nn our 
Sanit iry stores, and with gentle hand dis- 
bursed them, in the most tempting forms 
attainable bj the eulinary art, through all 
the wards of the hospital, under the pro- 
fessional supervision of the respective 
surgoons. This supervision was eabily 
maintained, aa the daily end of the ioifeon

Tbeae ministrations were made " wiUuml 

money and without price," and 1 deem ii 
impossible that any such malfeasance as 
indieated in the JVibm^* item eonld bn 

carried on in this hospital. 

Soldiers, in thousands of instanct'H, eat 
drink, and wear, the choicest stores of the 
Sanitary Oommiarion, without dreaming of 

the source from which they derive these 
comforts and luxuries, and in the very act 
of enjoyment, would bo ready to aver un- 
oonsoiously that they " never received any* 
thing from the Sanitary Coiiiinis^-ion." 
They do not always know what it is that 
softens the a.spcrities of the service in this 
war, nor whence comes the reHef that 
makes the soldier's life in oar armies so 
much more tolerable than in any of the 
armies heretofore reeorded in histoij. 

It would be difficult to ooneeivc in what 
way tho '* five dollars*"' were needed "to 
assist her husband to resume his phice in 
line," fto., nnleas it waa for elothee, and for 
these the hospital had two scnrccs to draw 
from, viz : the Government stores and the 
iSanitary Commission. Tho surgeons in 
oharse had a carte hiemehe on the Oommia- 
t-inn here for supplies to meet pressing wants, 
and the list shows tbut they made liberal 
use of it for their patients, as in the lim- 
ited period alluded to, they drew over 800 
pairs drawer'', 00 blouses, 1G3 handker- 
chiefs, 85 overcoats, 138 pairs pants, 1,477 
shirts, 39 pairs shoes, 159 pairs slippers, 
and OCK) pairs socks. 

I have prolonged thi# notice of the Tri- 
bune's item to show that a soldier in the 
Qeneral Hoepital in Newbern need not 
suffer for oomforr, nor buy Sanitary f-torcs, 
nor sock from distant friends the relief 
nccetsary to enable him to plu^-c himself in 
line.

Dear Sir: According to your instruc- 
faOMy 00 ISth of April I took charge 
of the steamer J. T. Mr Comhn^ at Louis- 
rille, chartered by the Sanifury Commis- 
giou, auU loaded with stores, priaoipallj for 
the poroleflr priaooen at Yicksbng^ oTi-id 
case they were not wanted tkeve^ tO be 
taken to New Orleans. 

We left Louisville that night, and after 
stopping at sereial townattlong the river to 
leave pnf'cngcr??, rcnched Paducah, Ky., 
before daylight on tb« 15th. I left a 
ftiw packages finr the agency cf the 8am- 
tai^ Conimisnon there, and then went di- 
rectly on to Cairo, where we arrived in a 
few hours. There were about two car-loads 
of our stores, some stores of the Indiana 
8tate Agont, and a number of articles for 
the Frcedmcn's Tn-^tltut*', which T tDok on 
here. The news oi tli» death of President 
linooln reached us here, and it so oeonpied 
the minds of all that it was almost impos- 
sible to accomplish any thin;:,'. Wc left at 
7 p. jn., reported that uight at Culumbus, 
and rcaohod Memphis the next afternoon. 
I left here some tobacco. cuJGsli. condensed 
milk, and concentrated bcel'. A large sup- 
ply of stores had been received a few days 
Defore,so they needed but a few things from 
mox cargo. We were deiainL'J litre fimr 
boors. Wc coaled a short distance below 
Hcmphis, and then kept on to Vioksbnrg. 

Monday nflcrnoon we tied at a mili- 
tary .efntioii, as the weather indicated a 
Storm, but at 1 a. m., oa Tuesday, we started 
agun, and had not proooeded hx when a 
sudden squall stmok US, 80 that although 
the enjrine was reversed, we were driven 
with great force upon the bonk, and then 
recoiling, were blown Into the timber jost 
below wiicrf> we first struck. Here the 
boat was made fast. The extent of the 
damage was a leak, which, however, was 
not bad enongh to prevent onr oontinmng 
on onr way in a few honr.s. 

Wc arrived at Vicksburg at 10 a. m., on 
the 18th. I immediately found Mr. Tone, 
the agent for the relief of the paroled pris- 
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oners, and learned from him that there was 

neod for but a fow ^tornj? fnim nnr cargo 
I therefore traoblerred to him ten boxes to- 
bacco, one box pipes, one box pioeoshions 
and housewives, one box saspcndera, one 
box buttons, threat], Ac., one box stationory, ^ 
one box miscellany, nine barrels dri^d iVuit, 
two barrels green apples, three ke;rs butter, 
and reading matter, abo the packages for 
the Indiana State Agent aii'l the Christian 
Commission. That evening 1 started with 
the remaining cargo for New Orleans. The > 
next morning wo roncbcd Natchez, and 
were detained a conple of hours in }tuffin<^ 
off the articles for tliu Freedmeu'ci luMlitutc. 

In the eveiung, a few miUs below M or- 
ganza, we went to the bank to w > nl. While 
there six guerrillas came up, and upon 
talking to them, they said there was a force 
of sixty more a short diatanoe op the river, 
but they wuuhl fcnd up a nnn to tcl! them 
not to come down. Nevertheless, we got 
up steam as qniekly as possible, and sent * 
one of the hands to let go our line, but the 
guerrillas threatened to shoot him if he 
touched ity so we let it go from the boat 
and baekeo olt Onr man tm not qoiek 
enough in getting on the boat^ and was left. ^ 
They fired at us once, bnt did not hit ns. 
Wo afterwards Icau'ned frum the man, whom 
they suffered to follow os on another 
Steanior, that they were- v^ aitiiiL,' for a laigST 
force to come down to capture us. 

Wc stopped at i*ort llud.sou and 13a,ton 
Bouge that night to report, and reached 
New Orleans ou the afternooa of the 20th. 
Br. Blake was very glad to receive the 
stores, as there was great need of them at 
Mobile. I delivered to him 1,875 barrels, 
31G boxes, 20 bales, 8 kep^s of stores. The 
stores were in very good condition ou our 
arrival. BViday and Mondiqr we discharged 
our cargo. Oil Saturday all business was 
stopped throughout the city. Tuesdaj 
morning we coaled, and then started on our ^ 
retnm. I was vnable to get any privata 
freight to bring up, and had none of our 
own until we reached Vicksbnrjr. where I 
took on a number of articles that were oi 
no fbfther nse there, since all bnt a v^ry 
few prisoners had left, I should have 
taken sofco prisoners on our boat, but there 
were ample hospital accommodations in 
Vicksbnrg, and a hospital boat was ex* 
pocted soon, which conld malce them (there 
being only about 100) much more com* 
fortable thao we oonld. 

Nothing of any importanoe happened oa

proposed to furnish certain carefully pre- 
pared fonofl. 

Those forms are herewith transmitted. 

Tlieir use, while diminishing the labor, 
will al^') facilitate an iutclligent and syste- 
matic prosocution of the work, and will 
enable the ,(,"cutra1 Office of the Coramis- 
fiion eventually to tabulate the results gath- 
ered from all Aid Societiefl throughout the 
country. 

Forms A, Ti, C, D, and E, relate oxi ln- 
Bively to the procoreitteDt of employment, 
and snffictetitly indioate the method and all 
Heocasary detail pertaining to the work. 

It is important that the large and varied 
measure of good which may be scoured to 
the soldier and to the oommnnity., by a 
thorough and generous application of the 
methods bore presented, be kopt clearly in 
view. ' 

The Bureau of Information and Kir#loy- 
mciit is dci^igncd to aoeomplish tbe follow- 
Ib^ spcciiio objeots : . 

1. To aid thoee who ba^e served h()nof- 



ably in the Army and Navy of the United 
States in obtaining employment, and to 
cilitatc their r<>lurn to former OOOttpattOOS 
and relations in civil life.

This form may seem to some unnecessa- 
rily full, and demanding inforapation not 
immediately ten liiiL' to practical results. 
The purpose which has determined the se- 
lection of the questions embraced may, 
therefore, be distinctly stated.

discharged soldiers as will cnabiu us moat 
judiciously and elfeettvely to be prepared 
to render to those really needing it any 
form of aid or relief which may be de-

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The attention of our AM Societies is

*' Army and £<iavy Claim Agency " of the

that upon deponents' arrival there were 
iiboat 10,000 Umoii man in mid prison at 



Salisbury; that immediately li'tr their 
oaptnre, and at Petersburg, Va , their blan- 
ket and all their valuables were taken 
firont ther persom of deponents by the reb- 
els ; that during their stay at Salisbury 
prison, of four months anrl over, no cloth- 
ing whatever was isbued by the rebel au- 
UMiitiea, and nntil about the time of depo- 
nents' release, iu Fcbrnary, 1^05, no blai^- 
kets were furnished to the prisoners at that 
place ; that hardly any of said prisoners had 
olaakets of their own ; that during a large 
portion of the time of their imprisonmont, 
via^ tho moo^ of Deeember, IStH, and 
Jaanary and Febraaryi 1865, tlie weather 
waa Tery cold, with heavy firaata and aevcre 
rains, and that said prifonera, durln'j; such 
period of time, had no shelter of any kind 
whatever horn the ineleawney of tiie 
weather, except as follows : about one-third 
of the prisoners dug holos or caves in tho 
j^und, into which they crejpt for protec- 
tum. Thai therattona of food iaaned Ut the 

prisoners at SaH^bury were a.s fullows : 
daily to each man, cither one half pound of 
corn ur sorghum bread, or one pint of corn 
meal gronnd with the eob, and on« half 
pint of very thin sonp, without nny rea- 
soning. About twice in each month beefs' 
heads and livers and tripe, raw and bloody, 
were ser\ > 1 out in qnantitiea sufficient to 
give each prisoner a piece about the size of 
a man's two tiugors. Besides this no meat 
of any kind waa ever served to the priaoo- 
ers. Sometimes, but never in connection 
with the if>ue uf meat as above, sorj^hum . 
was given in the amount of two or three 
■poonaiyttfaman. ThisiainowaamadOfPQr- 
utpsy onee in eaeh week. No aalt waa evor 



fomiahedthe T'nion prisoners, and no ftoH 
waa ever issued of any other kind or in any 
other (Mumtities than as stated, during do- 
ponentr atayinaaidpriaoa. Ottaaararage, 
at least one day in each week no ration or 
food whatever wa.« f!:iveD to tho prisoners; 
and on thanksgiving and Christmas days of 
1864, no ftod waa givm to aaid priasMM, 
and the reason as^itjncd that these were 
feast days for 4heir friends at home and 
should be made fast days to them. During^ 
the fint two or three aMntha of theb oon- 
finement as above, dey^inn^i^^s say that 
water was only given to them irom Be»- 
ervoiia or elalcma in the ftnaen yard, eon- 
taining the drainings of the yard. A verj 
great number of the prisoners were so fee- 
ble and sick as to be nnable to reach the 
Binka to relieve the wants of naliBe^ aaMi 
the filth and excrement depoKted by these 
men were washed by the rain, and that war- 
tcr drained into these wells and clstema. 
After the fliat month liie nnmber of weHi 
was incrc.nsed, but the character of tho- 
water was unohan^'ed. Water was not fur- 
uiiih«id in £uilicicat quauLitieti fur both 
washing and drinking, and eonaeqnently 
tlic great majority of the men were unable 
to wash at all, either their persons or cIoth> 
ing. Many became so blackened by dirt 
and amdce aa not to be distinguishable^ 
from ne^Toen except by the oehtf eVJthaa^ 
aoter of th^ hair. 

IThat there were eight hoepilafa ia Ilia 
yard, oontaining in all about 550 pattenfil^ 
and always full, and that there werp al- 
.ways more sick, and actually mofe mMi 
died in the open yard than in the heapitalaL 
The sick were laid in these hospitals on the 
bare board floor, and in one hospital on the 
earthen floor, without bed, bedding or cov- 
ering of any kiod whatsoever. To eaA 
sick man was issued daily rations of wheat 
bread i of b pound, a little rice soup once 
each day, and a little meat about the aiza 
of a man*8 two fingers oueo a week. De- 
ponent, Henry W. Howard, further says 
that he was employed in said hospitals as a 
nurse to the sick, and has known instMioea 
of sick prisoners being two wnole days 
without food of an kind. Said Howard 
and dcponoot Watson further say, that 
tho^ kqrt leoorda of deatha in the prnmi 
dnringaaid Ibur months of their stay, and 
fVoni these reoords, and from inforamtion 
derived from the records oi surgeons in 
said hospital, thoy state that of the 10/>00 
prisoners oonfined in said prison in Oeto* 
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b«r, 1864, OfTer S^lOO died loiiiily from 

want, hunger, and exposure, between Oc- 
tober, 5, 1S04, and February 24, 1865. 

Priaoacrs dying were commonly stripped 
of their clothing, if it w« of any value 
whatever, thrown naked, and in a miscel- 
laneous jtile, infn ri wnt^on, carted out of 
the yard, and tiirown, iu layers three or fuur 
deep, intotrenehesfiTeorgix feet in depth, 
dug for the purpose of burial. Deponents 
further say, that they have and each of them 
has seen these wagons, fbll of the dead 
bodiesof Union prisoners, when hindered by 
a rut or hole in (lir road, relieved by throw- 
ing out the bodiea of our men like stioke 
of ooid-wood. 

Deponents further say, that about the 
middle of November, 1>^<>4. the rebel au- 
Uioriti^ began efforts to induce theprisou- 
en to enlitfe in the rebel, army. The pro- 
cess was this : For two or three days no 
food Wcis issued except a pint of thin soup, 
without bread or other accompaniment. 
On the third day a large box of cooked 
meet and a box of white bread was placed 
ai Uie eale, within full siffhi oi' the priaon- 
eiB, and the offer was made W either Qeni- 
oral York, Brigadier Gcnerai| 0* S. A., or 
by Major Gee, in immediate oommand of 
the prison, or by some other authorized 
oiioer, that to eaoh priaoner who would en* 
list in the rebel army one pound of tlie 
meat and one Insif of the bread would be 
given. iMaiiy men enlisted under this 
temptation, but depooenta lefiued; and on 
Bucli refusal deponent "Watson on one occa- 
sion heard said Brig. Gen. York state with 
an oath that it was their intention to starve 
8ttd ptiaonen until they did enlist; and on 
another ocea^ion, deponent T:iyl<ir heard 
aaid Major Gee make the same statement 
ffhiB proocn was put in forse eight or ten 
times during the period of these ocponents' 
imprisonment, and about 1,500 Union sol- 
diers were driven by tKeir sulTcriui^s so to 
enlist. That on one oceasiDn, for two whole 
days no food or rations of any kind what- 
ever were issued to the Union prisoners, 
and on the third day, which was, as depo- 
nents recollect, th*> 20th day of December, 
1864, tlio l)ox»^8 of meat and bread were 
again brought out, and the offer as above 
made. That nndrr this great pressure, on 
that day five hnodred or six hundred of the 
snid Union priooncrs did so enlist in the 
reb< l army, and drponcnt, ficnry felatc,say8 
that, driven hf lamtoe and auffcrinj^, he 
did M» sulist auiong ihcni, aod received the 



boanif of two loanen of l»ead and one 

pound of bacon. Said Slate further says, 
that he never bore arm.s in the rebel ranks, 
but was employed iu digging in the trench- 
es, and about April 10; 188&y eaeaped «» 
the Union lines.

During tlie paat month the Sanitary 
Ooauni«on,haa been rendering s moal 

valtkable servioo through tho agency of its 
Corps of Hospital Couriers, who go m% 
upon the evening express trains from 
Washington to minister to the neadaof An 
di.'^alded soldiers who may be upon tho 
several trains. In tho process of rapidly 
discharging the inmates of the general hos- 
pitals there are many men quite feeble and 
helpless who start upon the rallm-id cars; 
there have h&sax during the four weeks 
past from ten fo forty such men In aanh 
express train. The Hospital Couriers of 
the Commission are at the railroad station 
before tho oars leave to help these feeble « 
men -In obtaininff tiekets, (^if not provide 
beforehand,) and in securing oomfortable 
seats; fTid duringr the journey to New 
York, liurrisburg, Wheeling, or wherever, 
it may be^ these siek soldiers have tUa' 
friend near them, jnarked by his badge, 
whom tlioy can call upon for any help they 
need. At tho end of each of tho routes 
assigned to these Hospital Couriers respect- 
ively, the Soldiers arc transr(!rre<l to such 
Relief Station or railroad train as is fit; and 
where the ease ealls Ibr it, another Conrier 
goes from this given point with any soldiet 
wlio is too feeble to be left simply to tho 
care of his companions. The Hospital Cou-

supplies alreedy in their hands. 

we hope our Bkudiet will nn all dili* 
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gMoe in forwarding to our Baodriog De- 

pota, tbroogh the accostomed channels, 
whatever stores may reach them from their 
Aid Societies, or any they have ia hand. 
All balanaaa in eaalt mt ia ffae Bfaneh 

treasuries, after Bettling up their locol 
affairs, will be furwarilcd to Gen. T StroFitf. 
Eiiq., Treasurer of the U. S, Sauiury Com- 
nissioD. 

So far as any of our Branelir - nre en- 
^ged in other portions of our work than 
in collecting and forwarding supplies, their 
kbors will continue so long as thoaa of the 
Com mission it'^elf last. But the suppl}'' 
work is OTer, and the obaracteristio Uwors 
of tbe women of tbe land, in funiiAhing 

lOBj^tal clothing and OOmforts for ^ick and 
wonnfled soldiers, are completed. Hence- 
forward, during the few months of exis- 
tenee adll allotted to the SanitaiyOommis- 
sion to complete its work of <K}llecting the 
pensiorK Jirnl back pay of th(» ?nli^ier*>, in 
which It already has one hundred aud 
twen^'iOTen onoes established, to malce 
up its scirtitifie record '\v:<] cli*se tip its 
widely-extended atl'airs, there will be no 
probable necessity for addressing the women 
of tiie eonntiy, nnd this circular may bo 
orfr last opportunity, until the final Report 
of the CcMumiasion is made, of exprc^ing 
the gndtode of tifae Board for their patient, 
Inunane, and laboriooa devotion to onr oom - 
non work. 

For more Chun foor years the U. S. Sani- 
tary Ooraraiiaion baa depended on its Bran- 
ches, m'aiuly directed and controlled by 
women, for koepin*? alive the interest in its 
work in ail the villages aud homes of tho 
eonntay: for eatablishiog and handing to- 
gether the Soldier^* Aid Societies which in 
tnousands have sprung up and united their 
strength in our service. By correspon- 
dence and by ao^l visitation, aa well as 
by a system of canvassing, yon, nt the cen- 
tres of intluonoe, have maintained your 
hold upon the homes of the land, and kept 
your storebonaea and oars ftdl of their oon- 
tributions. 

By what systematic and business-like 
devotion oi' your time and talenti yon have 
been able to accomplish this wo ba?e been 
studious nnd admirincr o^^ervers. Your 
volunteer work has had all the regularity 
of paid labor. In a sense of Tcsponsibility, 
in gystcm, in patient persistency, in atten- 
tinri to vrcnrisome detail?, in a victory over 
the licklcncss which cufumouly besets tho 
work of volnsteen, you hnve rivalled Ae 



discipline, the palienee, and the cqjirage, 
of soldieta in the field — soldiers enliatod 
for the war. Not seldom, indeed, yonr 
labors, cootinucd through frosts auU heats, 
and withont intermission, fn years, luw* 
brok'-ii down V'^ur health. But your ranks 
have always been kept fall — and full. t<x>, 
of the bc^t, UiOSt capable, aud noble womeo 
in the country. Nor do we suppose tha;t 
yoJi, who have controlled and inspired onr 
Branches, and with whom it has been our 
happiness to be brought into personal con- 
tact ,t are, because acting in a lar^ger sph««, 
more worthy of our thanks and respect than 
the women who have maintained our Til- 
lage Sddiera' .^d Soeietiea. Indeed, th« 
ever-cheering baid6n.of yoor communiea> 
tions to us h;LS been the praise and love in- • 
spired in you by the devoted patriotism, 
the aelf-saorifieing aetl, of the Aid Soeio- 
tics, and of their individual contributors. 
Throuprh you we have heard the same !il~>w- 
iug aud tear-moving tales of tho sacriUoea 
made by humble homes and hands in b»> 
hair of nr work, which we so oft^en luMr 
from their comrades, of privafes in tho 
field, who throughout tho war have often 
won the laurels their officers have worn, and 
have been animated by motives of pure 
patriotism, unmixed with hope of ^romo> 
tion, or desire for reeognitton or praise, to 
give their blood and thdr Uvea iw Che 
eountry of their hearts. 
. To you, and through you to the Soldiers' 
Aid 8ometies, and trough them to eaek 
and every contrilmtor to our supplies — to 
e.vpry woman who has sewed a seam or 
kuiiicd a stocking iu the service of the 
Sanitary OommiSBion'-'We now return oar 
most sincere and hearty thanks— thanks 
which are not ours only, but those of the 
Campa, the Hospitals, the Transports, the 
Pri.sons, the Pickets, and the Linea f where 
your love and labor have sent eomfort, pro- 
tection, relief, and sometimes life itselC It 
is not too ranch to say, that the Army of 
women at home has fully matched in Jfth 
triotifim and in sicrlfices the Anny of men 
in* the field. The mothers, sisters, wives 
and daughters of Am^ca have, been wor- 
thy of tho sons, brothers, husbands, and 
fathers who were fighting their battles. 
After having contributed tht'ir living trea- 
sures to the war, what wonder they sent so 
freely after them all else that they h-.ul ' 
And thh pree)on«! «ymnnthy between the 
fire-sides and the camp-fires — between the 
bayoBflt and the needle, the tanned ol^eak

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aod the palo face — has kept the Nation 
one; haa carried the Homes into the Banks, 
■nd kept the Ranks in the ITomes, until a 
■entiment of oDenesa, of irresiatible upanimi- 
ty — in which domeatioaiid aooial, ami and 
religions, political and military elements en- 
tered, qualifying, strenpflicniiig, enriching, 
and sauctifyiug all — haa at last cononered 
all obetaolea, and fpmi m t» oferwheuDbg, 
ft mrofound, aad a peraMMnl Tictory. 

It has been our precious privilege to be 
your almoners; to manage and distribute 
'the afaNrea you have e teat ad and giTe» us 
ftr the soldiers and sailors. Wc hare tried 
todo our duty impartially, diligently, wisely. 
For the means of carrying ou ihis \a^t 
weiric whieh haa grown np in our hands, 
keeping pace with the growing imnien.sity 
of the war, and which we are now about to 
lay down, after giving the American public 
an account of our stewardahip, we are 
chiefly indebted to the money created by 
the Fairs, which the American women in- 
Mi^pinited.and e^ndneted, and to the sup- 
pliea eoUeetad hy yoa under our organiza- 
tion. To yon, then, is finally' duo the 
largest part of whatever gratitude belong 
to th« Builtarf OnwBiMMo. It ia aa it 
ahoald be. The loldiat will return to his 
home to thank his own wife, mother, sister, 
daughter, for so tenderly looking after him 
in ottmp and field, in hofpital uid prim ; 
and thus it will be seen, that it ia the 
homes of the country which have wrought 
ont this great salvation, and that the men 
and the women ef Amerioa hava an equal 
part in its glory andita joy.

It is most earnestly desired, 
that within the next nixty day.s the fact that 
this enterprise hab bccu iuaugurated may be 
brought to the knowledge of, and the oppor- 
tunity of enjoying its benefits afforded to, 
every soldier and soldier's family through- 
out the Union. To the Branches and Aid 
Soeietiea the Commission appeals with eon*' 
fidcDce, to enlist their lively interest in this 
effort. A list of the Local Agencies already 
established by the Commia^iiou is appended.* 
Each Aid Soeiety ahoald laleet the names 
of those agents most accessible to the field 
of labor, and should direct in pertion, if 
praetioahle. ereiy olaimant to raeh agent 
Where thu cannot be accomplished, the 
claimant's name and post-office address, and 
the name, rank, company, r^ment, and 
aer^ea of tha aM^Uer, with the data of hii 
discharge or death, should be taken, and a 
letter written at once to the agent, who will 
return the proper blanks, with directions for 
their ezeeutioa. 

Tlicse suggestions arc simple, but if en- 
ergetically carried into operation^ moat ?al- 
nable results must follow. 

This is a work worthy of yoifr utmoat 
zeal and energy, and in itsaooompli&hment 
all the applianoea of the wreas, of publia 
speech, and private ^fort, <ff tho nmMia lo- 
cal interests so ftniliar to you all| should ha 
freely used. 

Let but the united activity of all be ezor- 
oiaed bk this enterprise, and in the flitora 
it will be rightly tamed die crowning effort 
of the Oommission's career of bencficenoe.

It has been suggested that we should 
make this, our Final licport, a short History 
of the Association, tracing its oonne ftom 

the time of its organization, April 20, T^Gl, 
to this 4th of July, 1SG5, wlien, its work 
being done, the W' Oman's Central Associa- 
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tion of Relief closes ita carc4>r, and musb live 
henceforth only in ifao memory of itn friendB) 
or as an incident in the dironlcles of the 
Great Rebellion. Bat whAtever may be 
ihoaght desirable hereafier, in regard to 
this propoflition, we have determined for the 
present simply to tnkr np the thread where 
we it fourtoen months ag0| and. as clear- 
tya«d rapidly as ponible, folloir the aooffM 
«! our work fVom that time to this, when 
Ihe end of thf> war has bioo^i wifch ii the 
end of our work. 

Ew i rt e wi months ago to-day, at the open- 
ing of the spring eftflipaign, our gallant 
Army of the Potomac was obstinatoly fight- 
ing its way throoffh the denae nnderbrosh, 
in (how UMoilew DittleB of the Wildeni««. 
May, with its burls and blosboni^^. its tender 
preen, and delicate wild-flowers, came and 
went. Juno, filled with the beauty of earth, 
nd air, and sky — the lioheet and loveliest 
month of the year — hurst upni ii- in all her 
splendor. And still the tightiug went on. 
Five weeks passed — six weeks — seven long 
weeks. Was there to be do eod to the blood- 
shed and the snficring, to the anxiety and 
miaery of those days and nights ? And 
Blitt fhet tamj, irith ili ihee eel towitds 
Biohmond, preMed od— -nnrehingand fight- 
ing, fighting and marching From the Rap- 
Pflj^onock to Spottsylvania Court House, 
from Spottsylwnis to Gold Htihor, ftott 
Oold Harbor to the entrenchments before 
Pctorsburgh. " We shall fiu'hf it out on this 
liue^ if it takes all suuiiucr," said our Licu- 
teiuuit General, vith quiet, determined 
Toioe.' It took all summer — it took all win- 
ter. Sherman, who had fought and march- 
ed his army from the prairies to the sea, 
was at hand. Sheridan, with his cavalry, 
had swept down the Yalley. The " right 
time" had come, and our General gave the 
signal The assnnli was ntde. Peters- 
burgh and Richmond w^ tvsenstod I 
Lee's and Johnston's armies wereiAimnd- 
ered I The war was over 1 

Sinee ire bet add n ss o d you, doath hss 
ttgaiu entered our ]|ttle circle. At the An- 
nual Meeting in May wp mipi^ed our kind 
end ever-courteous Pri'^ideut from his ac- 
oustomed seat Although in his eighty- 
third year, Br. Valentine Mott was most 
punctilious in hi? attendance at our meet- 
ings and uufailiog iu hib iuteresiL iu uur 
work. To his influence and active Bttpport 
was due much of the public respect and 
confidence shown towards this Association 
nl its fbiniationi At a recent mooting it 



was resolved that the TMMmi olfioe hk Hm 
Board, occasioned by his death, ehoidd 

main unBlled, out of re&pect to the 
ry of our first and only President. 

During the past year, or raiher the past 
fourtoen months, tlmra has been Imt little 
incident T note in our work. If we except 
our Soldiers' Aid Society Council, held in 
Ail Mtf kit NoTCmber, the days at our 
rooms hiM« oone oad gone with almost an- 
varying sameness. At this C<^';nri!, nn 
aocouot ot which hm already been pub- 
lished iu. the BuUetin, there w«fe 215 del*> 
gates preeent, representatives from Soldiers* 
Aid Societies in New York, Connecticut, 
Rhode Island, Massachusetts, Vermont, 
New Jersey, Michigan, aadOumda. Binot 
then,, a series of nrticles, addressed to yon, 
and publi.shcd in the Satu'ftrn/ Commigsion 
BuUetin^ have kept you fully informed <^ 
the piogress of oar work. 

In cxamtnin:: -be statistical reports of 
the diifcreut Committees, we find soujo few 
cliAOges in their work from previous years. 
The Committee on Correspondence reports 
b living had in the field, at different times, 
uiue Canvassing Agents. Also, that 
leetvreshftvebeeii-dwlYered by these gentle- 
men in the Statos of New York and Con- 
necticut. We notice also, in f hi.'s con ncct ion, 
an inefoaee of 13S Contributing Societies 
ovw Ihe Mmher re|M>rted a yc&r ago. The 
proposition made in our Third Annnal Re- 
port, to farnish those Auxiliary Bocietios 
dejiiring it with material at half-price, un- 
der oertsin restrietioM, hae been <^ mntoel 
benefit. Our Contributing Societies at pres- 
ent number 818, not iucludiug those send- 
ing through Centres of Collection. Of 
th^a, 375 have availed theiwselTas of Ihie 
offer. Nearly one-half of the sum expended 
for matoriai was furnished by the Aid Soci- 
eties; the net being given by the Sanitary 
CommiaaioB fir thk pnrpeee, at our n- 
quest. 

For the last few weeks the Special RcUef 
work has been greatly in e ree se d bj the nK 

tuny ng regiments passing through this city. 
Our rooms have been thronged daily with 
soldiers in uced of clothing. A new leatore 
in this department of work has been the 
By.«tomntic visiting of all the Military Hos- 
pitals in this city, and upon the neighbor- 
ing islands, which haa bccu doue by onr 
Hoipital Visitor — a lady who volunteered 
her services for this duty. We had before 
this supplied these hospitals npon requiai- 
tions of the surgeons, or through other

tnistworihj u^encies. The last report of 
OUT Hospital YiBitor, ami in tluee nootha 
ago, spealw of the eondidoii of these local 
hc^pihils ns exceedingly satisfactory — suf- 
ficiently sOj it u siM^^ted, to make the 
•er?loeeof ft HoepitaiVleitof no longer ne* 
eessary. 

We cull your attention to the Tables at 
th^ end of thia llcport. Thoy coatain a 
Smnniery of the total receipts, distributions, 
and oxpendituri-H, oF the Association, in 
money and supplies, from its organisation 
to the close of its work. Also » list, ae 
cotuplcte as we have been able to make it, 
of all places from which supplies have been 
received duriDg the war. They number 
1,920. 

In our Third Annual Boport, we spoke 
of " Homes," or " Sanitaria," which the 
Sanitary Commission propoi;ud to establish 
Ibr our disabled soldiers. After much re- 
search and careful study of the subject, the 
Commission decided that the vexed ques- 
tion, as to whether these Homes were or 
wete not needed hy oar American soldiery, 
and to what extent, could alone be deter- 
mined by actual experiment Thejr bavo 
Moordiogly opened e ''Home" in this city, 
for disabled discharged .soldiers, Tt con- 
tains at present only about 40 inn^ates, al- 
though it has been open two months. Our 
kteet iDlbrmatkm vpoo tine eabjeet is de- 
rived from a letter written by the President 
of the Commission, dated Maj 26, iioui 
which \re quote: 

" There h, liowever, e eleis of persons 
made helpl^s by the war — sorao of the1)i 
▼et to develop the whole e^ent of their 
hroken ooostitatioiA— who most be made 
comfbrtible for life in pnbUe inetitutioos. 
How numerous this class will prove it is im- 
possible even to conjecture. It does not in- 
olnde aU the helpkst; became a lai^e pro- 
portion of them will receive the tendcrest 
care of their own families, too happy to 
watch over, and prot^^ct, and solace tkem, 
■a they should' be,* eves though in very 
moderate cirf^um^fances. Let us do lath- 
ing to discourage this noble pride of domes- 
tic independence, this sacred bond of con- 
sangttinitf. A large ihare of the invalidism 
of thr- wnr shall never hpnr of. Our 
proud boys will hide their &cars, and dio 
in the awned vetiwmeiit of homes that will 
not parade their services or their sorrows; 
happy in having borno and rrndorcd both. 
Tlus, too, is every way to bo admired and 
enoouraged. Bst . thexe exe ntnj ISKeign- 



ers who have fought for ns, and have aU 
the ehiime of mAvm ; rieee to mix their 

blood with ours ou our battle-fields makee 
them our kindred, and "of one blood," in 
even a higher sense than usual*. There are 
flitherleee^ mot]ierleia« homdem ooldfen; 
blind, consumptive, limbless men, full of 
sorrows and necessities, who recjuirc an ab- 
solute and permanent asyJum. iiow mauy 
they will prove nobody can guess at this me* 
ment ; but some thousands in all. The States 
arc already moving in their behalf. It would 
he meoh better if the imtibn eoeld agree to 
make four conveniently-situated homes for 
this class of men, independent of State lines, 
and either Federal or State control or sup- 
port, where the apentuieoiw eharily ead 
mercy of the nation could maintain them, in 
memory of their service to the Union; where 
the State and sectional feeling should be 
ibrndily withstood, ha Ihvor of e larger end 
more patriotio sentiment, and the guarantee 
of private intelligence, energy, and integ- 
rity, in their ordering, management, and 
continued improvement, be offered in place 
of the oftici:;! f irmalism, coldness, and fixi- 
ty, which soouer or later cankers all insti- 
tntvmi of benevolenoe pemnng into Gerem- 
mmit hands. Such asylums being tentative, 
require flexibility, should be started on 
a small scale, in a temporary way, feel tbuir 
rood, end ^rednellj adept tliemaehes t0 
their experience of the wants of the ;uen. 
To erect great edifices, upon any present 
knowledge of what our American 4ife and 
spirit requires, would be to etereetype ear 
ignorance and petrify our dreams. 

" The Nation, through some Board it haa 
learned to tros^ shonld take some one or 
more of the oiieap Pavilion ITo.spitals tlM 
war haa erected, and which must soon be 
iu the market; and, having thorougblj 
purgdi it, open one or mote warda at % 
time, testing the want, and gradually de- 
veloping the best system for the earn and 
comfort and bap^iuess of the men ; making 
the tnalitutioDs in all ensBstf, ae aa te 
destroy the liorrid, deadeuinj; uniformity of 
elassiiied asylums, putting the wholly disa^ 
bled and the partially disabled together-^ 
the blind and the halt — and by the greatest 
diversity of industries, and lij^ht oven if 
useless employments, seek to keep up ael£> 
respect, drive off wma^ realoio to aoeielj aa 
many as possible, and make tboee who eaft> 
nt>t be restored as little miserable as their 
wretched oiroumstauccs will allow. The 
mand woliil oonnteiianaea of M»y bUad 
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Boldiers, maoj lamo and helpless ones, ut- 
ter strangen to homes of thdr own, have 
already 8tamp*"fl an imn^o on my miml of 
their long, weary future under the beat care 
tbey can possibly secure, which is fbll of 
motive and full of solicitude." 

With the close of the Supply Depart- 
ment of the Sanitary Commission, our 
Jlhiiontd work fHaougn this agency, oeases. 
But our work for the soldier does not cease. 
It has only been brought to our own doors 
with our returning veterans, and henccibrth 
tidEM its plaoo as among the most saend of 
our home duties. 

O friends ! On this P'ourth of July, this 
day of our National Independence, which 
now waloomes home those wlio have fought 
and won for m a Second Battle of Indepen- 
dence and Freedom ; while fltujs arc flying 
and drums are beating, and tno tit is fou 
of rejoicings, in double celebration of this 
great daV; while our hearts are full of 
gratitude to God for havinc; preserved our 
omiQtry through such great peril, shall ve 
not beat prove our gratitude by pledging 
ourselves anew to finish the work wc have 
so well begun? Our soldiers have not 
jUtered. Taej have fought the four yeani* 
fight t1irou2;h to the end. Xor have we 
faltered. The loyal women of America 
hive been equally true to the cau.'^e, equally 
ftilhftll to tiicir work, throu;.;li these long 
years nf inxiety and toil. They knew that 
peace would come with the triumph of the 
Ti|;ht. Peace has come; the right has 
triumphed. The war is over, and our sons 
an.d brothers are returning to us. But, in 
the midst of our rejoicings, let us remem« 
her those whose sons and brothers will 
never return to them, with whom the war 
will never be over. Let us remember those 
who dome back to us, having left health 
and fimh upon Che battle-field, and who 
would gladly have given life itself had it 
been refpiired. Let ns rcincniber the last 
words addressed to us, by ouo whose xu em- 
ery is especially present with us to-day : 
" With malice toward none ; with eliurity 
for all ; with firmness in the right, as God 
gives us to see the right, let us strive on 
to finish the work we are in, to bind up the 
nation's wounds, to care for him who shall 
have borne the battUj and for his widow and 
oTj^ShoMf to do all which may aobiere and 
dierisb a just and a lasHog peace among 
ourselves and with all nations " By the 
love we bear our martyred President, by 
the insnuxj of his lore ftnr ns, wc pledge 



onrselvee to carry out this, his last request. 

And may God bless us in this resolutioiL 

Wc have been asked to make a few sug- 
gestioDS in regard to the practical form tlm 
fnture -work should sssume. We do so 

with diflidence. The confidence, deat 
friends, with which wc have guided you in 
your work heretofore, falters and he:iitat«s 
as it approaehes your own thiesholds. Tot 

wo feel that the homes, whose thoughtful 
love has followed the .soldier hundreds and 
thousanda uf miles, for four years, mu&4 
surely know best how to cherish and ears 
for him upon his return. At your request, . 
however, we would suggest the foUowiog 
classification of your Wme Soldier wQik : 

The care and snpp^ of totally dis> 
ahled men, who mnyneca it; and a^^i^istanoe 
to tlir- widows and orphans of soldiers re*

On another page we publish a list of 
the Claim Agencies already cstabUahed by 
the Sanitary Commission. Ttuongh these 
agenric:^ the Conmii.'^.sion collects any 
claim the soldier or his family may have 
against the QoTemment, whether of BDontTf 
^ck-Pay, or Pensions, free of chaige. u 
many of the smaller places, however, no 
regular ageudy will bo established. We, 
therefore, suggest thift oiieenember of tho 
SoldiMTs' Aid Society makes this his or her 
duty. Write for directions and blanks to 
the " Army and Navy Claim Agency, U. S. 
Sanitary Commission, Washington, I>. 0." 

In many places, however, and we hi^pe 
in most, this local work will be insuffieieut 
to abiiurb all the surplus ^crgy and re- 
sources of the commnnity. The great No- 
iional work of the day, rnwing out of tho 
war, now presents iti^cif to ns through the 
" American Freedmen's Aid Union, ' and 
the "American Union Coaunission.''

throufrh established agencies of the Com- 
mission in this city.

The end of Ae war has hxooght with it 
the end of our work. Ton, oor fittthftil 

fellow-workers for fonr years, can well 
understand why we should reneat these 
words, and ilwell upon them witti ndngled 
feelings of joy and sorrow. For while we 
rejoice that the horrors of war are over, 
that our country is not ouly restored to us 
In all ilB integrity, hnt that henoeibrth it 
is A free couutry — purged from the t*iu of 
slavery by fire and sword ; while we are 
thankful that the necciisity for our work 
no longer exists, and are gl&d to be released 
from its responsibilities and cares, yet 
these very conditions, dear friends, bring 
with them the breaking up of onr inter- 
00ur8e, 'and the Bcvoriog of ties whose 
Btrcntrth we scarcely knew, until now, 
when the hour has come for us to part. 
There are tvfn(gr>fl?e large, tiuok hooks, 
still standing open onr shelves, in which 
every one of your invoiced letters, received 
duriug tho past fouryears, have been oare- 
ftilly preserved. Ineae hoohi are onr 
most valuable records. Lft those who 
want to understand the work in its truest 
66ut>e read over those huudrcds, or rather 
thousands, of letters. They will find there 
every phase of the war a.s refiected in the 
hear^ of the women at home. They will 
find, too, what the relation of our Associ- 
ation to the p^oftle hu been, and get aome 
ftint idea of the strength and endurance 
of the people's love for the army. They 
ahow also, as nothing else, can, the love 
and oonfidenoo which have grown up 
betwrn up, during these four years of 
trial, and which we trust may continue to 
he aaeredlyeheriihed to the end of onr 
Mves. 

As m*>mher8 of this Bnmeh of the IT. 
8. Sanitary Commission,* we have held the 
emiahle poflition of bang bfoqght into 



immediate eontaot, on the one hand, with 

the earnest, active minds, aud patriotie 
zeal of the officers of the Coniuiii^Aion, 
while, on the other hand, our work has 
gWen na four yearn of eonstant interoourae 
with the most patriotic, the most earnest, 
and the noble55t hcarl.s and minds from 
amuug uur eouutrywumeu. Fur tho in- 
fluenoe of this two^Id rehtiooship we 
shall never cca.sc to be grateful. It is 
impossible to be engaged in such a cause 
for so long a time, and with such associ- 
ates, without feeling <me'a own nature ele- 
vated and deepened 

The bond existing between the Woman'a 
Oentral and the SMitary Gommisrion has 
been a peenUarjy strong one; not only 
because we are ita oldest IJranch of Supplr, 
or OD account of the exceedingly agreeable 
and harmonious eharaeter of onr intw- 
ootiTse, bat becaase, with all our love and 
admiration of th© Commission, there is 
a little lurking pride — we may u8 well con- 
feaa it— that the Commission itself is, in 
some sense, an dUioot of onr own Aaso- 
ciation. 

The President of the Commission has 
always been a member of our Board. It 
was while acting as our delegate in Wash- 
ington, the first summer of the war, seek- 
ing the best ohannel for the distribnUon of 
our supplies, that he conceived the idea of 
tlic U. S. Sanitary Commission, which, 
when motilded by the genius of Frederick 
Law Olmsted, alio one of our earliest 
members, produeed that wonderful organ- 
ization which has prevented and relieved 
untold suffering, and, as "bearer of the 
people's lo?e to the people's army,** haa 
blessed both giver ana reeeiver. 

On the 24th of June, 1861, the Wo- 
mau'e Central voluntarily offered toiUisume 
a snbordinate position to the Commission 
a.s one of its Branches of Supply. It pro- 
pt^ed to open a central depot in the City of 
New York, for the collection of hospital 
sapnliea, *'8uoh supplies to be deliTored 
solely upon requisition from the Sanitary 
Commission, or to agents authorized by it" 
The manner of obtaining these auppliea 
was left to the AasooiaUon. This .Mree* 
mcut, of mutual benefit, has lemainea un- 
broken to the pr^nt hour. 

One remarkable feature in the weih of the 
Commission, and to which, Without doubt, 
niueh of its success is due, is its discipline. 
W^e refer particularly to the discipline 
enlbnad and leapeoted thionghont ill fol> 
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mnieer corps of workers. Ita Branehes 
receive their orders from the Comiuissioo, 
and carry them oat, with as litUe Uiooght 
of disputing them u a eaptain would the 
otders of his colonel. And you yourselves, 
dear friends, with your deference to our 
wishes, have tauglit us to believe that our 
authority with you is paramoant ako. 
You liiire eliofic'U to have it so, and have 
received directions about the woric from us 
in the same .spirit of obedience with which 
wa liave received them from the Commis- 
sion. One of your letters says : " We don't 
think your plan a very good one, bat.wa 
•hall obigr ordota.'^ And otheia: «Tell 
aa what to do" — "If you want aaythiiig 
more, tell us what it is, and how soon you 
want it" — " The war is over, but we meau to 
keep on working nati] yon tell na to atop." 
80 many, many letters repealing this in 
every variety of exprp-sion. After this 
work is over will you not advise ua what to 
do next?" writes another friend. 

This wonderful diseipliua in the volun- 
teer work of the Commission 1 What is it 
but the strongest of all bonds — which, is 
love. 

It is witli aching hearts that we read 
over these last, moat preoiwis letters from 
tan. Tbej are too petaonal, too aaored, to 
be quoted, or; to he answered here. We 
want you to know how. dependent we have 
been upon your sympathy and enconrage- 
meat throughout our work. Don't forget 
us. Althou^^h the Womau's Central no 
longer exists, its old members wish to be 
remembered by you as friends, and as 
fiUov-worken in and sympathisers with 
aifery cause that reprcents the welfare of 
•or eountryt and tbe interests of humanity. 
And may Qod blaai va in tha flitnie aa in 
tbe paaty and keep na in Hia paat tova and 
aarqr.

Dear : On arriving in this city two 
weeks since, by your direction I imiucdi- 
ately coinmcuci d visiting the troops located 
near the city, consistiog of tha l4ik, 15th, 
and 17th Army Corps. I prosecuted this 
work xintil eyery portion of the army was 
reach«d. SabstentlBl iiines of vegetables 
bavo btoD made to cvety n|^ment, detach- 
ment, and headquarters, so far as I know, 
throughout Ihe entire command. The is- 
faoB made were at first once eaeb week, bat 
afterward twice, at the rate of four barrels 
of potatoes to each 100 men, one barrel of 
pickkii to the reginient^ unless there were 
more than 400 men, then two barrels. 
Ouious Tverc abo distributed in considerable 
quautitien, as well as other Sanitary stores, 
for the use . of the sick in the regiments. 
There are no Division Hospitals as formerly. 
The nick are sent to the General Hospitals 
in and about Louisville. Iif eome instanoee, 
however, dieio has beon in attempt to retadn 
and treat the patents, when they were not 
seriously sick, in the regimental qTiarter!=, 
rather than send them out of the command. 
Brown Hospital has reeevTed roost of die 
patients from the ami}'. This hospital is 
fTitircly too much crowl 1 t' r ;»s capacity, 
uud. number of hUrgron> and nurses. Tho 
patients have nut been able to receive tho 
attention they should, from this fact; the 
defect, however, is being oomolad. The 



troops are exceedingly glad to receive tho 
vegetables furuiihod by the Commission. 
The government is not supplying *iw^e- 
(ables, and many have hcf^tne t^'Stim^nies 
of both officers and private soldiers tp the 
great Tains of <Hir woik. All the won-' 
veterans httfs gone hoMe, and now 15,000 
of the veteran troops of the Army of the 
Tennessee are to be mustered out of the 
ssrrioe immedialely. One dlviiloB of the 
15lh Army Corps has gone to Arkansas. 
Thus tho large Army of tho Tennessee will 
soon be reduced to a small command. I 
learn that the Corps organisations s]% to 
be broken up, and what troop.^ are retained 
iu the service will be sent to ^rrison differ- 
ent posts in die South. This will, perhaps, 
all have bscn accomplished by the Ust of 
July. Among all the ttoops % ^^0 ' 
received with cordiality.

Dear Sir: Mr. F. A. 8. Perry, vrho 
has been Relief Agent of the U. S. Sanitary 
Commission^ in this department, since 
Augx^ of lastyev, left Ncwlcrn last week 
to report to the Oeotcal Office, at Wa.shing- 
ton. He went the inland routs, via Baleigh 
and Greensboro to lUohmond. Mr. Periy, 
after months of fidthful service in thia diB> 
triet, went forward with the n lvnocc stores 
on the spriiu( campaign, and kept at the 
firant wnnl the oaptoie of Kinston, wheiw 
he remained in charge of the depot until 
the reduction of the garrison and the with- 
drawal of Sherman's army rendered tho 
eziatoooe of a permsneiit depot onneoes- 
sary at that point. His effor.'s to forward 
our stored on the early marches, and his 
own pergonal labors and exposures in oai^ 
rying si^ies to the field hospitals, in the 
batt^g around Kinston, over roads which 
no vehicles but government wagons under 
military orders wodd fSBtamto traveiae, 
merit the high appreeiatiott of the Osn- 
mission, as they have gamed him tne 
thanks and gratitude of those who directly 
reeeiyed the benefit of his sslf-sacriBcing 
ministrations. I send you enclosed hi? 
special reports from March 4th to June 
lOtb, which gives a fair expose of his la- 
bors, and some inkling of the condition of 
th 1 : , and the beneficial relatiOBB of 
the Sanitary Oommission with ik 
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Since the closiog of our Sanitary depot 
ftt Baleigb, all our relit f work has been 
done £rcm the depot at Newbern. The 
Mtt podtioB of our white tooofM in tksi 

district have boon in rfnf?(zirm.s at " Camp 
Chattanooga," a wide clearing in the wood», 
some three miles from town— a wild, ronian- 
tio spot — first occupied as an encampment 
by that rrMii lir r,' Tii li General, Meagher, 
with his Doodf^script bHgade, the " Les 
mfam* perdu^* of <mr ^ntliern ftnuict. 
Here, in a space of rolling land, sufficient 
for tho " Grand Army," vito pleaeautly 
biTonacked some dozen diiierent military 
orgvniia^i^ witli cteh other in 

oamp decorations and artificial evergreen 
shade — a rural oasis, eclipsing in picturojiquc 
effect the novel representations of romantio 
enetmpments set off by the rich fiui<7 and 
facile pen of Bulwcr. Here some thou- 
sands of our veteran troops, with their 
hearts fixed on near visions of home, await 
the slow routine of red tape to unloose the 
leasTi in which thoy are held, and let them 
* ^ed to the longing arms so isajpatiently 
■teetehed fbrA to rRoeive tiiem. Thia der- 
ienl delay is straining the petieDce and 
martial disciplio" of these brave fellows to 
the utmost. While some relievo the strain 
on their petienee hy letting off nnmeeennd 
stricturrs on the motives of delinquent 
officers, others, and far the greater portion, 
despondent at delay, and sickened by hope 
dewrrad, are yielding to thedefMestug in- 
fluence? of the advancing season. With 
oomparatively few severe cases, hundreds 
are on' the rick list, and some of the more 
sensitive or supccptible have succumbed to 
a low but rapid type of fever. Every ef- 
fort is being made to sustain the moraU of 
the men. The wore intelligent officers 
cheer the encampment with musical soirees 
and everinp: hop« ; the Christian Commis- 
sion arc in ibe Held with their good reading 
and boiled blackberry root; and the Sani- 
tary are doing all that their generruF , 'tores 
and the bountiful yield of luxuriant gar* 
dens can do for the soldiers, to console 
their " outward and inwjird man." Yonng, 
ardent ho3-e,nnd nld, Iiir^ute veterin?, who, 
in the rough bivouao and stern excitement 
of aotnal war, left these " siek charitiee" to 
their less hardy comnule>, now seek our 
stores and lu g a memento, if only a hand- 
kerchief, to show the gentle ones at home 
that their handiwork hee been within their 

reach, while !<reo?ting the diin<:er;^ whicli 

hoset their homes xad (heir country. This 



association of the Sanitary Commission 
with their homes at this juncture of their 
service is a gratifying evidence of the re> 
latiofna the ^mminion has borne to the 
soldier In the camp, and how well ho has 
appreciated the hnmc-fell comforts it has ^ 
brought to his relief. The presence of the 
mustering ofFi er, and the arrival -of tran^ 
port? to take them home, will do more for 
these soldiers than any direct relief. Several 
reginiente have already embarked, and are 
on their homeward track. The 23d 
Massachusetts, 16tb Connecticut, and M 
2«iew York Artillery have shipped. The 
6Ui Bhode Island, 15th Conneotioati and 
some others are mustered xmty and nwaiting 
transportation. T enclose a tribute to the 
Commission, sent in to me just as thoy 
were leaving iht department^ by the otf> 
cers of the 3d New York Artillery, an im- 
mense regiment, whose attachment to this 
department has been coeval with that of the 
Commiision. This exprearion was a apoo- 
taneou5? one, and quite unexpected, from 
batteries which have been on active duty 
to the moat'Temole parte of the dqpartniMifc 
Our season thus far is romainibly vtOr 
form, like the winter preceding; it. This 
month wc have had but three days with the 
thermometer at noon below 80^, and no day 

I ahove 8^^. There are many cases of t-ick- ^ 
ness, hut all mild. Most every one lias 
felt more or leas shah/, even though not 
subject to actual chills. The town is now 
clean, and ia occupied wholly by colored 
troops. The general hospital has been re- 

. moved to Morehead City. The hoa|dta] at 
Wilmington is to be broken up immedi-* 
ately, and it«< archives brought to the Med- 
ical Director's Office in Newbcrn. Mr. 
Foster reports fkvoTably of sanitary raatten 
(here. The chief Medical Pirf e'nr of the 
department, Dr. Hand, applied to me last 
week for chJori.de of liuiu, to be <i!»ed in ^ * 
Baleigh. A fatal l^er, I nndetatend, has 
broken out in and nesr the town, more 
especially in the spacious insane asylum in 
the suburbs, for which more particularly 
the disinfectant was required. I ^^ent up 
ten hiirrcls. The recent arrival of an in- 
voice of chloride of lime and stone lime, 
fifty barrels of one and onehnndfed of the 
other, has enabled me to fill another timely • 
rcqui.sition of an able and watchful Medi- 
cal Director; this time for Greensboro, to 
which I also supplied ten barrels of ohh^ 
ride nf lime. I incloae the reqttisitioO) ' 

I which speaks for itself. 
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I shall make no roqulpitions a^ present 
OD the general stores of the CommissioD. 

The service seems tc be gradually narrow- 
iag down to % peace e^tablishmcDt of black 
troopp, tlio nature of whose duties will 
hardly necessitate the continaed operation 
of extraordinary relief, bat will animflate 
itself to the condition and regime of the 
old regular army. The waning of the 
summer will probably witness the winding 
vp of our ho8|rftali, tad <he healing over 
of tbo liuTiKin Foars which arc now the tra- 
ces of the Btruggle we have passed through. 
Old mother earth will, howerer, with her 
iaeffiMoiMe tnaohea, tod Mr aerried 

CtyOBf carry down to the remotest ages ihe 
lanced acooont between the dead and the 
Uving of die heatiert tranaaotion since the 
formation of nations. Every element in 
nature has been drawn into the contest, 
and inflaenoes, more subtle and powerful 
tiMa the fnoj of ^eaUMm poets erer as- 
crihed to their gods of war, have lent their 
might to turn the scale of the fight, making 
the moral effects of the war more imperish- 
aUe and importaiit oo the welflire of the 
race thnn any revolution it may have 
effected in polities or in nationality. That

and the responsibility thus imposed on it

satisfaction of the public.

Dkar Sir : I rep;rct to say that the op- 
pressivelv bot weather of the last monttt| 
oombined with die .nnnsttal aoonni of w«vk 
thrown upon us, have so far affected the 
the health of my associates and myself, that 
it ia impossible for me, at present, to make 
the joorney to Waahlngtoo, and report in 
person the condition of our Sanitary work 
in thia department. I must try, tberofoTe, 
to give you a brief Bynop.sis of it by Ictt^or, 
trusting diat thia will afford all the infbr- 
matiou necessary to enable the Board to le- 
gialate for tbia, as all other parts ol our field 
of kbor, at its enaning meeting. 

In its general aspects, the work of the 
Sanitary Commission in t!io Western De- 
partment is not greatly difiereot from what 
It haa bean donng moat of the paat two 
years, and the changes which we had anti- 
cipated would take place as mon as the first 
of this mouth, have not as yet occurred. 
Daring the past quarter, all departmeiita of 
our work have beeu nearly as active a.H at 
an^ former period, and our labors at this 
point have for the past month been greatly 
increased by the immediate praianea of fiOy 
000 troops, just returned from a campMgn 
without precedent for its hardships, orar- 
ing, and really needing, an antonnt of help 
fironi the CotnoiiaRicRl, which has taxed our 
power and resources to tht* ntmost. The 
demand for assistance of various kinds in 
other paria of oar extended department has, 
for various rea^^ons, been even more impor- 
tnnStc than heretofore; and ifcnow secm.s 
probable that, contrary to all expectation, 
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the kst days of the Siuiitaiy Commiasioo 
will be among its bnrieet. 

The movements of troops, the transfers 
of patients in hospital, the wholesale dis- 
charge of inTalids, the Basteriag-out of 
large numbetsof men, bave prodaoed a de- 
gree of actirity, and eren confusioo, in mili- 
tary operations, that hare thrown npon us 
much aausual thonght| labor, and expeudi- 
• tare* 

Our TTomrx have been filled with dis- 
charged ao'l furlnughfd men ; f he Hotpital 
Directory been burdened with the discus- 
■ton of an unnsnal mass of records; and 
the confusion attending the disorganiiation 
and re-arrangement of a great and widely- 
Boattered army, has left regiments and hos- 
pitals more doponJcnt upon the attentions 
an^ rhurities of the Commission than when 
we had a larger force in the field, but that 
ibroe— irhile eodnring all the* hirdahips 
and performing all the duties of an active 
eunpeign — stiimilntcd hy the excitement, 
•nd provided lor by the necessary system 
of real and ■nceeaaftJ wnrfkie. 

The want of regetablea and other anti- 
scorbutics, which has been felt amoncj otir 
troops every spring since the war began, 
has been as pliunlj felt and ezpMied dnr- 
iiig the l;ist (junrtcr fus at any lormer time. 
To meet this want we have gathered pota- 
toes and onions, sourkront and pickles, from 
all parte of the Nbcth-Weatam States, and 
even from Cnnrid-t, nnd have sent them not 
only to all, parut of this Department, hut 
have fbrwaotled aereral la^ge ehipments, at 
his request, to Dr. Blake, at New Orleans. 
Copies of hia letter? n^kint' f'^r n'vl nc- 
knowledging these shipmentd are herewith 
enolosed- 

!nie Arra^ of the TbnneiKe, which, war- 
worn, unpaid, and hungry, has be<^n en- 
camped at Louisville since the first of Juno, 
hae Men fiberally dealt with, from eonaid- 

crations of both policy and philanthropy. 
The markets of tlie Ohio Valley licinj^ 
nearly t^xhaustod of vegctublea, almost noth- 
ing of ^e kind has been issued to this 
Army by the OtjintninHury, while, by pur- 
cha.sing far north, we have been able to 
issue regularly to the entire Array a larger 
allowanoe of potatoes onioBa, piokka, and 
Icrout than they have at MI7 time teoeifed 
Irom the Goverament. 
We hare Iwned onee and aometimee 
. twioe a week, for the past month, four bar- 
rels of potatq^, and one *)f pickles or krout 
to every two hundred men. We have also 



issued Urgc'ly of other stores inolitded ia 
onr supply tabic, hot the itema I have nen^ 

tioned have been by far the most import- 
ant. The effect of this f»p<!»cinl effort to 
feed a whole army hardly needs, 1 think, 
to be diaoosaed berore approval. Probably 
not all we have been doing for this army 
during the past three years hns done so 
much to mak« them know and teel the 
▼aloe of the Commission. They will oer* 
tainly leave here with it pleasant taste of 
the Sanitary Commissiou in their mouths, 
and are likely to be led by this compara- 
tively unimportant service to give na aome* 
thing of the credit with our conptittiency 
at homo, which all our silent and. legitimate 
good-doing in hoepitals would have fiuled 
to obtain. 

Although the demand ha«. T have faid, 
been kept jip, the tupplu, so far as derived 
fVom eontribtttioiia fn Kind, haa oonrider* 
ably fallen off, especially daring the peat 

motitli. Thi3 has been a consequence of a 
general conviction that '* the war is over," 
and the work of the Sanitwy Commtarien 
about done- This impression wa* t^trength- 
ened by the tsfue of Sanitary ('ommi?!- 
sion DocumuiiL UO, which, while giviug a 
jost view of onr work at the East, aotioi- 
pated the progress of oventg at the West 
by two or three months. For this reason 
our purchases have been unexpectedly 
lHr:_'c for the month of June. 

The effect of our lil>eral ip^^nes to the 
Ajrmy of the Tenneseco has been happy in 
more respeota than ooe^ Not only has the 
issue of vcgetablea, pickles, Ac., had an 
important influence on the health and com- 
fort of the troops, but has done much to 
make them oonteated in the peentiar and 
trying circumstances in which they have 
been placed. T am promised testimonials 
to thiB effeot from a large number of 
offioeia. 

In t!ie T/Muisville office fcf( changc|^haTe 
oeeiirred wliic-h r^qnire notice. Mr. Thome, 
haviii;^ been most laboriously engaged in 
the service of the Sanitary Commiamoa 
without intermission for more than a your, 
has taken a furlough for thirty days. r)r 
Sonid was two weeks since taken sick, and 
has been ainee dangeronaly ill, but, I mm 
happy to say, is now better. 

The ReporUr, hanng finished its aeoond 
Tolnme in May, haa not been ainoe poblbh' 
ed. I propose, howover, to issue a supple- 
mentary number in n few days, bringing ilie 
record of our work down to the present time. 
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Tbja work of the HomiUl Direetorg hw 
been nesdj m iMllfe Mriag the last aaar- 
ter as at any previotw p*»rio«i. Reports nave 
been regularly reoeivcd from the hospitals 
to Jaly I, and iofimiuitioii hae not only been 
flnnii^Ho'l \n individuals, but not unfrcquent- 
Ijtothe officers of Government. Sevoral 
inquiries hare been received from the Ad- 
jutant Q«nmd's Ofiee at Waahingtost all 
of which have been satisfactorily answcrod. 

. Iq accordance with permission given me 
at the last meeting of the Board, the list of 
deaths in the prison at Andenonytlle was 
purchased , and has been in^'orporntofl with 
tho Other records of the Hospital Directory. 
Thifl listlnduded 12,456 naaes, giving the 
name, rank,' company, regiment, diaeaWy 
date of death, and place of burial, of every 
man who died in ih&t prison during its cx- 
tsfeanee, with ihe«xotpaoBof8oaM4^, who, 
dying without MendLB or papen, eould not 
be idoritifM'd. This record has proved of 
great value, and has told^the fate of a large 
nnmbOT whoie ftienda'' hnve previously 
sought in ytbk to g^n anj SntttUgeneedT 

thera. 

The circular recently issue \ by the Sur- 
geon General is likely to render it more 
difficult than it has boon for us to gather 
the facta which form the Dircctoir Record; 
but, in view of the great value of ihis rec- 
ord to the people and the Government, and 
tlio far t that not the slightest evil has ever 
been traeed to it^ I can hardly believe the

Our Agencies at Cairo and Memphis are 
still kept in full activity, though their work 
must soon diminish. Mr. 8hipman ra« 
mains in charge at Cairo; Mr. Cbrialy end 
Mr. Way at Memphis. The Agency at 
Vieksburg has been discontinued, as no 
longer neoeeaary, and our ezoellent repre- 
sentative there, Mr. Brown, has left <he 
service of the Commission.

S. Sanitary rninm;??ion imposed on me, of 
awarding their premium for the best inven- 
don ftr nnnrng patiasla in military hoapp 
Uls. 

In enlling your attention to that snbjeot^ 
J you Will recollect that I pointed oat theda> 
sirabiHtyofhaviDgaooatrifnooaaomathiag 
Ilko tho Indian punka, by w4iich all tha 
pafienta of a long ward migiit be gently 
iauoed, so as protect theiu from flies by 
daji ittd firom moiqnilaaB by ai^t— 4h«i 
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sopersediug the cutubrous aud stifliug cur- 
teiu sow in use; it being all-importaot, 

howcvrr, tbrit, fhe miicliitio Jrhould work 
Doisele^sijr, bo simple, aod cheap, rcquiriog 
the labor of a eiugle attendtMit to keep it in 
motion. 

No soontr did the annonnccmciit appear 
in the newsppers that euoh a machine waa 
iwededt thaa phM wmt tM MiUH ii tnaie 
Ib gntt mmbcfls, tU of tbta exhibiting 

great ingenuify, many of the rn betng the 
inventiooti of uur ingenious noldiur^, who, 
whea in hotipital, had often roffered ftr the 
want of fanning. I was unable, howeyer, 
to form an opinion of the relative \ralue of 
thet»e pland from a mere insppotion of the 
^rawii^ or tBe littk modek thai mn 
presented. TIio expense attending; the con- 
ftru<<-tion of the apparatus on a scale suffi* 
oientlj large to test its valae, deterred all 
bat two ioTentors flran oompoting for the 
premium. One of the contrivances i.^ the 
inveatiofi of Mr. Blonquist, of ^ew York, 
who, QiKlor tbo patronago # L. B. Chitten- 
den and T. B. Banting, Esqrs., and at oon> 
siderable expense to the labt-nanied gcntlo- 
n, came to Waahio£ton, and nut up a 
nioMMbiiie Id OM w the waras of tUa 
hospit^— Dr. MoKee, U. S. A., surgeon in 
charge, kindly favoring this attempt of ao- 
, oomplishiDK a hospital desidcratom. 

This in^ntioQ aflfoided auoh ntiBAwtioii 
to Profs. A. C. Post iind C. A Lee, of New 
York, aud Prof. Bacon, of New Haven, wlio 
witnessed its operation. Mr. Blanqnist aLjo 
exhibited an automaton punka, wbleh is 
nflrnirahly adapted for domestic use — for 
single beds, ciffioes, dining-rooms, and the 
lib*. 

Bat a machine, the invention of Sur- 
geon Taft, A. A. 8. U.^. A., in charge of 
the Signal Corps Hofl|Htai, Georgetown, i>. 
0., bee been init iip*iii ao adjaeent witrd, 
whioh, fbr military and municipal hospital 
purposes, is, in the opinion of Dr. McKee, 
myself, and others, entitled to the palm. It 
la BO ^ple, tfuii eny carpoDter itUobed to 
a hospital can construct one ; so inexpen- 
sire, that twonfy-five cents will cover the 
expense for each bed ; and, withal, capable 
of being kept in tion by a single attend- 
ant, who can thus fan two rows of beds, 
thirty or more in a row. Its action can be 
soflpended over any single bed whcsp desired, 
or ii s fan oAj be extended, e» aa lo keep 
flies from a suppurating foot. 

With true professional feeling, Dr. Taft 
dadinee tdkiog oat a patint for hie Imren- 



tion. , Ho ia ouiy dcjiirous of having ita 
benefits extended to patients. 

There is now, tlauks be to Goc^, wlio hath 
given us the victory, comparatively little oc- 
casion for a hospital fanning-machine ; but 
it is needed, nevertheless ; and it is desi- 
rable that it should he speedily brought into 
general use, I hope you will make the public 
acquainted with the iovention, and tbrongh 
your own publications give the 
description herewith transmitted. 

While the humane and patriotic deeds of 
the Sanitary Oommisuon will be embalined 
in hifltory, an cver-aotivo memento of its 
beneficence will be afforded in hnspitals by 
this hygitsnio appliance, which it has been 
Um aeaiia of euling into eiialeBee.

It stores and truusporta nut only thu bup- 
pliea of olothing, equipment, shelter, and 
MBf of tnnaportatumi bnl tba mbaiat* 



etjce, Iioopi^ supplies, and ammunition, 
which ure provided by other Departin»Mit.«. 

Upon the efficient perlurmance of it^ 
dttttea depend, tbenfbre, in a ^ great meaa- 
ure, tlie military efficiency, comfort, and 
health uf iht^i troop?, and theaoe the aoo- 
ueas uf military operations. 

The Sanitaiy Commiaeioo, organising 
sympathy, has given unity and character to 
the efforts of the friends and relatives of 
the soldier on a gigantic scale, and borno 
an important part in the wut. It has aup- 
without the dclay.s which are inseptlr- 
ublu from a oompletti oilicial, pecuniar v, and 
pcrsooal aooonntability, mveh whien the 
regular Depanmtiutjj uf supply could not 
so soon, or could not at all distribute. 

ltd agents have b«aa everywhere, and 
have aided and amiated die offieen, eheered 
many a wearv €nd wounded man, and 
saved many a life. When the Secretary of 
the Cummis&iou iiiat called upon me, at the 
outbreak of the war, i well remember the 
interview, and the joyful expression with 
which, afUr comparing our opinions and 
views, us to the manner iu which the Com- 
minion could best fulfil its objects of uae- . 
fulness, he sfil 1 t!iat I had ^'ivon him a new 
hope and couiideuoe, and that he then, for 
the first time, felt as though he had • 
'«toached bottom," and bad foond firm 
ground to stand upon. 

Siuee then i have aeen the operations of 
tbe CSotnmuaum, not only in this city, and 
the extensive hoepitai:^ w hich surround it, 
j but :it t)iL" bas( -» of supply, the temporary 
duputs throu^ii wiiioh the wotuided were 
passing after great batllea, I have gaateftittj 
recognised the value of its labors to the 
soldier, to tlu* offie^^r and to tho cause, and 
rejoiced liiai 1 waa early brou>;hL into uou- 
tact witfi it^ aod that I had been able to aid 
it by my own efforts aod bj thoae of offi- 
cers under my direction. 

This country has many proud menu>ries 
to mingle witb tbe sadness of the late' war, 
and among the prondcst will be the mag- 
nificent voluntary sympathjf and oharitjf to 
its repreaeolati?e aokoen^ ongaoiied and 
conducted by the Saoitarj OommiMikw.

Commission to the fact that arcfnrnrd sol- 
dier in your neighborhood is said to have 
in his posseiBkni Tanoos ti1i«lta of clothing 
witii the mark of the flanitary Commission 
upon them, and yon pn^rfrest the importance 
of having the' affair cicured up bj an iuves- 
4u;MioD at Ii(Mq)itel o«ar Washington 
where the soldier was recently an inmate. 

Probably the facts are just as stated to 
you J it would be strange if to every thou- 
nnd soldiers, honest in themselves^ and 
grateful to the Commission for it« services, 
as most of them are, there were not at least 
one man 00 unprincipled and devoid of 
gtatitede as to lead him to pteal sanitary 
stores, just as he ^otild any other goods he 
■ could lay his hands on. And moreover, in 
the y oe oM of ''breaking up" the general 
lioqiitals, now going rapidly on, tkoagli 
the system of h'^nf^ hj the Commission may 
have been, as we Ucliove it has, eminently 
wise, and tho«^ the surgeons in charge 
may be watchful, it is simply impossible to 
• prevent canning men from secreting some 
of the articles which may be in use in the 
various wards, and whieh, of conse, having 
been oneo appropriated to the hospital and 
regularly accounted for in the issues of the 
Commission, the Commission cannot keep 
a p{'r-oti:il watch over. 

Till' liDSf it-il you refer to was "broken 
Bp" some weeks with ten or fifteen 
ciher hospitals in tms ^nkdnity. Of course 
no investigation can he made at tiie hospi- 
tal itself in the ca«c you refer to. But it 
seraas to me eminently .the dutf of any 
IHend of the Oommisslca, who is eognisaot 
or suspicious of the exiatSQoe of such facts 
as you state in his own neighborhood, to 
see the man himself, and make a thorough 
eacsininstion in an open and straightforward 
manner. If fiuch invcstiijation should be 
made in the present case, as I trust it may 
be, will you iulbrm me of the result? 

One word more. Considering the vast 
amount of supplies i«iaed by the Sanitary 
CommiBsion, and the utter impossibility of 
tfie agent of the Oom mtesl on -keeping a 
penonal watoh over these supplies aft^r 
they are once issued; cont^irlrr-nc, too, how 
soldiers, attcr they are oucc well, will sell 
■ rt Wes bf eiothiag which faarve been flir- 



niuhed to them when sick; congideriiig 
these points, it nally serais strange to ise^

The close of the war has come upon us so 
suddenly that we feel like these vho dream,
